i. The SeH!reUirie,s shall muse the names of the CaiididHltts and of their 
Propowrs to be inserted in the billet i'aUin^t the Meeting nt whieh they 
are to l>e halh>ted for, Tlie Ballot may be taken for nil the (JiiTidiriiiU-H 
iiiimed in the billet nt once; but if three or nion* hlaek IhvUs apjiear, the 
Chairman of the Meeting shall cause the Cnndidate-H to be balloted for 
singly. Any Candidate rw'eiving less tbaii t^vo-thirds of the viittw given 
shall not l>e admitted. 

5. Hontirnry F’ellows shall i-onsist of fjerstitis eminent in Archieidogy, 
who must 1 h+ l■eeonlllleuded by the Council, mud balloteil for in the same 
w'ay a# Fellows: and they shall not be liable for any ftH«i of admission or 
annual suliscriiitions. The luiiuber t*f Honorary Fellows shall not ext'ood 
twenty-live.

IK The subseription of One Guinea shall l>eroiiie due on the .tUth Nov- 
emlx»r in each j‘ear for the year then f-oinmeneing ; aiid if aiij^ Fellow who 
has not I'omj.HJunded shall fail to pnv' the snbst'i'iptioii for three siiceessive 
3'ears, due appHeatioii having lieeu naide for iMiyineiit, the Treaxnrer shall 
repi>rt the same to the t’onneil, by w'iiose authfaHty the name <jf the 
ilefuulter 11013" erasetl from the list t»f Felloivs* 

10. Ever}' Fellow not Wing in arrears of the annual subsvripthxi shall 
be entitled to receive the jjriTited Fi’oceedings of the Scxriety from the. 
date of election. 

IL N’oiiP but Fellows shall vote or liold auj' cifHi'e in the Hovietj'* 

VI. iSiibjeet to the Ijiws and to the control of the ^iociety in General 
Meetings, the nlTairs of the Soc iety shall lxi managed by a Council electial 
and appiiinteil as hereinafter set forth. Five Menilw-rs of the Council 
shall W a iiuoi-uin. 

VA. The Oflice -1 hearers of the Society shall consist of a President, three 
Vici^Fi'esident-s. two Staa-ehicies for gcnenil par]K>ses. two tii^TetaHeii for 
Foreign Corrv^spondeiiee. a Treasurttrt two Curators of tlie Museum, a 
Curator of Cnins„ and a Librnriau, The Fresideiit shall he elected for a 
periisl of five j^enrs, and the Vice-Fi’i^sidents for a period of three yeai-s.

All tlie other OITit e-Bearer** shall be elcMited for one year and shall be 
eligible for r’e-elcetioii. 

14. Ill accoi-ilnnce witfi tfie agreement siilwisting between the Six-iety 
and the GovernmenL the Boanl of Maaufactnrert (now the Boartl of 
Trustees) shall be reprex^nteJ on the Council hy two of its Members {being 
Fellows of the Society) elected aimunlly by the Six-iety, The 1’reaaury 
slnill be represented on the Gouneil liy the King s nml Lord TieaxurerV 
Hemeinbrancer (l>einK a Fellow of the Society). 

1.5, The Council shall consist of tho (Iffice-Beai'ers, the three representa¬ 
tive Meinljers above spec ified, and nine FelloiirsT elecited by the Sotdety. 

Kj. Three of the tnne elected Mcnnbers of Cmiucil shall retire annually 
hy station, and shall not again l>e eligible till after the lapse of one 
year. Vacniuues among tic*' electtKl Mcmibeis of t'ounril and Oflice- 
Bearors occurring by cainipletion of term of oftice. by retirement on rota¬ 
tion. by riftfignation, by death or cjtherwise, -siiall be lilled by elet'tion at 
the Annual Geuond Meeting. Tlie election Hliall l>e by liallot, upon a list 
issucHl by the Coum il for that purpose to the Fellows at Icuist fcmrteeti 
days before the Meeting. 

17» The Council nuty appoint coniiuitteej^ or intlivldual?^ to take charge 
of ijnrticular dejjartments of the SocietyV bus i ness. 

15. The Annual General Meeting of the Society shall take place on 
St Andrews Day, the TiOth of November, or on the following day if 
the :iOt.h be a Sunday. 

10. The Council shall have power to call Ext raordinary GcHeral Meet¬ 
ings when they nee cause. 

311. The Ordinary Meetings of the Society shaU be held on the second 
Monday of each month, from Dfjerember to May incltiflive. 

31. Evorj’ propofyil for altering the Laws luiLst he made through the 
Council X and the Secretnriett, on instrui-tions fri>iu the Council, i^ball cause 
intimation thereof to be made to all the Fellows at least one nioufb 
before the (leueml Meeting at which it is to be determiiiied on.

There were 31 new mcmliers ailded to the mil iluring the year, while 
J9 dic'd, 3 resigned, ntid 9 fillowed tbeir inernberwliip to lapse. Two 
CorreBponding Members died, and two were elected. The Goumcil 
feel that the way in W'^hicb the memlnsrship of the Society is being 
maintained is a matter of sincere congratulation. 

In the Lbt of those whtJ have died during the year will Ije found 
the names of LieuteuauLColonol Sir Alexander M* Hardy, and 

Mr Mai’kinlay, t^vo regular attendcrH at the meetingw of the Society, 
whose presence will be niucli missed. 

Sir Alexander M‘ Hardy w'as elected a Fellow in 1880; he w'as a 
membor of Council for many years, and w'as at one time a Vice- 
President of the Society, He ivaB especially interested in the question 
of sdtrifiod forts, and made a series of experiments in the vitrifaction 
of stone, the result of which he conimunicated to the Society in February 
190(1 The interests of Mr Mack!nlay, on the other hand, lay more 
particularly in hagiology and ecclesiojogy, in regax-d to which he 
published several valuable works and contributed i>eLperH to our Pro^ 
Mr Mackinlay, who immediately preceding the date of his 
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death wi^ih a ]!tle?iiber uf Cuunvil. liiid been l^liiitl for yenrA tis 

the result of an iieciilont^ and was thin* obliged tf> do liis research work 
ilirougli ot-berH^ That the result attiihied should hare lieeii i^o exeelLetii 
is a testimony to the onthusi^isni which be mrried into his work iind 
* a Wonderful example uf ti^umph over phyi^leni disabilities. 

We have also to regret the death of Mr J. G. A. Baird^ who had only 
of recent ytvirs found leisure to associate himself in tho active ivork of 
the Society* In iVlla he w'as a member uf the Truprain Escavatiun 
Committee, and from time to time rendered valuable service by persouallj" 
Hiiporintending the W{>rkineti engaged on tbe hill. On his own estatt!i 
of Mnirkirk he was fortunate to find sovend cairns and other niomi- 
ments of jirehiistorje times, and these he was systematically excavating 
up to tho time of his death. 

Through the death of Mr Matthew Livingstone, formerly Deputy- 
Keeper of the Keeords Scotland, the Society has lost a friend to 
whom it owed much. Members will roniomhcr that Mr Livingstone 
dovote^l ii grcuit deal of vultiablo time to examining and cabduguing 
the large collection cif cliartorn belonging to the Society, tho result 
of Ilia labours tieing publislied in the Proceeiliiitfa of the Society in 
April I90L 

Another keen antiquary in the person of Mr M^illlaiu -Steele has been 
removed from our midst. His interest in the ScKucty is evidenreil after 
bis death, for be has bequeathed to it bis srmiU collfH:tton of prehistoHr* 
i 111 pLemcuts, to xvhicli after reforem^e will hta made. 

The Society has also to mourn the ileatb of tbe Duke of A thrill, who, 
although he never took an active part in the work of tho .Society, was 
keenly interested In its doings and was a not infre^jneut visitor to the 
Museum. 

Another name, ttmt of Captain Nelson, falls to 1>o added tu tJio roll of 
those of our Fellow's w!io havo fallen for their country. Lastly, almost 
on the eve of uur meeting, we have had intimation of the death, of Mr 
Alexander Hutdieson of Broughty Ferry. Mr Hutcheson wan well known 
as nil architect with keen antUiuariaii tastes, and thrmigliout a long period 
of years was a member of this Society, having joLneil it in !883. tie W'as 
one of the most frequent contrihutors to our Prwccfffar/J*, hi tho course 
of his conne^^tion with tho Society having gtvon to us as many os thirty 
papers covering a wide range uf Hubjects, from records of preliistoric 
burials to sculptured nionuTiients. His interest in all antiquarian matters 
made him a most valued Fellow nf the Society* In the latest volume, an 
advance copy of which is on tho table to-night, wq have bis last com¬ 
munication dealing some interesting carved panels seen by him 

man}' years before and with charactertstie iftiro noted with a view to 
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suKwquont riTCJi-il, also giving us an invontory of the household pieTiishiiVg 
of a daughter of Ourdiunl Betouti^ wbieli he luid obtained in a t'ollfK:tloii 
of old fHipers. Lteskles conti'ibating tn our Society. Mr Hutcheson was a 
not iufroquent tfontribatoi- on antiquarian rnattoi-si to Jiis own loriil press. 

Pn)i;et^linffs . — There is agtiiu a decrease in the n urn Iter of pajie^ rcaii. 
tiiere l>emg only fourtc«^n tliiH year as against eighteen in the preceding 
year. F'our pu.ja'irs dealt with historical and tcai witli arcliieological 
subjects. iMr Goadio and Me Mac Ritchie both contributed interegting 
pnjHM's tlc-fding witli earthdmiises and tlieir iiiimintants. adiirh led to a 
goo<l deal of diHcussioir Mr Fraser I'ead a paper on tbe Artificial Island 
of Tjttrh KiTitdlan. giving the reHults of fiirtlier investigations into the 
origin and foiupositioii of these interesting strncturt^v^; and Mr Callander 
in his pafjcr a Flint WorkerH’ Factory directed attention to ii si-riew 
of sites sucJi as might easily be passed o^'er withpiit antecedent knowledge.

Owing to the War. and the need to refrain from eintdoyment of lalKutr 
uimcecsstiry ff»r tlie welfare of the cijuntry, no excavations have l»een 
conducted by the S(M‘ioty daring the ]>ast year, and tiiis cause, taken in 
conjunction with the fact that tlie Mnseuni is sLilJ tdosixl. largely accounts 
for the great falling off in acquisition.s as conipared with no]-mii:l times. 

The most interesting oiijeet added to the Museum within tlie last, year 
is a gobl ring set with a natural uncut diamond, found in tiie grounds of 
Holyrfx>d Palace while a shrubljcry there was lieiiig clearetl up. it is 
IwHeved to 1 k> a relic of fourteeiilh-reiitury date. Tlie proliahility Is that 
?iuch a relic must liave Iwlonged to some important iwi-sonage, but tlmt 
is a point upon which it is idle to speculate. 

As previously mentioned, a smuH collection of preliistoric lelicjt wns 
i^equeathed to the iMus^nini ijy the late Mr William Steele of Kelso, a 
Fellow of the Society. Among theiii was irwhideii a small circabiv hiitton 
of jet, plano-convex, and having a A"-i(lin|>ed perforation on tiio flat side.

I'TOEEMY’S UEOGUAPllV OF By Propessor FLINDERB 

PETRIE. F.R.S„ F.B.A., Hox. F.S.A. Scot.

Many Htudif« inivo btH^n nmile of Ptolemy^s Oeo^jrapftt/ on the ground 
of taking it as whole statenioiit, luoro or loss erroneous and inrtmipre- 
hensiblc. In iRSti I tried t-o nhtvw n difTeren^treatment of it, hy systeinatif 
jLnnlyHis into its original elements, in the ciiso of Egypt {Naukrnftit L. 
|)]i. tK)-lM). .\s Britain is remarkahlo in Ptidemy’s work for the utnontit of 
distortion, this trejitmeiit hy atiaLysis is inueh needed^ in order to under¬ 
stand bow his ermrs arose, and from what innterinJ he was building. This 
study docs not tonrli on the t^rigiiial iintliors fr^Jm wdiom i^oleiiu' drew 
liiH material, hut only on tho original facts which wore utilised, whether 
comhiiictl hy Ptrilemy oi- any of hia pretlecessorsK When, therefore, the 
name of EHoLeniy is used here, it is without any prejudice to the question 
of whether lie borrowed his Ijiisic fneU or adopted tho work already done 
hy others. 

Tho first step in studying Ptolemy is to take at^eount of tho various 
readings of the MSS. For this puiqx>He tho edition of C, Miillov (Paris, 
1S8!1), with all the MS. variations, is indispensable. But the iitilit}' of this 
apparntuH must not neee.ssarily give uuthority to the form of the text 
adopted hy Miillcr. Kis industry may have exceeded liis judgment in 
forming a st>«iidard text. He gives great weight to the throe Florentine 
MSS,; hut, by the test of harmonious positions, these are hy nti means of 
ruling authority. In an appendix are stated seven tost cases W'here the 
geographical position chorks the readings; in thesis the older text of 
Nohbe is always preferable to that of Miiller. 

For purposes of study tho most convenient map is Kiepert's Imtuhv 
Brtta^micfVi t8lC}, On a not of the same size of degrees Ptolemy^s positions 
were all plotted; and on strips of piijier tho vIji/oh/uc Itin^yarieft were 
laid off to the same scale. Thus (a) the true {Misitions in Kiejjort, (i*) 
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Hcilemy'a fjogitiona, and (c) tha AntoiihitJ clistaiiceu, cim all he ponipared 
^'nphk'Ally and ImnicdLately. Xo reliaiico baa Wan placed on tlio Kieport 
identificatioas of placrea, nnlesa well known otherwise. Roman iiiiki? only 
iiro used in this paper. The Litin forniH of the rianios have been pi^ferrech 
• as prolwbly they were reported by Roman sources in this shape and 
translated into Greek by Rolemy* The variatirma of the fomiw of names 
lire not dealt with here.

1 he tirst {question is tlio astrunomicid l>asis for the principal points. 
Longitudes there were none, except by dead reckoning and mapping. 
Latitudes ivero fixed—at least in Britain—solely by the hours in the 
longest day. For converting the number of hours into the corresponding 
latitude Ptolemy gives a table (lib. i. cap. xxiii.). To compare tins with 
the tratli. w'e have hero diagram, showing the relation of hours to the 
latitudes between 4S' and fiO*; the curves are from calculations of six 
points, fur the theoretical iimuber of hours of the suns centre above the 
huriKon regardless of atniDsf^iere, ami also for the extreiiie appearance 
of the sun s fxlge as raised by refraction. For this the oliliquity of the 
ecliptic has been taken at —1" 4P for the Hrst century, refraction at 30*, 
and semidiameter at la'. The {joints tabulated by Ptolemy arc connected 
by a broken line. Ris form of curve is very accurate, but gives alxjut 10" 
too low a latitude for the theory of centres. When refraction and the 
sun^K diameter are taken into account, the actual visible sunshine will be 
much longer at any place than l^olemy allowed, and his latitudes of 
places are corresiMindingly too high. 

In lib. viii. mp. ii. Ptolemy gives the hours of tlie longest day for six 
positions in our region.

Tlie Ix>hL materials that wcjre availuble for relative positions were the 
coasting chstJinces. %Ve might tJiitik that hi, eh were far inferior in value 
to road distances; but the rW material was ho scanty that the coasting 
was superior In value. It is certain that Ptolemy* hiiil none of the 
Antonine Itineraries, for if he liad had those he could not rxiHSihly huve 
made the interim! ormrs thut we see. A small numlwr of road lengths 
were used, but not any one whole iter* lie also ignores Hadrian s Wall 
Tlie Jirst point in the coasting is that the places along a given piece of 
coast are lit eipial distuncos. Rcnioml>ering tlmt Ptolemy usimlly only 
stutes the neare^^t 10; and never less timii 5', any distances agroelng within 
such limits are to lie eojisidei'eii equal. This equal spacing proljably 
results from statements of day s sailing lietween ports. The distances 
stilted in this paper are all in Roman miles* in order to be r^ommimble 
with the itinernrieH, *

As the eight distances stand in Ptolemy the a’l^rtige is 150, mean difference 
4 j or if Ptolemy knew of Peachy Hoad and allowed for routiding it, 
the He veil other dlstnncoa average Oii, mean difference 2. The actual dis¬ 
tances of the best part, east of the Exe, have a mean difference of I I or 
12 miles. Hence I^olemy waa here following a scale of equul diatam-es, 
probably the fullest day's sailingt I'dth two known exceptions. 

As to the modern equivalonta, the Cantium Pr. must be the South 
Foreland, as Rutupiie (Rich boro ugh) was 10 miles nearer Lrondon* t>f 
tiio alternative names the difficulties of distances are equah but in 
favour of the first column there wits a station of the Second Legion 
10 miles from Ahiiinus, and the station of I^orchostcr is 7 miles froui 
Weymouth, which would thus be Alaunus. Then Dnniuin would be 
on the lieight of Ptirbeck. The relation of laca to the Isaca ia dealt 
w*ith among the inland places. The position of Ceniou indicates the 
Fowey, at tlie headland of which is the Cannis rock. 

On the East Coast it was reckoned an equal distance (40 to 44 miles) 
from the Thames estuary to London, t« Idumanius, and to Carnulo<lunum. 
Taking the estuaiy «s at Bonthcad, tliis would agree to about 88 miles 
to London^ Maldon, and Colchester. There was no coasting known from 
Colchester to the Wash, and that distance was taken at only a third 
of the true length. Nor are there equal dishmees up the rest of the 
East Coajit.

The many impossible relations of places shosvn by Ptidomy indit-ate 
tliat we must IcKtk for traces of his method of reaching bis i-esnlts, 
if wo are to understaml them. TJiere are two imnlos of attack: one 
by .seeking thiw or more points lu a straight line, winch suggests a 
single line of tneasurenicnt; the other by taking the distances from a 
place to every otlier place around, and seeing ^vhicli ebstance agrees 
with the actual ground, Uf coui'se, in this as id the coast distamreH, 
VOL.

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no distance in miles is luimed by Ptolemy* but from bis Uititude^ Atitl 
longitudes plotted down cuu moastire off tlie distuuces one or more 
of which he must have utilised for bis positions.

The Midlands are in a confused state, us, owing to having placed York 
a degree too far north of London, there is a deartli of material to occupy 
such a space.

Why all these distances are doubled xve can hardly guess, tt might 
be due to having exaggerated coasting distjinees, hut if so there eunuot^ 
have been any road lengths known. It iiii^S;ht inoi-o ilkidy be due to a 
local habit of counting in the mile a thousand single pacog^ instoJid of 
double [Ibices, aud so recording in hnlf miles instead of whole miles. 

The strange projection of Noimntum froni between the twti buys 
shows that dilTereot materials were hero used. The lurys and estuaries 
!tre what almost entirely attract the coasting i*M'ord* and were j)rtjl> 
ably fixed thus l>etweeii Abraiiannus and Clota. The ptisition of 
Nouuntum is duo ti> one iif the doubled distanci's from Alauna, and 
hence far Ijeyond the bays. 

It is along the possible linos of rcaid from Gbisgow' to the coast that 
search should lie made, at the right dist-airrest for the various inland 
tow'iis. At a first view Tve may expect Curia at Couranee, south of 
Moffat* wdiich is the exact distance; I’rimontinni. west of fhe Annan, 
]i{Msibly the coast hills at Curamortreeg; yxellum at Caerlaverwk; Coria 
between Strathavon and jiluirkirk; Lindiirn nboiit DaliaHider, IxjIow 
T joadhiUs; Corda 4 nitles north or north-east of Uarsphairn; Cavlinn- 
torigiim near Xew Gallovvay; T,dUCOpiiHa about Dromore east of ?fewton 
Stewart; ITanduara would be 17 miles from Abiunu,atitl Doiira is 20 miles 
from Glasgow, near Kilwiimitig, These positions are all on the obviiniH 
Hues of road, and should lie searched liefore looking oliwnvbere.

Of those distances we may note the following: — From the Forth at 
North Berwick across to the Eden may vary between 35 and 65 miles 
according to extent i>f open sea crossed. The Eilen of Carlisle is the 
(tuna, aad ho the Eden of Cniiar would compare with the I'iiui. llie 
dist^ince of 40 miles from the Eden to the Tay may be due to Iwing 
reported up to Perth i between' the ostuary nioutiis it is only 10 miles. 
The Dee is placed about 15 miles too near the Tay, perhaps due to their 
being stated at a whole degree apart. Douiina by its jmsition is evidently 
oa the Don. Alata CVtstra. if in this serjea of position.^, must fall at 
Nairn, though as a strategic pt>int it would l>e exiietrted to be at Inver- 
ncHs. Uara (some MSS. have Uarar) may he coimeeted with Glen 
Gowric and Locli Gorrau, which ran into the head of Cromarty Firth 
near Dingwall; this name might have extended down to the Firth. 
Loxa Hoems couiieeted with Evlex Water, which runs into Dornoch 
Firth. The n^Bij viJfijXq does not imply a headland or uMHintain, but a Jiigh 
bank of earth, such as a ridge or high sea-waU which cut off the view 
inland from n ship. Bv the iHstanco this woulil come about l/Othheg 
Point. 

The Cantire toast is a gi-eat difliculty, as there seems to ho no room 
for it in Ptolemy. Certainly he had no material to construct any 
approximation to the complex of ]>mmontories anti iirtlis betwt^tm the 
Clyde mouth and Loch Linuht^. Lemaiiiioiiius by its name would belong 
to the River Leven and Loch Lomond; but no connection by distances 
seems possible, as it tthould lie betweeu Btniatia and Clota. The reading 
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varies a-*^ I>ela«iin<^ninfl; this niij'ht be ji MS. corruptlou of Leggau- 
noiiiiis, it wtfiild tioiuiect witli Laggoti at the mouth of Loch Fyno, which 
IS evidently the inlet in rpieiition^ 

Tlie two islands of ToHupis uiid Conniis between Kent nnd the 
C^uitinent npjHvir t<» hnvo lieen i-eckotied a.s a iioriauL day’s sail from 
Cautium pr* to Toliapis, and another to Counus. To understand these 
we slioiiEd refer tO' Glcment Keid's wdiei^e the map on 

pnj^e 40 shows that these islands w'onld have been on the ridge between 
the ohi Thames Valley and Ch/LOiiel Valley. As the suhmevgeiii'e prob¬ 
ably took place about as long before Ptolemy aa we are after him^ it 
T8 quite likely that this ridge, which would ba al>out the last [>art to be 
attacked liy til 0 sea, might lia<"c roniaincd still as a couide of blands in 
the time of Ptolemy. We must rememlier that the evidenee of the forest 
beds shows that there was no Channel sen during the A'eolitbie [lerioih 
but frfim Enghiiid aiM'oss to Denmark was continuous hmd. 

Several uncertainties of the MSS., which do not much affect the 
general view, have not laam imtired »o far. The niO'ce aerious of tlieae 
lire the following:—In Scotland, Lo^ca and Uara are Ijoth iinl'ertaiii in 
position. Besi<le the pthices of the usual lext here pkitted, thei'e is con¬ 
siderable authority for placing I-noxa in Cromarty Firth in the place of 
Uara. and Uara into Inverness Firth, For Boderia there is tiiik'Ii 
authority for 5H' 1"/ and less for 50* j neither place would nuike a differ¬ 
ence in the identification—it woulrt only 1 h» a matter of how far along 
tlie B'irth of Forth the site was fixed, Aiaunns is by a feiv AISS, put at 
21' 2Cf, which ivould agi'ce letter with the liistance from the Wear to 
the iVlae, hut it would throw out the diKtnnce from Breineninrn. 
Carlwintorigurn hus much authority for fiD* 30' hit.; if it were so it 
would he on the Alauna-Lindum-Nouius road.

FOLAI^ViSE, 8TIII LINGS HIRE* AND flF ANl>THER IN THE PERTH 
ilUSEUSh Bv Jp GRAHAM €?ALlLjVNDER.

Through tlie courtt^iy of Major A. B. Murray, of Polniuiso. I am 
able to illustrate here a liarp-iihapod libula which was foutul in 1850, 
in digging a drain in that purl of the held of Bannockbuni which is 
now iair<a-jH»mted in the furiu of Newpark, on the estate of Polmaise, 
ai short distance from Stirling. Jt war* handed over to the Murray 
fainily, in whose |jos-session it liais reiiiuiiied. 

The brooch (llgs. 1 uutl 2} measures 33 inches in length and IJ inch 
across the top, and is made of brass, jVs it was found in lujggy ground, 
where it had reiuaineil under constant ihinip eoudiiiojis, it is in an 
unusually gwid shite of prescr>'ati<>u* uml in working order, But, 
appareutl^'p the pin of the hinge having been brtiken or worn through, 
the original jda has lx>eu rejiluced by one inade of copper. 

The bow of tht^ hr^midi idses higher than the erx>sK-pieco, and the to[i 
is surmounted by a ridge or crest placed slightly to the rear of the 
hight?»t point, and bordered laterally by incised converging hues. In 
front of aud lielow the crest is a routi<led moaliliug, which, gradually

It hns been refen-ed to in the Prij- 
cm/i/a/a. vol. xxii. p, :il0; but, as it is an ontstunding example of its class 
and exblbit^f featui'cs not seiui, so far as 1 am aware, in any other 
S<.-ottish brooch, 1 have had a pbotogrnph t'liken and reproduced in tig. *i. 

Ijiitortiinatelj". the loc'aliticA where the briajch and the other relicA 
were found ni-e not knoivii, but it is quite prohalde that they were dis¬ 
covered near Perth, tm some of the Honinn Hites in the neighIwurhood 
such as the fort of Orrea iit Bertha, the forts in Strntheai'n, or even the 
fort at Aiiloch* It is known that a number of relics have l>een found at 
the Mrst-nioiitioned place; ajid as it lies within two miles of the town, it 
is not iiiilikel 3 " that some of the objeeta discovered w'oiild find their, wa^i^ 
into the collection of the local Antiquurhiu Society, which was founded 
in the end of the eighteenth century, though no record of any such 
donations is known to exist.

A cotir*H» W'lirt in process of beiii|^ liiid out btst suiiinier ou wiindy 
ground frirmerly covertnl with \vo(nl whu-h l!fes ou either side of Ijong- 
niddry Dean and sti'etchoi? for n mile or thereby to the «Outh of the coiUft 
road fiT>m Cockenzie to Aberludy, The original huirfare sweLls here and 
there in mounds, ancient saudHliums, surli us fine iu urruHtomt^d to 

meet vvlth along u low-lying e<jjast‘line. 

In the spring of illlu a cist whs diHeovered towunls the east end of the 
u'ood, OH already reported in onr Pnorrcrfij'iijyi#.' On :lt)th June of this year, 
having Iwen kindly informed by Air Connor, Loivi Weinyss^s factor, that 
another oi.st Jiud been locntefl, I went down and luaiLe iiu insjic<.^tiou of it. 
The site lay about n quarter of u mile to the west of that where the 
pre^doiis disinivery luiri been made, and scAiie 40 yanlK in from the rf>ad, 
near the eontre of a slight ridge running parallel to the coast-Rue. 

The eist was a smail one, fortned of I'ompaiTitivyly light ^itones, which 
had, owing iju doubt to tlieir l>eing placed in sand, soniowljat shiftefl 
their ptiHition. The covering slab, 3 feet nr therehy below the preseui 
surface, measured 3 feet 7 inches in length hy I font K inclies in hrendth. 
It no longer restial dinwdly on the ends and sidi^ of thi' stnietni'e, and 
lay with its main axis north and scnith (magnetic). 

Within the cIkI lay a skeleton in Avell-preserved condition, though the 
skull had been broken hy the falling in of the slab ut the north end, Tvhile 
further dilapidation had crushed the feet bones. The skeleton, in u Hexed 
position, lay partiully on its left side turned to the east, the face turned 
some I vim t ujnvards and the linjiis drawn ii]» to the left. Only one tiudh 
remained la the skull, and thitt very much worn. The skull was pro- 
aoviiic^ed hy Professtir Bryini to lie that of an aged imlividual, who had 
survived the loss of teeth long enough to jHUTnit of an aljsorjiiion of the 
alveolar margins on the jaw's and the disappearance of tiie sockets. 

The original length of the cist, |nilging from the skeleton, had 1>eea 
about. J feet 1 inches. 

Xo ralics whatever v,'ere found to itidii^ate the period of the inhumation. 

On flth July 1 received intiniatioii fi’orn .Mr Hart, foreman in charge 
at the golf course, that another cist had lieen dis^^overed, am] on Moadiiy 
the 9th 1 again visited the place.

On the level with the dejiosit, and chiefly noticeahle uluug the east 
side, wert^ found in the cist a number of bHghtly coloured red pebbles 
from 3 to a Inches in length, evidently specially selecte^l from the beach 
on account of their attractive appeanince,^ and neatly jikw-ed {joint 
inwards from the edge. 

No relics were found, but a small quantity of tawny-coloured ejirtli, 
at one spot only, may have represented an um long since crushed to 
powder by the weight of the superiiicumljent c-over. Among the pieces 
of charcoal from the deposit of disCMiloured sand iVas picked up one-half 
of a Lazel nut. 

Beyond reveidiiig tiiat they had luajii those of an adult, the bones ’ivere 
too fragmentary to enable any eoiicliisiort' t<i lie drawn from them.

The foreman on tlie farm, William Bennotj when preparing a potato 
pit, atroek 'wlint appeared to be roek surface alKjut 5 incbe.s below the 
surface of the g'roimtl. Having previously eonie upon the HJinie ohstnic- 
ti<m wlieii ploughing the field in springj he resolved to investigate it" 
fur the I'. On removing tlie tioih he found it to Ih 3 a lar^e slab ^^f stone, 
resting on four other slabs jdaced on edge, the whole fonning a chaiuberi, 
the interior of wlijoli was entirely filled with soil. He next reinovetl 
one of the end stones, and h^gau to remove tlie sw>il from the eiianiher. 
In doing so he exposed a human skull, lying in the south corner of the 
cist, witli the face uppermost. His spade, unfortunately, struck the skull, 
and broke it into sevend fragments. He then replaceil the skull in its 
original position in the eorner of the cist, and covered it with rme or 
two thin pieces of sjindstoiie wliicli he had fnnud lu the sfjil inside 
the cist* 

On the following day, Satllrfla 3 ^ I7tli Novembert I visited the six>t. 
along with Air Thomas McLaren, Oepiito Bui^gii Siirvej-or, Perth, ami 
Air J, »h iHinipflou, factor on Diipplin eatate, when w'o made a tliorougli 
examination of the cist, its contents, and surroundings. Photographs 
w’ere taken of the cist, ami also of tlie skull, before anything w'as 
disturbtfd, and careful mcasureineuta were made by Air ApLui-em Tlie 
longer axis of tlie cist was from NE. to The interior measure¬ 

ment at tlie top wjcs 2 feet 10 iiiclies in length IS feet inches in 
width. The cover stone waa an irregular slab measuring U feet 7 inches 
in length bj* 2 feet d inches in width, and li inelies thick. Its up]jer 
surface had been alxmt 5 inches below the general level of the ground. 
As will be seen from the pljtn, the cover stone was not sufficient to 
cover tlie chamljer complotcl}', vacauciew being left at the Corners, 'fhe 
foreman hail noticed that the w'est corner in particular had not iieen 
covered. It is possible that the thin jiiei-es of saudst^me alreadv referrt»d 
to. w hich were found lu the soil inside the cist, may have In'en used to 
cover these vacant spaces. 'Hie stonciri are alJ roughly square blocks of

The skull WHS close into the south corner, facing KTfW,, the 

top of it lieiiig 1 fcKit d inehes below the cover. Along with it were 
found seventeen Loose teeth, and one *>t two fragments of the jaw. but 
no other Imnes.

It is interestiiiff to note that the road lending from Fort evict village 
to the site of the cist is known as the Kirk Brae,"* and there is a tradi¬ 
tion amongst the old resideiiters that a church once stood neiir this spot.

A SCrLPTl-REI) RKLIEP OF THE ROMAN PERIOD AT COIJNTON. 

Bv tJKOHGE .MACDOXALO, C.B., F.B.A.. LI^.D.. F.S.A.StxiT. 

Some weeks ago Airs Tiiruhull of Hailes iisked the Oirt^tor of our 
Museum whether he mold throw any light on the ago or eharacter of 
a sculptured relief which was huHt into the southern face of the north 
wall of her garden, immediately above the gJite that lies to the west 
of the mmiBion; she laid long known of its existence, hut her uttontioii 
had rwiently been directed to it afresh, when a wisteria, by which it 
was overgrown, vv'us lieiiig pruned. Mr Curie was good enough to in\'ite 
my ci»-operation in the matter. As the result of a joint visit to the s^pot. 
I have now the privilege of laying liefore the Bijriety a brief aeeount 
of an extremely interesting and hitherto unidentifliwl iiioiiunient of the 
Homan wcupation of Scotland. 

To all who are familiar with the provincial art of the Wosterii 
Empire the illustiation (tig. 1), which is reproduced from an admirable 
pliotograph taken by Aliss Oorotliy Alackenxie, w'dl speak for itself. 
The slab, or so much of it as survives, has a maxEmum length of 2l inches 
and a maximum height of IfiJ inches.'

as to the existence of the •'mother gtaldeHstyj,'’ as riuvny aw four t»r Uve 
hundred monnments relating to their worship have survived. Some 
of these are reliefs; some are inscriptions; many are combinations of 
the two. In tj^ie the new example frt>ni Colin ton conforms generally 
to the varieties alrcmly recorded from elsewhere. But it presents a 
few peculiarities wliicb it may be just worth while to emphasise. The 
best way of bringing these into prominenee will be to glance for u 
moment at one or two of the more familiar among the pul dished 
specimens. 

None is more characteristic than that found at Ktklingen (fig, a], and 
dedicated to the Mtifromv Gesahenw by Julius Valentinus and Julhi 
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•iuHtina. It will be ol>st»rved that the >fmltlesso« are rteatcnl Hide by Hide 
on A lioncli within what has l><M*n an tnlicultt or miniature shrine. Each 
holds upon her knees a flat Imsket filled with fruit. The two on the out- 
« side wear a quaint head-clress whieh Him is prolMibly ri^ht in interprotiiijf, 
not as an attribute specially ass<M*iatcHl with the **mothers," but rather 
as an indication of contemporary feminine fashion. Very similar is the 
altar from Coloj^fiie (fij'.

Marcellus. Here, however, |>articular note should l>e taken of the shell¬ 
like luinopy that fonns the r<Kjf. The same feature, as well as the quaint 
head-<lre«s, recurs on a relief from Mumliii)^-(Vuml>neh (fig. 4), which is, 
moreover, remarkable as showing the central figure raised upon a dais. 
Passing further south, we Hml in the Stuttgart .Museum a very different 
representation from Zatzenhausen (fig. 5). There is no shell-like canopy, 
and the two outer figures are standing, while it is the one in the centre 
that wears the hoad-<lress. The “kindly fruits of the earth” are, how¬ 
ever, still conspicuous, and here they include ears of corn.

The '^mother"' on the 
right has her apple in iier left liaiid, with the iingei^ of vvhieh she at the 
same time supports what nuiat also ha* a Iwisket, ailicit its shaja* is niri- 
ously suggestive of wlmt we in Scollaiid eall a “luggie,'’ Her disengaged 
hand is raised ami laid across her breast. In the rase of the central 
Mgiire the apple is also iicld in the loft linnd, but from the rigiit there 
dangles a spleudid hunch of grapes, a i'l'uit whiidi 1 do not renienibei' to 
have noted in association with the mother go^ldesses** in any other 
relief that I have seen. Its presence here hns one very ol>vioii3 meuning,^ 
for the Scottish thistle is as Ivirreii of grapes as it is of ligs. We may lie 
tolerably certain that both sculptor and detlicator hailed from the Ijanks 
of tlie Rhine or the Moselle, or at all events had ill their miTuis the example 
of someone who did.

In this i^umection it may i>e rei'aJleil that in the 
seventeenth century it was quite the custom to utilise ihjiauni inscriptions 
and sculptures for the embellishincnt of Si'Ottish eomitry-honses* IndmMl, 
not a few of the examples still extant owe their prescrvatiini to the 
prevalence of tins fashion.

If a 
relief of the mother goddesses'' had been dag up at Colintoo or else¬ 
where in St'otlaml at any fieriofl Inter than llie close of the seventeeath 
century, the Jonathan Oldbocks of tlie time nvouM have lieen ignick tc^ 
connect it witli Agricfdn or with LoUius Urhictis, The absolute silence 
of written record regarding this particular piece of sculpture is es]diejihle 
only on the sapfK>sitio]i tliat* when Strotsmen first liegan to look nt such 
things with niHlerstaiiding eyes, it was already so familiar timt it scarcely 
excited remark. It may well l>e that the exi>lanation quoted ahove from 
iMr LtM'khart—the cxphtnntion whicli saw in it one of the vestiges of the 
ancient church wns even then avnilable to satisfy any passing ruri<i«ity 
that might be aroused* 

Up this [K}int the argument lias lieen mainly on negative lint's.

And there was a shrine of the “mothergotldesses" 
at Cramtmtl, This fact appreciably inc'i-eases the ti priori probability of 
the relief having origin ally come from there* The evidence for it is 
irrefiitgidile, being supplied tiy an inscription wdiich will la? <iescril>ed

In the cimirastanccH survived*' ^ perhtqis hardly the right word t^> 
use. The inscription just .spoken of wa« oil an altar w hich has In^cn lost 
sight of for something like a liundretl and fifty years. Writing In 1707, 
Sibbilcl {who is the earliest to mention it) says* that it was ‘Migg'd out 
ijf the Ground tit NHher Cramotid, and kept iu the Lairds Garden." 
Aliout tw'eiity years later it was seea there hy Gordon, wdio reported 
that its sorfaire was threatened with rapid decayA year or twxi after¬ 
wards Hoi'sley visited Criinioiid and twuce examined it personally in 
order to verify the readingimitter of no small dltUculty, seeing that it 
liad l>een *‘Jong exjiosed to the weather; so tiiat great part of the 
inwriplion is now' becomo very obscure and uncertain,"* Its ultimate 
fate is unknown. Luckily all three w'itnesses are in agreement us to 
those portions of the lettering wdiich are of luoi'e immediate interest 
to us in the present cunnectiom Iloi-sley's version of the wdiolo is, 
however, usually ni*ccpteil us the most rclinble, and we may adopt it 
here. 1 lt‘ reails:—

Setting anido the last tw'o nr two and a half lines, which have plainly 
l>eon misread,^ we learn that the altar was dedicated to the Malres 
JlaterviiE or iiad the Canijieiftrm by the First Cohort 

of Tungrian auxiliaries. The precise limits of the district whence this 
regiment was recniited are somewdint doubtful, but they certainly 
included a considerable stretch of the Lower Rhine, a neighbonrhiaal 
whoiv the goddesses w'ho tiow preside over the garden at Colinton would 
be [leiailiarly at home. And a second glance at the inseri[>tion reveals

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Hnother si^^ifirniit link. The epithet ** Campestres^ i» generic. It can 
sUind alone tin a substantive title without the accoiiipaniinent of “ Matres," 
as indeed it does on well-known inscriptions from Newstead, from 
Auchenda>’y, and from Castlehill. It is otherwise w'ith ** Alatervia'” or 

Alatemv." The older antiquaries interprj.ded this as referring to the* 
place whei*e the stone was found, and drew from it the conclusion that 
the Homan name of Cminond was Alaterva, an idea that probably still 
lives on in local guide-lM>oks. Xo scholar gives it any countenance to-day. 
It is universally ngrecsl that in ** Aiatrrri(r** or ** AUtleme" we have the 
solitary British example «»f those (apparently) local epithets which are 
so constantly att<iche<l to the Matromv of Lower Germany.* Tlie epithet, 
in short, points unmisUiknbly in the same direction as doe.s the bunch 
of grapes held in the hand of the central of the three **mother goddesses” 
at Hailes. If we wish t<» discover Alaterva, we must put out from the 
Firth of Fiirth and cross the North Sea. And does not a considenition 
of all the facts justify us in postulating a clf»se association between the 
pointers? Is it not more than likely that the Colinton relief presents 
us with the outward and visible semblam^e of the Matres Alutervue of 
Cramond ? Possibly s<>me student of family history may l>e able to 
trace an intimacy or a relationship between the seventeenth-centurj' (or 
earlier) tenants of the two properties concerned. If that could be done, 
the proof of Cramond origin might be regardeil as virtually complete.

.NOTICE OF FOUR ANCIENT SCOTTISH STANDARDS, WITH DETAILED 
DI<>>CRII>TION OF THi! RECENTLY DISCOVERED MARCHMONT 
STANDARD. By Sik JAMRS BALIOUR PAUL. C.V.O.. LL.D., 
F.S.A.Stxirr. 

01(1 writerH divide knigirUy and hai-onial. Hugs into two cla.sses—the 
Banner, a large flag of a wjuare or oblong shape which had the arins of 
the ounier painted or embroidered on it; and the Standard, which w’an 
very long and narrow in proportion to ita length and terminated in a 
pointed, rounded, or swallow-tailed end. Originally designed for fixing 
immt?diately below the head of a lance, and then styled a Pennon, they 
gradually evolved a much ^nore ornate character. At the l)eginning 
of the sixteenth century the length of the king’s standard is pr(^'ril>ed 
as 8 or 9 yartLs, that of a duke 7, an earl’.s 0, a baron’s 5, and a knight s 4. 
Hut in practice it is hardly likelv that this academic rule was observtKl. 
It is evident, however, that the flag was no longer an npi)endage to a 
lance but was carried on a jK>le shaft of its o^^^l, and now* ser>’ed as 
a rallying point or as indicviting the noble or knight to whom his 
attendant “plump of spears’* and other vassals Indonged. \ much 
abbieviated sLuidard was all that W'as nxjuired; indee<I, standards of 
tin* length indicated aliove would have lx»en cumljersome in the extreme. 
'File flag that was crarried in brittle Ixicame therefore more of a pennon 
than a standard. Unlike the banner, there w'as not, from its shape, 
rcMim to put the full armorial liearings of its owner on it; instead of 
these a very ingenious and beautiful compromise %va8 arrived at. In the 
English standards there was invariably the cross of St George on the 
portion next the staff; then the rest of the flag was divided horizontally 
into two or more part.s, these being of the owner’s livery colours, that is, 
the colours of the principal metal and principal colour on his shield of 
arms. On tlujse horizontal div’isions were scattered the family bridge 
or charges taken from the arms. Across all this, and dividing these 
charges from each other, were put slanting bands conLiining a motto. 

The Scottish stand^irds which have come down to us differ to a certain 
extent from this pattern. None of them are divided transversely, and 
in nom? of them are there the obli(iue luinds with the motto: the 
latter l>eing home straight along the surface of the flag. As might be 
ex|K»cted, too, the cross of St George is replaced by that of St Andrew* 
when there is a cross, but in some crises it is absent, as we shall see 
imnuHliately.

Thiw interesting Kng, wliich vras publioly exhibited for the first time at 
the Hcnildie Exhibition licJd at Edinburgh in mU has given rise to 
speculation. (Jne tradition, adopted by Sir,Walter Scott.^ bolds thnt it i# 
the .standard of James, second Earl of Douglas, carried by his i^atiiral 
stm, Archibald Douglas, ancestor of the Qivers family, at tlie Imttle ot 
Otterhurn. But against this it may he nottal that Archibuld Douglas 
was very young in 1388, and survived the* battle many years ; while 
Froissart indicates that bdth the EnrX ami his standard-bearer wore 
slain, and that the EarlH Hag wa« suspended over his tonili at Melrose. 
Another tradition h<dd.s that the fiag was not originally a Douglas 
standard at all hut was that of Pei'cy Hotspur, which was captmed

from him hv Douglas before the walls of A'cweastlo, and that it was to 
recover the'flag that Pen^y iindortook the expeilition which endeil so 

diiiostroiislv at Ottorhurn. ^ 

Lord Simtlicsk %vrote a long and elaborate paper on this stamlard. 
which was read to this y<R-ioty on 10th February liKJ2, and an 3 ^one 
desiring the fullest iiiformatii>n alwut it is referred to that Tim 

author dismisses the theory that the flag was a Percy one with Douglas 
charges added to it. Knights uf edd," he snys. ;Mid not deck tliemselves 
wnth their ijneniies' cognisances, like Red Indians clutching at walp^*. 
We can fully nec^ept tlio fact tliat the standard is a DougbiH one and 
a Douglas one only: the presence of the saltire at the hoist stamps it 
undoulitijdh’ as an unaltemil Siiottish Hag. 

Let ns sec what the charges arc on this ancient standard, and what 
Its general appearance is. It is of sage-green silk, U fetd long by feet 
I inch wide, narrowing to llio ends, which may originally have l>eon 
forked. At the hoist of the flag there is the St Andrew s cro®,s, w itb a

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red heiirt between its lower extremities, and fmother on the top of its 
Hini^ter sider whether there was one on the corresponding position cm 
the doxter is not certain, as that part of tlie flag 1ms been tom away. 
Then we have a splendid lion passant armeil and langntKl gules; beyond 
*liim a tau cross lieueath a irtullet; aiitl tinivllj% the motto running hori¬ 
zontally along the ting, said to be Jamnin A j-etjm, in Old English letters. 
These devices and hisersptions nre ]adtited in what appears to bo size- 
or water-colour of a greyish-black Inie, with itarker black hues on their 
shadowed sides, the sides Tiowanls the light of the sidtire„ lion and 
mullet being outlincsd in white, and those t>i' the tan cross and motto 
in yellow. 

First, then* we hme the St Andrew's ctoss, which conclusively marks 
the stanclard as a Scottish one: the hearts and mullet are well-known 
Doaglas cheirges, Tlie lion is more diflicnlt to account t'oiv There ts a 
lion passant on the seal lif^Malcolni, Earl of Angus about but ho 

was not a Douglas. The second Earl of Dtiuglas who fell at Otterbum 
bore a lion as a single supiwvrter t<j his arms, but it is hardly likely 
that a supporter would he chosen as a charge on a staiidaixl. The 
second Earl of Angus did heat^im his seal a lion rampant for Angus 
quartered with Douglas, aial it is piMilaiblo that the lajsitlon of the lion 
being passant instead of rampfliit is due entirely to cousiderations 
of space: this ia. tlie case in other Hags, as a ill be shown later. 
Lord Southesk is of opinion that what evidence we have rather jioiats 
to the flag lh;iag the iiroperty of the Angus side of the family. But 
how. then, did it got to Cavers, where it has lM>eu for many long years Y 
Lord Soiithesk ventures on the explanation that George, fijurth Earl 
of August, who was aiipointed in 144S) Warden of the J^Liddle Mandies, is 
known have given a coniniissicm to Sir Arcbilxild Douglas of Cavers 
as Keeper of liernntitgo Castle. It is possible, therefore, he suggests, 
that this standurd was i>riginally assigned as aii ensign to l>c liisplaycd 
on the walls of that forti'css. \\'hen it passed fi'oni the hiiiida of the 
Douglases in UtU, the Keeper naturally took the flag with him to Cavers.^ 
Against that theory there is the coniiiarati^-eh' sniall size of the flag, 
which wiiuld make but a poor disjday on the rami>arts of a castle, 
whei-e it is more likely that a larger lianner would 1 h^ jilaced. But in 
the wiki ami brt^ezy uplands of Roxburghshire someth In g that would 
catch the wind less than a bainiev may have been thought pi'eforahlo. 

Tlie tau cross is most mysterious. It is an uncomnioii charge in 
British herahlry. It appears in conucctiun wdtb {bat not incorjiorated 
into) the anus of Stewart of Garlies in a. carious cornice over a fireplace 
in the ruins of ivlmt was once Garlies Castle,- and w^as a charge in 
* FmBCf'^ Honk, UL 7K, * Ciurtfllirirtf ritttf Arrhitfrltiff a/ScoUituft, v. jj. 
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tlu* anus of the Drury niul Fawke families in England. It is a curious 
coiucidenc*e that this uncommon charge .should appear on a large genea¬ 
logical tree of the Douglases, now in the |K)S8ession of the Earl of Home, 
commemorating a .seventeenth-century alliance of a Glenl>ervie member^ 
of the D<»uglas family with one of the Draries of Rugham in England. 
Founding on this, the writer of an article on this flag, together with four 
others belonging to the burghs of Jetlburgh, Selkirk, and Hawick, in the 
Scotsman of 15th De<‘ember 1892, over the initials J. W., is of opinion that 
this standard must date from a jHirioil subse<iuent to the miirriage of Ljidy 
Drury' with Lortl George Douglas, a grandson of the ninth Eiirl of Angus. 
But anyone conversant with the stylo of heraldic art prevalent in the 
seventeenth centurj' has only to look at the Hag to prove the erroneous- 
ness of this theory. Besides, why should a charge from the arms of the 
wife of a mere c^adet of the Red Douglas branch ap|>ear on a standartl at 
Cavers. The tnu cross is in the arms of thp Order of St Anthony, and 
it is just i>ossibie that the owner of this standard was a member of 
this Order. 

There is a farther note of perplexity in this much-di.H<'Usse<l Hag in 
the fact that the motto Jamais Areyre tfot^s not ap])ear on any Douglas 
seal until that of the eighth Earl of Angus in 1572, where the last word 
takes the more modern form of arribre. It had its beginning, no doubt, 
in the claim which the Earl of Angus made to the right of leading the 
vangmird of the Scottish army in Imttle, a.claim which was confirmed 
to the tenth earl by .\ct of Parliament in 1592.* The use of mottoes in 
c*onne<*tiou with armorial bearings was very rart», if not altogether un¬ 
known, in Scotland in the fourteenth century, but it is iM>SHible that this 
one may have been thought suitable enough for a standard which was 
to I>e conspicuously carried in battle. The Ixilance of evidence appears 
on the whole to bo rather against this being an Otterburn standard. 
But, undoubtedly, it is a very old flag, and one of the most interesting 
relics that have come down to us of the day's of chivalry. 


Thk Standard of Keith, Earl Mariwtial. (Fig. 2.) 

This Hag is a very much simpler affair than the one we have just been 
discussing, though none the loss interesting. It was the property of 
William Keith, third Earl Marischal of Scotland, a somewhat sententious 
l>enK>n if we are to judge by the nickname, “Hearken ami take heed," 
given him fi-om his frcHiuent use of that plinise. The Hag was carried at 
the battle of Flo<ldon by the earl’s sDimlard-hoArer, Black John Skirving 
of Plewlandhill, whose descendant, Mr William Skirving, presented it to 
the Faculty of .Vdvocates in 1808. Along with it he wrote a letter—a 
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copy of which I iini iiblo, by the courtosy of Mr W. K. Dicksiou, keeper 
of the Advocators* Ijibrary, to ^jive—anti wiiicb relates the hintory of 
the Jlojf.

show? th^it the flag raunot liav'o Ijeen made la^fore lOJSl, the date of the 
crt^itiou of the earldom ; it may indeed have been wbat is railed in the 
account of the first earfs funeral hi ld;U, *' the dcfuiicCa standard, 
caricil by Mr William Scot, eldest sono to Lawrence tleot, Advtwate*’; 
but if so* it was certainly not copied, as Sir William Fmser tliinkn* from 
a more ancient laitmer u'hich had been in many a border fray, for the 
very good reason that Ixn'tlor i’niy? i-apidly bectinie extinct after the 
L^nion of the Crown?, Wfiether the Lminier at present cxtfitiiig is really 
the one home at the first carf? fnnt^ral is not very clear.

Scott descTibos the flag 1 
as “a very curious iiud ancient jMJiinonr and iMJth he and Hogg wrote , 
poems for the occiisjon—that of i^ott lieing entitled The Lifting of the 1 
Banner,” while Hogg*:* '* excellent ditty,” iis I.rfwkbrirt styles it, was milled 
The Ettrick Garlond to the Ancient I5unnerj;if the House of Buccleuch,” 
The stjuidard was delivered by Lndy Ann Scott to Sir Walter's son, the 1 
second Walter, ‘^who nttondod, suitably mounted and armed, and riding . 
over the field, displaying it to the sound of war pipes, and nmid the 
accLamationu of the assembled spectator^:, who couUl not be fen'er than 
iiOOO in niirnWr.” This singahirly ill-written sentence is from a new8pnpi3r ' 
of the day,^ 

It is probnlile that tho flag ivtis not seen in public again till it was 
exhibited at the Henildie Exhibition in iStH. Whatever its age may lie, 
it must always be an into resting rclu', as having itispiretl the muse both 
of Scott and Hfigg, 

Tiik Mauchmont Stanoabd. (Fig. L) 

At the sale of tho effects in Marehmont House in 101 (i this Hag came 
into the hands of a dealer, who purchased it cnsunlly along with, I 
believe, other oddments at the end of the sfde. He shortly after sold 
it again, and the purchaser offered it to Mrs It. Finuie M'Ewen, the wife 
of the new proprietor of Marchmout, who actjnirml it and brought it buck 
to its old homo, where 1 have no doubt it will bo well cared for, though 
naturally a Siariety like this must to a certain extent regret such a fine 
relic being to private hitnds. Before the imrtdnise of the standard by 
Mrs M'Ewen*it was c/irefully examined by Mr Andrew Itoes, Russ Herald, 
the vvell-kuowu authority on Scottish Hags, and this jvaper is much 
indebted to his notes, which he has kindly allowed me to use. 

The length of the pennon from hoist to fi}' is tl feet G inches, mid the 
depth at the hoist is 3Gj inches. It gradually tapers nnttl at a line 
drai™ through the red i?ollar of the jmpiojay aii the upper limb of the 
‘ Quoted In Lockhnrt'fl Lt/<o/Scoti, Jli. are. 
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jiiy it is 7 iindies in dcptJi. Kivnn that jKjitit to the ex^tremity of the 
upi>er limb the length of tlie pennon ia now 7j iiM-hes. thmigh origin ally 
it mnsb have been a eoiipie of inches or so longer. 

The Hag is attached rather slightly to a sheJitb of stont linen iivhieh 
alipa on to the pnle» This sheath is probably not so tjhi as the pennon 
atself, though there is etiU attiirhed to it n gi^een silk tassel wlutdi niay 
hiive been an oi'igin/Ll ^ipfiendage. 

The fabric is of line silk and almost entiroT though there are a few' 
rent^j and ho1es» and the Jlag is naturally From its age somewhat frail. It 
i-s now, however, rarefiilly preserv'ed w'lthiii two sheets of glass, which

should keep it iu good conclititm for quite an indehnibe period. It 
consists of two pieces of silk w’hit'ii a ns joined at the selvedge ends jnet 
after the letter K of the motto. The gn>iind of the silk, originally red, is 
iiowr faded to a kind of old gold, and takes in certJiin lights a greenish 
tinge. The selvedges retain a deeper aliade of the original red. The 
join shows no indication of having l»een iiiterfei'ed with since the day 
on ivhieh it was made; there are in iHJiisequeiiee one,or tw'o creases In 
the Fabric, and these have retained a still deeper tinge of red. The 
thread nsed in the join retains its original colour. The lower liinl> of 
the tly is ineoniplete, a fragment of 10 inches in length by I to 2 in 
depth being aw anting. 

Along the lower edge of the pennon runs the toot selvedge, which 
repeats the green running through the selvedges at the join. The upper 
etlge of the flag, iMMiig cut diagonally so as to slope dowTi to the fly. 
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lui-s no rtt'Ivodj'P, but u thill strip of colourctl stuff, no doubt orij^iiiully 
j^reen (^ 5 ret»ii Ikmiij? one of the livery coloui's of the Homes), is run nlonj; 
the cnlge to prevent it from fraying. Probably some time after the Hag 
was made, but how long after it is bard to say, a green ribbon was .sewn^ 
round the edge^, including those lietwinui the two liml>s of the lly, but 
it has Iweii there long enoiigli for it and the thread used to sew it 
with to fade into different shades. 

The charges on the pennon art* |>aiiite<l on one side only of the flag, 
but they show well through on the reverse, where a wash has been 
u.hcmI t<» give a clear outline to the devices and lettering. 

.Vt the hoist there is, as should Ik* in all Scottish standards, the cross 
of St Andrew; its liiiil>s are not, as in the C4ise of the cross of St Gisirge 
in English standards, extended to the edge of the fabric but stop a little 
way short. .Vfter the saltii'e ctimes a lion passant—a very tine example 
of Scottish heraldic work of the sixteenth ^•entury. It is full of grace 
and iKiwer. It is. of course, not a natural lion, but what thes4? old 
artists aimcsl at was, as Uuskin iioints out, not a natural corrtH;tness 
of form but a clear outline emphasising the salient characteristics of 
the animal, so that in the mist and storfii of Iwittle it should be clearly 
distinguished from any other cognisance for which otherwise it might 
Ihj mistaken. The Homes Isire on their arms a rampant not a fiassant 
lion, but the c*xigencies of s|>ace compelhsl the artist to paint it in the 
latter position, just as was done in the case of the Cavers banner. 

Following the lion conies the motto in two woi*ds, KEYP REULL. 
This is not a family motto of the Homes or anyone else. It cK-curs, m* 
far as I know, only on this flag; hut a more appropriate “dittay," as it 
use<l to lie called, for a Warden of the Marches—as many of the Hoiiu>8 
were—it woubl lie difficult to compose. Each t>f the two words is 
followed by an omamente<l flourish. 

.\fter the motto and on each limb of the flag conies the iwirixit or 
|)opinjay. The Homes bore three of those hinU on the se«*ond and third 
quarters on their shield, comnieniornting a very' ancient heiress, Nicola 
Peptlie of Dunglass. who married Sir Thomas Home somewhere in the 
latter part of the fourtetmth century. One or two other families had 
IKipinjays in their arms, such as Fairfoul and Pwbles, but none of them 
iiad any connection with the Hoitler. The birds are green, with rtsl lieak 
and claws, and tniees of this ci'lour are to lie seen in the |K>pinjay' on the 
iipiwr limb of the flag. It is also collare<l or gorged guh»s, an old fashion 
of decorating the bird which has now be<?onie obsolete. 

In the present Home arms the biitls are not collarcsl, nor have been 
for a very long time; but Sir David Lindsay in his Heraldic MS. of the 
middle of the sixteenth century’ gives them red collars. It is, however. 
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rare to find sutli an oniamont to a pm-mt in Seotti^ili horuldry: the only 
otliei- inHtJLin^o of which I nni aware in on n ntniljiUireil nhielil in Trinity 
College Cbiireb^ whieh pr<jfcn#n*s tfi Ijeni- tlie nrnifi of John Hnuly, wbu was 
ProvwHt of the church about bjOO, Tlu^ Khiehl luMirw one parrot with a 
very well-defined roUur round his nerk. 

The lower limb <>f the flag Iwat^ truees of part of a i^uruiicl ptqiinjay, 
but the theory that there niay have l>ceii a third on an iiuaginary 
extension of the lower limb seems to lie excdoded its shape. There 
w'ere no doubt three popinjdys in the family arms, hut there ^vas no role 
as to w'hut was t« be put on standaiMls: the artist was left a very free 
hand within the limits i>f certain conventions. 

For ^vluim was the {lennon made? EvitlentlyT judging from the motto^ 
for a VV'ardeu of the Mart^hes. tseveral of the Ixirds lltime held tliis 
olfiec: Alexandeij second Lord llonie. bad a letter from King dames, 
lioth August apjK»intiu 3 .^hiin "Warden of the East Marches for seven 
ycai-flJ His son Alexander, thirtl T^onl Home, is st^ded in « rhai'ler of 
4th February laOil-lU Warden of the Eastniid Middle Marelies of Seotland 
over against England.- George^ fourth Tjiird limner lirother of the hist^ 
laid a com mission from the lteg?nt Arran as Wai'ilcn of the East Marches, 
I7tli August 1510,“ Ills son Alexamler, BftJi f.iird Home, was appointeil 
Warden t>f the East Marches, llHh April 1550,' and of the Fast and Middle 
Marches, 31st Oetolwr 1557.® His son Alexander, sixth Lord and after¬ 
wards first EnrI of Home, is designed Warden of the East Marches in 
liiy2,* So far the Lords of Homo had a sort of hereditary connection 
with the wardenship. But alamt 1591 the office seems to have passes 1 
to their liistant kinsman Sir Patrick Home of Pol wart h,"^ and he was 
probably the last lioUler, as there were no wardens after the Union of 
the Crowns la ItKKi, in which year the first Fjirl of Home was appointed 
Lieutenant-Geneml of tlio*Marclies.® 

From the etandai'd being found in tliC n-posituries of ilarchmont 
House, whieli was not, however, begun to be built till 1750, one would 
naturally suppose thiit it was made for the last-mentioned warden, Sir 
P^itrick Home of Pohvartli. Hut the whole appearance of the standard, 
Btvle of the saltire, the outlines of the Hon and the clmracter of the 
lettering, all indicate an earlier origin. The form of lettering was that 
in use on memorial tiihlets and brasses in Scotland in the middle of the 
sixteenth century, and to that or an earlier peritxl 1 should l>e inclined 
to assign the date of the Hag.

Wliat indeed more likely tUan that Hk- Putrirk, knowing lUat hiH 
kin-sniDD had l>een so often wai^ena, thought, like n thrifty Siiot^inann that 
it Would Iw ijijtter to borrow their wt^ouhird than to get a nen' t>ne tnado 
for hiiiiiielf ? And one ran oa^iily [dcture hitn at the door of Hedbraea— 
tiiii reKidenre iiear to the then unbuilt JTarrlhncjnt—with hia foot ia the 
stirrup, and the precious Khiga connnission in the pocket of his doublet, 
ready to set forth on his forciiooii^s ride. He goes down the IviU, splashes 
thi^ough the ford at BLackudder Water, and so on t<J Home Caatle— 
recovered now from the heavy hammering it had got from the heavy 
guns of the Earl of SussitN in t5(S0,—there to present his petition for the 
standard which was in fiitim» to remain iu^possi^ssioti of his family till 
the other ilay.

NOTh>i t>N TFIK KXCA VATltlN" OF AX ARTIFICIAL MOCNI) AT

^;I]tuated on the Egdnton estate, witJifn the iSar ton holm [>lantatioii, 
til the west <jf the Caledoninn Ibiilway line, at a point midway l>etween 
Irvine und Eilwiuning, ts an artiliciul mound. It ran Ije most eon- 
veniontly reached from the western roa<l from Irvine, crossing Irvine 
Moor* The construction (fig. H. vviiich lies 200 yai-da north of the Com¬ 
bination Poorhoiise and ^JOO yarfls west of Kidsnouk cottagea, stands at 
the northern end of the plateau, which slojjca iiuperceptihly down¬ 
wards to the town of Irvine on the sunth, and more steeply to tlie 
present course of the River Garms^kt half a mile to the north i the 
river originally ran 15(1 yards north of the mound, and was diverted 
snuie yGal’S ago to free the mines in the neighhourhood from water. 

As it is composed of sand, it is nmeh wasted, and viewe^l from the. 
road presents the appeanince of a hog-backed mound, tiie major axis 
lying almost due north and sfiuth ; hat t!vea in its lU'csent state it i^in- 
matals an extensive pi’ospect lii all direiAioim save towai^ls the east, where 
the wooded policies of Eg] in ton Castle interv'eneK 

Tlie laeund is 15 feet high. The crest diameter is 25 feet; the diameter 
at base is lOJi feet b}-^ feet. On tiie north there apjjeared to be the 
outline of a ditch and minpart, aad im the west a feature rpsenibling a 
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^>ernl. TUe ir«t?k on the n<)rth-e 4 iiit appejirs to have been ii^il far a long 
l»eriod at! an ncccsw to the iTOwn, IScyoiicl the rfLinpart on the north 
there Ih a i-e^atrant^ and cm the ea^tt a ^^inall plnbenu; t.hofle features 
nmy ho natural. 

On rlOlh April UU7, a trend? 2 , feet wide exairated on tho ivertt aide 
extending VJ feet outivardii from the base of the mauud (N«. 1 on plan (B) 
of excavations, lig. 2). The material of wliicli the mound was fi?rmed 
W 4 ia fo\ind to bo very line yellow Mind, At 3 feet fS inches down the 
cx>lonr of the liquid changed^ very slmri>ly to white, the rontro^t liotween

the two layei-K being very marked and conHtjmt, Ttiis white layer was 
horizontally laminated. At a depth of 5 feet water was reached. A 
quantity of pottery and pohhlcw was unearthod from this trench, lying 
exactly on the top of the white sand^ nothing was found either above 
or below this level. 

It hi interesting to note that uti trace nf a revetment was found 
sustaining the forced mound. UuleHsaucb a revetment ivas of a perish¬ 
able nature, the slope of the sides could not have been much greater than 
that of tho west side at present, which is IW : the maxim urn sloj>e at which 
the material will stand being 

On the 2iid of May another trmicii, Xo. % was oxcftvnted traversing the 
ditch at the nortii-north-east. Where the trench crosijed the ditch the eon* 
ditions were precisely similar to those on the west, but on continuing the 
trench for a short distance into the side of the nionnd, I foot (J inches of 
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Fiff. 2. Ground-itUn of Mound at Kidaneuk and Plan of Rxcavatlona. 
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loam was first through, anti then the whit« s^imi wtis ex|>osed, nt whirli 
level pottery was again found. 

.V third radial trench was run 5 feet to the northward, and a fourth 
at the extreme north where there appeared to l>e a vestige of a ditch. 
These trenches yielded one |Mece of flint and very few sherds. It was 
found that immediately lielow the water level there was a layer of hlaek 
pt»aty sulwtanco of indeterminate depth. 

Further east three other radial trenches. Nos. 5, 0, and 7, were run 
al>out 20 feet apart; in the?»e fragments of pottery, pebbles, cindoi*s, and 
indeterminate iron objects \vere found sciittertsl on the top of the white 
Mind layer, and were noticed to be more numerous some 7 feet out from 
the biise of the mound. .\t that jHiint a trench was run {Mirallel to the 
l>ase of the mound. No. 8, linking up the three radial trenches. In 
this a red pot handle, ii piece of white crock, idnders, jiml lK>ne were 
found 1 foot alx)ve the usu^l level. On clearing the yellow sand away 
innunierabh* fnigmcnts of jxjttery, with a few metal objects, cinders, 
metallic slag, imrrot coal, ami |>obbles, were ex|M)stHl lying on top of the 
white sand. Pebbles and stones were nowhere found in any i^uantity. nor 
were any of these larger than ciflild l>o held in a idostsl hand. They we»re 
all abrathnl, inissibly by the friction of the wind-blown .sand. This might 
also account for the pottery being found in so fragmentary a state, and 
so widely disjiersed; pieces, obviously of the same ve.ssel, were discoveretl 
.‘10 feet apart. 

t)n 25th Maya pit. No. 0, .'1 f€H»t hy 3 feet, was o|>ene<l at the extreme 
south of the mound 9 feet out from the base. The white Mind layer was 
only a s{Mule depth Indow the ground surface: as l)efore, fragments of 
|>ottery were found on top of the white saml. 

Trenches Nos. 1 and 10 yielded a few small sherds lx>neath what was 
thought to 1 m‘ the rampart. From tlu'se trenches it was found that the 
white sand layer ran straight through the ramimrt. Other trenches. 
Nos. 11, 12, 13, and 14, were excavated early in dune, and yioldetl results 
similar to those in trencht»s previously workcnl. 

Ilefore breaking ground it was a.ssumed that the mound had been 
encirclotl by a ditch and rampart, but the excavations would seem to 
disprove this, as no trace of such features was revealed. 

Towards the end of June it was decide<l to o|>en up the terroplein ; 
accordingly a shaft 5 feet 0 inches by 2 feet was sunk. Beneath 1 foot 
0 inches of loam on the surface loose yellow sjiiid was reached; and at 
8 feet 0 inches from the surface a level black layer 1 fmit to 2 feet in depth 
was found to run across the mound. It consisted of black loam, laden 
with cinder and ash with, in its centre, a 2-inch layer of pink sand quite 
distinct from any other shade noticed during the excavations. 
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In the blnek layer were found a very few fra^meutti of pottery aliout 
1 inch 8<iuare, a few pieces of metal much oxidi.sed, and some small bones. 
One of these sherds was found to 1 k» a portion of another piece unearthed 
from the midden, which is situated on the eiistern sciirp. 

The shaft wtis continue<l downwards thi*ough forct»d sand until water 
was reached at a depth of 18 feet from the crowTi. 

No relics were found alxive the black layer or below it; the layer was 
evidently the origimU surface ^^t the time of oi*eupation. A gallery 2 feet 
by 5 feet 6 inches was then driven from the sltaft w'estwards (see section, 
fig. 3) so that a larger |Kirtion of the layer could be excavated. It yielded 
results similar to those found ip the shaft. 

At this juncture it was decided to sap thraugh the escarp on the east 
to find where this hiul originally joined the old surface of the mound. 



Accordingly trench No. 7 was continued westwai*ds; just beyond the 
present laise a black layer was found, and in it were large shertls obviously 
portions of one vesseL The layer, 1 foot to 2l feet in depth, rose upwards 
and joined the old surface layer, ns was anticipated, 8 feet 6 inchcts below 
the surface of the ground. The inter-layer of pink sand previously 
mentioned was found intermittently through the hhick layer of the scarp. 
Tliis black layer had a gaseous odour and produced a slightly erosive 
action upon metal tools. The fragments of pottery’’ found in this sap 
were large and so numerous that it was concluded the midden lay in the 
neighbourhood. The siip was therefore dovelop^l into the pit marked 
No. 15 on the plan. Here were found portions of vessels which could to 
some extent be reconstructed. After being cast aside, the pt>ttery had 
apimrently been fractureil afn*sh by pressure of the superincumbent 
stind and growth of tree roots. Metal objects were also discovered, 
including a clip or binding of brass enriched with a repouss<* mf)ulding. 
At the junction of the escar|> with the surface of the mound a con¬ 
struction of huilt stone, 0 feet by 3 feet, was found (Hg. 4). The stones 
were frt»estone unwrought, all evidently chosen on account of their 
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flatness. In sine tlii?)* avei-aj^ed nitber under n euhie f<Mit; they were 
iLry-liiid and set to mitwurds. A channel or lJue. utso fueed. radi¬ 
ated [uvrards. In tlie iiutilediute iieitchhourhcK-Kl thei-e was abundance 
<jf eiridei% aiti] ii little bone* Tlie coiuHtruetioii a|it>earcd Uj the 

exiovators to i-eMenilde the ]»riniith'e rireplnces whi^'U have not long

NOTE ON A COLLECTION Ol' Si i EROS OF ;dEDLE\'AL POITERV FROM 
THE AliTIFICtAL MOL NO AT KIDSNF.UK, BOGSIDE, AYRSHIRE. 
By ALCA.AN'i!t:H (K Crtii.c, E.S.A. Seat, DifitetoT nf the Museum. 

ITnfortiinately the knowledge whtcli we poHsews of the chronology of 
tnedltev^il pottery is very slight, though the broken fragments of ttnrh 
wares are by no means scarce. It is tliereforo very desirable when a 
collection of fragments, such as Mr Watiioii Jme rec-overed from this, site, 

is forthcoming to examine each plet^e 
so as to note all j>eciiliarities of form 
or of ormiiuentatioii, and if we have 
no other chronedogic^d clue inc^ident to 
the Umi, by a prm'es^i of collation with 
siniihir tind^ fi'itmi other sites to en* 
deavoiir to provide one. 

The (plantity of sherds sent to the 
nuiscuni wart Hiihicient to fill n small 
piickiug-carte tiieastiritig 18 inchca liy 
11 inches by iHiu-ht'it The^e ctnisisted 
of the remains of numerous round un^^ 
glazf^l vessels, with thin M'liUrt, mostly 
blackened with the action of fii-e, 
obviously c(>oking-i>ots, and alim of a 
lesser mimher of fragtiients of parti- 
nlly glassed jdtebers;. (Jf the cooking- 
pots the pii?c(ss of one were suliiciently 
numerous to make it worth while 
having it restored, and this hds beeu 
done. It is shown in fig. 1. In height it mcasiires h inches, in diameter 
at bulge :"ifk Inuhes, and at mouth ioclnw. A number of sections of 
the rioi-s of Himilar vessels are shoivii in tig, 2. 

The pitchers, after the manner nf such vessels, are pnrtinlly coated 
with a green or brown ghurA\ As imt infrequently one iietirs sneh glaze 
dcscrilied as hhU glu/c, it may lie as well to state that potterj- of medifeval 
times was treated, w'hei’e glazed, with a lead glaze, and received its colour

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from au admixture of metallic oxides, the eommoueet beiti^ oxide of 
copper^ which produced the various shades of |;freeii. 

No complete pitcher was ret'overed, nor a siiHicieiit number of fnig^ 
ments of any one to enable it to be recouHtructetb but the fragments 
include<l two complete mouriis^ a number of pieces of rims^ several 
p<irtion» of iKittomsT ^nd a large quantit3’ of ixld shertlst decorated and 
plain. Tlie rims^ a numl>er of aectiona fif whii'h are simwti in Hg,

indicate a prevailing tyi>e of pitcher with* in addition to the usual rim 
moulding* u second parallel moulding about an incli lower dow'ii. Tlie 
bottoms were slightly convex, and only two showed tbunib impressions 
on the edge; on one piece, hiiwever, which may piissiibly have beh>nged 
to a later period, the impressed markings were contimioua. From the 
indications of aha^ic I infer that the vessels have been c^f spherical and 
also of l>ag-sliai>ed funn. 

The hnndh^ of the pi tellers, of whicb there are a number* have 
Leaf-shaped depressions where they were joinwl to the body at the 
lower end* and a single groove nilining dow'n the i^entre for the w^bole 
length.

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The fortus of the piteherw, the leaf-shaped impi-eHsiotisi at t!ie bases of 
tlie hamlles. luid thxitnh iniprossionH i-ound the slij^htly eoovex bases, are 
foatiii-es of vessels of the fourteenth and fifteeutli rentiirles; but us the

variomr! hoi ts, ekwiks long and short, with and without sleeves, and lints 
of a varkms and nondesca-ipt ehiiraetor. 

That [ am not alone In experieiielng this dillieulty is evident, for 
l^lnneliH writes in his fhyfiith '^The large trunk hose, the loiig- 

waisttnl iloniilei, the short eloak or mantle with its standing collar, the 
i nlV, the hatdxmd and feather, the shoes and roses are all seen in tile 
earliest iwiinlings or prints of tills periotk and the posilh-e ilate of the 
i Ilf rodIIrtioiM>f either seems to he a dklii idt and debated ijnestioii even 
to those who lived nearest the time." Thus ItandaL ILolmes, writing in 
KidO, states: ■^Alanil the fortieth year of Elmil>Gtli the old fawhioiis whhdi 
men hschI at the Ijeginniiig of her i^eign were again reviveti, with staiie 
few additions made tliereto, siieh as guises, di>nhle rutls. etc. It Is, 
thei'efori:, ivitii extrt'ine tliflideiire that 1 put forward my opinion as to 
dates based on l ostumesr still ther<" are rertaiii i>nints often small ones, 
that give an indiration of whether the fostume is early or late, and it is 
to these 1 shall refer. 

With this explanation I shall tarn lirst to the Museiiia iiaiighigs (two 
in number) {Hg, U, Ix^-ause they to me to \tv the earliest in date,

out), is handing her a letter. I would draw attention to the botlices of 
the ladies, which are s<iuare cut at the neck, the upper jwirt of the bust 
ai\d throat being Riled in with what seems to have been known as a 
“jjnrtlot." This shape of bodice is practicaUy the Mime ns that in ust^ in 
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Klii. 1. Xc«Ucwork HnnKinjpt in the Ruynl ScottUili Mumuiii. 


the reigns of Honr>* VIII. and Mary of England, only in tlu^se reigns 
it was left open at the throat and neck. 

Turning to the skirts these are not so voluminous as they are to be 
ftmnd later on in the i>eriod. As you will see, they open in front, showing 
the underskirt and producing the effect of an inverttnl V-shaped piinel. 
As a whole, the female costumes much resemble that of Mary of Guise, 
as shown in her jKirtrait in the National Gallery, London. I would also 
point out the fan in the queen’s hand, which is of feathers, and which is 
of the earliest form of fan of the period. 

Turning to the men’s costume, the hats are of an early form of the 
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perifu], und iiticMitioi) tn^iy iiLkh Ih^ iliri^rtnt] tii tlie hiiiid rciiiiii) tlieiii 
formed of t^visted i^ilk.

' For the luii'ijose of romparison I lum' refer H* the l{eJiolx3ani tapestry 
(fig. 2), As .already stated. 1 think that this is of very much the sanie 
date as the Dalnmlioy hangings. The rostume is much the same in iHJth, 
rdthough there are one or two distinctive featui'cs in each. Perhaps it 
is in the ladies' eo^tumes that ive see the similarity most marked. lu 
both sets of hangings it will lie noticed that the ladies^ l>™llces are now 
cut high tf> the thrmit without the interi'etition of a part let; note should 
also 1 h 5 ina<lo of the fact tliat one of the figurei? hears a iiinfT. a point 
to which I shall afterwards refer.

way. These. 1 think, are of the kind termed Venetian.” and they are 
to be met with from the middle of the sixteenth century to well on in the 
siiventeonth. In fact, they must have iniule their appeurnnee before 155(1, 
if Phmeh^ iM correct in stating that Desperriers referred t<i this class of

Ginn ring, gunerjiUy, nt the ('lostnme* wliieh is marvellous in its inagni- 
ticente and dt'tnil, it will be seen how luiich it rewcnihles that shown in 
the ltehnbi>niii linngings* Tlie courtiers, however, do not wenr earrings, 
and have Long cloaks iind mil's iiisLead of short ehwiks and linen collm-s. 
The doublets arc^ rnthcr nif»re ninrkcsrlly *^peasrodde<lthan those in 
the Reholmnnii suite, ninl the men, instead of wearing their chains round 
their necks, weni- thein over their shouUlei's and J'ound their tindies like 
hniidoliers, i liave failed |o find any exat^t contenitioTOiy rejtresentn- 
tioiis of chains worn in this way, Jn this set the pantotlles nre again 
in Old deuce, though some of the figures are without them.

[ hclieve that at one time these luingings were rather neglectet]; at 
all events It was necessary' to ha^ e them patedu'd tfigeiher, ami it will be 
noticed that the figure in the top Left-hand corner, and also the figures in 
the hottoin right-hjintl reamer, have 1h?cii sewn in. I'hese may, or may 
not, have lielonged ti> the nrigdnal suite. Persmmlly, judging from their 
ajiiiearance. 1 think they dtd not. This may bt‘ a matter of cotisitlenible 
importance, as i shall slmw hei'eafter. 

The question that nn>st naturally arises in regaixl l these haiigiiigH 
is. What story do the 3 ‘ n^present ? I am sorry to saj- that this story has 
not ns 3 "et been identified, although it is obviously of a most roniantic 
and dim nil tie natum

to music' played by a courtier on a guitar and b 3 - a lady on a cinTiciiord.

It is difticult to saj" whirh, 
with another king ill the right-linnd corner, while two ladles^in-waiting 
watch ill the Imi-kground.

1 (lund his niiklf^F Hr it iniiy iw tUiit tlia I'oll is a fottor that is l>eifit|i; 
reitiovt^d from tTio viL^tiin^s foot, vvhirh would ho mofo in keeping^ with his 

ronijiJUNitivoly c-heerful apiieanuu'o uml with the 
fiu't that his sto<-kifii^ utmI sIuh? have Weu h^ft on. 
In the lowest st-oue we liuvo wliat api>eais 
to l>t) murdert pure and simple, as there is a 
gallant strotelietl In the fort^ronnd nith ao 
arrow throuj^h liis temple, siirroundetl by n lx*vy 
of ilistritettKl females, while a ehissiejd warrior 
makes tdV with u hnw in his Imml. In the 
lMirk^o'f>iiod there are the tigures of a man uiifl 
wmiiau k'diig together in a gaitleii. either asleej} 
or dead, while in the elomls above them Jupiter 
ami all Elixabethai^-rhul gtahless are tihooting 
arrows at them, 'I’he deeomtive eiYeet of the 
whole is wtindeid'nl. hut what doe,'? it all mean ? 

1 referr^si above to the figure of the t/uly hi 
the right-hand Ijottnm enrner* who* 1 thought, 
did Ufit form purL of the original design. As 
will bo seen (fig. 411, she lius a nmtT in her hand, 
and that imiff has on it the ilupiif'atet] letters 
us shown in fig, a. 

These in many ways reHmuble the trade-murks 
put upon tQi>est.rie!H by tlieir designers and inakena in tlie fifteenth, six¬ 
teenth, and soventeonth reuturies, but tliey aro not the same us any of 
the rei^oriieil specimens. It will be observed lliut* as the 
circle u'itli the sti’oke through 5t is an old way of 
indicating lOlX), nil these letters Imve a mimerical meiin- 
ing* and the question arises. Do they indicate a date, 
and, if so, whut date? Tim letters have been in cvcry 
c‘nse doubled, but one is inclineil to think this must 
Imve lieen done for decorative imriajses, and that they 
ai-e intended to l>e itad single. Of course* they iimy l>e 
initials of those who plied tlieir needles at the work, 
or they may have been adileil us a jest by some n orker* but one would 
muidi like to know what they menu, 

1 may aild, in conclusion* that none of these hangings show any signs 
of thiH*e fashions which were immmoii during the,hist quarter of the 
centuiw, viK. slums of more or less modern design with big ro-iettes: 
loveloeks hanging down to and along the shoulder; and gauKC nr net 
4-hwikH with traus|wtrent collars standing up behind the bend and having 
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the iippearariee* more or lertw, of w-iiijjs, so rommon in the pirturo^ of 
Queen EHziibeth and Queen Mary, 

No doubt the sboo with the i\>sc ijn fotiiul: about the middle of the 
Hixteentli century, but it it* not common nntiJ the last (iimrter c>f it, and 
the tib}4enco of these three ftiihions in favour uf tiie vdevv that tlieae 
Iningingrt date prior to 1570. 

Up to the present I have dealt entirely with figm-es and costumes^ 
but the garden iHrenes depicted and the landacrapos in the backgrciund, 
especially those in the Dalmahoy set^| are well worth ciireful stnd}'. Hie 
biiUdings, ruins, and scenery as shol\^l in tlio latter have a distinct sug¬ 
gestion of Southern Europe, and L would draw attention to the biiv 
siirroufided with houses, and with shipping in it, seen heliind the antique 
warrior as perhaps having something to do witii the story. 

All three sets of hangings show many different kiinls of ilnwers, most 
of which can be ideiitiiied, aVniongst others, there is a Hue s^iecinieii of 
the Scottish thistle in the Reliohoam set, o<s:iipyiiig such a pmtninent 
position as to suggest a complinnmt to tlie nation, I catuiot dose this 
note without also referring to the quaint collection of animals, birds, 
insects, nnd reptiles, wiiich add to the dworative effect niid are in tliem- 
wdves of no small artistic merit. 
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.VOTE O.N .\ CLOTH OF ESTATE TRADITIONALLY SAID TO HAVE 
BREN WORKED BY .M.VRY Ql EEN’OF SCOTS AND HER LADIF>i 
WHEN IN E.VOLAND. Bv W. BALFOUR STEWART. F.S.A.St<n^. 

TliU cloth of estate, which is traditioiinll^' sai<l to have l)een worke<l 
hy Marj' Queen of Sc*ots and her hidies, is the property of Miss Power, 
who succe€‘ded to it through her ancestors the .leriajms of RushbrtK>ke 
Hall, Suffolk. The cloth has l>een in i>ossession of the .lennyn family 
for several genenitions, but how they liecaine i>ossess<Hl of it is not 
known, m>r is there any historj- of it prior to that time. 

Alx>ut 1S:U Hushhrooke Hall was let, and the tenant had so little 
regard for this cloth that he uscmI it for, a rug in the billiard-room. 
When it lx*gan to look shabby he gave it to a cottager, ami the owner. 
Mr Jermyn, on his return found that it was being used as a iKnicover, 
and rcsleemed it for a imyment of 2s. fkl. It was “restored" by his 
daughters, with nither unfortunate results. 

So far as can lx? judge<l, the lozeiigt^s ami ovals were void of design, 
and were nf> doubt intendetl to «*ontain a design worke<l on finer material 
to be superimpost*d on them.* It will lx* seen, however, that the four 
shields which have l3et»n su|x*rinipos<Ml upon the lozenges in the f«^** 
corners do not exactly fit these loz<*nges, hut spread over their limits 
and interfere with the general design. Furthermore, the material on 
which the cordeliere border is worktnl, although finer than that of the 
carix*t, is not so fine as the material on which the shields are worketl, so 
again we have the doubt as to whether the l>order and the shields lielong 
to one another. The owner, however, statc»s emphatically that these 
shields, with their ci*owns and the cordeliere lK)rder surrounding them, 
were art and part of the original design. What was in the other lozenges 
and ovals is not known, except that tliere is a tradition that the oval in 
the centre containetl the design of a tre<* with a canlinals hat. The cloth 
still shows traces of gold thread worketl through it. 

In IS^H Miss .Jermyn, afterwards Lady Trevelyn. the daughter of the 
Rev. George B. .Jermyn, then the owner of this cloth, wrote to her father 
that she had seen a cloth of similar ilesign in Edinburgh, and sent him 
a des<*ription of the same. He replied that his cloth correspondtHl exactly 
with his daughter’s dt^'ription of the cloth in Edinburgh, except that 
the FMinburgh one contained crowns and ciphers; that similar crowns 
and ciphers may at one time have filled the worn-out ovals in his cloth, 
although he thought one or two of these ovals contained human figures.

The cordeliere knotting round the shieldii. to which alter-reference 
will l>e inacle. was quite a known form of decoration in the sixteenth 
century* aw the following extniet will show. It is fri>ni the same inven- 
torv, and is taken from the description of another cloth of estate: *'And 
upon the silver cordoleris knottis of gold fjuliairof thair want is sum 
fass is.” 

It uiay lx? mentiiHied that the cordeliers* nr conl-wearers* were the 
Htrict-est bramdi of tlie Franeiscaii fnars* Jifi culh'd on iici'ount of their 
wearing a girdle of knottetl cords, and were at one time a very powerful 
order, especially in Fnince* 

note appended to this same entry clearly indientos that tiu^Hc cloths 
of estJite w'cre not all worked on the one piece* frtr we rt.^nd : *Mn Julii 
laCtfS it was broken to put crammosie velvet in plnco of the tdnith ol 
siJvcr. It is in Striveliiig*” Obviously hert? the cordeliero knotting wtis 
sijr>eriinposed on the cloth of silver and not worked on it. and this 
sep^nvibility between groundwork and decoration is inailirnicd l>y other 
referencefi in the siime inventory, more ijarticolarly in relation to bed 
liangingH* 

The following is jt note fit the shields by Mr *J. Paol Hylands* F,h.A^: 

On this cloth of estJite there is a pictorial p^'lligree of Mary Queen of 
Scots in four eseu tel icons of the arms of her paternal and maternal 
grandparentii, her father and mother* atid hei'self. These shieklH are 
not no\v in regular order* Jind it iw prolxihlo that they w^cre misplaced 
when the work w'os repaired. As they now stand we havei (M the 
queen's maternal gratnljairents, (2) her paternal grandparents, her 
own itrm.s, and (4) tliose of her father and niotlier.

Eat‘h of the four shields is ensigiied a Freaeli arrhed t-rown. the 

I’tt'ronet heinj' composed of lleursHle^liji and fleorons (strawWiTj'' leaves) 
alternately. 'IMie same crown appenrs* above two shields of Franee and 
Poland, on the title-pa|je t>f Jerome do Ikii'a^s liltufuji tlrn Annorii^itt 1581. 
It is not the eQrn3<-t. eoronet of the French king's crown, whieli was 
ecanposed of 1leui‘s-(le-li.s onl)^ but seeing to have lieLoiiged (necessarily 
without the nrehes) to princes other than the children of 

the king; an example of this coronet may i>e seen above ttie arnin of the 
Princess Margait^t d'Angoulfiiiie, Queen of Xnvarre, sister of Francis L,

In Segoing's Ai'mo3'ittl 1079, tins eoroiif^t is descrilwd as the 

“coumnne de prince,'" a,s distinguislied from the “eouronne de fils de 
Frnnc'e,'* which is rom posed of fleurs-de'lis only. In d'Escha van ties’ 
I’lYJiVt'coiijyjhV fte fo scisncd t/r Jilfiftonf 11^80, tlie Sitnie coronet is deseriljed 
as the-‘t'ourtnme dcH pritu'es du siing,” and tlu' c-orouet with Henrmle-lis 
only as the ‘‘conronrie des enfanhs <le France,’* 

It Would seem that the use of crowns and coronets in the sixteenth 
century was not exact. 

Another jMx^uliarity is tliat all four sLdeids are sun^oinaded by hut 
seems to be the Cordcliero, an order instituted in lliJ8 Ijy Anne de 
Prebigiie, after the death of her tii-st husbiLiid Charles VIIL, for widow 
ladies of noble families.

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cri*-MARKS ON THE STONE CIRCLES AND STANDING-STONES OF 
ABEHDPRCNSHIRE AND PART Of‘ BANFF'SHIRE. By JA.MES 
RITC’HIF*, F.E.I.S.. Corrksi’o.vdi.no Mkmhkr, 

During an examination of the »tone circles of Aberdeenshire extend¬ 
ing over many years, numerous instances of the occurrence of those 
mysterious small rounde<l hollows known as cup-marks have l>een 
observe<l. Special note has l)een taken of every instance in which they 
have becm found, and the results of this investigation are embodietl in the 
follownng iMiper. Though all the circles in AlH*rdc»en8hire have l>een care¬ 
fully examine<l. it is quite likely that some of the cui>-marks have e8cai>ed 
notice, for the stones on which they ai*e carved have l>een exiM>se<l to the 
action of the weather for so long a |>eriod that in many instances the 
marks have lMH*ome almost obliteratinl. This explains how the accounts 
of different observers vary as to the nuinl>er of cups on any individual 
stone; indeetl, the same observer may notice, in a favourable light, some 
cups which he had not seen on another visit in less favourable light. A 
stone can In? examined to the l>est advantage when the surface is slightly 
damp, and when bright sunshine, striking slantingly across its car\’eil face, 
thrr>ws a shadow into each hollow cup. An endeavour has l>een made to 
photograph these cup-marks in the light most favourable for ea<*h group, 
so as to show all the details to best advantage. In each case, also, careful 
attention has Ikhui given to the p<issibility that the cup-like hollows may 
have l»een produced by natural w’eathering instead of by the hand of man, 
and some cases of natural hollows are cited. For convenience of reference 
the cup-marks have lx*en arranged accortling to their occurrence (1) on 
stone circles, (2) on standing-stones unconnected with circles, and (3) on 
ixx'k surfaces. In the latter part of the pa|>er an attempt has been made 
to draw some conclusions as to the age and purjMwe of thest^ cufi-marks, 
and a Uibular summary has l>een nnnexe<l. 

Cup-M.vrks ox Stone Ciiu lks. 

(ioftk or Sprhtf/hilt Circlr^ Skrne. 

Only two stones of this circle now remain, 'fliey stand on the high 
ground which lies lietween the Skene and Edit roads, alMuit 10 miles 
, west of Aberdeen and half a mile .south of the village of Echt. The stone 
to the south-west has no cup-marks ujion it, but the one lying to the north¬ 
east bears eight rather indistinct cups, nearly all of them placetl within a 
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Hliort iHstAtiee of tbe eastern edge of the stoue, and their arrangement 
lia^i been ileterniincMl by tins edgOj and by a weathered liulluw on the 
fai^e. Thei^e tupn avenigo about 2 tiirlicij in diameter, and are little nioiie 
than J infii in depth. No ring sun-ounds any of the eups on the front 
of the at-one, Imt tin the berk* of it, ne^n- the toji, tiiere are faint traeea 
of a rather doubtful eup HiirroumkHl by a ring 10 inrheti in dijuiieter. 
The ring i» pitrked out by the gruwtli of lieliens within iln flight depression, 
otheriWse it would hardly he notk'ctl. The murks on this side of the stone 
are best seen on a tdear summer morning, 1>etween six and seven oVlock, 
when the sunlight falls on ita ntirthern faro ; during the rest f>f the day, 
iviien this side is in shadow', tl>ey beeome almost invisible. The main 
grcnip of cm the front of the steme is ^iiost distiin't about tw'O

The fa no of Nether Corskie lies elowe to Waterton of Ecdtt, iil>out M 
laileH west of the tillage of Skene, On the farm are two staudiiig-stoues, 
all that now remain of a eireie which tmee stood there.

The Balnacmig stone circle shinds iu a snmlt clump of trees a little 
over Klh yards to the ivest of the fanii-hiiiidiiigs.

There is also, in jidditioii to the numWr on the main 
bhK'k, a singie cup on a fragmcmt of HUme which has been split awa^' from 
the north-west I'onier of the rusminlwiit sfame when it was overturned.

'rhen? is only n siuple stone of this eiiT'le left standiii^^ in its lu iginn] 
liosition, and it has no eu]>-marks u\Hm it: hat nearly -Wl yanls to the east 
of it there lies a larpe boulder, on the nppc^r siirfinn^ of which sixteen rup- 
mni ks are visible Ifig.

This block of stone must at one time have lH?eii agn<J<l deal iar^rer than 
it is now* for t>tm aide of it shows marks of a revenl frarture with no signs

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of a small quarry from whirh stones are taken to re|mir the roatls in tlie 
neighbourhoo<l, and it looks as if an attempt had Iieeii made to utilise it 
for the siime pur|K>se. It is unfortunate that the block has l>een broken, 
for close to its fractured e<lj;e there are a numl)er of faint lines, |>ossibly 
the remains of an OKham inscription, but they are too incomplete and 
indistinct to allow of a siitisfactory tninsliteration or interiu*etatiou.

Tlie Temple Htones at Potterton, ftbout fi miles north of Alieixleen, 
{aniriist of a large recumbent stone nod its atcompanying liillars, laith of 
which have fallen. On tlie centre of the <Hitside Hurfaceof the west pillart 
fac-ing the south, there are two small ciifi-nmrks plai'ed close together. 
They are of the t^imnion jilain type, each measuring inches in diameter 
aufl i inch in ilopth, No other ^[►-niarks are visilile on any of the 
remaining stones of the cir^de. 

liattjuhartt, Vfmpat of (lurifH'h, 

About 3 miles north of Inverurie, on the rising ground a short 
dist 4 iiice lichind the farm steading and old castle of Ihdqidiain, A group of 
standing-atones cabdies the eye of the traveller nhmg tlie nmin rniuL It 
is known as the B^dtpibain circle (fig. 1), and consists of a reciiiiilient 
stone, two pillars and five other stones, one of ivhich, a tall pillar of white 
quai-tx, forms a prominent object slightly outside the (dnumferetire 
of the circle. 

Three of tho stones Wlongitig to the fSahjiibalu tircle are cuii-marked. 
On the top of the i-ecmubeiit stone there is a giingle, snialljeuii-liko hollow, 
]J inch in diameter and A incli deep. Its sides are almost per|wndicular, 
and its iHittom fiat, so that it is ninre sharply iletined than the ordinury 
c'up-iiiark is. Indeed, it is not unlike the eoiiimenremeiit of a laire-bole 
intended ti> hold gunliowder, for the breaking nj) of the large reruniljent 
stone into pieces HuitabJe for huiliHiig purposes. There are no other t'u]i- 
marks visible on tiie surface of tho recumbent atone. On the upper surface 
of the fallen oast pillar, Inavcver, there are four, varying in sixe fi’oni 2 to 
2A inches in diameter (fig. Three of these at*t" k inch deep, while the 
fourth is only a J inch ileep. These four cui>*rnnrks are all situated on the 
lower half of tho face td' the stone, which looked towards the i*eniie of 
the circle when tlie |dllar was standing upright in its original ticisition. 
Near the middle of the stone, a little above the cuji-umrks, there is a very 
shallow, ilUdefiiieiU larcolar hollow, wliich niuy possibly be the remains of 
a fifth cup. 

On the standing-stone nc?:t to the west jallar ihiu’C arc twenty-live 
cups of the usual sj-xe, iiUmt 2A inches in diameter, and from a J to i iiicii

Several of Hie i-enialning 
cups might be associated together to form cither groups* but tiieseare not 
tjlearly tieliiicd* ami tlie relationships may, after all, l>e only aeeidentaL 
fine of the cups is phuied so cdose to the bn!>e cif the stone that some of 
the soil and vogotatiem hml to Imj I’linioved before it ronlil W photographed, 
and on a recent visit it was found to 1 h> entindy liiclden, 

Chajxf of finriwti. 

This farm in about - miles from Invornrio, and contains within its 
Imimdaries about half the ai'ca of the battletkdd of Harluw, It is divided 
into two pirtions, East and West Halhaggardy, and cm the lintel aliove 
the bac‘k door of the old fnrinhouHe of Fhtst BalhaggarJy (Hsmr the 
sculptures described on jiage Iti of vol^ xlix* of tJie Proceedfmftt of the 
ScM‘iety* At the C4ist end of the rklge on which Hie luittle of liaT'law was 
fought there is a large stnnding-stone* the sole remnant of a circle (lig* 7)* 
On tlie north side of this stone there ai-e t wenty-foiir cup-marks of the 
usual siae and tyiie, none of them heiiig I’ing^marked. Owing to tlicir 
position on the north or sliady side of the stone, ami to the shallowne-sr^ 
of many of the hollows, they are rather difliciilt to observe. They ran l>e 
ht^st swn shortly after Hiinrise or just'lie fore sunset during the height of 
summer; at other times the shallower ones are almost invisible. They 
4ire sratterefl iri‘eguJarly over the siirfai^e of tiie stone* with the exce[)tEou 
of four, which are situated neai- the Ijase and wbirh are idaecd in a 
lioriicontal line. It is reiiiarkahle that tins stone,, like that at Hokpilmin* 
has a single eup-niark near the middle of the base, clc,jse to the ground* 
nnd often hidden by the ^ egetiitioii* 


AVcrcrcjiyjf, Dtiiuot. 

This circle stands in a small plantation uixmt L mile iiortJi of the 
pirish chun-li of Daviot* and a few' hundred yards from the farmhouse 
of New'craig. The recumi>eiit stone and pillars are ]>romiiient objects at 
the edge of tiio wood* hut vt^ry few of the standing-stones now remain* 
It is not tKjssibJe now tc^ nscertiiin wbethc*r or not the rerumlieut stone 
had any ru]i-marks ii[x>n it, fetr many j'cars ago the uj>per pn-tion of it 
was blasted oil' with gunpowder by a mason who w ished to tise it for 
bnildiiig purposes, and whe* did considerable damage to Hie circle before 
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his opi»rfttion6 were? ntopped. Tlie west piRiir, howevei’t luts h iiuiiiber of 
hollows somewhat like eup-tnorks on its siirfaeo^ nnii though ol 


llieso have no artiliciHl appeArance, the majority artt clearly caused by the 
action of tlie woatlior* It seems the sfifest plan, t heveforCj to regard them 
all as natural markings. 

Hidden in the plantation, nearly 50 yards behind the recumbent stone, 
there lies a large boulder, thickly overgrown with moss and lichen. Eight

Nine cuj>s nre each abont 2 inches? in 
dirimeter* mid their dt^pth varies iVofii a i to j inch* Tln^ remainiTijf Hevoti 
cups are very shallow* and so faint arid indistinct ns to be visible only 
when the sttsiie is i'ar4?fiilly r^xmiiiiierl in n j^ooil lijjfht* TherG is no riiijj 
roniid any of these nip^^. Tlie stone npon wliiidi they are placed does 
not njuiear to luive Imh^h one of the stanilinjj^-stoiies of tlm eirele, iis it 
lies about yards Ireyond tiie circumrferene«* tirwards the east. It is 
more likely to have hi'^eu an nntlyin^j stone, like that found at the 
Rukjnhain cin'Ie. ^dsait 4 miJes t<j the sontji-west of Newcraif^* and at 
tin- Shelden cditde. a similar distnnrp to the south-east* 

Lofra^imrif, iMivioi, 

Tins line circle stands in a wchkI oif the estate of xMouiiie, iieai' tlic 
farm of Loan head, a short rlistance north of thevilin^e of l>nviot*aiid 
about ^ mile sontli of the Newcraijf I'ircle. Its na>st mitit'eahle fejituro is 
the ret'iiridaait stone u'hir'h at Hrst si|^ht a[>j>pai‘s to consist of tw'o parallel 
bloc'ks placed at a distance of nearly 1 forjt fnaii eaidi utlier. A eloser 
inspet'tion, however, shows that it is really a siiit'le blwk. which at some 
far distant time ha^s l>een S[dit aloji); its lenj^tiii, and thus made to look 
Like tw’o seiMirate stones. No similar iujjtance of an apparently double 
recunibent stone occurs in AlM^rdecnshire* hat the rtammlieut stone at 
Rrjrehonil. in the imrish i>f Leslie. apiHiurs to ire shiwly underj^oin^^ a like 
chnniie* owinj' to the action of the weather on a soft Iwind running' 
ttimugh the middle of it. 

There arcMio 4m]>-marks visible on the recuiiilieiit stone* hut upon the 
standing-stone next tri tire east pillar tliere are tw^elve plain cups. Tlie 3 ' 
are situiittd ori the iriner face of the stone, wliii-h ]) 0 ]iits toivnrds the 
centt^^ of the circle (lig. 8). Near the western edge of the stone five cups 
are placed* one above anothert in an almost perpendicular line. Each of 
the three loiver meml>eri of this grtnip is 2 irndies in lUnmeter and | inch 
in depth* while the two upper meniljers are J inch less in diameter ami 
only i inch <leep. A little to tiie left* near tlie upjier end of the group* 
there is a single cup. I inch iii liiameter and ^ lucli in depth* Near the 
laml.re of tlie stone there is another gr<mp of cups very similar in appear¬ 
ance to that already descriiieiL It also consists uf five cups in an almost

Alx>ut d miles west of Auiditerless I’niivvay station, and A miles north 
of the Kirktovvn of Auchterless, there are the remains of a cdrcle which, 
until ynito rocent times, stood intact, Uather less than half a century' 
ago, however, the tenant ivlm at that time (K-cupitwl the farm, hndiiig that 
the stones interfered somewhat with his cultivation of the ground, 
gathered tliem together into n hea[J l>eside the reemnbeot sLoiie, and 
thorn they' now Ho, t)n a stone 5 feet H inches high, u hieh stands <‘loso to 
the recumbent stone, and appears to have been its east pillar, there are 
eight cups of the ordinary^ form, anat>comi>ttnied by rings. They' are all 
somewhnt similnr in sisee, being from ‘Zk A inches in diiimetor and from 
i to i inch in depth.

circle has no reeumbeiit Htoiie^ and is chiefiy notable for the ciip-niarhed 
stone on its north-west side. This is u hloek of whins tone, 4 feet R inches 
hijth. which has on its inner surface, fncrintf the centre of the twenty- 

five cups, nil of the ordinary t^pe, unui’compnuied by rinj^ (hj^- 14). One 
sjKH’inlly large t‘up close to th*^ edge of the stone, near the top, inensurcH 
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t mi^hes 111 cliaiiieU-r and is nt-arly 1 iiu-li iti depth. The tithei^, though 
varying slightly in Mine, average ala>ut iiirhes armss, and lire alKHit 
1 ^ inrli deep. A few of them, however, are very shallow, and iis the face 
of the fttone is somewhat shadowed hy the neighIjouHiig dyke, those on 
the lower portion of it es|>eriaUy nre not seen. 

St firamifjn*s Stomps. 

Hather less than « mile to the ea,st of Tillynanght rjiilway station, 
on the farm iif Tenijileton. are Hitunted the reniiiiTis t^f a circle known 
lorall}'^ a» **,St Bi'andan's Htanes,” The circle is in a very ililapidated 
condition; the recmiil>ent stone has disappeared, niuJ tliei-e i-eniitio in 
position only tiio two pillai^, with a cluster of hi'oken aiul ilisplacetl stones 
huddled round them. The west [dlJar, a ecduinn of grey granite atioiit 
d feet high, litis on ita northern side, faring the interior of the circle, a 
group of twelve cnt>-nmrks (Hg. 15), TJiese are placed on the rfiiiruled 
surface of the lower part of the stone, and are all well-marked cujis^ of 
the usual size, without any surrouniliiig rings. I’he lowest five cups are 
situated so near tlie Iwise of the stone that the long grass almost Idd tliem 
from view, and it hud to W torn invay before they c<uild he pr<>periy seen 
and pliotograplied. 

UothietHit(/. 

This riiide stands In a lield on the home farm at KotJiietiiny House, n 
little to the north of the village, and nearly S miles iiortli-east of Hothie- 
may railway station. When complete tlio circle must have been an 
iiupijsing structure, containing probaldy twelve standing stones of whicb, 
ho wo VO r, only the recumbent stone end four erect stones now remain. 
About 1845 the other stciucs were rennoved, without authority, by tlie 
grieve then at the homo fanii. When his aetioo came to the koo'wlpdge 
of the proprietor of the estate, the lemoval of the stones wjis iniTiiediiiltely 
stopped, and two of tlumn then in process of reinovnk ^vere tie posited 
near the gate leading into the held, ' 

It is not, however, its size that the IbithieniHy stone i-ircje is 
ehicfly rimiarkahle, but bir the nuiuerous l up-nlarks u]M>n it. It is by fuj- 
the best cui^-marked circh‘ in the north-east of 8cotlatid. The cups nre 
found on the re<-iini1>oril stona, and mi the staniling-stone to the east of it. 
This latter is not one of the pillars ivhich Hank the roc:iimbenl stone, for 
both of them have lieen removed, hut it is the stone which st<a>d next to 
the east pillar. It is 5 feet U Inches high and 1 feet broad, and on the 
side of it looking towards the exterior of the circle there are seven cup- 
marks (fig. 16). The highest one Is situatetl near the centre of the stone, 
while the others art! jduced near its buee, one of them being so close to 
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the bott<mi that it is t're<niciitly hidden hy tlie soil and vogjetatioii, like

master of Rothietuay, and figured in the Pt^m'^eititiga^ vol. xxxvii» p. 227» 
but unfortunately it ilocs not include the whole Kiirfare of the stone, and 
iH therefore incomplete.

This is a diflicult stone to photograph, ami the tliHcropancies in the 
imhlished drawings of it are easily accfuinti^il for* Its inner and principal 
eii|)-mnrked face Looks townnls the north-east, arn] is tlierefore in shallow 
during tile greater part of the day. Consequently, at the time when most 
vis I ton? examine it, nmny of the slinllovver cups nre almost in visible, and 
are thus easily overlooked. The best time to examine the cQi>-miii ked 
fiicc of the stone is shortly after sunrise on a bright niidsuinnier luoming, 
when, for a short time, the sunlight strikes slantingly across the surface, 
and throws a dark shadow int?> each hollow cap. The nc«an|Mmying

Tht‘ farm uf Feith-hill lies nearly 2 miles west of the FitghiHMle eiride 
and about T miles south-west of Tui’rlff. TKougli ivithin the county of 
BtinlV, it touches the la^rtherii iioiindary of Alierdeeiishire. On tlie rising 
grimnd to tlio north of the farm tliero^aieo st<KKi a eirxde of wdiich now 
only two stones rematti. Tliese are the reeniiiljent sloiie and tile fidlen 
west pill 111 % and they are knovvii loonlJj" as'*The Hare-stanesr On what 
is now the upper surface of the hiLleii stone tliere are six plain (miHinurks;

There is a stninling-iitone on the farm of .lohnstcmei in ihe parish of 
Leslie, nearly fi miles s^mth-west of Itisch railway £Etatiotn It is called 
" The Hinging ^itone,*' but why it is so calletl no one in the neighbourhood 
can explain satisfactorily. One suggestion ii^ that the name is a cormptinii 
of St Xinian's Stone," similar to tlmt of tiie \illage of St Xinians near 
Stirling, which is known hxrtdJy as St Kingans. Another ex]>]anation is 
tliut the name may have arisen from the ringing sound proiluced when 
the stone is sharply .struck, Tlie stone itself is a jiillar of udilnstonefi feet 
fi inches high, 3 feet fS inches wide, and averaging 1 foot in tliickiiess. It 
is (■up-niarke<l t>n Ixitli sidex. On itf eastern face, close to the southern 
edge and rather more than 2 feet above the surface of tiio ground, ther** 
iH a single small but well-defined nip, 2 inclies in diameter and full_v 
A inch in depth. 

On the we.stern face of the stone there are aix plain cups similar to 
the solitary one on the other side. The two largt*st meoaure, each, 
2 inches In diameter nnd ^ inch deep, Tlie remaining four are some¬ 
what smaller, being only 1^ inch in diameter and slightly over ^ inch in 
depth. One of the cups is situated ipiite near tlie base of the stone, just 
fi inches sIkivi; the surface of the soil, so tlmt it is apt t<i be overlooked 
when the vegetation is rank.

Ill this eonneetion it is interesting to inite that there 
is tinother Ringing Stone vvhieli is tindouhtedly u jneniher of n stone c-irele. 
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It is situated on the high gmund quit(^ to Hotbieiuay railvvuy 

station, idHJiit In inUes to the north-^west of tlie Hinging Stone at 
Johnstone. It is known to be the reuutnbont stonn of ii eii'cle variously 
kn^jwn itH the Erne hill, ArnhILl, or IIiiiidiK;]i circle, now aLnitist destroyed* 
On its tKirtileru side* whieh faced tlie interior of the eirrie, there are 
sev<M-nl irurved grooves of a HOinuwhut artiheial appenraiire, but which 
almost i^^rtaiiily have been mused by tiie artitin of the weather iitM>ii the 
sitrfiire of the Htone, 

Tlic fai-ni of Mytiee lies near the Kirkney Biirn. wliicli flows along the 
valley on the north side of the hill known as The Tap o M^oth, on whose 
summit theii» is a laige and well-known vitrified fort. The farm is iiiiont 
iiiileii west of the railway station at Gartly, and is the place at which 
the Perry lieu Hculptured stone lay for many years before it was removed 
to its ]M-esent site at Leith HalL Kennethmunt* A welLinsirked enp-stono 
Hen beside the fiirmlioiise {llg* in'). It measures 1 foot 11 inches in height, 
I foot iiiehes in breadth^ and is about 4 inchcfs tliick. The original 
]K>sition it otrcu]>ied is unknown* It w-jis found by Mr WilMani Hardy, 
Tiepliow' of ^Ir Knight, at that tiTue tenant of Mytiee, In a stone dyke on 
the farm of Eingiennie* alKmt 1^ mile distant. In all likelihood it at one 
tune stooil on the ground near the dyke, to which it had been removed 
when the land was cleart^l nf stiiines, so that it might be brought under 
euklvation* 

The -Mytife sLoue is cup-rnarked on both sides* On that shown in the 
photograiili there are sixteen cups, and there is a simiJar numlier on the 
other side* They vary iu siiw from a diameter of 2 inches to nearly 
i inches. The depth also variits, the snmller cups lanag corresjMi'nd- 
ingly shallow, and some of the larger cups licing nearly I inch deep* 
There are no encircling rings on the stone, hut in tvi'o insUi-nces n couple 
of neighli^During ciiiis have lieen joined together by a cininncl somewhat 
less in ilepth tbau the cups themselves, so that they form n figure like a 
dumb-bell. A single vu\i and abo a dumb-hell group lie close t<i the base 
of the stone.

The stcviic is situated on one side c^f the farrn'Steading cm the other 
side of which are the parish church and churchyard of Migvie. In the 
churchyard there stiinds a well-known t^eltir iuterUiccd-work crosA, 
vcbich has several early Christian symbcds cjirve<l on the surfucf* of tho 
stone close to the shaft of the crosH, At Tillypronie, too, there is 
another sculptured stone which was foiuid in the district, and which 
also has several early Christian symbols carved on it These indicate 
that long ago some workmen skilled in Htone-carving resided for a 
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time in this neig^hbourhoixl, uuii one of them may have tonsetrat^d the 
stone hy ehatij^oK the pa^an cups into ChristiaD erosses*

In the neig'hlH^urlKxxl of Rothiermiy, liesides the eo|^niHrk.ed stoue 
circle, there are a numlier of other f?u[)-markcHl Hhmes. Tlie beat of thefre 
18 situatcfl close to the bonder of Aberdeertshire, <>ii the rising ground 
about hflif-wiiy between Hothieuiay rilUige and Avochie House, mid 
nearly 2 miles east of Itothiemay railway station {fig. 21). It is a large 
whinstone boulder, 11 feet long atid 9 feet broad, rising to a height of 
al>out 3 feet above the surfiiire of the ground. On its upper surface there 
are about eighty eujitt. varying in size from a little over 1 inch to tn^arly 
4 incheri in diaTiioter, many of them, howoi’er, being sliallo^v and indistinct. 
1 he atone, however, is remarkable for the largo number of ringed cups 
which it luts on it. There are altogether sev'enteen luips each siirroumloci 
by ji single ring, timugh in many cases the rings nro faint and iiulisiinct. 
In on© or two cases tlie rings touch each other, cither by design or 
by accident. A very fine plan irf this stone, showing ail the cups and 
rings, has l>een drawn by Mr E. H. Coles, ami apjiears in the PrttftTfliftfjw 
of tile Society, vol. xL p. li}9. 

Some j-'ears ago, ilurlng the prra-e^ of elearing away a iiuinbei' of 
stones which eneuniliercsl a jiorthm of this farm, a eup-nuirkeil iioulder 
was destroyed by blasting. A pcirtioii of it was rernov'ed iiy Mr Walker, 
nho occupied the farm at the time, nmj it now Ites in th© garden leaning 
against the wall i>t tlio farmhouse. Tl^e iiiiiiiher uf cups origiimllv on 
the Iwulder is unknown, iiut on tlie fragment of it ivUicdi has beet/pre¬ 
served there are fifteen of the ordinary type, several of them lieing 
shallow. The stone seems to have suffered much from the action of 
the weather.

A tine example of an eirde or underground house occurs near the farm- 
lionse of Culsh, 2 mil^ ©aat of Torlaiid. Ita entrance is only alxmt 3 feet 
high and correspondtugly narrow, hut ah the pjissage proceeds inwards 
it increases in width and height until a fairty wide chamber is formed, 
in which a man can stand upright. If the visitor witbin the chandler 
looks towards the entrnuc©. he will see a cu[i-]imrk on one of the stonej; 
built into tlie wall on his right hiintl. Another cup will lie fonmi on a 
stone near the entrance.

G KN’EKAI. CON'CLl SIOKS. 

It will lie iiotheil from the foregoinjj desfrijitloiirt that the eup-uiHrks on 
stone* which form jiarti^ of eirclcK are not ■flistvihutedj as it ivere, casaally, 
on anj" of the ttieinlwrs of the circle, hut are all found either on the rft- 
eumheut stoiio or in its iniiutHliute neij^hbunirhoud. As funis run bouHrer- 
tuined from the .\l>f)nleeii»bii‘G rirrlcs now in existence, the rujus occur 
only on the rcisii tube lit stoneis, the east ami west nilliirHt and the stones 
next to these pillars, Hal they do not twcur on all the ciixdes in the county; 
on Home of the most perfoi^t, surh as tliosc al Aiutuhoi thics near Inverurie, 
and Cothieniuir near Keij^, no cuii^inarka arv found. Neither are they 
exclusively conliiied to rirrle* and the stones neai’ theau for. as has lieeii 
show 11. they are also foiiud on liviayr ita-k. aiul on landdcrs which have 
evidently never formed jiurtsof circles, ils at Avnehie and Alij^vie. 

The Clips on the intone eirides and tl'Hwe on the detached iMiuhlors arc 
siinilar in design. The great majority are simple taips* from - tri It inches 
in iliameter and uljoiit j incli deep. A few^ at-e joineil together in pairs to 
form a hgure like a duml>l>eU, and a rather lai-ger iiuinlierare sunounded 
by a ring, the ringed spcciTTieaH l>ehig rhicHy foaiid in the Eotliieiiiay diw- 
Irict, The dugs are ui:iaall_v single; one or two double rings ort-ur. hut iii 
no case are tliere mure than tw'o. The rings are always shallower than 
the cups they surrouatl, and in nuiny inetaneeH t|ie\ are so faint as to 
b(> almost invisible unless the light is good and llie surface of the stone 
in'et. N<i exiLiiiples of spirals or the elaborate dtswigus found ill various 
simthern districts have as yet been discovcretl in Aberdeenshire. 

Except in a few' instaianw. the caps do not appear to lai clustei-ed 
together so IIS to form any definite design, in a feiv cases, as at Rakpihain. 
Balhuggai-dy. and UuinUead. a number of the cups arc arranged in lines, 
horii^ontal or perijeiidiciilar. and the positi<ai of these Is irctquently 
tli 3 termim>€l by Mtm** naturiil feature in the stone. In some inHlances 
then^ appear to be groups of two or three cups, and in the IjLtter case the 
three ohen appear to form a ligure of triangular shape witli equal sides, 
but whether this m^curs liy accident or tlesign it is inifwissihle to say. 

The lioUows api>ear to Imve tM^en formed by the rotation of some bard 
substance, such as a rtaiiided stone, within them, for they are always 
t-irciilnr and have siuooth slofiiag sides and rounded l>tise. In no wse 
have any distini;t marks of tixiling come under the notice of the observer, 
and the shallowest cups, wdiich seem to have l>een just coiainenred. are 
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i[nit€' fl?i MtiKK^th UH tlie iJoep^jJit whicLi arc? pT^juunmlily Bnit^lied. Out' 

would to tiud, tu tile nei^lilKihiu'lif>orl ii>f the emp-rtutrked 

8ome r<*nuiijis of the implements l>y whieli t.lief«» hoUows were fonned, 
but such remniusT if they exint, Imvo not Iwen recognised. EJiiits jiiiil 
riibhcd stones do not nj^pi^ar to*be more nuineroiis lieside the cnp-ninrkefl 
stones tlijin in othev places. Perhaps the grenl age of the cups may 
mH'cmnt for tlie dispersjil of tlie instruments by wliich they iven.^ fcinneih 

It is eviileut that these cu])-marks are of very ancient date. There are 
ninny interesting trad it Lems. forniLiig what may lie called the folklore 
of the Aberdeenshire stone circles, but none of the stories attempt to 
accoLint for the ocnirrence of the caji-marks upon them. Nor is this to 
be wondered at, for, it seems to me, there is evidenre that the cups are 
at least os old as the circles theia^elves, ijinl in some cases pri>hidily older. 
In apvcral instances the cups are sfi jilaced as to show that they hare lieen 
carved ou the stones Ijefore these U'cro put into their present position. 
On the cii|>-niarked stamling-stones at Halquhain, Ralbaggardy, llothie- 
nmy. and Johnstone there is in each ease a eup nt the base of the stone, 
HO close ti> the level *if the ground that it is frequently entirel 5 '' hidden by 
the vegetation. On the interior surfarre of the west pillar at St llrandan^s 
stones there are twelve cujjs^ all noai" the base of the stone. In these 
cases it seems hardly likely that the cu[ia would liavc been carved, out with 
great labour while the stones stood erect. The evidence rather points to 
the conclusion tliat the imps were made while the stones lay hat on the 
ground, before they were erected as members of tlanr respective circles. 
The retmmbent stone nt Rothienmy has tiie cups on its upright surface 
more thickly clustered near the ha»n of the stone than near the top, and 
several of them are just above tiie ground-level. .Again, the rwumbeiit 
stone at Rraeliead of Leslie rests upon another stone, which has foureuji- 
niai-ks on its upper Hiirface. These murks are si> phn-ed. right underneath 
the recumheiit stone, that they could not [Mis.sih1y have Ijeen made while 
that stone occupied the presenteitc, which is evidently its i»rigimil position 
in the circle. Indeed, the use of a cnij-niarked stone as a support for the 
retnindHvnt stone rather indicates that the cups hjid become obsolete 
Ix'fore Llie circle was erected, as lias hapi>cned in thost^ cjisos ivliere catJ- 
mark^nl stmies have Ijeen iitilistHi in tiie making of oirde housf«s and Htoiie 
cists, in any case, the signiticance f>f the cuivmarks had lieen lost long 
before Cliristiaa times, for in the cases i>i' st<mes at Tofthills and Banchory 
House, as well as a stone at Dingwall, and a Ihialder at Gluck, the imgan 
moiuimeuts have been reconsecrated l>y the addition of Christian symbols 
to the older inarkiiigs. 

Many suggestions^ have been made us to the nieaaing and ]nirpuse of 
these cii|j-marks. bat no satisfactory' explniiatioa fif tlieir use has vet 
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been discoveretlh So many different fomiH of them linve l>eeii. found In 
various districts that it seems unlikely they uU bnd the simie Hi^nificancer 
and therefore no explanation can i>e expected to suit all ceases. 

The foil owl Off remarks, therefore, are intended only to apjdy t<» the plain 
type of cup as found in Aberdeenshire. * 

It is somewhat unfortnriate that the name *■ has been wo 

ffeneniUy atlopted to deacrit>e these cirtmlar hollows, for it at once 
suggests that their purpose was to eontain some kind of liquid. The idea 
IK verj' pn?valent in the localities in Al>erdet;nfiliire where they are found 
that they wore intended to hold the blond of Knerific€'s offered on the 
** altars" of the stone circles, Rut this idea is clearly wrong, for many of 
the recumbent wtnofw are quite unsuitable for use aw altars of s/icrifii-e. 
and could not Inive been utilised for any such purpose*. For instanc‘ 0 . the 
recumbent stones at the Sun honey and Dyco circles are too narrow ou 
the top for holding a sacrifice: while the rec;uiul>ent stone nt the C'othie- 
muir circle is roundetl on the top and equally unfitted for such use. The 
cups theniKelves are found on upright surfaces as well as on flat ones, and 
though, aw already .suggested, some of the wtnnding-wttaies probably had 
their cups engraved on them before they were erected into the upright 
l>osition, this does not seem likely to have hnpjiened in every instance. 
The recumbent stone at Rothieinay has cnjjs Ijoth on the top and on the 
inner upright surfiice. vrhile ut Tofthills there arc tnjjw almost all round 
the wtone. On the Ringing Stone at Johnstone also, and on the stone ut 
Mj^tice, there are cups on Ijoth sides, which would nut likely have liceri 
the had the stones not lieen intended to stand erect. On the Xethcr 
Corskie stone. U»Ot there iw u cup on the south and another on the west 
wide* 80 that no matter in what pawition the stone lay lioth cnjis (X^ahi 
not be filled with li<|ind at the Kaine time. 

The positions of many iif the cups iilwo make it unlikely that ttu?y 
eon Id have been used to contain votive offerings of any kind. 

At first sight thegroujis of enjis seem to bear a ckwfc ri?semhlanre totho 
plans of cin-ular huts, clustered together Ut form villages, the ringed spetd- 
mens repi*e!senting the more important dwelling.w, eacdi enclow<?fl within a 
proteveting trench or pallisude. Rut it is difiituilt to lielieve that the poi>U‘ 
hitiou in tile fjir^li-wtaut jHi.wt coultl ever have been so dense, as. according 
to this thtHjry. would have t>een the case at. say. Itothicuuay. where so 
many cuii-marke<l stones are found, each difFering from the othui-w. 

That the cutis are masons' marks, oiu-h ropresenting the claiini of the 
maker cif it to a wliai'c in the eroi^tion uf the circle, and jmrhapfl to a 
rlglit of Injrial within it. is not likely, for the cups are not c^onfined to 
circles which have lieeii pro veil to he buriai-plru^cs, hut are also, found 
on rock surfaces, where no hurials could iiave taken place. 
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It heen thoiif^ht 1>y some that th^ eup-miirks were eootiet'teil M'itli 
the wt>r»hi]^ of the lienvenly btxlie!^^ iimi may have beexi intended to 
represent jKii’tions of the starry sky. If they had Iwen star maps, liuw- 
evor, tliere wimlJ undoubte4]ly have twen some of the mcn-e prominent 
(sinHteUatii>ns representeih hut ■iioue are reri>jjiiitinble« The photoifraph 
of the eiifjs uu the U]jnght fiiee of the Holhieniay reeuailmnt stone wiw 
submitted to an eminent nstronoraeiv but he was unable to resignise in 
it a reseiuhliiijee to any iiortion of mir iio^rtbcrn heiivenn+ 

It hoj^ lieen suggestecl that the marks may have been a primitive kiml 
of writing, biit^ if such iiad i>eeii the ejise, they would natucally" fall 
into m4>re easily revogniwible groujw than they seem to do. Some groups 
there undoubtedly are, but they are few in number eompared with the 
number of euj>s st^jittei-etl apparently at nmdom. It is eertnin that these 
marks must have c4>nvoyed ideas of some iK>rt to tlmse who lived in the 
iieighlHmrhotKl at the time they were made t luit for all that, they do 
uot seem to be divisilde into gruujis formiiig any kiml of riidiiiientjtry 
alphabet 

These cu])-marke(l stones could not have l>etai the anvils on whirb 
stone implements were fashionecf, for in tliat vaae we would have had 
a large aceumtiLatif>u of uhijjs round the stones ivhiidi have numerous 
riip-marks on them; and* eonvei-selj", where cliijis have been found in 
great numbers, we would have exjHH'ted t<i find I'up^murked stones also. 
Hut these things do not occur together; at the base of the eup'innrked 
stone?^ we find no acrumulntion of Hints, and in other places, w^here 
chips have been found in abunclance, we hai'e no eu]>-marked stoiiea. 

The large number of sinall-sizetl cups 4jn many of the stones seems 
to procdude the idea that they were primitive mills, used for gritnling 
or ix>iiiiding seeds, nuts, or other substaiu'Cs. f4>r ftasl For that ]nir]>ose 
a few larger c‘u]>ft would have Ijecn all that was uevessar_v. l>esides being 
itiueh more easily made, ami more efiieieiit* 

The wjile area over which cup-marked stones ai-e found shows that 
the ideas underlying tbeir eonstructiou must also have been widely 
pre^'alellt among primitive mnn. It might la^ ex]ierteil, therefore, that 
we vvould got some insight intf* their meaning from studying any similar 
custom common tii the primitive tribes of t<i-iiay* Professor Siieiicer, 
in bis iVu/i'rr ttf the X^orthent Terrttoetf af . {ftstitilhi, ]>]i, 

descriljes the discovery of n gmup of cup-marks carved on the surface 
of a Hat outcrop of s^mdstone rw’k, a little south of the Gulf of Car[»entarin, 
They varietl in size from I or 2 . inclu^s in tliametfu- and i inch to ^ inch hi 
depth, to 19 or 12 incinw in diameter and fi to 8 inches in depth* The 
smiiUor ones are therefore similnr t<i those so couimou in Aberdeensbire, 
while the larger ones, though unrepresenteil in tlie eounty, seem to la?

They do 
iii>t» however, appear to rtvri’€^spoiul with oor Aherdeenshiif? eiiji-nnirks, 
where the es.spntiid element in the tlesign is tlie epTitral fU])-like dejires- 
Hion, wanting on the ehnriaga. Xeither do the meaTiings attarheil to 
these tigures hy the Aastmlinn natives xvUo use them help as miadu file 
authors say that "the itabai'O of the design gives at auKiit very little, and 
usuidly no rlae whatever, to its meaiiing," "tin one ehiiringa, n series 
of eoneeatrie eireles or a spiral will re^iresent a man, on anotheiv a frog, 
on another, a tive. and on anothoi", a ivater-hole,** ’ The atteinptiiT there¬ 
fore, to rorndate these ehariaga designs with tun- i^up- and ring-marks, and 
thuri to show that the latter represented a sort of i-iale heraldry, having 


a social rather than a religious meaning, are somewhat uneonvifiring. 

It has been abuTidiintly pttived that our stone rirrles, whatever other 
purposes they may have snrvi^h were iindoahtetlkv places used for the 
burial of tlie <lemL Fi-om the freipieni*y, therefore, w ith whieh eupmarks 
are found on oi- near the rovumhent .stones of thesi- eiirles, it seems a 
fair deduction to siipprise that the marks niost have had some connection 
wnth the dead lying within the ■ irrles, or with their hurial ceremonies. 
Hut the mark,-^ are alsfi foaad on rock surfaces, aiiriiiinerted svith stone 
circles, where, as far as we <1111 judge, 110 burials have taken jdare, hut 
in whose ueighlMUirlifiod there ondnuhteflly mast have existed a eon- 
siderahle pn]aihition. pmladdy a vilhige* Smv we know, from the reiniiins 
found W'ithiii stoiw circles and cists containing aras of a like age, that 
the lidiahitants of tliiit far-lmck era htdievisl in some kind of life bt'yoiid 
the grave. It seems rensoaahle. therefore, to conclmh' that the cap marks, 
on their burial-jdact's ami elscwlictx-, had some I^^dation to that belief, and 
w^cre inteialed in siuiie way ti> coiiciliati? the spirits i>f the cleial.j'itid induct^ 
them to refrain from revisiting tlie ahiiiles of the living, '(’he concliisioa* 
therefore, appears to he [hat the AherdeeasUire cup marks, in several 
iristAncea. and perhaps in all, are older than the circles on which tiiey 
are carved, anti hiai in nil prohidulitya religitms signiHivime.

Hoen. the blotsk b, unfiirtunntely. not entire, it hax been split 
iti huU vH lengthways, one half has ngaiii been broken lu'ross.aiicl one of the 
i-esulthig quarters -wlheh we may picsnnie to have borne a ilfth enp—has 
disjippeared eiitii-ely. The existing pieces, however, ean be fitted together 
with airumcy. sii that fairly satisfactory measurements can be made. 

The greatest length, along the fracture, is 1>V3 inches, the greatcHl 
breadth, across the middle. IFT inches; the damaged edges are r/dher 
shorter, lieiug U'7 inches and U>-7 inchi^s respectively. The Inrger frag- 
nieiit IS 7 7 inches in breadth, and the smaller one 1 inches in breadth, 
rosjMs tively. at the broadest points. The depth of the Idm'k varies from 
G inches to 7 imdms acrording t<J the in egnlarilies of the under Horface, 
which is much broken. The several fju-es of the block have been hnished 
ofl^ w ith diffei'ent degrtws of care: that whirli liears tbe cups has been 
quite well sciiiaicd and smcajthe<b though it har^ suffered hard usage r the 
tw^o iucoiiipleto side-fnees and the longer coiujileto side-face are like¬ 
wise well executed and are still fairly smooth: hut the shorter loinplete 
side-fnre, hfdiig veiy rough and irregular, does not np|>eai‘ to^ have Iwen 
nearly so carefully lifiisheil. and the corner at one end of it is not t^t- 
Hiigniar. The under surface has lieen so much split and broken tliat it is 
iintiosHihle to say whether or no tlie Idock originally stooil on any kind 
of a Ihisc or pedestal. 

The cups, as will lie seim, are not quite uniform in shape or size; tlie 
central one is the lai^geat and is appi oximately circular. l>eiiig 4 5 inches 
ill diameter and 2T incl»-s deep. Of tho i-immiuder, that in the lower 
left-hand comer is also circular, btdng ^18 iiiclii's in diameter and 
Hi inch deep: that in the upper right-hand mrner measures 38 hn-hes 
by 4T inches by 1'7 inch deep; imd that in the lower right-hand corner 
nicmsuros 4 inches by inches by 1 ‘7 inch deep.

notice of the discovery of another exnmpie is given in the rfirk^htyt^

timt ten cxamjjles are known in Englnnd ami others in Sweden, and all 
arc from ecrlesiasticrid sites. Tiie nmnber of eups in the several eases 
V'iirj€^s from one tti' sixteen; the cups fire disposed in vnrious patterns; 
that rimst like the present example having been foutid at Furness Abbey, 
III all east's the cups nrti similar in size to those in the llasseiideun stone, 
hut some are dilTerent in having Hat lK)ttnms. In some cases the cups 
are dist'oloiired by fire* 

The Rev. T, Wes further nuikics two quotations from the JiiteM 0 / 
iJttrham (published by the fturtees Society), which place tlie use of these 
cniq>ed stones as l(im|js Wyond the reach of doubt. One nf thestt 
quotations tells us tiuit there was in the church a four^squai'e stone, 
which liad la ci-essi>ts wrought in that stone, wbitli was 6lle4l with 
tallow, and every nigiit one of them was lighteil, when the cbty was 
gone, and did bunie to give light to the nionkos at midnight wdien 
tliev came to luuttens." And the other nmys of the dorter ‘^In either 
end i>f tile siinio Dorfor there was a four-sqimix? stone, wherein was 
a dozen cressets wrought in either stone, being ever filled and snie 
plWi with the couke as they iK^deil, to give light to the iiumkes and 
novit-es w hen they rose to their mat tens at midnight, aud for tbelr 
other nei^essary usi?s," 

I have ventured to <Mscuss this stone at some length, as it appears to 
be the only example of the cnTsset that has been fmiml in Scotland tiji 
till now. 'fhe only idhi^r possilde examjile is an object fnmi dedburgh 
deacrihed in the V'ol, xxxix. p. ">4, How'ever, an the latter 

bears a row of siiiidl cups ^is well a.s a nnmber of others that are of a 
suitable size for use as lumps, the siinnise made by the author, that it 
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wurt a inoukl ff>i- t'JiHlitig huUetis fitid wniTHrti-lwilh, may perlinx^s ite 
preferable. 

It niay lx? worth while to rec^oi'd here the fai-t that many fragments 
of carvcal Htoucwork from the oUl chiireh of Ilnsj^eiiilean ntill exist hei'e 
and there in tiie neiy;hbourinH*il.

and ill thirkiiDss from tfi fii iiivlies. The nnsrvil|itured ]n>rthni at the 
lx>ttmri is 17 im-hes in depth, wliirh won hi give it a fairly good Imhl uf the 
grtjimd The shaft of ttm eross h plain, ami within the Iwinier lines is 
U iiiehes hroml. Ho either side of the ylmft the pjiiiei has iHam tilleil

<me panel is half an ineh broader than the itthor, thus ion trusting with 
the imirhineslike regularity of the H-ork of modern monunumtal siadptors. 
On the reverse (tig, 2), Hie unstmlptured jmrtion is 22 imtbes in depth, 
TJie shaft of the cross is 4^ iiirhes broatl witliin the iKirder lines, and on 
each side of the shaft there is ]>Hrt of a small panel filled with a :Kigy.Hg 
or anguhu- fret pattern. The left side of this slab is plain, but on the 
right side there are tniees of what apyieiii's to have Ihwn a key jiattern. 
The March tiiiil imduded a large slab, vvhic'h was lying east and west 
in a horizontni position at a depth of ri feet 0 int hejj lielow the surface. 
This slab mensurea 5 feet by 22 iurbea by a inehes. It was with great 
difiieultv that Mr Markie suei^eedeil in getting it' out whole; and it was 
very disappointing to Hud that it wji,s rough-dressed, with no sign of 
stmlpturing* Hut in the sjiuie grave there were two sculptured stones.

W'ltli the exception cif the handle^ 
hinge, and lid, which are f>f malleable irniit the rest is of cast inni, mid has 
Inteu east In a piece. The total weight is <iver h lbs. The extreme length of 
the under part or tray {not including the handle) is inches, the extreme 
breadth is 5^*,^ inches, and the height to the t4>p of the ring is 41 Inches, 
Though massive in appearance the crusie is not ungraceful (hg, 7). The 
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advantage of a cruHie having a lid waa that tallow eonld be u»ed when oil 
waa scarfo. A piece of burning peat was put on the top of the lid to melt 
the tallow. The pariah of Ceres <*ould at one time boaat of three im-

portant dwellings—Struthera Castle, tfiiiighall. and S<*otstarvit Tower. 
Poasihly'the erusio may have been made for om» of them, and it may have 
been made locally. In the eighteenth century theiv was a small foundry 
about a mile to the west of St Andrews. The place, now a farm>stead- 
ing, is still known as Little Carron. I am pretty confident that I have 
come across a referem*e to another small foundry at Craigrothie. in Ceres 
Parish.

THREE FOOD VKSSKL URNS, A CITP^AIARKRD STONE. AND OTHER 
ORFECTS DISCOVERED AT SilERlEFrON. NEAR PERTH. By 
. r. ORAHAM CALLANDER, Se('retarv* 

About the end jenr a group of prehistoric relita showing an 

uiiui^uilI varioty of types wins brought to liglit on tiieSeonn PidneoeHtatois, 
near Perth. During the winter nionthH ninny trees grooving singly and 
ill ('lumps in cultivated fieiils wen^ removed for the iietter euitivntion of 
the land, and, ns the gi ountl occupied Ijy tiiem had to be ploughed, it was 
iieees^Mii-y to take out the roots, a pnaiess more easily nevoiuplished by 
dragging down the trees witli a steel hawser wound in by a traetion 
engine, thim l>y felling them in the usual fashion and digging out 
the i-oots. The operation of ov^ertlirowing the trees was fnrilitated by 
first digging a nari-ow. cimrulai' ireneh, about feet, deep, rmind the trees, 
some H feet from the trunk, and tiieii rutting tlie spreading roots thus 
exposed. On iStii DcL-eiiila^r last. Vkiwr.rd Suttie was engaged digging a 
trench round a iarge, single iiak when he struck H<.>iiie vessels of day 
with Ills matt<a'!k, breaking tlieut into fragments. His o]>inion was that 
there were tally two l essel.s, a.s the it>uiided cavities fornietl h^- the basal 
portion of tH'o urns ivere clearly deBncd ivhen tlie sjiml wa-s removed. 
The sharthi were carefully laid aside, and aftenvavtls wore presented to 
the Perth Museum Iw the Earl of Maasfidd, tbo proprietor of the ground. 
riiB day after thej- were receiv<?d in the inusenm T examined the frag¬ 
ments Ilf tJottery, and found tiiat pieces of the rims of tbi'ce vi^ssoIjt! could 
lie ideutiiied without any difliculty. 

On the lust day of the year, Httginanay, I accomi>anied several Perth 
gentlemen to the spot where the urns were liirncd up, and ohtained 
particulars of the lind from the discoverer. Our visit was iwirticnlarly 
fortunate, as we were able to note a cuiHinarked stone, and secure the 
records of the exposure of a structure resembling a Kiiuill grave, and a 
grooved stone, all of which had Ijeen laid iwire in the immediate vicinity 
of the first discovery. 

The sites of those finds lie near the middle of the Koman Camp of 
Urassy Walls, on the farm of Sheriffton, parish of Scone, aliout 3 miles 
north Ijy west of Perth, and some fit;! yards nortli-wcst of the nearest 
farm buildings {fig. 1>. At the time of our visit three oak trees nlxait 
2t) or yards apart stood at this place reaiiy to be overthrown!. The 
urns and the cup-marked stone w'ere found in the Ireneli whicli had been 
dug i-oiind the mcist northerly tree, and Hie other relics were found Iwside 
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th© tree on th© nouth-oost. The urns had been buried almost on the crest 
of a slight ridge which runs up through the fields in a gentle rise towards

the northern hounditry of the camp. While the ground to the etist 
stretches away nearly lint, there is a sharp dip into a hollow running 
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doivij toivaiflt! tlie 'I’jiy, at a distance of JOO yar<ls to the weiftt. 

The soil eouHtsts tjf alHJut a fcHit of ^ood Icmni overlyriiK' fluviatiJe deiKisita 
of fine HJirid. The site of the ** Honmu Koad planned hy General 
and marked on the Orihiiince Survey niap^ jwisses some yards west of 
the spot where the urns were discovered, and the old steading: of (Ti-nssy 
Walls, from ■i^'liieh the eiiiii]» t<«>k its mniie, ami vvludi i^'as eleart^ a way 
loany ymrs aj'o, stood about iJUO yards to the north-north-ivest. 

77fC —In di^giu^ the tretieii there was nothinjjr to indicrate the 

presence of the pottery except u clarkeuin^ in tlie colour of the sand with 
w'hieh the vessels were sarrouuded. ami tins, no douht, liad Keen caused by 
some of the surface soil Iming thrown into the exravatiou when it was 
tilled ill. There was no eiat or built structure of any sort, so apparently 
the urns had just been deposited close together in a liole dug in tlie 
ground, the bases of the vessels being placed stmie 2 feet fi iache’s below 
the surface. They lay nlmut 8 feet south-west of the tree, anti, as indi¬ 
cated by the n ell-deiined cavities fomied hy the lower parts of two of 
tbt’ urns, it was eviilent tliat they had lieen placed upright. These two 
vessels liad stood almost touching.^in a line running ala>ut north-east aud 
south-west, and it is possible that the third had lieen pUiced near the 
southern end of the same line. It wcmld Heeni that tlie mouths of 
tivo of them had each been covered w itli a small, fiat stone, as tw'o 
pioi?es of smaktone and grit, measuring 11^ inches by 6| inches hy 
2 inches and OJ inches hy 7 inches hy 2 inches, were bmnglit up by 
the blow’ of the implement wdiicii exposed the potU^ry; it is iils^i very 
probable that the third vessel hml lajcii siinUarly provided, as ’ive found 
another flat piece of grit, measuring 8i inches hy 7 inches hy 2 inches^ 
standing on its edge in tho outer side of the trench on tlie same level as 
the pottery. The position of this stone may be taken as nii indication 
tliahtlie third urn stotnl in lino with the other tvi o. 

One of the urns looks as if it had In’cii whole Ijefore it was struck 
wdth the mathH’k, but, after making allow’anc'o for some of the shards 
lieing smashed to powder, the appcaruuce of 11 le fmeturcs on certain of 
the fiagments of the other vessels is such as to imply that they had 
cidlnpsed h>ng Ijefore they were bi'ought to light.

The best preserved urn has l>een i-estored, and it belongs to a well- 
known sub-type (fig. 2). Its mouth is wide, its upper jMirt nearly vertical, 
and its lower half ti|>ers to a narrow base. Tw<i raised nuiuldings or 
cordons encircle the vesstd, one at the shoulder 21 inches Ih»Iow the lip, 
and the other midway between the rim ami the shoulder. Thert* are

none r>f the small protulierances like incipient lugs round the shoulder 
which are rrften seen on fooil-vessels. Like so many vessels of its class, 
this um slum’s a wealth of ornamentation on its exterior, which had l)een 
impressed on the clay lx*fore it was fiixHl, and the same can lie sjtid alK>ut 
its two neighbours. In the br<Mid, shallow gnmve between the lip and 
the upper moulding thei*e is a row of rude chevrons with o<‘casionnl 
vertical lines, formed by the impression of a thick, fibrous cord of two 
strands, and in the hollow betwetm the mouldings there is a somewhat 
similar {rnttem. A row of triangular markings up|>ears on the under side 
of the moulding just at the shoulder, and there are five transverse rows 
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of librjrt., vert lea i liner* tlniivii hy a tliiUf «hJU'p-poiiite<l tool encircling' tho 
lower |K>rtion of the vei*Mel. On the top of tbp hriin, whivli bevelletl 
towartlw the interior^ nre viulinting; voi'd nitirkingw simtbir to those on the 
lipjxir part of the whU. The urn ineiLHareii 5^ iiieheH in height, inebes 
in e^cternnl dinnaeter across the nioutbt inciies at the sliuiilderj and 
25 inehos nt the fniHe, mid the thickness of the wnh bs aljout fir iin:li+ 

Prolinbly lessi than half tif the second vessel has l>ePTi preserved, but, 
fortunately* thei'e is enough left to give an irnlicntioii of its form. It 
would jteetn to have lieen shaped very like the lii'st* 08 there is one 
moulding nlH^ot 1 iiudi below the lip, hut it is iinpossihje to say whether 
there bad been another at the siioulder; the rim, however, has a more 
acute hevpj towards the interior. The budieine ot onmnientation is C[iiite 
different from that on tin* first, as It consists of upright zigzags of throe 
parts extoniling aemss the rini fiftn its inner edge and down the outside 
as far as the moulding* the lines on the lip slanting from left to right. 
Below the iiiouldiiig it is not unlikely that the markings were carried 
ill straight line,s, with brejxks in them, obliquely to the riglit and nearly 
as far as the base; hut tills is a doubtful |H>iitt, as i am unable to sny 
w'betherall the reninining frugiAents of pottery ladongeil to tbifl vessel 
or the third, or partly to Ixitb. The improssionB, which have a breiultli 
of aiiout inch, at the first glance look as if they had liepn foinied by 
jiressing a twisttal cord w'ith the thunih against the clay* but the trans¬ 
verse markings do not cross tlie main line obliquely hut at rigid angles, 
a design wddch might have lieen made either by a stamp or a thin cord 
wound round a core. The external diameter of the mouth seems to 
have lj€^n about inches* and tiie wall is about inc'h thick. 

Of the tliijxl nrn. iipiHirently nithcr more than tlie half of the wall 
has survived. The remnants display a vessel of (.|uite different shape* 
liecause the profile of the upper tw^o-thirds of the uni is curvilinear, 
ancl w’lints the angularity tif the other two resiiels* a siiape accentuatod 
hy. if not resulting from* the presence of the moulilings wliich oncirelp 
them* While there is this dilference in form* the t>rnamentiition on this 
Vessel* though arranged more sitiiply, bears a strong resemblance feo 
that seen on the second iirii. in the individual marks wTiich go to make 
up the design. The similarity of coh>u rat ion has already been remarked 
upon. From tlies^e points of I’esembhtmre it miiy be taken thiit two fi>rms 
of the fCM id-vessel were made at the sama time in this district. The dis¬ 
covery of different varieties c.if food-vc^ssel urns in eircunistmiees believed 
to indicate that they were eon temporary lias l^een commented on else¬ 
where.’ A careful examination of the lip of the urn shows that though 
it now attenuates to a n*thor sharp r<>ondod top, it originally had beeti

Stotu'r —After exanduin^ the j>]iiec where the urns had 
been de[>o.«?ited we dii-erted our attention to a large. Gat stone whidi 
lay pitrtifilly exptwed in the trenidi some S feet ejist-Houtb-eost i>f the 
pottery, and to the south-east of the tree, ft was of irregular oval shape, 
lueiLsured fV feet It iiudies in lengtii by feet G inolies in breadth by 
] foot in tbifkneas, and had Iwcn covered by about G inehes of s<dl. From 
its proximity to the urus, and its shape^—a slab and not a boulder^wo 
hoped it might prove to Ijo the rover of a eist and had it raised, but no 
sepulcliral remains were found under iL Still, near the centre of its 
length, and ttJwards its north-western t’dge, tliere was a pocket of dis- 
turlied soil, extending about I foot 0 inches in length ami breadth and 
1 foot in depth, which wtm easily distinguished from the surrounding 
sand. It was impossible to say whether this disturbance haci lieen 
{•uuHed 1>y the hand of man or by rabbits, wliicJj find the roots of theso 
trees very riuiUd>lo places for buiTt>wirJg. Tlie stone was replaced and 
its upj>er surface cleared of soil, when four cup-ruarks and a peculiar, 
chiselled groove were ex^josed (lig. 3% Tlie two cup-mnrks ne^lrest 
the groove measure l| iiiL'b in diameter and I inch in deptli, but the 
other two. vvhich lie ueiirt^r the o]iposite side of «lab, and are of idsiut 
the same vddth, are very shallow, as the stone has vi'orii eonsiderabl_v 
at tliis part. The grcHtve crosses the slab near the widest part and then 
turns sharply along the etlge in a slight curve, there being a heehhke 
projoetion at the angle. ^Vliere it t'rosses the stone it is about i inch 
wide and of little depth, hut after the turn it shows as a V-shaped 
chatiTitd, deeply eut in the sumistoiie, and measuring 1 i intdi in widtii 
and I inch in depth. 

GytivK-iikt! N/i'MC/ure.—In digging the ti-tmch rouml the second trtie, 
which sttKKl about 70 feet south-sonth-east of the tirst. a trcuigbdike 
structure, formed of small, flat pie<?es of sandstone set on talge. wan en¬ 
countered bf.iroly 1 foot IxjIovv the surface. Jt lay oliliquely across the 
trench to the north-west of the tree, the longer axis running north-east 
and south-west. There were no cover atones, and the southern end wns 
open, but the stones forming thcHe parts may have lieen removed during 
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farming operations. The structure measured 3 feet in length, 1 -foot 
3 inches in breadth, and about 1 foot in depth, and the largest stone 
utilised in forming the sides was no more than 1 foot square and 3 inches 
thick. Only one of the stones—and it was on the west side -remained 
in position at the time of our wisit, but the others were seen lying at 
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PiK.3> Cup-markiHl Stone found nt SherifTlon. 

the side of the cutting. Nothing in the* sha|>e of bones, charred wood, 
or other reli(*s was found in the structure. 

Groovtd Stone .—The last of the relit« uncoveretl was a rude block 
of sandstone or grit of fairly regular length, breadtli, and thickness, 
measuring 2 feet by 2 feet by 10 inches (fig. 4). The end which lay tilted 
up in the trench formed an oblique angle with the upper surface. Its 
position was some feet east of the last described structure, and to 
the north-east of the tree. The upper surface and oblique end were

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H<*ore<l with a number of grooves at irregular intervals of about 2 inches, 
running }>arullel to each other longitiulinally along the upi)er surface, 
and transversely acrt>ss the oblique end of the stone. Those channels 
were cros.sed at right angles by a few shorter grooves of similar character. 
Therf» is no doubt that these marks had lH?en cut with a chisel, and were 
neither ice scratchings nor hollows cut by harrow tin€»s. 

Except on sites of ancient inhabitation, it is very sehlom that the 
discovery of four ancient dejHwits falls to Ix^ noted ^^dthin such a

restricted area in Scotland, es|»ecially in arable ground, and the variety 
of relics is no less remarkable. Further, each of the four occurrences 
exhibit^ unusual features, even though ttvo of them, the urns and the 
cui>>marked stone, l>elong to very common Bronzt? Age ty|>es of remains. 

In Scotlnml, fotnl-vessel urns are found usually in short cists asstsdated 
with unburnt interments, and the recovery of calcined lH»nes with this 
class of |H>ttery deserving of notice, as is also the presence of tho Hat 
.stones which seem to have lH?en uschI as lids for the ves.sels. In the great 
majority t>f the re<*ords of the discoveries of Bronze Age urns in Scotland 
no mention is nin«lo of the presence of stone covers. I have b€?en able 
to re<*ord Qnds of twenty of these vessels, but this is the first time that 
I have hatl to note this cxrcurrence. Furthermore, I know of only one 
other instiince in Scotland in which three food-vessel urns were found 
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closely gronjKtd together, and this was in a eist which was dis<rovered 
at Duncra Hill, Ejist Lothian, the urns found being now in our National 
Museum.* Dr Anderson describoil this dis<*overy as a **niost unusual, 
if not unique, experience.” 

With reganl to the cup-niarke<l st4>ne, the groove siailplurwl on it 
dilYers from the usual duct or channel seen on this class of monument, 
in |)osition, in length, and in chanicter, as it is pot dinn'tly connected 
with any of the cup-marks, is much longer, and at one |mrt mon* deeply 
and widely «*4irv4Ml. 

The grave-like structure shows several i>e<‘ulinrities which shouhl Ik* 
noted. It ('ontaiiKsi no relics by which it might have l>een possible to 
determine its character and period ; but although no trace of human 
remains were seen, this does not prendude the possibility that it may 
have been a grave, as the sjind iu which it was buried is s*iid to have a 
strong disintegrating action on osseous remains. The building was quite 
different from that setm in the ordinary Bronze -Vge short cist, it was 
formed of much smaller stones, and the breadth and <lepth were much 
less than are displayeti in these graves. It looked more like the stone- 
line<l grave of a later pt*riod, ilitended to contain the iMsly of a child 
placed in an oxtende<l position. Had it lieen orientateil east and west 
we might have l>een justifled in classifying it as a grave of the Christijin 
|)eriod, lait it lay north-4?ast and south-west. 

There is alsf» much diffi<*ulty in classifying and dating the last of the 
four discoveries, the grooved stone. It may have l>een a block roughly 
dresseil for quite a late building, but, as it was found wnthin the bounds 
of a Hf>man Camp, the crossed gnnives chiselled t>n the stone were at 
once suggestive of the rwt^ingular tooling seen on stones dressed by 
Roman stone-cutters. Still, the bl(K*k displays none of the regularity 
of outline, or of pattern cut on it, that wo associate with these people. 
I can make no suggestion as to the ilate or pur|)ose of the stone. 

Dn the day of our visit .Mr Henry Coates, F'>».A.S<*ot., Curator cjf the 
Perth Museum, took photographs of the various objects, and Mr Thomas 
M‘L4iren, Depute* Burgh Surveyor, Perth, made plans of the site and 
of the cu|>-nuirked stone, and 1 am indebted to them for allowing tht*so 
illustrations to l)e reprtxlucMl.

THE PREHISTORIC AM) E.AJILY USE OP PITC’HSTOXE AM) OBSIDIAN.

Natural volcanic ^Iuhs has from paleolithic times to the early Iron 
Aj^e attracted the attention of man in Europe. Modern primitive 
peoples in all the continents have also rejfarded it highly. It was used 
for various purposes, chiefly when split into pieces, for cutting and 
piercing. It varies in colour from a pale greenish-yellow to an olive and 
to a very dark brown or even black colour. It often contains bands 
of lighter-coloured glass or specks of white or light-yellowish felspar. 
Al)sent from England and Wales, it is recorded from one place in Ireland, 
and occurs s|>aringly in the west of Scofland. 

The volcanic glass of Scotland and Ireland is called pitchstoiie, and 
the often more solid and homogeneous natural glass found in foreign 
places is known as obsidian. Tlie pitchstoiie of Irelaml and of Scotland, 
except that of the Island of -Vrran, is apparently too much cracked into 
small pieces to lie of u.se. Tliis natural glass has been much studicil by 
geologists, hut the ethiuigraphist and arclueologist have neglected it. 

I do not know of any pajier written on the early or prehistoric use 
of piU’hstono or olisidian. Pitchstoiie is rare in Scotland.'and the Island 
of .\rran possesses most of the oiitcrop.s. One of the largest expose<l 
sills there is on the shore beneath the prcH'ipitous cliffs of Dun Pion, 
a couple of miles south of Brodick, where masses of nakcnl, vertkvd 
I’oliimns of dark shining glass arrest attention and constitute a most 
impressive picture. 

Pitchstoiie, prtK'etMling fr<»m eruptive centres, and now showing as 
intrusive sills and dykes, occurs in several scores of IcM*ations in Arran, 
where it is almost the last pnxluct of the Tertiary i>eriotl, the grandest 
era of volcanic activity in these jMirts. The Arran Ittc! have occasionally 
scattered alsuit them, within a radius of several hundreds of yards, 
fragments of the ro<*k in the glacial detritus or in the su|)erHcial washed- 
down material. 

Blocks of pitchstoiie did not transport well by ice, and no naturally- 
carried fragments or boulders are known in the mainland of Scotland. 

It would accordingly appear that prehistoric man in Scotland, at 
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ill the Muut!i And south-west^ obtaiiie<l liis pitvlistoiip entirely fi'ani 
one or other of the Arran out^’rops or from tiie st-Atterod fraj^ients 
near them. 

Though not utilising it in any mitimer, the luodeni luitives of Arran 
know of it and rail it bottt«fr<K-kr ^md tlie ebildren dierover that it 
cuts their Hiigers* Pitrhstone wlieii spliiiiered presents mzor-Iike edges 
nearly lus usefal as those on flint hakes for i«‘ra[>ingt cnttingt boring, 
and piercing. 

Like llint> it fractures ea.sily into hollow conchoidal and corresinaiding 
bulbous pieces* and the edges were in prehistoric titiies often atrengtliened 
hy careful and minute trimming, ami ran. as in the case of flint, be i-eadily 
difTerentiateil frorn islgHS abraded merely hy wear; but it is rinire brittle 
Lliaii Hint, and does not allow of tiie same delif'ate secondary workman* 
ship as, for e?Lanip]e, entailed in the cutting out of barlis on arrow¬ 
heads. F^or this reastin, ]»erhiipa, all tlie five known British arrow-heads 
of jntchstoniMi**!*^ from W’^igtownshire and four from Arran), and nearly 
all the foreign aiTow-heafis of the kindred obsidian, ai'o either leaf-shai>ed 
or kitc-slmywd* James Robertson in I7f]t4 viwited Rnte and .-Vrraii,' and 
notes tliat near Kilbride* Armn*J‘*there is an uneoinmon kinil i>f rock" 
—most probably jatchstone is referred to- "with vchidi the ancient 
inhabitanU^ tip]ied their arrows^ many of n hieh even now the natives 
frecjuently find in the IshiinL" I have an aiTow-jaiint of this su1>staiice 
from WigtoAvnshirOt- here shown in iig. 1, ^o. 1, 

A similar point was found a few years ago by Mrs C'oi>k, in her garden 
at the steading of WhiU'honse* C{>rriegills, Arran, who kindly permits 
of its being engraveil ^Kg, 1, A’o* 2)* 

Another similar s[iei^iinfm. found in UltK/ in jKJUtHiiggiiig at Toriiiore, 
Arran, was presented by the late Mr J. A. liiilfour, to the Xational 
Museum of Antiquities, and is here illustrated l[iig, 1, Xo* 3). It is i>f

Wotne of tlie Arran piudistone breaks uji naturally intii hard* homo*

Tiik .Vitcii.«oix>GY OF Fnx ti.sTo.vE A PKcriJAiti.Y West 
S fuTTi.sii Problem. 

Professor Thomas H. Bryce' obtained pitchstone llakeis some with 
slight secondary workmanship, in late neolithic tombs of .\rran and 
Bute; and the late .Mr .1. A. Ikilfour® mentions the Hnding in .Arran of 
arrow-pf»ints of this material. In Wigtownshire I have examined several 
domestic sit<*s during the last eighteen years, which yielded abundantly 
pitchstone chippings (many minute and conchoidal), nuclei or <*ores, and 
implements in the closest association with neolithic pottery.* 

In the sites of the immediately su(*c!eeding overlapping ))erio<l the 
pitchstone relics were leas common;* while in the only British site

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definitely known to be of the Bronze Age which has yieldtHi n pitch«tone 
relic, that of a burial in the same county, a fine borer or side s<'raper 
(fig. 1, No. 6) of that material w’as discovered lying with a numl)er of 
flint and other tools.' 

No worked pitchstone seems to have l>een rworded from Britain 
outside of .\rran, Bute, Ayrshire, and Wigtownshire, an«l the only source 
of supply of the raw material seems to have Ix^en Arran. No prehistoric 
British or Irish pitchstone chippings or anciently-worked pieces are 
apimrently to 1 h^ found in English or Irish collections. 

Tiik Timk-Ranok of S<-o*rrisn Pfix-hstone Implements. 

In the west of S(^‘r)tlnnd it was a favourite stcme. traded and Iwirtered 
as eiirly as late neolithic times, /ilso during the overlapping period (drctt 
lihOO iLr. to ISOO ».c.); and lietween that *»verlappiiig time until the en<l 
of the succeisling Bronze .\ge {circa IttOO lu’. to otM) n.r.), when it almost 
disappeai*s from the ken of the student of British prehistory, though 
flint implements i*untiniu»d to Ik‘ imule and use<l in great numlH>rs 
throughout the last-mentioiuHl |^M'i<Ml. Its only known o<’Currt»nce in 
these islamls during the early Iron Age is the unex|HH*ted tliscovery of 
two pic<'t‘s among the very hirge numlH*r f>f relics recently found in the 
vitrifletl fort of Diiiiagoil, Bute, o<‘cupied a »*entury or two Ix’fore the 
oiHUiing of this era.- During the present era the material does not 
se<»m to have lK*en used at all in this country. 

The two artificially-worked siHM'imens from Dunagoil are of dark 
olive colour. One, ahtiut 1^ inch long, is a tnangular, sharp-cMiged, 
shnrj)-i)ointtHi, shining lustrous flake, the surface of the broader end 
showing a trt‘hle faceting. The other piece has a much duller surface, 
is cylindrical, about 3 inches long and 1 inch thick, with columnar flake<l 
surfac*e, and slightly irregular lainding of lighter colour. Neither shows 
fels|Mir crysPils and neither any He<’omlary chipping. 

A deposit of pitchstone was re<*ently noted by Dr Sniellie as occurring 
not far from Dunagoil. and in the extreme south-east of Bute, UNI yanls 
north-west of Roinii Chumach;* hut the variety of the pitchstone there 
could not have been of use to the prehistorit* cmftsnian. as it contains 
tw» many large cpiartz and fels|>ar crystals, some \ inch in length, which 
dt> not allow of its IxMiig splintertMl into suitable flakes. 

.\.fter long ex|M>sure uikjii the surface, or near the surface if the soil 
1 h» loamy, the rock devitrifies, losing colour, weight, and cohesion, and 
Ijecoines soft, almost cluilky, in texture, bleached, and non-lustrous.

During a most sujHTflcial examination of a supposed pitchstouc work¬ 
shop which I detected near Brodick schcKdhousi?. AiTiin, and situated upon 
an outcrop of pitchstchie. many t>f the fwgments were seen to Ik? in this 
deteriorated (*ondition. A few artificially-niiide splinters of pitchstone 
have lKH*n ni>tic(Hl on old inhabited siirfactw on Shew’alton Moor, nc^r 
Irvine, Ayrshire, as first mentione<l by Mr John Smith,* who was a 
pioneer of its microsiropic scrutiny. 

Tlie late Bailie Downes, Irvine, found a few flakes and chippings of 
pitchstone on Shewalton Moor, luid presented them to the M*Ix*an 
Musetim, GrtKunM'k. 

IkISH PKKniSTOUIC Hkijc'8. 

Tlie Kev. G. K. Huick, M.A., of CuIlylMickey, Antrim. inforimMl 
.Mr tJwrge F. Black that “flakes and coi*es of oltsidian** have lx>en found 
in Ireland.* In response to an int|uiry. .Mr E. C. R. Armstrong of the 
National Mustann. Dublin, consulteil Professor Cole. F.R.S., Dublin, of 
the Geological Survey, who reports: “♦)bsidian occui's seven miles north 
of Antrim town, at Samly Bnies, hut none so far as 1 have seen it. and 
I kn4>w it very well, is free enough from small cracks for making 
imphnnents.” 

Mr W. J, Knowles, M.R.L.V., of Ballymena, writes to me: “I have 
found seveml llakt»s of pitchstone in the s/indhills wdth flint flakes.. This 
was on sites where scrapers and arrow-iannts were ma<le. 1 have over 
two do/.en arrow-heads made of jet-bhick r<H*k which I Iwlievo is pitch- 
stone. .\t a meeting of the British Assoi’iation 1 .showed the fhikisi 
iilwve inentioriLMl to Profeswir Hull ami he (*alled them pitchstone." 

Some years ago I examined Mr Knowles* very tine and large colhs'tion 
<»f anti<{uiti4%s. but did not notice any objwts of pitchstone. 

.Mr Knowles has now sent to filasgow s(>ecimens of the implements 
of “black rock." Tlicyareof verj' diirk flint and of dark Irish radiohirian 
chert, and very similar to the radiolarian chert implements (not yet 
recoriled) found in Siaitland in a Indt of territory running from the 
Heads of .\yr to Dunbar, which were made fr^nn that chert which out¬ 
crops in long, narrow, bont sha{>e<l formations within that Ijelt. These out¬ 
crops lie with their hnig axes luirallel to the line of trend of the lK*lt. 

It will l)e seen that there is no clear evidence a.s to pitclistone 
chippings or implements having yet be<m discovercil in .Irehind. 

Future rtstearch work with the microsetipe will doubth>ss tletennine 
the provemince of all S<Totti.sh pitchstone relics, and elucidate the problems

Tiik Trade in PiTciL<roNE. 

Its history, arclueologiciil ami geological, is illuminating. A trade in 
it from Arran the mainland and to Bute, cjlii Ixt distinctly made out, 
most active alx^ut the close of the iieolitliie period, dwindling gradually 
thereafter, and becoming extinct some 2000 years ago. It is at lirst sight 
diflicuit to explain why any prehisttiric traflic in raw pitchstoneof various 
qualities should have existe<l betw'c<*n Arran on the one side and Bute, 
Ayrshiiv. and Wigtownshire on the other, in which hist two art'as 
nuni(>rous {lebblisf of Hint aiv to Ik* found in certain raised and ordinary 
beach gravels.aH'ortling a more excellent material than pitohstone for the 
making of cutting implements. 

That pitchstone was carriinl by man into Bute during Neolithic and 
early Iron Ages is certain. If the stone was not locally w’orked up into 
implements in Bute, it was so mu^iipulated on the mainland, where the 
workshops of the neolithic i>eriod and the immediately succeeiling 
overlap |H*ri<Ki yielded long flue Hakes, testifying to greater expertness 
in manufacture there than is shown by the remains in the domestic sites 
yet awaiting ade(]uatc exploration in .Vrniu. 

The explanation may lx» that the Wigtownshire Hint knappers, 
m'customed to handle an abundance of Hint, w’cre more proficient than 
in most other places, and that the pitchstone was brought to them as 
ex|K?rts, btHMiuse the material re4|uir(Ml even more skilful handling than 
Hint, if it were to Ik* turned to the best account. The less the homo¬ 
geneity of the pitchstone or obsidian, the greater was the skill retjuired 
to fashion it inD> the more complexly shaped objects. 

The Maoris are sjiid to have used obsidian to liore holes in jade; and 
in Scotland it may have l>een used in (lecking out softer rcx*k, as I found 
after bai*ing the surface soil a rather thick piece of pitchstone lying in 
a crevnce of the sculptured Mindstone r<x*k at Brinlick, Arran. 

Volcanic glasses of various grades have lK>en luuch valued from early 
times. .Vt Abydos, on the breast of the mummy of Zedher, of the XXXtIi 
tlynasty. Professor Flinders Petrie found, forming jmrt of a .set of amulets 
made of various stones, sucli as limestone, fHirphyry, luematite. and 
steatite, six obje<*ts of obsidian, chiefly cut into animal forms.' Perhaps 
the Hnost rt*lic of olisiilian is a masterpiece of the XI 1th dynasty, a hejid 
of Ainencmmes III., in the ixdlection of Hev. W. Mairliregor, Tamworth.

At Myeenio niTow-heads f»f it have lieeii found', tiiid on the Greek 
islands (as <lelailed later on in this note) and in Crete it wfis workeii into 
im[denients. At Piinta Trebina, Kurdinia, is found an outcrop of obsidian, 
and chip]>ings ami urrow-hends i.if tlie material are fiiund over the island. 

A Hiiinll knife of it was ftmiul in a lakenJwelling* nj>parently of the 
Stone Age* in I'pjiei- Austria,^ and dukes of it have Is^en recorded from 
Italian lake-dAV'ellings and frfim iineient pile-strnetui'es* perhaps of the 
llroiiKe Age* in the Po valley. I.jomhardy. and tJie Tlieiss Valley* Hungary. 
Obsidian Uakes have Ijieen found in Eai^. Africa 

The material was once used for iiu[.denients in the Caucasus* in 
Teneriffe, dapan, the Admiralty lshmds*niid Easter Island. Tt was also 
HiiiiUiirly employed in both Americas, from Cnlifonna to tlie West Indies* 
and as far south as Tiei-ra del Fuego* The methods of fabHeating 
imp I ell lei its out of obsidian in Central America and Peru have lieeri 
reronh^d by eye-witnesses.* tii Mexico it wus kimwii oa ** it;ctli*” and 
quurrietl eliielly near Timafaun The ancient Mexican faKinoueil fnim 
it masks and miri'ij;^ an well as rutting tools. Tu Kritish lloiidiirus the 
direct assoeintitai of two smull olisidinn knives with worked Hints has 
been desrril>etl.' In Eurt>|>e the assuf^iatipn of a few lliikes of obsidian 
with stune thon sands of Hint implements and main moth remains on a 
Hmu’ at Freilmost, Jloravin* tells that paLeolithie man used olisitlian.

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“The larger specimen, which shows parallel banding megascopically, 
appears from its lustreless surface to be slightly weathered, but there 
is not much evidence of devitrification. \ thin section shows occasional 
crystals of quartz, felspar, and augite set in a brown microlitie ground* 
moss. The latter is obviously, banded, the light-coloured layers con¬ 
sisting of numerous greeii hornblendic microlites set in a colourli^ 
glass, and while the darker bands contain sporadic microlites in an 
apfmrently brown gloss, a close examination shows that this glass is 
rt»ally colourless, the colour being due to the presence of innumerable, 
very minute crystals.* 

**Tho smaller specimen has the s^ime phenocrysts ns the larger, but 
the alternate banding of the groiindmnss is much less obvious. Tlie 
latter is generally colourless glass, containing numerous hornblende 
belonites with |>arullol orienbition due to flow structure. 

“Neither of the spei'iniens slum's any resemblance to the ro<*k 
<h*srril>ed by Dr Sniellie from South Bute; nor are they like the Arran 
intrusions of Dun Fion, Monaniore (>len. and the Corriegills district. The 
plumose and arlM^rescent microlites which invariably characterise the 
latter are entirely al>sent, while the augite is not the same as the 
pyroxene of the Corriegills r<K’ks. The phenocrysts resemble those of 
the Arran outcrops at Glen Shurig and Brodi<*k school, but the former 
of these is ruled out, os its microlites are pyi'oxene and not hornblende. 
The origin is probably to be found in the latter occurrence. The school- 
house intrusion (often called the Invercloy pitchstone) can be traced 
for a considerable distance in the wood behind the schoolhouse. The 
rock varies considerably and, while the above description does not exactly 
coincide with that given by Hnrkcr,* the differences are to be explained by 
local variations in the intrusion. The phenocrj'sts, in both cases, agree 
with the sch(M)lhouse rock, and lK>th ty{>es of groundmass are apprtMiched 
in other M{>cciniens from that locality which I have examined. 

“ Hence, while the two sj>ecimens differ to some slight extent, there 
is every probability tluit they Ixith came from the schoolhi>use intrusion. 
They are certainly more like the rock of the hitter than that of any 
other Arran occurrence. A I'omparison with thin sections of the pitch- 
stones of the Inner Hebrides (Skye, .Mull, Hum and Eigg) and Ardna- 
inurchan shows that the spcH*itnenH could not have l>een imported from 
any of these localities, as the microscopic characters do not agree with 
any which have lKH;n found there. 

*• Nor do these specimens show much resemblance to the so-ciilled pitch- 
stones of the mainland of Southern Scotlaml. The bitter form a glassy

It will lar apiMircnt frt>m Dr St^ott’s* re|>ort that close instrumental 
scrutiny of natural gla.s.s may o|>on up new fields in prehistoric research 
work and leail to important far-rt»aching tamclusions. 

This iM>Hsibility may be found to attach to work in the fondgn as 
well as in the home fiehl. The .Kgean StMi and the Clyde estuary 
present a |airallelism. 

Tlie volcanic island of Melos, measuring 14 miles e^Lst anti west and 
H miles north and south, and situatiHl at the south-west corner of the 
Greek Aivhipelago, between Greece anil Crete, lias long l>een mark«*tl 
as a source of early objects and a centre of iirimitive /Egean civilisation. 

The great imporUiiice of this little island—less than one-half of the 
si/e of .\rraii—in prehistoric times may l>e accountcHl for by its iKissessing 
deposits of fine homogeneous obsidian, us at Konia. and at Kliiiiatobouni 
where there was an ancient obsidian cpiarry. .\t Nychia, also on the 
island, implements of it have l)een foitml as well as at Phylakopi.* where 
traces have been detected of a prehistoric stronghold of three main 
j>eri<Kis containing, with pottery, some of it of peculiar cliaracter. abun¬ 
dant relics of obsidian. 

The subsU»ni*e has not apparently lM»en found natunilly in or near 
Egyptian territory, but beails, amulets, and other objects niade of it 
have been found in Egy]>t. 

The rarity of Egyptian pn^dynastic olisidian relics may be gaugtal 
from their apparent absence in the large collection of objects recordeil 
from the pre-<lynastic cemetery of El Mahasiia, near .\bydos.* Tlie 
rarity exteiuls to the dynastic periotls. but in the prehistoric or pre- 
dynastic cemetery of Xaqadn, Professor Flinders Petrie found thirteen 
b^ds of ol>sidian, each carefully fashiomHl into a disc, alsmt the diameter 
and treble the thickness of a sixpence. 

The discs are ceiitnilly |>erforatcHl, the walls of the holes having a 
crushed aspect as if they had been ground out. Tlie iieriphories of the 
dis<rs arc neatly worke<l by minute secondary chipping. Under a lens 
the microlites bec’ome visible. 

Professor Flinders Petrie has kintlly compileil for thi.s |Miper the 
following list of all refer*mc*s4 to obsidian from his excavations and 
ciillecting:—

Confirmation of this might lie serureilt ttrst step^ by the polnri- 
scopic coniT>arisou of a section of a Naqadiiii 1>&ad with those of 
specimen ft of the raw tnat-crinl from the various Mclinn deposits. T 
have obbiineil one of the iieads from Professor Plltidei'S Petrio and 
would pr(q>ose making it serve for this purpose, but nieantiine. no raiv 
specimens lieing obtainable, the investigation is cut short.

Tlie following Communications were read 
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(iLASGOW CATHEDRAL IN THE THIRTEENTH CENTURY. PROM AN 
ANCIENT SEAL: WITH SIDEIAGHTS ON CONTEMl*OR AH Y 
HISTOHV. By Rkv. .IAMES PRIMROSE. .M.A.. F.S.A. S<-»»t. 

In historic resean-h too little attention, generally s|»eaking, has been 
<levote<l to seiils as a source of information; yet here is a Hehl awaiting 
exploration. As is frankly admitted, architectH are iin<>ertain as t<» the 
exterior ap|)earanee of Glasgow Catluslral in the latter half ot the 
thirteenth century; that is to say, as to how much of the fabric had then 
l>een constructed. 

.•Vuthorities on seals, however, tell us, that the art of seal-engraving 
was far advancetl in Scotland in the thirteenth century, and that the 
seiils of this iwricnl throw valuable sidelights on »*outemix>rary history. 
.Vrnong the early s|>ecimens of ecclesiastical seals thos<» of Glasgow 
prestmt features t)f great excellence,* es|)ecially those executed during 
the episcojMite of Rolnrrt Wisliart (1272 121(1). 

“The si*als of capitular Iwjdies," remarks Dr. Walter Hirch,* “are 
among the most notable of S<*ottish seals, Iw^th for antiquity ami imiK>rt- 
ance.” “In this class,** ho adds, “no conventionalism has l>een oljserved, 
a local tradition, a patn^n saint, an historical event sufli<‘e to mark the 
theme for the jlesign on the S4»al," Hei*e then is an arresting statciinent— 
“no conventionalism has l>een obst‘rve<l**; and this opinion has l)een 
endorse<l by one who is, i)erhaps, tmr greatest living authority on 8<*ottish 
seals, Mr W. Hae .Macdonald. 

In 8upjM>rt of this contention that real and not conventional churches 
are represented on the earlier seals we have, it seems, examples in the 
following:—In a thirteenth-c-entury chapter seal of St Andrews, in which 
St Rule’s Church is clearly depicted; in a chapter seal of Dunfermline of 
12lH)or 122(>; in a seal of Cambuskenneth .\bl>ey of the thirtiHjnth century; 
and in a seal of Holyrooil .\bl)oy of 1111. 

If this la? corre<*t, the representations of churches engraved on 
thirteeiitlwentury seals are not conventional but real—not necessarily 
accurate, however—of the churches iis they stoo<l. But further, this 
remark applies not only to the chundies and their style of architecture, 
but to the costumes of the clergy, the alUir. furniture, and the sjTiibols 
depicted.

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Ix't us confine nttention to the second chapter seal of Glasgow ap|>ended 
to a document circa 1280 A.r>.»* that is, <lurin^ the <?piKcopate of Bishop 
Hol>ert Wishart, who l>efrien<led Walhice Jitid Bruce in the Great War of 
Scottish Indej>endence. 

This seiil is round and not vesica or pointed oval in shA{>e, as is more 
usual among ecclesiastical seals, and was in use, says Birch, from the latter 
|>art of the thirteenth century to the beginning of the fifteenth century, 
and iK'rhaps earlier and later than the dates lueutionetl.* 

Being a chapter seal, it was aflixetl 
to all documents to give authentica¬ 
tion to the resolutions agreed to by 
the chapter or majority theret>f.* It 
was thus most ini|>ortant-, guarded 
with jealous care an<l kept secure 
under triple l<K>ks. 

The OavKitsK Sii>k, 

On the obverst^ side of the seal is 
the representation of a church which 
contains some striking features. If 
this then be not a conventional but 
an actual church, we have a rough 
kind of pictureof Glasgow Cathedral 
as it existed towards the latter half 
of the thirteenth centurj'. Ol)ser^'e. 
there is a central ladfry, a low stone 
Iwise with a spire ils at Pluscardine, 
but clearly difTering in style from the massive tower and elegant spire 
of our day. 

.M‘Ure tells us that in Bishop Giendonings time iFI87-l 108) the steeple 
of the Catheilral church, which w«is built of woo<I and coveretl with lead, 
was burnt down with lightning.^ This then might be a representation of 
the steeple that was standing in 1280, but burnt <lown over a century 
later, and not the cam|Minile or north-west tower as is frequently stated.*

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After this. Bishop William [binder (1-100 M25), Glendoniiif^'s successor, 
wlukse arms are u]>on the perfornte<l para|)et. ereotcnl tl»e tower we now 
see—the earliest example, it has lK*eri said, of the Scottish ty|K* of belfry. 
Then Bishop .lohn Cameron (1420-1446) crowned the tower by the addition 
of the elegant octagonal spire, dhe design of which excite<l a |)owerful 
influence on later Scottish meilia^val steeples, 

Thk Symbols ovkk the Roof. 

.Vl)ove the roof of the Cathedral to the* right is represented a crescent 
moon l)etween the horns of which there is a stiir. Wliile we are faniiliar. 
in our day, with this conjoint emblem as embleinatic of the Turkish 
Empire, it np|>e<ars that a similar emblem has been found on Grecian 
coins struck als^ut the year 300 B.c. 

The ancient Greeks, to judge from their coins, seem to have ass<K‘iate<i 
the syinlM)! of the crescent moon and the star with the goddess Aphnslite 
or Venus. This later, someliow, was revived by the Christian Church 
in the eleventh an<l twelftli centuries and rt‘garde<l as an appropriate 
emblem of the Virgin and of .John tlu* Baptist: the credent InMiig 
sjmlMdic of the V'ii'gin, ami the star of tlohn the Baptist. King .lohn 
of England, when h'e visited Ireland early in the thirteenth century, 
caused the emblems of the crescent nuMm and the star to lx» painted for 
decorative ornament on the walls of St Patrick’s Cathedral. Dublin.* 

Turn attention now to the left side: we s<te a radiant sun or star; 
and this is generally accepttnl us symlxilic of .lestis Christ, the Sun of 
Righteousness. 

The Lower Courses. 

Look now at the lower courses of the walls of the nave underneath 
the w'indows. This seems more than oixlinarily conspicuous among the 
early seals. Is there any countenance given hy this to the opinion t)f 
architects that the lower courses of the nave—the chancel having l>een 
already completeil—were laid down all round hy Bishop liondington or 
one of his predet^essors, and that subsequently, upon those <-ourses. Bishop 
R<d>ert Wishart prcH*eeded to erect the nave and the two western towers? 


The Interior. 

Pass now to the lower |M>rtion of the <»hvorse side of the seal. Here 
an interior is evidently o|>en to \'iew and designed to represent the 
celebration of the mass. There are three niches, under three Gothic

or God’s boanl, with a desijjn somewhat like a chevron in fi*ont, or is 
the desij^n wrought upon a frontal lianging? Does the form of this 
altar—the high Ihjx ty|)o—suggest a relic altar placed over the grave of 
St Kentigern in the lower Church ? * • 

Now, if we look narrowly at this altar, it would s«*ein to have something 
like feet u|K>n which to stand. If so, it would l>e a feretruin or |>ortal)le 
altjir. Now, we know that Edward I. when he visited Ghmgow in .\ugust 
and Septeml>er FlOl made offerings ad feretruin—at the feretory—of 
St Kentigern in the church of Glasgow Cathedral.® Here then, in all 
pi*f)lmhility. in this se4il of I2S0. we are gating on a picture of the shrine 
of St Kentigern in the Ix)wer Church, l)ofoi*e which the King of England 
knelt in adoration in l.’Kll. 

But again, standing u|K>n this altar is the sacreil chalice or mass cup, 
apparently richly carved. Observe, the cup is broad and rather shallow, 
while the knopaiid the bast* ar«* cirtnilar. the prevailing de.signof a chalice 
of the thirteenth century.^ 

From alnive the chalice there issues a hand—the Divine right hand— 
pointing with the thumb and two forefingers to the cup, as if in the 
language of symliol it uttered the wortls of consei'ration, “This is my 
blood." Tliis hand of the Invisible was sometimes reprc»sented on seals 
with rays of light eniniiating therefrom, symlKdising the irnidiatioii of 
the Holy Spirit. Owing to the diminutive .scale of repres«*ntatioii on a 
seal, we do not stn? the cross engraviMl on the |>edeKtal of the chalice, 
which. lK‘ing the sign of conse<*ration, iiiust not be wanting in any 
mass chalice. 

In the niche to the right of the central one is the full-length figure of 
a priest residing at the le<*tern from which the Gosjk*! was read. .Vs a rule, 
the simple desk was the earlier form of lectern lM*longing to the thirtetuith 
i*t»ntury; it was not till the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries that the 
“eagle" lectern came into vogue.* 

In the left niche, again, there is a priest with hands uplifted in ailora- 
tion of the siicranient. Tliese figures, lie it noted, show the style of 
priestly v<*stments worn in S<‘otland in the thirt4>enth century. This 
interior, as has lieeii |M>inted out, liears a striking re.semblance to that 
depicted on a seal of Dunfermline Abliey of 1200 or 1220.* 

Now, some might object to the church on this seal being regarded as

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an actual.albeit somewhat iiiacourate, representation of Glasgow Cathetirnl 
in 1280, for various re^isons. The clerestory w’indow’s, for example, are 
tlefit’ient in numlier, only a fourth of the whole. Again, there are no 
aisles and apparently no transepts. In short, it may l>o said there is, after 
all. little resemhlance to Glasgow Cathe<lral. Here then is a problem 
for the arehite<*ts, and one that may nt>t Iw lightly disinisse<l. Perhin)s 
few’ of our Scottish cathedrals have experienced more rebuilding than 
Gliisgow; hen<‘e the'proverb, “Like St Mungo’s wark. it was never 
finished.” 

How’ account for the omission of the aisles? Were they still unbuilt 
in 1280?* Or did the engraver not w'ish to unduly elongate the elevation 
of the chiirc'h on the seal, with the limited sjmee at his dis|K>siil, and so 
pur|K»sely omit them? How’ account for the lack of transepts.** It 
ap|H*ars that architects ait^ n<it quite decide<l as to whether the transepts 
We now* see were erected towards the end of the thirteenth or the l>egin- 
ning of the fourteenth century. At any rate, the tninsepts of Glasgow 
are unusually short and by no inejins conspicuous. 

Again, how account for the small nuinl>er of clerc^story window's.** 
Whatever explanation l>e offered, it is well to l>ear in mind the re¬ 
strictions of splice necessary in a seal, and also what an authority like 
Blunt remarks, that seals w’ere often engraved from memory, so that 
one can only expe<*t a rough repre.sentatioii and not strict accuracy 
of detail. 

Some who may be di.ssatisHe<l with the al>ove explanation might say 
the representation on this chapter seal'is not that of the Cathetlral itsidf, 
hut rather that of the shrine of St Kentigern, that sto<Mi in the Low er 
Chur<*h.‘ To this we reply, that shriiu»s were sometimes actual models of 
chun*lu»s.* lk*sides. the shrine of St Kentigern was des<*ril>ed in the year 
l.'lOl lus a feretrum or portable shrine*—one, in all probability, that w’ouhl 
stand on ftiet, as is clearly visible in the thirteenth-<*entury chapter seal 
of Dunkeld.^ At any rate, there is nothing alnjut the representation <»f 
the church on this s«.»al that sugg<*sts a shrine or a feretory, — whatever 
evidence there be, ptnnts to its being the Cathednil its4*lf. 


The Kkver.sk Side. 

Turn attention now to the reverse side of the seal. Here is a half- 
length figure of St Kentigern, face l>earded, wearing mitre ami vestments,

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his rijjlit hiiiid iipniiseil, with thuinhand forettiigcr l>estowinjj Ijeiiedirtion, 
his orozier slijfhtly orimineiitiHl mid turned outwards.' 

Ostensibly in all the (tlasgow pre-ltefornmtii)n steals the chief figure is 
that of St Keiitigern, tin* |mtron saint of the city, in his |M)ntificals. A 
study of the faces on the various seals, however, reveals that they are the 
■fact's of diflfert'nt persons and not in variably one and the sanie. Why this ? 
The reasonable explanation setuns to be that the faces are those of the 
differt'nt prelates whose seals they are. As is well known, on the death 

of a prelate his seal w’us solemnly 
broken in presence of the chapter 
aiul a now matrix designed for his 
successor, while the seal of the new 
bishop was made the tHrcasion for 
an inteit?sting ceremony, liesidt's, 
coins. iikhIuIs. medallions usually 
Ixire the likeness of the sovereign 
or the distinguished indivitlual in 
whose lumour they were struck. 
Why not seals? The probability, 
which is suggested with .some diffi¬ 
dence, is that the face on this st*al 
is meant to portray the face of 
Rol>ert Wishart. tlie bishop tluring 
whos<» rule it wa.s designed. 

Unfortunately tlie plaster cast 
of this seal does not bring out the 
features with the distinctnc^ ex- 
hibite<l in I.Jiing*s impression. It 
would seem as if the matrix gave a somewhat blurred likeness, and that 
Laing accordingly was ftirccnl to copy the .features from a later seal of 
Bishop Wishart's,* 

Turn attention now to the mitre. Originally this was a simple linen 
caj», as we s»m* in the seal of Bishop .loi’elyn; then it IxM^ame two-lol)e<l, a 
kind of crtiwn cleft in the middle, as in the seals of Bisliofis Walter and 
William. Then it |msse<l during Bishop Wishnrt's long episcopate from 
the two-lol>e<l shafH? to that of the jieak in front, such as now obtains;* so

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that the rihafie of the mitre here in that which came into vo^ie in the 
later thirteenth century. 

With reference to the vestments, if they those of the bishop to 
whom the s«il beloiij^s, they are likely to Iw corre<*t; but if they are 
supposed to represent those worn by St Kentij'ern, they art* incorrect 
and misle^iding. We are not left to conjecture as to how the siiint was 
attirecl. .locelyu of Furness, his bio^^ipher, expressly informs us that 
St Kentij^ern used the roiijjhest haircloth next to his skin, then a ji'fMit- 
skin coat, then a cowl like a fisherman's lM)und on him. 'al)ove which, 
clotluHl in a white alh, he always wore a stole over his shoulders. His 
cro/ier was not ornamented, only of simple w«M>d and merely l>ent, while 
he held in his haiitl his manual book.* 

Archbishop Bhickadder, who reganled St Kentijferii with j^reat venera¬ 
tion, followetl .Jocelyn's description in the main, as we find upon a 
seal of his of l.’iOO .\.i). Hero St Kentijcern is habited as a monk, with 
a I'owl on his head sumnimled by a nimbus, while underneath the outer 
garment at the ne<*k is sinm the cilicue or hair shirt, anti in his hands 
a manual.^ 

It wouhl Ik» well if the representation of the City Arms of Glasgow, 
grnntetl hy a patent from the Lytm Office in ISfifi. were rectified in this 
res|>ect: true, they might not appejir t|uiU^ so picturestiue, but they wouhl 
l>e historictilly accurate. While herahlic art is usually conventional rather 
than ii*alistie, tis Sir .fames Balfour Paul ol>serve8, nevertheless the 
Glasgow Arms are |)eculiar, inasmuch as they are emblematic of the 
history and legends associated with St Mungo ami the city.’ 

If now we examine the lower half of the reverse side, undemt*ath three 
rouiuhni arches—a distinctively Scottish feature of the (iothic—we oljs<*rve 
three figures of clerics, one in €»Jich niche, with uplifted hands and kneel¬ 
ing, making intercession to the imtron saint, as the inscription in I^atin 
on the outer of the two circles round the tnlge <jf the seal informs us. 
“O Kentigern, benign father, bless thy servants.”

Olwerve the spires over the first and thirtl arches. This appears to be 
a representation of the western towers t)f the Cathtnlral as existing or 
dc^signed when the sejil was made. 

It seems from an examination of the early seals that it was not an 
uncommon practice thus to represent the western front. It is found in 
a twelftlwentury chapter seal of Ikittle Abliey, in a thirteenllwentury

Nor was Glasgow alone in Scotland in the possession of western 
tow'ers, for the same feature was exhibited in the churches of Elgin, 
Aljerdeen, Bre<*hiii, and Paisley. These wy?stern towers of Glasgow were 
termed respectively the north-west and the south-west towers. The 
north-w'est tow'er w'as also know'ii as the Camp^inile or Steeple, while the 
south-west tower was know'n as the Treasury. The latter contained the 
Consistory House on the ground-floor and the Library House on the upper 
storey. Both of these tow’ers s«M?m to have ha<l a chequered career, and 
IMissod through several vicissitiules till their most unfortunate demolition 
in 1840-18. 

If this .sejil give the appearance of the w’estern towers as originally 
designed, there must have btten 8ul>se(|uent alterations. In 1277, Bishop 
Wisliart pr«K'ure<l from the I^)rd of Luss a grant of timber for the building 
of a cam|Minile and a treasury for the ciithedral.* Yet in 1291 the bishop is 
ropi-eseiited tm bt»gging from King Edwaitl I. a supply of timber for build¬ 
ing a “clocher"—evidently the campanile—show ing that he luid not enough 
of material on hand to finish it. Then the Great War of Independence took 
place and stopiKMl further building o|>erations for a considerable i>eriod.* 

The ne.xt mention of the campanile—termed the “steeple”—occurs in 
\i)2A, when the castle and the kirk steeple, wdiich had been fortified, were 
lK*sieged by the great guns of Regent Arran; after w hich, doubtless, it 
w ould be more or less damaged.* 

From the style of these western towers in the earliest pictures taken 
when they were still standing, archite<*ts consider it npi)arent that 
additions and alterations were subsequently made from time to time.* 

To sum up the information gleaned from this chapter seal of 1280, it 
may l>e said from the style of the architecture depicte<l, from the designs 
of the altar, chalice, mitn*, crozier, and hH'terii, that the w hole atmosphere 
is undoubtcslly that of the thirteenth century. And siiu*e these are all 
real and not mertdy conventional repn*sentations, it is diflicult from this 
and other considenitions to resist the conclusion that the church repre¬ 
sented is a rude, diminutive sketch of the Cathe<lral, and that the fm*e— 
ostensibly that of St Kentigern—is more pn)l>ably a likeness of the bishop 
who ruled the diiK*ese at the time—Roljert Wisliart, the warrior bishop, 
who warmly supi>orted Wallace and Bruce, and W’hose l)es«»tting sin was 
IMitriotism, during the Great War of Scottish Indepeudein*e.

THE INCIDENCE OF SAINTS’ NAMES IN REI^VTION TO SCOTTISH 
FAIRS. By Sir JAMUS BALFOrR PALL, C.V.O.. LL.D., F.S.A. S<'<»t. 

The subject of Scottish Fairs in general has not received much 
attention from the student of i>ast-time institutions, and the follo%ving 
notes, which do not pretend to bt* exhaustive even in regard t€> the 
s|>ecial subject with which they deal, may perhaps incite someone lietter 
qualiKed than 1 am to g€» into the matter more thoroughly. Fortunately, 
we have a very valuable foundation on which to build. Some time l>efore 
1888, a Royal Commission was appointed to inquire into the subject of 
market rights and tolls within the Ciiited Kingdom, and the Com¬ 
missioners during the ensuing years publishe<l a series of volunu^ 
dealing with the minutes of evidence taken l>efore them, statistics 
regarding the various markets and fairs, and their re|>orts thereon. 
These bluebooks extend to fourteen large folio volumes: in vol. vii., 
issued in 1890, there is an appendix by Sir James Marwick, then Town 
Clerk of Glasgow, containing a list of the markets and fairs now and 
formerly held in S<'otlaiid, with notes as to the charters. Acts of Parlia¬ 
ment, and other documents by which the right to hold them has lieen 
conferrtHl. In the c^ise of the more modern fairs, and even in some of 
older date, no saints day is mentioned, the date l>eing merely given as 
the second Tuestlay in August or some such day, .Mtogether nearly 900 
places are mentioned in which fairs are or were held, and of the latter 
some 311 are si»ecifii^ to have been held on the anniversary tlay of some 
particular saint. It is with the objecit of not letting this interesting 
collection of information, which it must have cost a great deal of labour 
to compile, lie lost sight of, that this little paper has been pre|>are<L 
Prefixed to the list is a learned introduction in which Sir James Marwick 
traces the rise and progress of fairs from the earliest times down to the 
present: it extends to ten folio pages in double columns. 

For the present pur|MJse it is only necessary to glance very brieflv at 
the historical portion of the subject. F'airs have been held since times 
of immemorial antiquity: their origin, like that of most other institu¬ 
tions. is to be found in the East; but all over the world, lK>th in civilised 
and savage states, the holding of fairs was a distinguishing feature in 
the social life of the people. They sprang up quite naturally, because 
wherever large nunil>ers of |>er8ous were drawn together at fixed times 
for puriM>ses of business, or religion, or pleasure, an inducement was 
offered to the merchant and |>edlar to supply the wants of the assemble«l 
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multitude. Some of those Eiistern fairs still exist; that at Hurdwur in 
India, on the u|»{H*r course of the (ian^es, is attended by from 131M).0U0 to 
.’WO.OU) |>orsons annually, and large quantities of inen*handiso and immense 
numbers of cattle, borses, sheep, and cnmel>* are sold at it. 

Passing over foreign countries and cocniiig to Knglaml, there is little 
douht that fairs of'some sort existe<l in Saxon times, but it was only after 
the Xormun (.’onquest that they began to l>e an important feature in tbe 
national life. The right to establish markets and fairs was one of the 
royal prerogatives, and fairs existing by prescription wert* presumed to 
have b*^?!! so established. It was granted largely to religious houses, but 
often also to feudal lords and towns. The grantee of the privilege t»f 
holding a fair was usually autlioriseil to exact: (1) tolls or reasonable 
charges on the sale of articles sold, or ex|K>s<*d for siile, in the fair; 
(2) stallage or payment for Iil>erty to erect stalls; (2) |>ackage or imy- 
ment to the owner of the soil for leave to break it up for tbe erection nf 
bfM>ths or stalls. There was attacheil to the fair a «*ourt of ** pie|)owtler" 
or dusty find-, which administeretl justice in the cas** of disputes l>etwiH?n 
buyer and seller, and generally kept order in the fair. Tlie lord of the 
fair was Inmnd to provide a pillory or (*ther means of correction for 
the punishment of offenders. .\s time went on, fjiirs grew greatly in 
ini|K)rtance, and iit 1792 it was calculated that about fairs were held 
in upwards of 1700 places in Enghind, After this they rapidly decreased, 
and in 18SS fairs were held only in alMuit «S<R) places. 

In S<‘othind fairs existed from a very early |>eri(Ml. We find William 
the Lion granting to .locelin. Bishop of Glasgow, some time l»etween 1189 
an<l 1198, the right to hold a yearly fair tt> last eight days from tin* 
octaves of the AjK>stles Peter and Paul (0th .Inly). Tliis is, I suppose, 
the origin of the Glasgow Fair, which still flourishes, or at hvist forms 
an excuse for a wijek’s holiday at that perioil t>f the year. And 
Alexander III., on 2nd I)eceml»er 127^1. granletl to Ala^nleen the right of 
holding an annual fair for bmrteen <lays from the Fc^ast of the Holy 
Trinity. The laws regarding the holtling of fairs in Scotland were very 
much the sjimt* in Si'otland as in Englantl. anil iXMMisionally we tind 
evidence of some French influence in addition. .\s time wont on, fairs 
grew and multiplietl till even the most out-of-the-way village places, 
the names of which are now quite unknown to the traveller in S<*otland. 
could iKMist of their annual fair, on however small a scale it might l>o 
held, and at one time there must have l)een alamt lUflU fairs held through¬ 
out the country. But gradually other influences made themselves felt 
.\fter the middle of the eighteenth centurj*, Scottish roads l>egun to be 
very much improveil and pttople could get alM>ut much more easily; and 
with the advent of niilways a hundred years hiter, it may Im* sjiid that

influence that surli celebrations Imd on the mornls of the people. Tlio 
buylijg and HolHiig of cattle stWl coritimied for a time to keep c?ortaln 
fjiirs i>[] their li^gs, hut the institution by tlie lending <:att]c?-tlenlei '9 in the 
country of unction marts at tlm various railway contros hrought this, 
too, trfi a vnnishiiig iioint. It is iiieJl within the memory of many ptHiple 
still living that the Lord Provost and ^Magistrates of Edinburgh used to 
go ill state to open the Hallow Pair, wiiicdi was held in the outskirts of 
the city, and which was in existence certainly beff>rt> 1147. 1 do not 

supfmse they do it now, nor do I suppose the fair itself exists. It was 
going ^ ery strong in I*ei'gui>S 0 'O s day, who oolehrates it in a poem;

Rut, pi'rim]is uiort^ tiiiJin all the aljovo causes, si pitcu of legislative 
action in Iftfb sonndtal the dwith^knell of oH fairs. This was the abolition 
of the excluBJ^e privileges formerly enjoyed by freemen of burghs and 
members of the Merrhant (liiild. These had formerly the exclusive right 
of trading in their respective towns, and it was oidy on fair days that 
this right was in alwynneo. But this privilege heing abolish 01 !'by tlie 
Act of Pai liament of that year, faii-s liecnme jjnicticfally vidueless. and 
the right of holding tiiein fell graihiaQy into tiisuse uiiil disaj^peartMl after 
having served its dny. 

The early fairs ivcre so much assticiated with the cc I el 1 rations of the 
Church, that it is not surprising to find most of them Kxed with reference 
to tlie festival day of some particular saint, A parish generally held 
holiday on the anniversjiry of the tiuint to whom its church waa dedi¬ 
cated, Special eeI vices would lie held, and more than the usual average 
of parishioners would attend thesta^ This would lead also to the attend^ 
aiice of travelling merclmiits taking the opportunity of the concourse to 
sell their wares and supply the domestic wants of tlie people. Hut we 
must tMJ't push this t<K> far. Fairs wore often iield on the festival day.-^ of 
saints who appiirpiitly imd no connection with the Im^lity. Tims wo 
slmiild have expected Aberdaou would have Imd n St Nhrimlas fair at 
an early periwL but it was not till 1500 that it was established, the 
previous fairs Imiiig held on the feasts of thi' Holy Trinity und of St 
Michael Monte Tuinba, Perhaps this may l>e exidaineit by the fact 
that St N'ichola.s Day falls on flth December, in the very middle of w inter 
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atid it is obvious (luit wliitei’ saints lut* at a dLsadvaiitage iis the 

reUsbratioii of the festivals hy n fair. But on the Other hjintl, Bdinbui'gh 
never had n St Giles fair, as mijjlit iiiive been expected, tboutfb tlmt

Next in jaipularity as n patr<m saint of fairs eomes St Michael llie 
Arcliun^te!, who stands viitii twenty-seven to hiii eredit. lbs day. n<» 
floiibt. fell at H roiivoniiait si-ason; on tho 2 l>th Bi»pt<>inlHn- the hnrvest 
might W eoiiitidereil to at an end, ami generally it iviis a m^asuit of 
rest and refreshment nfter toil; so il is tmt mirprising that ah over the 
country from Thurso to Kirkrndbright and from St Andja^w-H. to (-11111 jdad- 
t«wn fairs were behl on his day, Bnt wiiat is surprising is that in n 
place where thei'e wna a s[iieirhil <ledi<-atifm in his honour, sui-h ns 
IjTilithgDW, no fair should have Iteen liplil on .St iMicrhuel's day. In tlif» 
seveTitoiUith century the imrgh had no Jess than six foirs in the yenr. the 
[>rincipnl one corninemorating St Mary Magdalene, hut thenL^ was none in 
honour of the Andiangeh 

Next t<i Michael in point of |iopularity as n [»atnni of fairs eomes 
.St Petniv wlm b rt^sjKjnsihJp for the name of twejilydlvp fairs. These, 
however, weni'^ not all <rnoiieda3’: he is <':otnrneinorate(l as a prisoner in 
cliaiiiHlHt Peter ml Vincula) in eleven casi^s* which is not surpriHijig seeing 
that this fe,stival fell at Lainmastide on the Ist .\iigustt either in hb 
ow'!! iipost<dic [ferson or in unijunction with St Paul he gave his name 
to fourteen fairti, all of which were hehl on or about '^ih .lane. Part r>f 
this popularity may lie ascrilicd to the high position wiiich he held 111 the 
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lm[;^ioIo)(y of tin* Koiiiaii Churfli, l»ut iiiufh of iu I luiv»* in> cloul>t» luiiy 
lx* put ilown to a more natural soun*«^ —the genial seitson ni the year at 
whi«*h lH»th fuiietions were hold. 

It is curious to fiiai that only eleven fairs of the miinl>er uialer dis¬ 
cussion tlerivcnl their name froia the jmtron saint of S<*otland, and still 
more curious that in only one place, KirkintillcH'h, can the holding of 
such a fair Ih* trace<l previous to KHK). In earlier times the cult of 
St .Vndrew does not s«*eni t«j have l>een in greiit vt»gue, iiml Iwjil saints 
were, for reasons not iliflicult t4> imagine, much nu)n^ )M»pular in counti*5’ 
(>nrisht*s than St .Vndivw. Even in his own cathedral city the first notice 
of a fair calltHl after him is only in 1014. 

St .I;imes shaivs with St Amlrew the honour of naming eleven fairs, 
but he hiul the advantage of having his festival *lay at a lx*tter H«»ason of 
the year, 25th .luly instead of JlOth Xovemlwr. 

-\ll the alM»ve-mentioned splints have lH*en scriptural «>m‘s; the next in 
order of |MipiiIarity is not mentione«l in Holy Writ, St Liiuivnce. \\ hy 
this Spjinish sjiiiit sln>uhl have l>pen so |K>puhir in S^sitliiml is diflicult to 
undersUind. IltHlicntions to him have l)een Iractsl to luyirly f«>rty hosjjitiils, 
chur<*hes. anti cha|>els throught>ut the ct>untr>'. His day was lath duly, 
anti it was commeinoratetl hy fairs in ten places; the principal la'ing 
tht»Ht* at Diinhlaiie (though he tlties nt»t set*m tt> have Ihm'ii the patrtm 
saint of the set*) ami at Ktlzell, where for many years there was a ciiritms 
i|uatlrangular 1 h.* 11 citlletl St I^tturence's llt*ll. 

St Martin s|HJciHcally gave his name tt» nine fail's, hut his tlay 
(15th NovemlK*r) laMUg t>ne of the half-yetirly “term thiys" in Sctitland. 
many other phices hati a holithty anti fair on that thite thtaigh they were 
mil sjHH'ially asstn’inttal wdth his name. 

The birth t»f St .lohn the Baptist w'as celehrattHl by the Church t>n 
2-Uh dune, anti we have the rt*cortl t>f idght fairs l>eing hehl on that day; 
t>ne of them, at Linlithgtjw, seems to have ctuue down fn»m the tiays of 
Rol)ort II, His lieheading. the anniversnr>' of which was held on 
2SIth August, was kept in I'einembi'ance in twt» places t>nly; Perth, of 
which town he was the patron saint: and I.jiutler the latter fair l>eing. 
however, a ct>ni|>ttrntively iiuMlem institution tinting frtun 1(171). 

St Luke, the beloved phy.siciaii, is responsible ftir the naming t>f seven 
fairs heltl on his tlay, ISth t)ctt>l>4»r, t>f which the most ancient was that 
held at Abc^rtleen. which is mentioned in a charter of 1489. 

St Maelrtibha was, in the matter of fairs, the mi>st isipiilar Celtic saint 
in St'tttlaml. (doming frt>m Irelantl as a young man. he sfteiit intwt of his 
life as a missitmary priest in Rt»ss-shire. Six fairs are knttwn tt> luive 
l»eeii nanietl after him, nit>stly in the north of Sctitland, lail Pitlessie, 
Fife, heltl a fair tin his tlay. the 27th August. 
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St Deniw. the p^itron naint of France, whose festival was held on 
18th Ootol>er, and St (JolunilNi and St Miirno<‘k were the titular stiints 
of five fairs each : the hitter rwiint’s day fell on 1st Mandi, hut it seems to 
have lH»en more frequently celebratetl in Octolier. St Mary Maj^dalene 
also jjave her name to five fairs held <in 22iul duly, and the <K*currence 
of this sjiint's name in conmn-tion with a fair held at Fyvie makes it 
prohahle that she was the titular of the Priory of St Mary in that parish, 
though it has usually lH't»n attrihuted to the Blessed Vii*jjin. 

TIk? following? saints have? four fail's each to their cre«lit : St Catherine 
of Alexandria, who was a winter saint, her festival lieinj' celebrated 
on liTith Xovemlier; St Marjjaret of Antio<*h. the virj^in martyr after 
whom our Queen Mar^jaret is said to have l>een nameil, was commemo¬ 
rated on 25th duly: and St Simon and St dmle had a joint festival on 
2Sth ()ctolM*r. 

Twelve saints were titulars of three fairs each; twenty-seven were the 
imtrons of two each; while thirty-nine make hut a sinj'le ap|ieamn(*c in 
my list. Of the last-mentioniMl some two dozen are Celtic or nativ'e s^iint.s. 
Of foreij^ners it is easy to understand the stdwtion of some well-known 
names like St lk*rnnrd, .St Boniface, or .St Francis of Assisi; hut what 
infiuence accomplisluMl the inclusion of devot«M*s like St .Vpollinaris or 
.St Constantine, the Cornish kinjt (not the em|M*ror of that name), is mon* 
difficult to determine. 

It may Ik* here mentione<l that the fairs were not always held on. 
or even alK>ut, the exact date of the festival of the siiint celebrattnl. 
Thus Dornoch orij^inally held St Ihirr’s Fair on its pro|H*r Flint's day. 
iith September, hut in 1.592 it was chan^'ed to 15th Octol)er l>e<*ause the 
corn standing “stoiikit” was destroyed by the cattle repairing to the fair. 

Among the curiosities in connection with fairs may lx* noticed that 
held at Christ’s Kirk, Kennethmont, in the month of May. It l)egan at 
sunset and ended one hour after sunrise next morning. From this it was 
known as the Sh*epy .Market. .Mxiut 1759 the proprietor of Hannes, who 
was the lord of the fair, changtHl it from night to day. hut the people 
were dissatisfitnl and neglecteil it altogether. 

.Another quaint fact we meet with in coniuM'tion with saints’ names 
and fairs is the oci-iirrence of several purely laigiis splints; this of course 
only happens after the Hefomintion. These were eviilently coined in 
honour of the laird to whom the right of holding the fair wim granted. 
Thus we find that Sir (ieorge Munro of (.’ulraine in Kinross-shire had a 
charter in 1670authorising him to hold two fairs in that little hamlet; one 
on 20th .June to lx* called .Munro’s Fair, and another on 24th S<*ptember 
to he called .St George’s Fair, the real .St George’s festival being on 
2:ird April. .Amongst the four fairs grantiMl to Thomas Fiirlajs of 
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Waterton in to be held at there w&h a St Jeaii^s Fair, a 

StTlionuui Fair, and a St Eli/ubetb Fair^ all piubably referricig to htriiHelf 
and hiji family. Other aiinilar instiLiireH irou!d be mentioned. 

I nhalj not go further into detail, as I should tudy weary you hy 
repeating a list of uauies. I have made a synopsie of the varitaiti saints 
and the plaees whei-o fairs wore hehl in tbeii- bunoui% to wbieli any one 
desirous of jfoing more thoroughly into the suhjeet may refer* Such a 
student will find Sir Junnw Marwiek's report^ wdiieh I have iiieutioned 
above* an invaUiable assishtm^, though ho does not claim that it is 
exhauBtive* Reforonce mu}' also l>e made to the late Mr xMai'kinlay'a 
excellent voluiues on eharcti dodioatioivs in Scotland, and to Dom. 

little boi>k on Scottish Saints, fr<»ni both of vvhiidi T liaA-e 
obtained additional Inforiiiatioii. 


Synopsis of Saints Names. 

With the pimres in wjjich Fairs iiuuied after them weie held.

Ajjrirola. aci^ordini^ to Taeitus, had sitij^ular skill lu choosing strong 
sjtualiniiH for his forts {cli. xxii*X This w’lis ret.'ogiuHed not 01113^ by his 
(sometimes partial) biogi-npher* who* after all. ueillier was nor professed 
to lie a strategist, hut also by the expert jodgmont of niililai-y iiieii two 
generat ions later* who, for the riew series of forts* adopted already' 
DTOnpirKl bj'^ Agriroln, aad tlitis t'aullnneil the tndogj'^ of Tacitus. Whether 
all the forts uidch were l>iiilt about a.ik i 40 along the Aiitouine Wall 
stand on Agricolim sites.* cannot yet he sjiid, anil perhaps wdll never he 
clear. The exiavatiuiiB above metitioueil w'ere. indeed, carried out with 
inadequate appret'iation of the cliroiinlogicnl value of cert^iin evidences* 
and of the posHibiUt3'' of nssigniiig* w^ith their /lid* thi; m^cupation thiiii 
or that'iwirliciilar site to a particular period. Prom this jioint of view* 
it must lie mlmitted that some of these excavntiims ought, nrlieiieYer 
rirciiiustJirices allow, to la^ rojieated, or, at least* to bo raiTied farther— 
though* at the innment* the outhaik of excavAtioiiK for the next 11111113" 
3"eaTs is a poor one* since war lias spent the cajiital wrhich might other¬ 
wise have gone tn the increase of kmiw'li^gc* 

Iftwvever, historians ow’e much to these excavutioiiH* and much also to 
the i*ese!ir<dies of our Fellow, Dr G, Macdonald, and of others, who have 
eliciteii froin the ascertained facts mori‘ than, at first sight, thej' seemed 
able t<i tell. Thus, it lais la^en long clear that certain sites, namely, those 
of the five following forts (i.-v.) were first st^hseted by Agrifsola* and that 
new forts were placed on jirtH-isel}.* the same sites sixtj" later ^ some¬ 

thing has la^n learnt, too, about the clmracteristic.s of Agncoln's forts.

1); lt4^ ra]n[>artN arid 
its internal buildings—pixdmhly earthen ram|mi-ts jind wiMnlen huilding!^^ 
sueh ziM Were usual in Britain'during the Flavian age—had no donht 
lH«in levelled awziy w'hen the later fort was built* zind in 14#03 were no 



longer distinguie^bahle* save that the linest ote.+ of the dltehe^ iri<lieate 
{daiiily those of the mniparts. This AgriroLin fort ' %vna apparently (fig. 1) 
zi very stunll rectangular caatelltim^ with an internal ar«n of abiout I4;t 
by 180 feet—not quite two*thirds of an nere.* and liarely one-sixth of 
the area of the hirt of Piiw; it was defended by easily traceable and 
Homewbat intricate diU-bes* whirh suggest that it bad r<>uiid it large 
and eotnplieatefl ramptirts and ravelins, like those of Rough Castle or 
of Ardtadi.

3 feet wide, and 2| feel deep; the group covered in all one-iifth of an acre 
(50 feet by 200 f^^et); the pits \v<*re clearly meant as olwtacles to an enemy 
charge. As I venture<l to |M>int out when they were found, they rex-all the 
“ lilia with which, in B,c. 52, Caesar {<le Hello Uallico, vii. 73) strengthene<l 
his blockading lines nmnd .Mesia in Central Gaul. Like those, they were 
prolMibiy €M|uip{KKl inside with shar|»ened stakes to im|Nile fallen enemhfs 
very similar pits were used in 1904 in the si€?ge of I^ort Arthur. It is 
true that no actual traces of stakes were noted by the excavators, but the 
wooil may well have perishe<l in eighteen centuries—or its vt^stiges niav 
have l)een ovorhsiktal in excavation. Even without stakes, the pits 
would servo their pur|M>st» well. **Camouflaged ** by a covering c»f straw 
or of heather, like BrucoV pits at Bunno<-kburn, they would elTectively 
break the impetuosity and impact of a Highhmd charge, which, as many 
remains in Scotland ami in northern England show, the Homans es{>ecially 
dreaded.' In the Homan age the Imrlmrian ofTensives naturally tmik the 
form of heavy massed attacks, and owing to the re<-kless courage and 
the vast numl>ers of the l>arlNirian assailants, and i>wing also to the 
sx-anty knowUnlge of chemistry |M>ssessed by the whole ancient worhl, 
barbarian massxsl attacks had real chance of sm-cess. From Harhill. we 
can see M*s. iiidx^sl. can Iw guessed from continental x'vidence) that some 
of .Vgricolas forts were, prol>ably, much smaller than the forts UH<*d forty 
years later for the Wall of Hadrian, which itself was built alnxit A.D. 129, 
or for the Wall of I*ius, huilt twenty years later still 140).* We may 

even conceive “journalists’* in Hadrian’s reign hM>king back to Agricola, 
and styling the larger forts of their own time “xa/>rr-cxisfc//#i.” Wo may 
infer that the .\gricolan garrisons were corres|M>iulitigly small, and 
though, as at Harhill. they had small arexis to tlefeml, and short ramparts 
to man, they none the k*ss needed special ilefenc€»s when confronted with 
the vastly superior forces of barbarian asstiilaiiLs. .Such a spxs-ial defence 
was the “lily-lKHl" at Hough Castle. No remains as yet found inside its 
pits have yiehled any clue to its pre<-ise thUe, l>eyond the fa<-t that it is

«>t lerwise the inscription might pass as one of the many set up hv 
soldiers on the Wall «if Pius, which, as must lie confesst‘d. add little to 
our knowledge. However, the Ihxlleian Lihraiy in Oxfonl contains a 
numlier of |mpers. mostly rtdating to Camden, known as *‘.MSS. Smith."*

on an altar found in a fort on the Limes'* in Germanv, at Stockstiidt 
near ^WhaffenburK- But tiie German altar is ascribed by the latest 
(ji^rmiin writer on it ^ to tiie third century He seems to liave thought 
that there may be some identity of men. But he has overlooked the fact 
that the VVall of Pius was abandoned by the Romans about A.n, ISO, so 
that the Croyhill Fabius belonged practical 1>‘ to the generation lief ore 
the Stockstadt Fa hi us. There is thus an appreciable dilference in time 
between the dates of the Stockstadt and the Ci-oyhill offii-ers, which 
makes tiieir identity a priori unlikely. Had the names ”Fabius" and 
Liheralis " been less cjommon, probiibilitiea w'ould of course he different, 
but there seems to lie kno\sTi only one other Tatiicius in the wide Kumaii 
world, while “Fabii,’* and men with the cognomen “Liberalis" alioiiiid. 
The case, therefore, for identifying t^ur Taiiicius Veras with the only 
other known Tanirins, who is also Verus, is far stronger than the case 
for identifying the two (if they he two) men called FaUius Liberalis." 
Moreover, the latter ideiitiHcation involves (as T have said), a plain diffi¬ 
culty in dates, which does not arise in i-elation to Tanicius Verus.

The chief eourues tiipjjed in this piiper nre the moi-e iiTicient toTjihsUmes 
in St Alng^iins Cnthedial. anti c'erttiin seals uttndied to eiirlv iifteonth- 
eenturv Orkiiev tlociniioiitsi now in the Danish ReeOi'tl Ofiice Cojien- 
hagen. Of the stones dealt with, all in faet, kjlvc one. etmie from St 
Magnus, Throngh the ftnirtewy of the Kirkwall Town CoutK-il tmd Mr 
O. M. Wataoii, architect in charge of the restoration, they were examined 
and rubbings taken iti the summer of lUlT while llie slabs luy outside the 
church. Though two or three hare l?eeu illustrated or descrihed before, 
they wore then fa Hitu^ in a bad light and not so easy of iiccess, and no 
actual rubbings were, sti far as T know, ever made. I had the further 
advantage of Archdeneon CravetiV eoinjwuiy and counsel in my oxami- 
natloQ, and 1 should like to express my grateful thanks for his help^ 

Coining to the seals. I have ohtoined notes or photograjihs, and in one 
case casts, of eight of them from Mr Erslev, curator of the Ilanish Reconl 
Office, and to him my thanks are also very specially due. Three others 
were attechei! to Orkney documents which have come into my bands 
since the publication of the It^eorfin e/ fhr Efititfmn of Orknf^y; while 
another wa.s descrilied there, hut certain facts have come to light alwiit 
it since wliich seemed to justify sonic further reference. 

For help in examining them I have to express luy indebtedness to 
Mr Kae MiHrdonnld, Mr H. K. Himnay, and Air A. O, Curie: and in regard 
to the he raid rj' genendly, ! feel under great obligations to Mr F. .J. Grant 
for answering my numerous inquiries. 

Pigs* 1 and 2 show' the twti earliest armorinl ri’^nivds in the cjithe<lra]. 
and are among tlie very oldest coTini?cfeed w itli the islands. The-shield in 
fig, 2 is over a dignitied ret'Cssed tomb in the south wall of the nave, and 
that ill fig. 1 on a slab wliieii used to lie hajse within the tomb but ne^ er 
formed any part of it. .Architecturally the tomb can he dated with 
certainly from the fourteenth century. Sir Henry Dryden put it at the 
beginning of that century; but Mr G. M. Watson would date it us ntiire 
probably belonging to the middle or latter half, and the straight sides of 
the shield in fig. 2 seem distinctly to support his view'. 

The slab has the appearance of being earlier. The shape of the shield 
is certainly of an earlier (though found all through the fourteenth 
century); the arrangement of the throe charges converging to fesa jioint 
ifl purely continental— being very common in early Norwegian seals—and 
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inilicatf'S a date IwfcireSt^otthli fa-sliioiisi hiid iitVi^cted tho iHlaiid^; atid the 
curious la^rtier to the helmet is atso stij^gostive. [t can scarcely Ih^ mei'e 
ornaziieiit. smce the tac>uh]iii]T rouud the slab is severely plnin and is 
rejieatoil in itn severity round the shield, and it wfnild therefore st^erii tt» 1 h* 
an attempt to indicate very freely in stone the i^npeLiiie with nn invei-tetl 
ed^e so eonsjiu'uous in the At*mitritif tie (It'Iree (see pnrliruhtrly Xtss, TJH 
and in the jjlates of facrsimiles from that Arziiorial, vtil, itw, of these 
I*racttiihtf/,H^ wliere two helniiets are shown ^'’.itli tMipeliiies but without 
erestfl). If one takes the lon;jf downward point on the sinister «iiie of the 
shield tt! he all intended for rapeliiie, llie helmet ivith its i^oniid top niid 
sharji little nose liecoTncij then pivt-iwely the s^ime shape as those in that 
roll, and in fart 1 can si^e mi way of reconciling the shajK? of this liehnet 
witii any known inwlels except on the assumption that tile lonj^ jioiiit is 
part of the cajieLine. Sinc^e the tie ftelree ilates from ilown 
to the latter part of that ceiitur 3 % mid other very early continent^ii rolls 
of jirni-s show much the siaune cnpetine ami helmet, one seems to be 
justihed in nssijrninp a i^imilar dnte to this ulnb.

of Irving of S^ibay; and even after that they reniaineil among fUo leading 
fumilies in tlie islands for a coiisidcnible period. These anus, moreover, 
are so unique and distinctive, whether one looks early iScottish or 
Norwegian armorials, that lieyoud any douht this tomh anil slab coni- 
iiiemorate two members of the Paplay family. 

Before the ejirly jMirt of tlie fifteenth century. Orkney rei^ords are 
almost non-existent. There are. however, a very few, and from these it 
IS iMJssihle to fiirin a iiretty good idea of who at least one of these two

Puplays probably was, Surh an impasjnj> tomb vvoukl oiily liavo been 
erected over one holding a jwirtieuhirly out-staiidiog puHitioiik rlorival or 
lay* The nb^nce of any clork-al insignia shows that he whs not a 
cliurehniari. I’lie single outstiinding lay oflice in the ()i-kneys ww* that 
of LawriianJ an office always held by a iiiomlier of one of the prinr^iiH^I 
lauded families, and carrying with it the dignity Ixjth of jmlge and pnwH 
of the landowners. In hJfiy, in a list of twenty-four arbiters ftnivened to 
settle tile quarrels l>Gtweeu the Governor and Hisbop, layiring mostly 
Scottish or Norwcgiim imiiies, two with rerognisjible native Grkney sur 
names are found, one of theni Ijeiiig Sigurd of Paplay—obviously a leading 
pers^Jnage. In one Sigurd Sigvatsoii was Lw’nvniau of Orkney, and 
appiirently had not knig held the ofiiee, slneo in Sig\'at KciLheinsoii 
LawnoLH* If these Sigunls were the siiuie man* we have then ii 
Sigurd of Pa phi y vilio held the dignilieil office of Lawman for over thirty 
years, and wo have a torob with the Pajday arms dating from the end of 
this space of time, which obviously commemorates an outstamliiig lay 
dignitary. 

Again, sinc;e Sigvat Kolbeinson and Sigurd Sigvatsan wert* \'ery 
pi'oljably father and son, and the slab can well be dateil from somewhere 
in the first half of the fourteenth century, it seoms very likely that the 
first of these t\i'o Liiwiufm was oru^e laid beneath it. 

Tile early and very fine tumbstone. the arms on which are shown in 
fig. d* has two coats iiiipiiletl aliove a stepped crross lleury, with the 
initials M.F, in relief within scpmre panels*- The sinister is the well- 
known arms of Tullcx-h i iiri a fess lietu'cen three I'ross ci'osslets litchec, 
as many stars* Tlie dexter coat i& a horn Wtween three trefoils* M.F. 
%vho bore it was i?ertainly a meiiilier of a native family* since no sucdi amis 
arc known in association with any tieottish family beginning with F.; nor 
ie> it difficult to guess who he must have la^en* Unly two nati\ c frittidies 
were seriously in the running* Fletl and Fouhister. and only one M.F* is 
on record at the date to whiidi the stone must he nssigiicsl (roundabout 
IfiOOj, and that was u .Magnus Flett, witness in liStl ninl 141:^^ wlnmi 1 hud 
already supposed to be tlie ancestor of the well-known sixteenth-century 
family of FJett of Hobbister, The natural Hupposltion that thesc+ must 
l>e his arms is ciinfirmeil by Burke's J nnory, which gives the arms of 
Flett as, argent, a eJievron between thret’ trefoils sahle. It may be added 
that the horn is no ihailit a drinking horn. This idiai-ge occurs sev'ernl 
times on Norwegian seals* and the horn on the slab in not Htringe<L

relationship seems, in fart, cerbiiu. and as Sir David was a natural son 
of Williatn Sinclair,, Ifvst Furl i>f Orkney, the most likely hypothesis is 
that his mother subsequentlj'iiiiirried 41 Flett, and tlial William and t’nste

Sir Nicol was son uf Djiviil Hah'i'ci at' 'rhiirregnr tti South Hotuildsfiy^

again in 15UW, when he wtia jiarty to n ease/aiid his sou Sir Nind aeted ns 
his '* uniliothsinan " or ngeut.

The first <|nnrter of the shield slio^vs the paternal nmniit of Halvro, 
st>mewhnt worn at the edges^ and the cross nia}' have l>een introdured as 
indicating Sir Nicofs sncred calling. The origin of the other charges 
raiises interesting spetniJations as tf> the earlier marriage connertlonH of 
the family, bnt there is no eiddence snflieient to identify them. 

The old tombstone shown in lig*rj {fi and b) bears two shields., one above 
the other, the arms evidently of a husband and wife. No donht exists as 
to the ownership of the upper lamt (fig. a#/). The initials are enough

llithertf) it has Ixireii assiimeib with every show of reason, that William 
of Aikers was identical with WUluiio, son of John, included in the Hakro 
entail of b^. But the identity of the arms on this stone with those of 
Sir Hugh Halcro, one of the two entailers, seems to indicate distinctly 
that their l>eat‘er must actually have Ixeen the man. And this is supported 
by ;i[i xiTialysis of chiles, John (dead by 1544) can scarcely have been 
other than John Hakro, chosen arbiter in au important legal in 1507- 
1508, and therefore not a youth then. William of Aikers was one of 
the three comraiasioners who in 1587 wen? deputed to *'pass throughout 
the halH binds of Orkmiy of new agaue" and adjust the boundaries 
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b*.two..|i wlnl ..11.1 Kings or Bishops Innds. ..n.l he theref..re e,.n....t hnve 
Wii a very old iiiuii at that date, which make** it a prion iinhkol> he 

was John’s son. „ . , 

But a William Halcrt> not desc rilxMl as “ of Aikers is on rtHonl as a 
witness in I.Vm a«, 15.V1, 15(11. and 1.504-85. and in 1502-6:1 was oversnmii 
at a division of the Cn.marty of Cara estate. This must. then, have l»een 
the William, son of John and last-mentioiied heir of entail in h>l». to 
whose memory this stone was laid in St Ma^rnus. On the paternity of 
William of .Vikers.one item in the llalcro inventory seems to throw some 
light :—•*20th .Vpril 15.5S. Henuiiciation by William llalcro of A'kers to 
Hugh llalcro of that Ilk of the islands {«iV) which |M*rtaimMl to Sir Nicol 
llalcro.** It wouhl therefore seem prohahh* that William of Aikers wius 
nephew or son. certainly heir, of that .Sir Xicol llalcro. parson of Orphir. 
whose tonilwtone has hwn noth’eil above. 

The.scHond shield on this slab (Hg. 5/» bears arms :-lmrry wavy of 
8, in chief a seal’s head erasoil. The shape of the hwid and snout, the 
alwence of ears, and the frtH|uent apiiearance seals make laith on tlu^ 
short^s and in the legends of Orkney, leave no doubt as to the siHHues 
of animal depicteil. Ami taken in this conjunction, there seems iMiually 
little doubt that the Ixarry wavy must (as it so often does) typify the 
sea. 'fhecoaU in fact, evidently represents the sea, with the seals head 
to enforce the allusion. The initials on either side of it are (piite plain 
— I.S.—and as that part of the insi'riptioii giving the wnfe’s name has 
completely disapin-aretl, they give the only clue to the lady's identity. 

These curious arms are cpiite unknown to .Scottish heraldry, so that 
the search is coiiHned to native Orkney families iK^ginning with S. These 
are not numerous, ami the numlier who can lie desi-rilied as reason¬ 
ably likely to have l>ome arms at that date is extremely small. On 
general gnaiiids of extent of land owned at an early «late, and early 
appeanincc^ as representative men, the ancient family of Skea (also 
spelt Skae, Skav. or Ska), of Skea in Deeriiess. wouhl l>e first favourite; 
and as a matter of fact there are cerUiin definite reasons against e4ich 
of the very few other |)ossihilities. which leaves the Skeas practically 
the only likely family. 

Hut apart from this general presumption, there is some iM>sitive 
evidence to indicate that these must have Innin the arms of Skea. In 
the first place, there actually was a female “ iJs." in the family at the 
very time, and none is on record in any other family. Janet Skea, se<*oml 
wife of John Cromarty of Cara, was left a widow aliout 1.500. She 
certainly was an heiress, since lands can l>e traced as hn^^ng come 
through her into the hands of the Cromartys, and therefore wits the 
more likely to lie arraorially commemorated. Furthermore, ns has lieen

We therefore know that 
he was a trusted and intimate friend of the family at the time when 
Janet Skea was left a widow. So that there the mateh was, ready to 
Ik* made: ami from his wife’s initials we may prf*tty safely eonelude tlial 
it was made. 

Ill the alisence of any other serious ooni|K*titors for these amis, tliesi* 
reasons alone leave little doubt that they were the arms of Skea. Hut it 
se<*ms highly prolwihle that sueh a curious ami distinctive coat must have 
had S 4 »nie allusion Is'liiml it. and ouf^lit to ^five a further clue. Certainly 
neither su* (th»* sea) nor nrl <a seal) points to any other family, and the 
not too exactin^f requirements of canting heraltlry might have l>een 
.satistiiKl with a play on the words we and .SAvvi (which was always pro- 
iiouiuHsl Skay). Or |H^rlmps the Halcni mount may be a Ix'tter analogy. 
The first syllahle of llalcni means **high.’’ as «h>es the first syllable of 
Holland, the township in which llalero lay, while the “Hill of Halcr<»" 
is more than once on r«*<*onl. and is an unusual feature in the low-lying 
island of South Konaldsay; and |K*rsonally I cannot help s<K*lng in the 
heraldic mount of the family some conne<*tion with these facts. TIu* 
“ urislaiid " of Sketoun or Skealand, in w’hich the township of Skea lies, 
is a blunt sea-girt promontory, facing (as few of the arable districts in 
Orkney do) the o|>en wean, ami jierhnps a similar combination of sound 
and H<*use may account for the arms in (piestion. 

1 may add that it is only in the C4iao of ilistinctive chai'gi's, not of the 
common ty|>e, and apparently allusive of mmethhuj, i\u\i 1 should think 
of sugge.sting such a solution. 'Fhe six fountains of Stourton is a classical 
and acccpt«?d instance of exactly the same thing. 

.\nother old stone in St Magnus contains tw’o shieltls, one above the 
other (figs, fi and 7). From the markiMl difference in the sha|)e of the 
shields and the way in which the initial letters an* cut, one w’ould say 
that the lower shield must hai'e lHM*n added at a later ilate. Tin* dates, 
however, of Isith wouhl seem to 1 m* alxiut the end of the sixte«'nth or 
lieginning of the seventeenth wntury. Tliere is no iiisi'ription, or any 
other clue to the identity of either hiislMind or wifea|>nrt fnmi the initials. 

The upper shield (fig. fi) bears arms — a fess between a cushion in chief 
and a star in Iwise, w'ith the initials A.B. Considering the large iiumlK*r 
of Orknev d(‘eds of all kinds extant at this perioii, one w'ould certainly 
»*xp«Hrt to find the ow'iior of this armorial tomlwlone on n*conl. Indeeil. 
one w'ould liMik for more than one appearance of such a gentleman. On 
this assumpti<»n, the only probabilities are tivo members of the family 
of Banks, .\llester and Alexander, Ixith included in Earl RolH*rt Stewart’s 
testament dative (dateil 4th Fobruarj' 1592, and included in the Kdinburgh 
C-ommissariot Uegister under date 2fith .\pril 1597) as iiersons in his 
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service to whom foes were owed by tlie dweiiswl. Ami they i>oth <HTur 
ill seveml other rwords of the period. 

Allester Banks is known to have married a (hiuj^hter of William Ciooil 
or (»ude. c<M>per, since his son John Iktnks was “oy ” and heir to the said 
William.’ but of course he may have marrieil a lady lK>^innin|^ with K 
as well; while Alexaiuler’s wife is unknown. The extraordinary tiling 
about the arms is that they are the arms of the Scottish family of 
MarjorilmnksJ while this Orkney family apimnuitly took their name 
from the old Mall of Hanks in Kirkwall, which at one time they owneil. 
One cannot help stLH|HH’ting that the similarity in .sound led either the 
Hanks family or the stone-cutter to “cabbage" the Marjoriluink arms. 

The arms on the lower shield (fig, 7) are a liend lietween two cres4*ents. 
with the initials (C. ?) K. These arms bear a strong rt^nibhtnce to those 
of ('ant; the nearest approximation IxMiig to the arms of Alexander Cant 
— a lieiul engrailcil lH*twei>n two crt^scents.* As the Cants were a Kirk¬ 
wall family of gissl fsisition, the prolsibilities seem strong that this is 
the correct solution. There are two small obje<*tions that may lx* staited. 
though |M>ssibly they are of no grejit weight. In the first place. I have 
never found Cant s|xdt with a K at so late a date. In the second place, 
the only previous (X'casion on which the arms of an Orkney Cant are 
on record is the seal of Sir Charles Cant. |>arson of Orphir, ap|)euded 
3({th August 14iXi, and the arms there are, a lion puissant with a star in 
dexter chief,* Mtiwever, there an* certainly no other known arms of any 
family l>eginning with K which corn^pond to those on this slab. 

The slab shown in fig. H was found beneath the ground in the Orphir 
churchyanl a few years ago and is now prt*.sorve<i within the church. It 
is obviously of very considerable antiquity. 1 lielieve the fourteenth or 
early fifteenth century is consideretl the most ]>rolMibIe date by thotx* 
••omiwtent to judge. It has not been deemed by most authorities to be 
heraldic; but as they have failed to suggest any other explanation what¬ 
ever of its peculiarities. 1 p(*rsonally have gradually come round to the 
opinion always held by Dr Craven that it is an attempt by some stone¬ 
cutter ignorant of heraldry to combine a coiit of arms (of which he was 
prolaibly given a most inadequate sketch or tlescriptioii) with the con¬ 
ventional cross and sword design. 

It is, of course, the resemblance of the indentetl up|)er |mrt of the cn»ss 
to the engrailed cross of the Sinclairs, the ruling family in Orkney from 
I.'lTtt to 1471. that nffoixls the strongest grounds for this suggestetl heraldic

It may be addt^l that the initials H.H.. with 
the seveiiteentlwentury date and the rude figures 
cut in the slab at the top and botti>m of the cross, 
aiH^ obvious reminis<*ences of its attemlaiice at a 
sei'ond funeral. 

Coming now to the early seals, three are still 
extiint on an acknowUHlgmeiit by Bishop Tlnunas 
Tulhs h that he has rweived Orkney in Hof. dated 
I loth duly 14:22;* namely, the seals of the bishop

U' photograph of the first and notes of the two 
others. At the ftKit of the epiwopal seal are two 
small shields each bearing arms, three cross cross- 
lets Htchee. The s<*cond seal lH*nrs arms, three 
cross crosslets fitcln’^e with a star at fess }K)int, 
and the legend reads “s nicolawi de twloc. It 
will be oliserveil that in neither of these two early 
Tullo<h seals is the fess with the stars present.

Fullertons are found in Orkney in the seventeenth century, but there 
is no evidence by which they can be traced further Iwick. 

Appended to an acknowledgment by Oavi<l Menzies of Weem of his 
appointment as administrator or Fond of Orkney, dated at Coiienhagcn 
lath July 112:k‘ are again three extant seaLs, those of Menzies himself and 
his two sureties, Bishop Tulloch and Walter Fraser, the bishop’s being 
the same as descril>etl al)ove. 

Fig. 9 shows the seal of that discreditable person David Menzies, 
though it must Ihj admitted that he had a verj' nice taste in seals. It is

indeeil as artistic a tlesign as one wnll often meet with. The arms «>n the 
shiehl are, ermine, a chief. On the helmet, and ap{mrently forming imrt 
of it, is a squirrel for crest. The artist, in fact, luis ingeniously combined 
holm and s<juirrel into one graceful but, one would think, somewhat 
impracticable whole. Of the legend one can rend from the photogm]th 
the last word ‘*Menz<>s” quite distinctly, and the rest IcMiks ns though it 
were in giKsl condition. 

Walter Fraser’s seal is shown in fig. 10. l>enring arms, a riblnui (or 
bendlet?) engrailed between two fraises. Of the legend only a few od<l 
letters are \nsiblo in the photograph, but one can clearly see the l>eginning 
of Walter or Wat. There can bo no doubt that this must have been the 
same Walter Fraser or Fresell who just about this time Iwught the estate 
of Tolhop. apparently in e<iual shares with Thomas Sinchiir, from John 
of Kirkness. Lawman of Orkney. From these two purchasers were 
descended the families of Fraser of Tolhop and Sinclair of Tolhop who

common seal of Orkney, and the seals 
of William Thurjjilsson, I^iwman, lvf»l« 
bt*iu Flett, .John Maj^missoii, and William 
Irvin}?. The sei*<ind is still in lair t*ondi- 
tion, and somethin}? can Ik* made out «»t 
the lirsl and last, but the other two are 
defac*ed Imyond reco}?nitioii. However, 
they cerUiinly Imth Isire shiehls, and 
enough c-aii l>e imnle out of both legends 
to identify the seals. 

F'ig. 11 shows the comiinm seal t>f 
Orkney as reconstructinl by Mr Thiset, 
the Danish Herald, from the remains ot 
the seals attached to this dee<l and the .Vpiwal of the People of Orkney 
to the Queen of Norway, ilated at Kirkwall 2Sth .March 142.").* It shows 
a shield l>earing the anus of Norway, a lion rani|MUit crowned holiling a 
l>attle-axe, supported by two gentlemen whose imuiitenances suggt»st that 
thev were sele«’ted for the job on ac<rouiit of its comparative simplicity. 

The sc*cond seid, that of W'illiam Thurgilsson, I^iwman, l>ears arms, a 
stag’s heml calK»sse<l (tig. 12). Of the legeml two letters are missing, one 
is damag^nl beyond recognition, and two or three others are broken, but 
it can Ik* rec-onstructcsl, 1 think Imyoiid any doubt. as + (ST)HVOGr Kl.

iJie fifth seal, that ol illiani Irving, is tw) niiicli broken for repro¬ 
duction, but tmongh reinnins to eindile thi^ ariiiH to bo read as, thi-ee bolly 
leaves banded. The legend neenis fairly distinct in tlic pbotograph. lii 
all prolwibility this William Irving was father, or iwssibly grandfather, 
of Criste Irving who alKnit 1100 marrieii the heiress Edane Paplay, ’Diey 
then excainbed her estates of Paplay. Burteso, and OkiUsetter with Earl 
William Smclair, getting in exchange 8abay aod other lands, nnd down 
t-o alxait lfi2o their descendnnts, the Irvings of Snlaiy, remained one of 
the chief landed fainilb^s in the islands, one of them bolding the oftice of 
Lawman in the sixteenth century.

Tlie five stars are a somewhat puv:v:ling addition to the Gragy arms. 
Th is fHmiiy of Bnmgli was one of the chief odaL fnniiiies in Orkney for at 
least six generations, three of thorn in succession holding tho office of 
Eawiuaii from the middle i»f the fifteenth century to the end of the first 
decade in the sixteenth, hut this seal and the font are their only 
memorial records extant np to tho sale of their estate of Erough to Mr 
Magnus Halcro in lijoti In the seventeentJi centuiy cadet branches 
Honrishetl exceedingly, the Craigies of GairsiYy lieirig particularly well 
knoiYTi, and their arms are fairly fref|uently found, but in no instance is 
there any sign of these utars, and «o far I have come ucniss nothing that 
throws any light on their origin. 

An interesting find ib the seal of Edward Slndair of Strome (fig. 14). 
appended to a charter of lEJiid 8uptenibor lahJ, He niid his brother .Taniee 
(afterwards Sir Janies SiiicLnir of Sanduy, Knight) were the instigators <if 
theonthrtaik of rclwlHoii in the islands againat the royal authority in lo28. 
and leaders of the Orkney army which annihilated the force sent agaimtt 
them nt the Battle of Sumnienlale in \h2&. They wei e ln>th apparently 
natural sons of Sir WtUiam Sinclair of Worsettor, grandson of the last 
E?irl Will in III Sinclair. After the death of Sir JnmeH. Edward of Strome 
and thirty others obtained a ‘MtespUe’' for their exploits on iltth 
September In^iO, and lie continue^l to play a leading part in the islnnds 
for many year;!. The families of Sinclair of Erough in Shetland, and of 
Xe^s, GiimpstoJi. Essenquoy, Flottaj-. (tvi'C, Greenwall. Dainsay. Ryssny, 
and Smoogro in Orkney wei-e all descendeii from him.-n goodly crcq>. 

This seal beai-s armsquarterly, Hi-st. {three :-■) sjtara; second, a noss 
lo?!engy fevidojitly forengrniletl): third, (a guttee?); fourth, a huckle; and 
of the legend tlie word ^^EDVAIiH" still remains. The unortlnalox 
position of the paternal arms in the second quarter may possjldy be 
accounted for hy the seal being reverstKl in cutting. MTiat families the 
other qualters represent, there is no anfficieut evidence to say. His 
fathers seal bore a simple cross engrailed, aa did his sou’s. Oliver Sinclair 
of Esseuquoy. and these quartering^ do not appear to hiivo been bastnl on 
any recognised heraldic usage.

Mr Mugoui? Hahrivi. Hub-C'hantor of tlrkiiey, was one of the four 
natural j^ons of Mr Malcolui Ilalcro, Provost of the Cathedral ami Artdi- 
deacon of Shotland, legitimatized in 1,545. His father was one of the t wo 
entailers of the Halcro estate and brother of that Sir Huglj whose arms 
have been referred to jn evioii-sly. In 15511 Mr Magnus Iwjught the estate 
of Brough in RouiMiy, and nlKJut 1563, immediately after the lieforiua- 
tion, he married Margaret Sinclair, daughter and heiresrfi of Sir James

Sinclair of Sunday and Lady Barbiira Stewart: Maigaret having 
previously divorced her first huslmnd, James Tidloch* of the La^nhhoim 
family. Evidently, then, the engrailed cro-ss rep resent .h bis wifes share in 
this soniowhat eurimis coitt. In the first ijuarter one rec-ognises the 
paternal mount (if one kiuiw.s the uiths actually wore a mount and not a 
heart), and what appears to In; a clanon in the tliird probably has 
allusion to hiTi oHice of 8ul>-C’bautor; whiJo the crescent and biickie me 
pi^unmhly reniiniseenceK t>f earlier alliances* 

The connection of this couple witli tlie estate of Brough turned out to 
In* somewhat unlucky* In 15K4 Earl Hubert Stewart sev/.vxX it from their 
dnughtei's on the ground of arrears of duties, while Mr Magnuses three 
natui'ul ftonjj were escheated for bastardy. Tiicn, hy one of those curious 
processes of juggling one often notices nt the (itu ioil, in which an ©state 
seems to he put in one man's pocket and immediately afterwards reappeai’S 
under another maiffl hat, Brough returned to the llaJcms tif that Ilk* and 
was certainly in their hands during the first part of the next century* 
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Tlip Heoond noal still nttaoliwl t<» this sjiiiie doeil is that of William ^^u^^y 
of BriH'knoss, ancestor of the well-known Mooclie of Melsetter family. 
I’lifortunately, the cdiai'gt'ss are too faint for reproduetitm, hut they eaii 
just lx* made out: a »*hevroii Iwtwcwn three plu*ons, points upwards, and 
in chief a hunting horn strinjjed. These are the arms always afterwards 
asso<*iatfMl with the Orkney Mocnlies; assuming the ehevrf»n to have l>een 
charge<l with ermine spots. They are now. however, quite obliterated. 

The last seal to 1 h? noticed is in the nature of a riddle, and its chief 
interest lies in the fact that a correct solution will throw a little more 
light on native Orkney heraldry, for it Invars a unique coat, unknown 
else w her**. 

It is a snuill seal (Hg. 19) on a letter, written nhoiit 1970, in the Kirkwall 
Recor*! Hoorn. In spite of its. late *late, it is include*! here, since it s*»cms 
to throw some light on two obscure early armorials, and probably i-ecor*ls 
the arms *»f a very ancient ()rkm*y family. They are: two swortls, |K)ints 
upwards in s*iltire, l)etw**<*n three roundels, *)ne in chief and two in flanks 
{with possibly a fourth in Iwise, where the seal is broken off). On the 
helmet appears for crest three swords in pale, points downwards. 

These are no known Scottish arms and crest, and in addition to this 
reason for sup|)osing them to Ik* of native Orkney origin, there is a very 
striking identity lietween the crest and the three swords, also in i>nle 
and points downwards, on an ancient slab now in the (inenu*shall Chapcl.‘ 
Again, in his Orkney Armorials, .Mr -\orton-Smith (lescrilws and illustrat(*s 
an ancient stone in St Magnus (which unfortunately I have l)een unable 
to find) of which the only distinct charges are three words in chief, in 
pale. This time the points are ui)war*ls, yet the device of three swords 
in pale is in itself .h*» unusual that the prolmhilities seem strongly in favour 
of a connection l>etween the thrtje instances. 

One would further In* inclinetl to guess that the three swords were the 
original *lovice, that the roundels were intmdiiced lutt»r, and that in the 
small seal want of space, and the loose heraldrj’ in vogue at that time, 
led to the three swords Wing use*! as *Test. Certainly the al>senco 
of a crest in the I*aplay helmet makes it seem improlMihle that these 
swortls were an amdent Orkney crest, esixHrially looking to the tw*> slabs. 
But however that may Ik*, we setmi to bt* on the track of some early an*l 
hitherto unknown Orkney arms. 

rnfortiuiately. the letter to which the seal was affixed affords no clue, 
for only a fragment remains, and the handwriting cannot Ik* identifieil. 
though even if it couhl, it might m>t be a guide, for the seals on these 
letters were mnstantly lK>rr*>we<l. One can only look round at the pi*ople 
in Orkney at that time iiuwt likely to have had such a seal, and yet whos*.

Ork iiey lairds, ii neat* relatioti of Arthur Ikiikie to whom the letter was 
mldrefised, ami no ilonht duseontled from the aiieient Family of Kendall or 
Rniid/Lle of that Ilk* Henry Ihindall iipiieuded his seal ai^ Lawman tsf 
t h'ktiey hi M^jind L4 ]tS‘, and at the Iwgiimiiig of the sixteenth century the 
family were still one of the most important in tlie islands* .rolin Rendall 
of that Ilk being one of those res]>ited foi* his work at ^ummerdale Battle, 
ami a mtiiess to Hislicip Reid's foumlation in the CnthtMlral* Not finly 
do the rimndells suggest a pretty fphvioiirt alJusioti t(» this family* but one 
of the obi Norse t^ietie^il wortis ftir a swoi’d was mmMft, Jf this double 
allusion -two three mandWs—does not refer to the name 

HeiKlall, otie tran only say that it is n very carious cr>jo<''idenee. 

Looking cjver tins collection of early tVrkuey aiaiiorials, there is turn 
feature manifest in sei ernl of the eoats* and perhaps to he su??pE?cted in 
others, and that is the extreme latitude which their designers pennitttHl 
themselves in the matter of introducing charges other than the simple 
paternal arms. There is no sign of this halnt in the earlier shields* hnt in 
the sixteenth cientnry a craze for collecting c[uarfceriiigs seems to have set 
ill, without refermire apparently to any syiitem vvliateA er, the only point 
(so far as one can st^e) heiiig to iiitrfnluee as many aft possiblei and these 
moreover seem, in many casfw anyhow* not to have hemi entire coats* hut 
mere jiickings — a buckle frimi this roat. a crescent from that* and so ou* 

For instaore* the three Halcro coats figured in this |>njM“!r contain the 
following remarkable assortment id' sppnrate charges* ajuirt from the 
H.ilcro mount common to them all; one heart* one rose or cinquefoil, 
one in-escent. one r-rown* two guttees* two stars, one elnrion, one lion, one 
buckle, one cross engi^niled, one cross jdain* It is a most extraordinary 
collection to l>e culleil from three contemporary coats, t>ijpeeiaIly wheu one 
rcmeniljers tliat one of the armigers wlio ueetl the guttee-star-1 ion collec¬ 
tion was paternal uncle to theariuiger who displayed theci'escent-idurioii- 
huekle-t^ngrulhMl-crosjHi ussorfcnient. N^o conceivable system could account 
for these two coat*, and in eonflrmution of this it mu}* be added tliat in 
an early seventccnth-ccntury MS. at the Lyon tifheo* the arm* recognised 
as those of Halcro were simply: argent* a mount vert. 

Nor was this habit ronflnod to the Hakros by any mciins. The cout of 
Edward Sinclair of Strome has already In^en noticed, and with it may bo 
compared the aims of his grandson Eilward Sinclair of Essouquoy on an 
early seven teen th-centup)^ panol.^ One might ho surpneed ekeivhere, hut

Tliese ebargCH eim fortuiinteLy lie traced and niny Herve to thi'ow :^oijiio 
ligla Oil the method of collection in vogue* One ntid four the ancient 
JirniH of the earldom, which this cadet braneli (originally on the wrong 
Bide of the hlnriket^ had no right tr> beur. In fact* the seals of fidward’s 
father* grandfather* and great-grandfather are all extant and nil without 
the l^inplind. Three was tlie arms of bis wife, which should of coorso 
have been iniimled not quartered. Two evidently represented the 
estallops of his DiHchiiigton grandiiiotber* dii'ortcd from their beuil and 
rearranged, and even if they liad been kept on their heod he hnii no 
recogniwd right to quarter them. Finally* on toi> of them all (or perhaps 
dividing thein)i was placed the only proper charge* 

It must Iw remembered* however, that when vve get laick to the 
beginning of the si?Lteeiith ceiitiu-y and earlier than that, the heraldry 
becomes simple and straightfor^vanl and above suspicion* And tbis riiu< h 
tau 1>e said for the hi ter variety* that whatever purely beraldic deteriora¬ 
tion it may imply* it has tlie merit of suggesting a nuiuljer of cdiics to 
marriage rohition.'^hips and maternal ilescents. The genealogist certainly 
dia^ not grudge the Hiilcros, for instance* one of their ciiarges; he only 
wdshei5 they ]iad labelled them with the owneFs name. 

Another interesting feature of tbis collection of armoriais* mmlest 
though it U', is the light it thmws on the usnge of arms by the Noi'se 
tnial families; and as bernhlry is so generally aascKdated with fendalbm* 
it may worth while referring to it briefly. 

Omitting for the moment the Scottisli fumlliea settled at an early date 
in the islands* the native Orkney arms iiotJetH^l in tins pnjier are those of 
Faplay* Flett, Halcro, ,Sken. and Clouflti>n, and very iHMsibly of HenditlL 
11 one adds to them the two seats ajipeiided by memliei's of the Trelund 
family (one in bi6S> and the other in 158-k Initli Ijearing a cross) and the 
seal of William Halcro of Aikcis appendtal in l^b which wore descried 
in the Uemrfh v/tht‘ EiirMom of Orkn^tf, all the armorial i-ecoixk of tht>se 
I>urely odal and Xorse familien^ prior to the seventeenth ceiitiiry nro in¬ 
cluded. It may also bo mentioned that seals, now lost, are known to 
have been ftpp€tnded by aigiird of Paphiy in lllOJJ, Petei^ of Pa play in 1122* 
Angus of Kirknesi? In 142(1, and several tnemlwrs of the Ilalero faniilv hi 
the sixteenth century, bt'sides the instances of KollHan Flctt and Henry 
Itcinlall already mentioned* 

In aihlitiou, three other upimi^ntly native families are known to huv© 
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bonii* Hvms in this period, tbe Miii^nuHoii^ or Manson^, Hamldi^ou^j, and 
Scotlays; but tbe armij^evs were all leadiiij^ uitii'.euH of KirkwjilU luiilxoH 
Or provosts, and apparently thtae rniotlieH t>vvned little odal property (so 
far at least as ran l>e trneed), and so it is perhaps safer to eJiissify tliem 
separntoly. 

Apxii't from theiiiT the special feature of tbe otliei- eases is the reniai'k* 
iible iroineidence bet^veeii a list of these families, known to have lajme 
anus, or appentlctJ lost seals, at an early date, xiiiti /l list of the faiinlies 
wluj hy a very vareful aiialysis {»f the earliest avaiUdde ret-ords eaii l>e 
prox’wl to have owned distinctly larger estates than the rest even of wlmt 
wore st_vled the *'i^entleiaeu othelJeiisr The oxistent-e of such larger land^ 
owning families was alluded to before in the Introduction to the 
nnd the gradual diiH*t>very of one coat of arma after another all eoalined 
hi such familici? is decidedly suggestive. Making all nllowanees for the 
iiisunicient and lliiky nature laith c>f tho land records and the armorial 
rt^eorils nvailahle, which inakc^ it Impossible to say that either list is any¬ 
thing like aeoinplete one, it nevertheless does seem as though tlie actual 
usage of arms must have l>een limited. 

And hy the words '‘actual usage" 1 am thinking O'f the curious {uiucity 
of seals in Orkney, For iushiiice, in ii C'ourt of Arbitration lield at 
Kti-kwnll in iTiOT-hii, where the twelve arbiten^ wen; a selwtlon af re- 
pi-esentative iiieii of the time, we find ten of them with ‘‘iia selis of 
tliare jtwiie present," though several are known hare Ihujii heada or 
leading iiienilK^rs of arnm-lH'ariTig familic's. And again, it hiis already 
been seen that the assi^,emen in lij8-l had to have their seals spudiilly 
made for them. This reiuui-kablo faet was alluded to in a note in the 
Hecunia, and the exjilanation was suggested thxit some legislative enact¬ 
ment limited their use to certain seals which becniiie, as it were, legal 
tender"; hut a simpler nnd, I think, more likely solution has siiico 
suggested itself. 

All early Orkney deeds (with hardl)' an exception) were dated from 
Kirkwall, and KirkwaU in those daj^s was a very imi>ortaut centre to find 
in such an (xut-of-the-way arcdnpdugo.

TowaiTls the end of the sixteenth centnr^', when Earl Ituliert Btmvart 
rttmve haifl tii feudalise (trknej" and made many of the ^‘gentlemen 
uthelhii-s’’ attend the head conrts as viissab owing suit and presenee, it is 
likej^- ciiongh that he enforced the Scottish enmdmeDt oiijoining nil fri^e- 
liolilci's to bring the '*Hi?als of tlieir arms,** and new ciMits have l>een 
devised nt that time, or old coitt-s revived.

Unfortiinutcly, how¬ 
ever, about the end of that century" a .eriixe for sentimental or pictorial 
seals set ini-hearts pien'ed with arrows, groups of classical figures, little 
liinls in n jicrrt, or a hunting scene ivith lioiimls. fox. and horseman wind¬ 
ing a lioiTi. Even tombstones ccaseil to Ixs armorial in the eighteenth 
century, so tlmt a gap was couKi^d in the triulitioTi of ortns, which in most 
cases it is now very hard to bridge.

ruatter of trom'st\ Ins list Included only those cases in which the tleacrii>- 
tions of the coiuh and the places of discovery had been adeciilately 
recorded j mere vague shitemeiitp were i^gurdtal as lamveying no iiifor- 
luution of substantia] value* The imiwirtaiiee of tiiis contribution to 
the Ijistoiy of Scotland during the Homan porioil was immedintuly 
rwDgnised* It once for all established the fact, hitherto Hcnrcolj' 
Huspeeted, that the efl’ective occuputiuii of the country by the invaders 
hud Iconic to jin end soon after the bogiiiuiug of the reign of Comuiodus— 
that i»i well before the close of the seciiiid century of our’ern. The result 
WHS unmarked clearing of the air, a great simplification of the problem 
with which students of Homan Scotland have to deal. t>iiring the twenty 
3 '‘ears that have since elapsed, much fre-sh nmteriul has l>eoii brought to 
light. Most of it has passed through my own hands., and it is therefore 
not. inappropriate that I should essay the eompilntion of the eulurged list, 
for whicli tJie time seems fully ripe. I have done so with the cordiiiL 
eoncurreiice of Pixifessor Havertield, who has kindly put at my disposal 
a few notes whicli lie had himself made with un eye a jmssihle supple¬ 
ment. Other friends have shown themselves etpially ready to nssist. It 
must be udmiiti*fl that the task has pmvetl more serious thuii was 
origlually imticiijate>fl, for no sooner hud a beginning been made than it 
iiwHiue evident that it wa^ necessary^ not merely to furnish an inventory 
of the fresh iiiuterial that had uccumulated, but to subject the earlier 
"sciiiives' to n critiwil examination. Further, it seemed desirnhle to try 
ami see for oneself as many of the actual s|anuinens as were accessible*

li^jsociatefl objects^ such an account would eoxitaiti full and luxairute

Before proreeding to di^fcuss iletails, it will be useful to rt'capitulnte 
the imiin principles that lausl govern the interpretation of the i>hetioiimmu 
Ai the outset the distinction Ijetwetw hoards and isolated finds sh on Id he 
tirnily gras|anL So far as is kimwij, no really extensive hoard of Eonian 
gold has over U-en discovered in ScotlamL Xoi' is this matter for 
surprise i the occuiHition of the c«mutry was a strictly military one, 
iloartU of Roman silver, on the other Imiuh iuive lM?en fairly frequent, 
and it is almost alwayv^ possible fik the date of their burial tvithiii 
comi>nrathely narrow limits. Eurh of them has Imen the i>vvnei 's litpiid 
bahuice at a given moment. That inonmnt eiiiinot have lieen ejirlier tlmn 
the issue of the latest com which the hoard crojitaius. If the latest coin 
is in gmaJ condition, as if it were Imt recently fitruck, the problem is 
obviously siniphlleil; silver circulated cornstantly and would soon U^gin 
to show signs of wear. Agaiut the absence of some very eonimon coin 
may ofti^n serve us an index to the inferior limit. If the litwitd ho of any 
size, it might he exfwcteti to include examples of all pieres ordinarily 
cui I'ent at tbo time it was liidtlen away. Accordinglv, if a verj'common 
coin, later in date than the rest of the hoaiM, is entirely unrepn^sented, 
it is not nnrensoimbie to argue Llial concealment must have taken place 
before tbut coin was in use. The tlato of a hoard of lirouze can be deter- 
mim?tl III similar fashion. But what may we liojm to learn from a lumr^l 
once its tUite has hwn approximately a.scertilined ? I.ess. jmrhaps. than 
migiit at fii-st lie supijosed. It does not even afford a guoramee of the 
former presence of the Romans in the district where it has been dis^ 
iroyered. Tacitus tells us iii a welbkuowu passage,^ that Ronum silver 
roiiis were used iis money hy some of the Central European t>eoples 
whose territory lay lieyomi the Ixmodaries of the empire: it was jiut 
HO with gold, he ad<ls, since individual pieces of the more precious metal 
wou d have l>eeii e<iuivalent to a higher capital value limn was suiti-d 
to the reipiiromeiits of a comparatively primitive smriety,- Wimt he

The ocx'uri'euce of hiairds in any particular district is not, therefore, 
in itself a proof of former Roman oceupatioji. Their true sigiiificaneo 
must be sought in another direction. The Digest’ declares that the 
ancients buried their nioiiey *‘vet /acn cnait^u, eei niphijt^ ref rtuftodtfvS' Hut, 
while the motives prompting to ronceulinent may have varied, the failure 
to recover iidurits of but oue explanation—a sudden and final severance 
of the oivneFs connexion with the spot where his proian-lj* linii Iveeii 
hidden awnj’, Gn^tt wars or prolonged periods of internal dlstiirliance 
would inevitably leave their mark on a country in the shape of numerous 
tiiurlalined deposits within the area aft'cixted. Thus, if we take the finds 
of Homan coins in France, where the lists are more complete than else¬ 
where, the result is very striking,® ■ During the reigns when Gnnl was, to 
our positive knowledge, secure and settled, the unelainied deposits sink 
to a minimum. Vespasian, for example, w'ns emperor for ten yQfivs. and 
that decade has but a single hoard to its credit, Simibirlj% there are onU' 
two iicuii-ds that can lie assigneil to the thirteen years of Claudius. Again, 
the reign of Augustus lasted for over forty years, and yet it nixxjunts for 
no more than eight hoards in all. Contrast with these figures the one 
hundred and sixD'd'our hoards that fall withiu the few brief years covered 
by the reigns of Gallieuus and l^ostuiuus, when Gaul was ravaged alter- 
uatelj’ liy civil wxir and the inroads of Frankish invaders. The moral 
ns regards Scotiaiul is plain, Sx* soon as we have got an approxiiiiato 
date for a hoard, and still more for ft groiiji of boards, we must see 
whether history has anything to tell of wars or tuinuits, wifcli ivhjch the 
alviiidoutnenl xif the deposits might reasonahly be connected,

Thor© ura u thousimil and one rhaiiees by 
which such a portnhh^ object might have mado its way ti> this stninge 
resting-phiroi we cannot decide Ix'tweeii them, and can therefore draw 
no roiifluHious. On the other band, tiio foliation of n series of isolated 
tmds fi^oni any pnrtiiailar area, hn^o or small, may lie highly instructive. 
Thus, if sjiecimens nr© picked u[j in and ahoiit a sit© t hnt lieais ludubit- 
able marks of early oreupatlon. the jireHumptioii is that they were there 
l>eL’ause they had Wn eaanally tlrojiped by the former inlmbitantH. If 
the HettloniDiit has I wen a native one, we are entitled to argue tlial 
the Cidcdcmums. like tlieir Continental eon temporaries whom Tftcitns 
ile^rihes, af<|iiired from the Ronmiis, not moi^ely the ha hit of using 
foimNl money, Imt al?si the very pieces ^vhich they employed for the 
piirjKise. Fiirtlier, when rightly read, the evideiire* thus gatherwl may 
give Hervieenble clues for dating, and so provide links between arcineology 
Jiini histor\-. Its right rending, however, dejientls upon a I'ariety of c'ou- 
siderations. These apply nmre forcibly to coins discovered upon sites 
dcKiiitely known to Homan tliau to those dug U|> with the ddhris 
of native settlements. In the cas© of the latter we have m> means i>f 
gauging with accuracy the length of time tintt would la? reipiirad for 
the pi’oeess tif tiltr/ition across the fi'^mtier, and eonsef[ncntlv we can 
tady veTitiire cm chronological deductions of a rather genera] kiad. 
Inside a Homan fort we are on SJifer ground, and can alTord to lie niorJ 
pi et ise, so long as we pay due heed to the coiisider/itions just alludi'd 
to, the chief of which ns follows. 

ir a coin shows distinct signs of wear, wir may assume that it has 
Ixten in circulation for a considenihle time bi-fore it was lost. Hut w© 
must lx? careful not to rush too bastily to the opposite conclusion 
meif iy IxHaiifie it seems to Jmve been fresh from tljo mint, TJiis is 
specially true of gold. It is t]iiite possible that an isolatetl gold piec^e, 
%vhich has all the look of having hcen recently striic^k, may have been 
in reality twenty, fifty, or a bnndie^l years old w ben it parted company 
with the last of its arndent ownei-a, the interval ht-iug spent in aoine 
receptacle as part of a stewk of bullion. Accordingly, gold js apt to W 
less belpFnl from this pnrtienlat point of view^ than one might l>© tempted 
to think,although even gold may be made the Imsis of inferences pro¬

Here aji'inn l>roiiKe is, on the whole* the 
Bafast g^uidot nltliough evcMi lirooze ramiot W trusted to bring us very 
near the eiul for vvhitdi we ai-e in sea rein seeing that Hooiao ‘brass' 
not seldom enjoyed n far longer life than its modern roniiterparts.

On such a point, however, the historian is hardly an iini>artial witness:

know From the coins,- until Comniodus wiison tlie throne; its most notable 
monument was the Wall Wtween the Forth and Clyde, built about U2 a.d. 
and garrisoned more or less coTitiimoiuily for the four decades tiiiit 
folio%ved. Lastly, very early in the third century we have tije ititer- 
ventioij of Septimuis Severus: liis northern expedition occupies a large 
space on the canvases of Herod ian a ail Cassius Dr>, albeit the im posing 
pictm-o they draw^ of his acliievoments has ao far met with scant ennfir- 
mation at the haaiis of arcJmjology. Sucli are the hroad outlines of* 
the historical scheme to which the mass, at all tweiife, of the numismatic 
data maybe cxpectinl to conform, and which it maybe hoped they wnll 
Iiclji to iHuminate. 

Compared with the chronological framework, tlie geographical one 
is of secondary imjiortance. Nevertheless it may i>e instructive to try 
and grou]i the coins accordiiig to the localities in w'liich tliey have Imen 
found, in so far ils these localities lie within certain w'eJUlelined areas 
ill which the Former presence of the Eomnns has liecii concluHivcIy 
eshiblished. In southern Scotland two main routes can Ik? traced. 
The more eaRterl 3 '' these crossed the Cheviots, jJirHsed the Tweed at 
Xewstead, made its way over t?outra Hill to Inveresk, and reached the 
sea at Cramond- The landmarks on the western road are fewer, ami 
its course correst>ondingJy more doubtful. Rut the position of the forts 
of BiiTons, near Hoddani, and of Gastledykea, near Cm-stairs, afTortls 
good reason for Iwlieving that it ran througli Annandale and Clydesdale 
at no great distance from the track now followed by the Calecloniciii 
Haihvay, The isthmus, w'ith the V\"ail and its ‘stations,' eao most

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conveniently \ye rcgartleci as an area apart. Beyond the istlimus tlio 
line of ailvance was hy Cainelon and Ardoch to the Earn and the Tay, 
and thence northeastwards through the shires of Forfar and Kincardine 
into Aberdeen. If a map of Roman Scotland couhl be constructed with 
any appi*oach to completeness, it would doubtless show, esixH-ially in 
the southern counties, a far more elalxirate network of communications 
than the bare outline that has just l>een sketched. Our knowledge, 
however, is ns yet so fragment^iry that for the present we shall do well 
to be content with the outline, l>aro as it is. Anything Roman lying 
outside can l)e dealt with ns it arises. 

Some of the authorities to be i-eferrtnl to will have to lie cited so often 
t hat a good deal of footnote s[mce will l>e saved by a list of abbreviations

Hnds another, it is clearly desirable that the two shouhl lie catalogued 
.^Ijanitely. And for various reasons it will lie bt*st to liegin with the 
isolat4^ finds arranging them in four groups according tt) the associa- 
tioiis in which they have occurred, and at the same time having regard 
to the geographical framework outlineil aliove. In an ideal list the 
different metals, if not aUo the different denominations, would be 
caRsi ed apart. Lnfortunately no such completeness is attainable here.

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(A) Isolate If Fisds from Komas Sites, 

(a) Sonth-Fastern Scotland. 

CAI’pr<’K. — The pottery a.*«fMMMate«l with the site proves that this small 
post was <K*cupie<I Iwith uniler Ajjricoln niul under Pius. t)f the 1.1 coins 
ili-wovered, 2 were found in 1H92 and the i-enininder in the course of 
the excavations of 1911-12. For a detailed catalogue see Pns'., xlvi. 
pp. 170 ff. The following is a summary: — Vespa.sinn (2 .H and 2 yF). 
Titus (1 .F), Doinitian (1 .10, Trajan (.'1Hadrian (2-/f and 1 
Faustina Senior (1 -W). None of the tirst-eentury pieces is in suffi¬ 
ciently g<M>d preservation to justify us in ruling out the j>oHsihility ot 
its having l>een droppeil during the stH*ond centurj’. So far as the 
i*oins are concrerned, therefore, it is only for the Antonine periinl that 
the evidence of occupation is c*onclusive. 

Nkwstk.M). — Mr James Curie’s excavations have put it lieyond doubt that 
Triinoutium. a.s the Koinan station here would seem to have been 
called, was held in strength during the Agricolan |)ori<Kl, as well as 
during the years that followed the reconquest of southern Scotland 
by I^us. The first writer to draw attention to the finding of Homan 
remains in the neighliourhood wa.s the Hev. .\dnni Milne who. in his 
Hiatory of the Parinh of .1/c/rosc (171.3), H|H»aking of coins, refers (p. 44) 
to “several Roman Minlals or Coins . . . some of Gold, some of Silver, 
and of Bras.s, as of IVsyxixma, Trajan, Hadrian, Antoninuti Piim, 
M, Anrclitut, nml Conutantinc,’' No further details are available. A 
much fuller re<*ord of similar disi'ovi^ries, made more than a huiulrtal 
years later, is given in /*/w., i. pp. 3-1 ff. and v. p. 198 by Dr J. .Smith. 
The number was largely added to when the site was systematically 
searched in I91V» and sulwequent years. The coins then found, and 
idso thost? recordeil by Dr .Smith, are cat^ilogued in an Ap|>endix to 
.Mr Curie’s Roman Frontier Font (pp. 38.3 tY.). Since that <'atalogue was 
printeil, two .F coins previously set aside as inde<*ipherable have Ihhmi 
recognise<l as of Trajan and Faustina Junior respectively. Twj> 
denarii <)f Hadrian from Newstead have moreover conic? to light 
among the papers of Mr Curie’s late father, one lieing Coh.*, ii. p. 1-19, 
No. ^1.33, and the other (which is a fragment) prolwibly Coh.*, ii. ]». Pfi, 
No, 1099. 

The inclusion of the four pieces just mentioned brings the total 
number of definitely identified s|>ecimens up to292, distributed thus:- 
Hepublican .R (9), .R of .M. Antony (8). Augustus (1 ./fund prolwibly 
1 .F), Tiberius (1 HO, Nero (2 A\ 1 .R, and 2 .F), Gallia (2 .R), Otho 
(1 .10, Vitellius (1 .R), Vespasian (22 .R and 28 H£), 'Fitus (1 A\'l .R, 
and 10 .F), Doinitian (12 .R and 2.3 ,iF), uncertain F’lavian (2 ^F), Nervu 
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.li and 1 yE), Trajan (1.1’, 15 .7^, and 27 .BT). Hadrian (:M and 27 ^E). 
.Sabina (2 yE), Pius (1 A', 6 Ai, and 7 ^E), Faustina Senior (-4 Ai and 0 ^E), 
Marcus (I ^E ami 2 ^E), Faustina .lunior (1 Ai and -4 ^E), Crispina (1 *7i*). 
The gold coins are all among those des<-ril>ed by Dr .J. A. Smith in 
/ roc. The only one of them whose whereabouts is known iProc., v. 
p. 108) one of the two of Nero—is now in the Kdinburgh Museum; 
it is in very gcHnl condition. The list, as a whole, is much the longest 
of any we possess from Scottish sites; and its signitlcance is unmist^ik* 
able. The presence of consular tlenttrii points plainly to the first 
century. The very large proi>ortion of Flavian ‘brass’ confirms the 
indication, particularly as two of the ‘second brass’ coins of Domitian 
must have l>een almost in mint condition when lost. These were 
both of 80 A.I)., and thus prove conclusively that the fort must have 
betm held by the Romans for at lea.st two years after .Vgricola’s recall. 
-\t the other extreme there is no lack of second-century pieces, down 
p) ami including the reign of CommcMlus. The testimony of the coins 
IS in absolute agreement with that of the pottery. It <?onnects Xew- 
.stead Iwith with .Vgricola and with Pius. 

It will Iw rememliered that Constantine is one of the eni|)erors 
mentioneil by .Milne. Further, Dr J. Smith’s list included {Pntc., i. 
pp. fY.) Victorinus (1 ^E), Diocletian (1 .BT). Carausius (I .70, Galeriiis 
Maximiaiiiis (I ,E), and Constantine (-4 ^E), thc?se lieing, as he gives us 
to understand, rmly a sehn^tioii from a number of similar pieces which 
he ha<l seen. At the fii*st blush the evidence for an o<‘cupation of 
Trimontiiim alxiiit .TJO a.d. seems strong. On the other hand, such 
a theory is totally inadmissible in face of the fact that throughout 
the whole of Mr Curie’s most careful excavations not a single coin or 
other object of thirtl or fourth century date emerged. The simplest 
explanation ot the apparent contradiction is to sup{K>s«* that Milne’s 
Constantine was a straggler, to lx? classe<l with other stragglers of 
the same peritHl from various parts of the country, and that the 
corrc'sponding pie<-es noted by Smith represent one of those luNirds 
of late ‘brass’ whose simradic occurrence in S<-otland we shall have 
cKcusiun to refer to by and by. If this In? so, it is not difficult to 
account for the solitary example of Tetricus Senior (.B"). which was 
handed over to the KxclH»quor in 18(i:i along with a hoanl of billon 
placks from Newsteml (/Vrx-.. v. p. 107). It was probably a chance 
survivor from the earlier find, 

Crk'Htox.— This site lies on a bn>ad shelf, well down the long slope that 
descends towards the north from the summit of Soiitra Hill. It 
commands a most extensive view. In the ininie<liate foreground is 
a senes of low undulations through which the Tyne and the Esk fon-e

iheir way to the stvi. Beyond is the plain of the Ixdhians. i^uarded 
on the north-west hy the Fentlands, with Arthur’s Seat as their 
sentinel. No traces of the Konian road are now discernible in tlie 
neighlx>urhoo<l. nor is there any record of their ever having been 
«»bserve<i Inter tlian the twelfth century, when Derestrete appears in 
41 charter of King Mniirolin in a context which brings it quite close to 
Dalkeith.* -\t the s4iiue time the evidence for a Homan station 4 it 
Cricht4>n, if t4intalisingly indeHnite, is still suflici<»ntly sulistantial t»» 
Ik? convincing. The so-called * Homan C 4 iiup’ at Longfaugh is a 
circular enclosure, obviously of native construction. But in a field iiii- 
nunliiitely to the north of it, on the shelf already iuentione<l, there W4is 
discovered in I8bl» u *weem’ or ‘earth-hou.se,’ the builders of whi^ h 
had made lilK?r4il us<* of stones drt»sse<l by Honmn nuisons. In the 
original account of theo{H*ning up of this underground chamber the 
number of such stones is put at ‘"nlamt thirty" (/Vf 4 C., viii. p. lOS). 
Tlie estimate i.s too modest. In 191,1, when the earth-hou.se wiis C 4 ire- 
fully exainiiUHl by the stafT of the .\ncient Moiiiiiuents Commission, 
the total rose to lastween forty and fifty. It is extremely improbable 
that all this material wjls 4*onveyetl to the s|K»t from a distance, (hi 
the contrary, the likelihood is tlmt the |K>.sition of the later building 
was detenuined by the proximity of the ruins which were pillaged 
<luring its erection. The situation 4>f the Hoiiuiii fort may therefore 
Ik? reg4ii*dc<l os approximately known. 

Arch. Scof„ iii., App. ii. p. .',0 reconls tluit on NovenilH*r 11, 17S.'», 
Mr George Cairncross presenttnl to the So< iety of Antiqiuiries *»f 
Scothind “Twelve .\ncient Homan Bronze Coins of the KmiK*rorH 
Domitinn, Antoninus, Grntian, Magnentius, Constantine. Gallieniis, 
Licinius, Tetricus, I’nsthunius, \ ictorinus, and Claudius, found in a 
Roman encampment on the testate of Crichton-dean, in the pairish 
of Crichton." The “Homan encampment" is obviously the circuhir 
enclosure at Longhaugh. But the wonl “in" necnl not Ik? t 4 »ken too 
IiteralK ; popular rep4»rt would Ik» cpiick to triinsfer to the interior 
any finds from the iinme<liate neighIxuirhocKl. For rtNi.sons to Ik* 
explained in the se<juel,* we nve justifii*<l in hMiking on the coins of 
the later emperors ns reprt*sc*nting a hoard. Those of Doniitian 
and Pius, on the other hand, are precisely what we should expts t 
to find on any alwindoned Homan site in Scotland. Ami their 
testimony dm?s not stand quite alone. Fiftet*n or twenty years ago 
Pn>ft*ssor Oman and our Fellow Mr David MacHitchie saw in the 
hands of Miss IVingle, sister of the tenant of Crichton House, several 
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Homan coins which Imd l>pcii picktxl up tm the fann, quite close (they 
iinderstfaxi) to the earth-house. Professor Omim states that, so far as 
hiH recollcctiou got^. they were '‘all of the Triijau^IIadrifia i>erio<ir 
So further tletails regarding them are now available.^ 

Lvvkhksk.—T he next station to Crichton mi the lino of the Homan 
ijiuy very ]jaHsil>ly liuv<' Wen at ftneresk, wliich lies 
mik^ further north. ^ arioiis Honiun remains, including an uitar 
dedicated to Aiwllo Gruniius, came to light here in J5(15, and other 
discoveries of u similar character have Wen made at iutervals since 
Tiic coins recorded from the site are six in numWr—a Trajan {4^ 
and a Faustina found in Um {O.S.A.. xvi. p, 5, and Arch, Scof 
ir p Ifll); a Vespasian (A^, found in 1H27 (Moir. I^omciu AnfiijtuficH 
0 / /ttV4^rrjik% p. hi); a second Trajan (./f), presented to the National 
Museum in im (Pi or., vi.p. IhJ): a third Trajan found in lfl78 
and presented to the Xational Muscniiii (P^vjc., xiii. p, 74 and p. 271); 
ami a Hudrijkn {Af), presented to tlic Xationnl Museum at s<ime 
date unknown. Set sumll a collection of material leaves hut scant 
room for inferences. All it proves is that Inveresk nus occupied 
during the Antonine period. 

Cn.uiONP.—The ttoimm fort at Craiuond ivas Home t\vch e miles beyond 
liiveresk. It is ia)ssihle that there wtis an intermediate station 
although Sir Daniel M'ihion a attempt to make out a case for Edin¬ 
burgh (Prtjc.. xix.

Frliriian Aaf/UHtormn: one of (M'tat'ianitH 
Aaf/antuM: one of ClaadittH; one of Anfonhian Aaf/anha*. which I 
take to lx* ('aratyilia ; anothi'r of the satiie. with this Revers«», Monrta 
A uf/iis/i: another of AnfoninuM, without a lx*aitl. the Hevei’se two 
Hands joining ; there art* lx*sides six Consular .Metlals.” 

These particulni*s, intert^sting as they are, are not suflicient to 
enable any one of the pieces to lx* identified tvith absolute certainty, 
unless it l>e the two coins of Severus, which seem to corres|H)nd to 
Coh.^ iv. p. 25, Xos. 2(X{ fF., and p. 18, Xo. 185 respectively. Hut they 
form the staple of such subse«^uent accounts ns make any |ireteiu*o 
to completeness. Horsley (p. 295) supplements them by a Diocletian 
from the collection of Lord Hutherglen, “ with a (ienius on the reverse, 
i4nd this inscription, GENIO l*OPVi.i romaxi : which serves to show 
that the Homans were late |) 0 .ssessiHl of this station.” .Vgain, 
Maitland, in his History of Scotlanfl (1757), i. 20.8, speaks of “a medal 
of Faustina, consort to M. Antoninus,” and also tells of the discovery 
of “divers Homan coins,” with other remains, in 1748 “ in the grounds 
of the incumlxjnt’s gk^be.” On the other hand, the list printed by 
Wmxl in his Parish of Cramoml (17141), pp. 4 f., contains no name 
uiireeordeil by his predecessors, except that of Julia Domna, and 
even she is a novelty only on the assumption that the “Julia” of 
Gordon was a first-century lady. Chalmers and Stuart add even 
less to «)ur knowletlge. Very notable, however, is the mention by 
Ilaverfield (p. 102) of an anretis i>f Geta. -\ecording to a jotting 
which I have found among my father's |mpers, and which must have 
l>een written alxmt 1898, “this verj' fine coin was dug up in the 
chunhyard a few years ago and purchase*! for the Xational Museum, 
Edinburgh, for C“7." It is Coh.*, iv. p. 254, Xo. 11, and is in excellent 
preservation, almost as if fresh from the mint. 

An unexi>ected measure of success has attendeti |H*rsonal inquiries 
recently made upon the spot. Mr Lumley, innkeeper, showe<l mo 
two denarii from the churchyard — one of Gnlba, much worn but 
apparently of the DIVA AVGVSTA type (Coh.*, i. p. 822, Xo. 51, etc.), and 
the other a Faustina Junior (Coh.% iii. p. 1.52, Xo. 190) in verj' fair 
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rondition. At the sjinie time Mrs Callander of Craniond House 
kindly allowed mo to examine a small collection, composed of coins 
that had Ijeen duj; up in the garden and grounds at inter^'als through¬ 
out a long series of years. They nunil>ered twenty-seven in all, 
and constitute a highly interesting group, including twenty-five 
(lemirii and two ‘second hniss’:—1 ^-E of Claudius (Coh.*, i. p. 257, 
No. 1 of Vespasian (Coh.*. i. p. 284, No. 22f>); 1 of Titus 

(Coh.% i. p. 4.*U, Xo. fi7): 2 «>f Traj/in (Coh.*, ii. p. 20, Xo. 20, and 

p. 20, Xos. 74 and 77); 0 ./f of Hadrian (Coh.*, ii. ]). 114, Xo. 104’; 
p. 120. No. 188; p. 108. Xo. 717; p. 171. Xo. 702; p. 2tM. Xo. 1174; and 
p. 210, Xo. 1.T16); 2 of .Vntoniniis Pius (Coh.*, ii. p. 214, Xo. 403. and 
a variety’ not included in Coh.*); 1 of Faustina Senior (Coh.% ii. 
p. i:40, Xo. 210); 1 of Marcus .\urelius (Coh.*, iii. p. 01 f.. Xo. 021); 
1 -/f of Faustina .Junior (Coh,’, iii. p. i:48, Xo. 24>; 1 of Lucilhi 
(Coh.*. iii. p. 217, Xo. 22); 4 .7i* of Septimius Scverus (Coh.% iv. p. 21, 
Xo. 15^4; p. .50, Xo. 475; p. di, Xo. 500; and p. 08. So. (152); 2 . 77 of 
.Julia Domna (Coh.*, iv. p. 110, Xo. 174, and p. 124. Xo. 218)*; 1 .77 of 
Plautilla (Coh.*, iv. p. 248. Xo. 21); and 2 . 77 of (Jetii (<lilVerent varieties 
of Coh.*, iv. p. 270, .Xo. 157). The latest coin which can lxi precisely 
dated is the first of those of Septimius Severiis; it was struck in 
A.D. 211. The ^E of Lucilla is in ‘p<M)r' condition. The majority 
of the other pie<*es range from ‘fair’ to ‘very fair.’ But two of 
Hadrian, two of Septimius Severus. and one of .Julia Domna may l>e 
descril)ed as ‘gt>od.’ while the other of .Julixi Domna, the one of 
Plautilla, and the two of Beta deserve to rank as ‘very good.’ 

I..ack of detail regarding the earlier fimis makes a proi>er summary 
im)K>ssihle. But a l>are enumemtion of the names involved will so 
far serve our puriM>se. In addition to Bepuhlican .77, Cramond has 
yieldtsl coins of the following em|H*rors and empresses;—.-Vugustus, 
Claudius. Xero, Galha. Vc*s|msiun, Titus, Domitian, Xerva, 'rrajan, 
Hadrian, Pius. Faustina Senior, .Marcus, Faustina .Junior, Lucilla, 
St*verus, .Julia Domna, Caracalla, Plautilla, and Geta. This is a 
remarkable list, for each of our three historical |>eriods seems to Imj 
well represente<l. The consular tietuini are distinctly suggestive of 
.Vgricola, ami with their sup]>ort the coin or coins of .Vugustus and 
the .E of Claudius may 1 k^ attributed to the same e|MH*h. .\ second- 
century settlement is, of course, amply vouched for. But so t*K) is an 
occupation under Septimius Severus. The la.st i)oint is of special 
interest, as no analogous evidence has yet Ihhmi recovered from any

as the solitary survivor of a tdniiii of posts whose purpose was to 
maintain eross^Hmntry communication through the hills between the 
two trunk-routes from south to north. The excuvabioiis of 1000 pro¬ 
duced but few relics, and among tliese there w'as none for wliich a 
second-century date wouhj have been inappropriate. The coioH. 
w'hich were only two in number, were no exception* They were of 
Titus {^^R} and of Trajan and ore describcnl in .'cxxv. p. IXfi.

Bikhenswark*— The results of the exploration of this site in ISOtf were 
less conclusive than might have been hoped for, but were still 
sufficient to establish an association with tlie Romans. Conspicuous 
among the small number of objetds recovered u'ere sisty-aeveii 
gltiwhaor sliiig-bullots of load (/^foc^ xxxiii. p. m). As such gfnmhit 
ceased to be used in the Roman army about the end of tiio tirat 
century of our era, it has been interred ^ that the earthworks were of 
Agricolau date, a conclusion tlmt had long ago commended itself to 
Gordon (pp. IQ ff.) on very different grounds. Xo coins were notetl 
during the excavations* But Gordon {p. 11;^) hus preserved the 
memory of a chance discovery made ulxmt 1727:—

It seemed desirable to c[uute tlie para^^raph in e,rfen#o, partly h^?^^^lLcset 
being' to tm Apimndix^ it lias liitberto Ix'on very generally overlooked, 
and partly lieeanse it sliows that Gordon was fared by cxaetly the 
same difticiilty na eonfroiits a modern inquirer. If the earthworks 
are of Agrirolnn date, how is the presence nf coins of Trajan to he 
explained? On the nssi]]n]>tion that the occtiiwifioii which Agricola 
began was hrirught to an end by his own reciiU in a.d.. the solution 
tliat Gordon |>ropotinds is the only one that is ndtiii.HHihlc, There is. 
however, niiotlier b 3 'putliesis which \nii detmind serious consideration 
Inter. May it not bn that the so-called ‘Agricoltiu’ occnjiatiini was 
prolonged into the reign of 'I'rajan ? 

BlltltKNS.— Whatever Iw the truth us to Birrenswark. it is not open to 
donht that IJirreiiK, nr RlnGdiulgiutn as the Romans called it, was in 
the main, if imt entirely, a second-century fort. The testimony of 
the pottery is not to 1 >h gainsaid, even if it were not cfinfirined by 
tlm ilated inscription. The same tale is told hy the coins that were 
recoveix^d during the excavations of The list of these given in 

/*rec. (xxx. p. 19fl) calls for rectification in one particular. The 
fit'tUirhiit \v hirh is there tentatively assigneil to Martnis Amelins, 
really belongs to Xerva, lielng a sonie^vhat defaced example of 
Coh.», ii. p. 7. i\o. The catalogue as nmeuded is thcroforet—of 
M* Antony (2), Doniitian (1 Ai), Nerva (1 .J?), Trajan {2 AJu Hadrian 
\ 1 and 1 and £*ius (I At ami 2 yJH), Its secoiidcentury cum|dexlon 
is obvious, and the point ueoil not be further luboured* More dis¬ 
cussion is required in the case of the only two coins that are specifieally 
mentioned by tlie older writers as hairing Ijeeu Gnind at liirreiiH, 

The first is a ' second brass’ of Cieriiianicus, tlie nephew of Til>erius, 
whiirli must have been struck in Ids lifotime and is therefore earlier 
than A.i>.

The second coin, althoiit^h it Jias^lttracted a niucdi luixoi^ measure of 
attention, can Iw disjKiseil of more satisfactorily.

the reverse was alMolutely siiuH>th, siiowing neither type nor inserip’ 
tion. An e:xamillation of his plate reveals the further fact that at 
the edgCt immediately above tlie einpi^ror's head, a small ring laid 
been soldered i>n for susponsiun. Sir .hilin Clerk acci>mited for this 
feature hy supposing that the coin had once htH-Ui 'Muing hy way of 
bttlia" (Horsley^ ]i. liil)* The true explanation is tlnit> like so many 
other ancient coins, it had been worn as an aniuleC The smoothness 
of the reverse is, thereforCt due to tlie constant rubbiiig to which it 
had Ijcen subjected. Such coni]date obliteration must hav<' nieaul 
many yeai-s of friction. Thus the riumces are that the coin was not 
lost until long after the HoniuuH had quitted Britain for gooiL In 
any eveut* it was not in circulation Ti\'hen it was dropped^ and it hns 
therefore no necessary I'oiijiectioo with the presence of the Hoinuus 
at Bhitabulgiiiuu We may set it aside altogether^ noting only tliat 
it ultimately passed into the Pembroke Collection (Hoi-sley, /.c.). 
CAftTl.EliYK Lis.—Exceed Hirrons. C'astledykes is the ouJy station on the 
western road that has been ilefinitely ideutifitsrL It is situated within 
tho policies of Cai-rttiiirs House* and is fairly well preserved* altlioogh 
i>ne side seems to have suffenal ronsiderahly since the plan was laid 
down hy Hoy in IT^fS. Nosystennitre exna\‘iition ha-s overtaken place. 
Nevertheless ttie true Ldmi-acter of tlie site is beyond question. In 
IDKi a hole* dug at my suggestiim at a sclet^ted i^imt within the 
enidosure, produced, at a depth of three or four feet, fragments of 
jKittery whiidi were recugiiiscwl hy *Mr <>. Curie and myself as 
indubitahly Homan. The eighteeiitli-century writers sjieak of coins. 
Thus Gough*s Cftifitfra fist ed., iii. p. !ind ed., iv, p, 8‘i) says:—“At 
this ]>lace and neighImurhoiHl many Homan bricks and coins have 
lieen dug up at different poriods. Among tho latter, ivhich I have seen, 
nre those of Nero. Trajan, the empress Faustina mul fTcrmniiiciis.^®

As we Hhull see in due 
coums some of the " luediib of hniHs'* of which Gough Hpenks were 
preHGiited to our 8i>c-ioty in ITHl. It h clearly to this donation that 
the writer in OS.A. in ulhuiing. lioman i/cmo o—Hadrian is the onlv 
emperor spetdlied—arc also naid to have l>een discovered at or neaV 
CantltHlykoa in the coin se of iant century. Fifteen or twenty yexirn 
ugo Home of tlioiu were preserved at Cnratairn House, tlie projierty 
of the hitc Sir Jama> King, liart.: hut it has not provial possible 
to iiwertniii their present wherealjouts. 

In Jiis mtitart/ J ntiquifte» <p. KHJ Roy telJs us tliat “ near the kirk 
of Curstairs aonie lemuins of a liath, ami otJier aiitiquities, have been 
founi^ Stuart fp, I4i) rei>euts the statemoiit as to the Imth, hut 
amplifies the ‘‘other untiquitieH" into “a variety of antique weapons 
and sacrificial insti uinonts, with st^vend toiiin lieloiiging to tile reigns 
of Trajan and of Marcan AiireliiiH*" The village of Cars fairs is alx>ut 
three^jiiiirtoi^ of n mile distant hom Qistledykes, and it scoiiih' 
virtually certain that the bath here referred to munt have been the 
Iwith of the fort, vvhicli would naturally lie in an nniiBNe bej oiid the 
rmni»arts. U is true that Roy, who is the ultimate source of Stuart ' 
did not connect the two. That, however, may merely mean that his 
informant, not 1 icing alive to the significatire of Castledykes, missed 
the obvious asfUH-iiitioji and chose ‘‘the kirk of Cai-stairs** an the most 
convenient landmark for his description. It is dim< iiU to believe that 
there can liave Iweii two forts, one uiKin tlie line of the Roman roiul 
and the other tbr«>iiuaiters of a mile away. Combining the coins 
from Ijoth sites, we get the ftdlowing list of names :-Gerum iiictiH

C.lSTl.K U|tK<» (West ('aider). — The actfaint given hy Sir Daniel Wilson 
(/^•r>r., i. I>p. 58 f.) of the excavations carrietl out on the site of this 
small furt^ als)Ut iSal, does not leave much room for dfiubting its 
Koman origin. It:^ jHisition c'ould Im? simply enough aiccounted for 
hy tli«» hypothesis that it had l>een one of a chain of |M>sts guarding a 
cross'r<»‘'<l from, saV, Castledykes to C’ramoiid. Wilson and his party 
found iio coins. Xor can we attach any credence to the story tohl 
them l\V *»aa old shepherd, long resident in the district,” to the effect 
that *'so»nc forty years ago a “hull’s lade” was got out of the well, 
Hlle<l with silver coins” (/Voc., i.c.). An earlier version of the s«ime 
tale appc'nrs in the undated account of the parish of Midcalder in 
aV.* 9.J., i. p.^f71: Some years ago, three enterprising young farmei*s 
dug up the foundiition of the well [? wall] bt'longing to this camp: 
and, hiid<*r the great stone in which the flag-staff hn<l st<Kal, they 
discovered a consi<lerable quantity of Homan coins, some of whiidi 
were pur<diAHe<l by a goldsmith in the city of Edinburgh.’* The ‘*some 
fort^'yc*irs ngo** of Wilson’s shepherd would take us luick to about 
1S12, siuci» hiw iM»l>er was written in the spring of ISTji And it can 
hartlly Ih» « mere coincidence that, as we shall learn presently, a small 
de|K)sit of r/cjiiinV WHS brought to light in 1810 in the immediate 
neighla’^rhooti of the fort, though not actually within the raniimrts.* 
'riiis little hevird. \vhich is amply vouchee! for, is prohahh' the 8ul>- 
stratUfU of truth <»n which has l>een built up the tale of the bull’s 
hide \%dth its variant. The notice in O.N..L, xviii. (1796) pp. 15)0 f. 
w'ould |>OHsiblv Ix^ more to the point, if only it were not so vague;— 
•• Within a few yeai*s. several Homan coins have l>een dug up fmm 
the c'liviroiis of thi« cucanipineiit. on which the Homan eagle was 
sufliciontly appjtreiit, but the circumstances* which could lead to the 
|>erio<I at which they were coineil, where [sic] completely effaced." 
If tht' stntennent as to “the Homan eagle" can be a(‘cepte<l as trust- 
wor^ty* tlu' reference iiiay be either to .li of M. Antony or to 
of Viisprtsittti or Titus (Coh.*. i. pp. 461 f., Nos. 480 ft’., and p. 449,

Cahkidkn. — Amoi))^ tlie Hcnnty iiidicatiuiiH of the former existence of a 
Koiiian fort at Carridon {Homan I Fa//, p. :M;1) is “a Golden Medal of 
the Emperor VetuHntlan" which Sibhuld (p. 31) tells us that he saw in 
the hands of the proprietor of the estate. It may be taken for 
KHinted that this is identical with the ** Imperial Medal of Gold" 
iiieiitioned by Gordon (p. 81). Its loss, of course, may date either 
from the Aj^ricolan or from the .-Viitonine peri(HL 

Kinniki.. Since my Homan II all was ]>ublished in lUIl, I have repeatedly 
examined the {ground about Kiiiniel, and I am satisfied that, if (lis is 
a priori prolwible) there was once a fort there, it must have stoo<l on 
the site I have alremly suggested the |jluff formed by a lajnd in the 
Gil Hum, a little to the ea.st of the main entrance to the policies. * But 
there is no rword of the finding of coins or other remains. 

INVKK.WON,—Seven yeai-s ago I descril>ed the fort at Inveravon iis “no' 
more than a lawsibility” (Homan Wall, p. 2^12). Since then search 
with the sj)ade has made the possibility a practical certainty. The 
details are still unpublishetl. but it may l>e siiid iit once that no coins 
were found. 

.Mumkii.us. — O ur knowle<lge of this fort was considerably extendiHl in 
l*fi"~ld (/ roc., xlix. pji. 11(1 IT.), and it has l>een added to by subsequent 
dist*overies. Here, however, as at Invenivon, numisinatic evidence is 
yet to seek. 

Falkiuk.— The fort which presumably existed at Falkirk (Homan Wall, 
pp. 2 : 1 s f.) must l*e carefully distinguished from Canielon. The sup- 
posetl site is now entirely built over, but the configuration of the 
ground makc^ it <*lear that the enclosure cannot under anv circiim- 
sGinces have lieen large. The remains said to have l^n dug up 
include but a single coin — “ having on the obverse the bast of 
Antoninus, with the legeml Antoninus Aug. Has. As the metal 

is not spe<*ifi€Hl, it was probably 

Hounil CA.STI.K. The fact that the interesting excavations carried out 
here in 1903 (/V/sr., xxxix. pp. 142 IT.) produce<l no coins is doubtless to 
la? explaineil by the comparative inexperience of the workmen. 

Skaiieos. — Ah to the likelihooil of there having l>een a fort at or near 
Sealiegs, there is little to add to what is mild in Homan Wall,pit. 219f. 
The nn^t promising sjait to search w ould i>erha|>s lie on the east side 
of the little stream. 

bASTi.i‘.c,.\R\. Ninimo* says that in August liil there was fountl at 
' Roman Wall, p. 147. 

‘ Nimmo, Ilimtory of StiHing»hire (ed. ISHO), i, p. .**1. • ,15^^ 
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Ca«tlecai*y, alon^ with other ohje<*ta, “a Hilvei* denarius of Hadrian 
and of Czesiir Aujjustus.” Apparently only a .siiijjle coin is meant, the 
mention of two emi)eroi>i l>eing the outcome of a confused interpre¬ 
tation of some such legend as IMPCAESARTRAIANHADRIANVSAVG. 
The Huchnnan MSS. reconl the finding of a detittriuM <»f Tnijaii in 1851. 
Ah at Rough Castle, an<i no doubt for a similar reason, the excava¬ 
tions carried out here hy the Society in 11>0!2 {Proc., xxxvii. pp. 271 ff.) 
were a blank so far as coins were concerned. But in 11K)7 I was shown 
another detuiriuH of Trajan (Coh.^ ii. p. 411, No. .’iOl ), which had l>een 
pickotl up “■ in cutting a road to Ca.stlecary Castle, exactly op|>osite 
the gateway of the old fort." 

Westkrwooi). The outline of the fort at Westerwood is still fairly 
distinct {liomnn B'u//, p. 206). But there is no rcH*onl of the discovery 
of any coins on or al>out the site. 

Croy Hill. — I incline to think that I have now hit upon a clue to the 
I>osition of the fort here, and that in Roman Il'a//, p. 126, 1 was dis- 
|K>sed to place it too far down the hill. By and hy there may Ihj an 
opportunity for a day or two’s sp^ule-work, which would clear the 
matter up eff€*ctunlly. No coins are known to have l)een found in 
the neighbourlKH>d.^ 

Bar Hili,.—S tuart (p. ^4^48) mentions denarii of Trajan, Hadrian, and 
Antoninus Pius in the highest state of preservation" as associated 
with this site. Evidence still more definite is available as a r<»sult of 
.Mr Whitelaw' s excavations of lW)2-5. In The Roman Porte on the liar 
Hill, pp. 167 ff. (/Voc.. xl. pp. 509 ff.), nineteen coins were identiticMl 
with certainty, although in two cases the exact variety was doubtful; 
prolNihle attributions were suggestetl ft>r ft>ur othei*s; and four more 
were set aside as indociphf>rable, along with certain corrtKled frag¬ 
ments from the Imths. After an interval of thirteen 3 'ears, this time 
with the jissistance of Mr G. F. Hill, 1 have rt»-exauiim*<l ver^’ carefullj* 
the four whose identification was oulj’ prolmble, its well as the‘inde 
ciphenibles* and the fragments. 'Flie result was a confirmation of 
my original impressions as to the first grmip, the rescue of a ‘sei'ond 
britss* of Sabina from the fragments, ami the classification of the 
‘indei'ipherables’ as a denariint of Hadrian (prolwible), and bronze 
coins of Mannis (prolwible), L. Veriis (possible) and Commo<lus 
(possible). Taking everything into account, Stuart includeil, we

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Doniitinn UI{), Xervn (.W). Trajan (.//and .E), Hadrian (Jf and 
Sabina yE), IMus (./^), Mnrrus {.E ami ^E), Verus (.E), ComnuKliw 
(-AV The second-renturv elianicter of the whole is manifest. In 
spite of the dis<*overy of an .V^ricolan fort here, there is not a 
single coin that inijj^ht not easily have l>een lost during the .Vntonine 
|>eriod. Phis is a Hi^niH(*aiit fact to whicli we shall have ixx'usion 
to return. 

•Vi < iihNi>AV\.—This fort is reniark^ihle for the find of altiirs and oth«*r 
objects nmtle in .May 1771 {Eotnan Wait, pp. lli| IT.). .Vt an earlier 
ilate Oonlon (p. 54) and .Maitland (/lintory of Scotia ml, i. p. 178) had 
si»oken vaguely of inethils.'* I>ong afterwards Stuart (p. .GS) says: 
”.\ gold coin of Trajan was foinid here many years ago. but is now 
h»8t. The (lureuM in (piestion w/is descril)ed by Gough to the Society 
of .\ntiquaries of Ixuidon on Feb. 13, 1772. in the same papt*r in which 
he gave an account of the find of altars.* He adds: “This coin was 
purchascHl for 7 guineas for the capiUil cabinet of foreign and 
domestic coins belonging to the Faculty of A<lvocate« in Edinburgh." 
It is not lost, but is now in the National .Museum (Coh.*, ii. p. 41, 
.No. 215), and is in very g<KMl condition. 

Kikkintilwk’H.— To the arguments brought forwanl in 1911 {Eotnan 
Wall, pp. 180 IT.) in favour of the view that Kirkintilloch was the site 
of a Koman fort, there could now be adtlcil a good deal of confir¬ 
matory evidence, some of it obtaincHl by the help of the simde in 
duly 1911. The investigation was interrupted by the outbreak of the 
Euro|>ean war. and. in the ho|>e that it may yet be compleUnl. the 
publication of the results is meanwhile imstponeil. Dr John Buchanan 
statics (Stuart, p. 321) that “coins of Domitian. Antoninus Pius, 
Commodus, and Constantine have Ixen discovered here," adding that 
some of them were in his own possession. .Vecording to the Buchanan 
.MSS., he sulwe<|uently acquired “a large Brass Coin of the Eminror 
Gallwi found a few years ago near the Peel of KirkintilliH-h." Except 
for the stray Constantine, the emperors are thoroughly typical. 

Caddkr. The remains of the fort at Cadder were dis< ovJred in January 
1914, and its dimensions approximately a.s<ertaine<l (PrtH\, xlix. pp. 

11J IT.). The examination then made was necessarily of so restricted 
a character that very little in the way of remains was brought to 
the surface; and that little include<l no coins. But in the account of 
the iMirish (18:40) in S.S.A.. vi. p. 407, we read:—

HAnMi’lLDV. — Lntil 1012 Balinuildy (or Uomnlie) hm] no rwiiis to its 
credit except a'seeoml brass* of Pjus+accidentally iliseovered in ItHS 
(Stiinrt, p. The cxcavationH since carried out by the Glasgow 

Archtix>logii“al Society have extended tlie list con.siderahly. Apart 
trom what was iierbaps a detuiriii,^ of M, Aiitoiiy+ worn smooth both 
on obverse aniJ on reverse^ the finds made liy the Society included one 
tieinirhix each of Vitelhus (C<j1i,=, I j>. tm, No. tT)+ Trajan (Coh*> ll p. 37. 
No. Xi), nntl Hadrian (jirobahly Coli.% ii* p. 123, No. 215)+ one * first brass ' 
luid one 'second bias:^' of Domitian (Coh.i, i. pp. 41»7 f*, Nos. :it)7 fi;+ 
and pp, 5^?f.+ Nos. m lf*)+one Hirst brass' of Trajan (Coh.^ ii, p, 73, 
Nos* 5;H fV.), three 'first brass' ainl one ‘second brass* of Hadrian 
(Coh^ii.

As will l>e gathered fi'oin the lack of pre¬ 
cision that chniaeterises many of these ideatifications, the broiiw' 
coins were generally iiiucb coi roded* tlie Icgeinls being often wholly 
or partially oblitei-ated* One of Ibc two of PiuSt however* bad been 
in very gocul condition when lost. A sunmiary t>f tlie whole may 
be usetid* it lieing understood that the first item is doubtful 
of M. Aiiloay (1)+ Vitellius (1 .fOr Lbmiiliati (3 ^-E), Trajan (I and 
I Hadrian (i and 4 .7?), Pins ^:l *7?)+ Marcus (1 Therein 

notliing here save whnt previous cxiierieuce woukl have led ns to 
expect. 

Nkw Kil*i>ATRlcK*-Hitherto the record of New Kilnntiick has been a 
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jifanlen cm the site of tho fort and Hubniittecl to me for ideiitificatioi*. 
It proved to Iks Coli.% ii. p. 77, No. 573. 

CAHThKHiiJ.. — No (‘oiii8 at all have yc?t l>een reported from thin site or itn 
nei^h Ik>ii rhc mkI. 

DlTX’nK'iiKK. — (fordcm (p. 52) mentions a gold coin of Hadrian from 
DiintcM'her, and his ** Plate of Medals’* (No. 7) shows it to have l>ecii 
Coll.*, ii. p. HKI, No. 7M5. In his text Stuart (p, 301) siieaks of “some 
t/riiCli7i of Domitiaii and Faustina" and also of a “small brass’* of 
Trajan. In a fcxitnote Dr John Iluchanaii states (/.c.) that “more 
<*oins have Iwen lately discovered at DuntcK’her, embracing tlenarn of 
Domitian. Trajan, and Faustina, and “great lirass** of Antoninus 
Pius, all in fine preservation." ’fwo of tho Pius i*oins were prcscentcnl 
to the Edinburgh Museum on June 11,1840 (vlir/i. .S’cof., v., .\pp., p. 00). 
Some of the c/ciiciriV of Trajan seem, from the dc?«cription in Stuart, 
to have lieen of the ty|H* of Coh.*, ii, pp. 38 f.. No. lt)0. Finally, in the 
Buchanan MSS. there is a note of an atireun of Vc?spasian, which was 
pickcnl up in I8>l by a woman drilling potatoes, and which pnssc‘d into 
the possc?ssion of Dr K. 1). Buchanan, Dumbarton. The list is, there¬ 
fore, quite normal — Vespasian (-JO* Domitian (-70. Trajan (-77 and 
Hadrian (.-lO, Pius and Faustina (-77). 

Chapki. Him.. — The exact situation of tho fort at West or Old Kilpatric'k 
was determined and the remains of its ramparts disc^overed in 
Dec'emlier 1913 (/^yx*., xlix. pp. KXl ff.). “.\ numlx»r of silver cmmiis" 
are said to have bc*cm found here in 1790 {Rotiuin Wall, p. 155), while 
“several thuatn of'rrajan" were brought to light shortly liefon* 1852 
(Stuart, p. 291. footnote*). In 1S9S 1 was shown a worn ‘second brass’ 
of Trajan which had been picked up “ near Erskine Ferry." The 
Ferry is close to the Chai>el Hill, and a conntxdion between the coin 
and the fort is at om*e sugge^sted. 

(c/) Scotia ml .Vc>;7/i of the Autouiuc Wall. 

Ca.mkuin. — P- nough is known of Camelon to make it certain that a 
thorough exploration would have yieldcHl most intert*sting and valu¬ 
able information. It will always l>e matter for rc^gret that tho 
ScM'iety’s excavations had to lie c'arricMl out under c’onditions that 
rendered succ-ess unduly diflicult. They had to proc^eed simultaneously 
with the erection of foundries on the site. In spite of the resulting 
limitations, abundant evidenc'e was obtaincnl of oc'cupntiou during the 
.Vgri(*olan as well as during tho .-Vntonine |>eriod. Camelon was, 
indeed, the first site in S<*otland where* positive indic'ations of the 
presenc'e of .\gricola were discovered. Tlie clue was furnished by 
the Samian ware, a largo proportion of the fragments being mani- 
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ftsstly of ‘ early ty|je. Either the Ai'ririilnu garrison ivos exception¬ 
ally numerous — ti bypotlieslji that Is hardly admissible in view nf the 
sixe of the enclosure—or its stay had linen u prolonged one. 

The older vvriters nil fii>eak tjf the finding of coins. But only Gorrlon 
is able to coiideHcend upon pnrtirularrf. 1 le says (p. 2H) :— “ T myself siiw 
two Wantifiil Silver Coiim of IV.vjai.'f/rtn and AvfontntfM which 

jtre now in the Honda of the pi'csent Countess of Ktfmarnock.'' 
rhere;iftor the nunnsniatlc rerronl of Cninelon is hhink for more tluni 
n century. It reopens in l!il7 with the construction of the riiiluny 
lietw'eeii Polmoiit and Ijftrbert, In cutting tliis line inatiy oiijectw of 
Roman origin were throwui up. We may be sure that these mcluded 
coins, aud as a nnitter of fact wo read m A-rjc., i, \u aO, that “cfiins of 
Olho, .Antoninus, Aureliaii, Goi-dianus, ttc,, are uko rejmrtod to have 
Iioen ohtained." Tlie list is n very aurprising one, Otlio iitid Pins we 
rniglit have looked for. But this is the first appearance of Gordian 
and Aureliau upon tlie Scottish stage. The stntenieut just quoted 
i^t iirinted in Proc. under date March 8, 1853, niid the ultimate source 
of the ‘report' is doubtless an article on Ancient Camoloii.'’ by 
\V. Gfrosart], wdiich was published in the Sfirlmf/ GAwrrrer of 
Septemlier IW, 1850.' Referring to the iliscaveries of 18J7, Grosiii-t 
there 'isserts that “iinmcnso qiiantitios of bones were also ilug up, 
and fragments of ancient arm on r and a number of ancient coins of 
Antonins, Aug. Pius, Otho, Aurelinn. Goidianiis, otc.^ It will l>e 
olrservcd that the w ritor in /Voc, merely corrects tlie blundered name 
ot PiuH, and places him in his proper chronological relation to Otho; 
otherwise the lists are identicjil. We have, therefore, puslied the 
iu.vstery a stage further back. It still remains to solve it. jiiid tJin 
key is unw'ittiiigdy provided by Dr Jolin Lhichamin in a ffiotnote 
wdiich he f^ontributed to Stuart (ji. 3(17), It runs: —

examples of eij^hty i>di;l emperors and eiupresses spread over a 
irouple of centuries—eenturie*, moreover, in the eoiirse of wUieh the 
cui-|-i!m-y niideriAeut profound and rejjeated ehanges. Apart fitnn 
this jjoueral ronsiileral ion, the lueiie la^esenee tif brons^e coins of 
{{nnorius ulToixls sulTicient roastm for seepticisju. It is very doulitful 
whether such eoinn IruveUcd even ns fai- jis Iladriau's WalL The 
name of lioiiuruis will be searched for in vain hi the list of coi us 

rceoYored from Coventhia's w'ell. The neftative evideiiee from Cor- 
bridge is ^pmHy stronjr. And Mr li. ii. E. Grastor, whose know¬ 
ledge of the nuiuismatirs of the Wall region in unrivalled, writes 
to me: — “I knfjw of no certain case of a single one of tlie eoinw 
of this emperor having Iwen fouiul in the north of Fhigland." The 
Camelon ^houjfl' admits of but one explanation. \Ylieu atteiitii^n 
was attracted trj the site hy the etiiergem^e of geuniue remairifs 
in 1847, the owner of a worthless eolletdioii of late Hoiutni coins 
delilierately * pJ^^ded ^ it on an interested public, either as a practical 
joke or in order to give its contents a tictitious value by establish¬ 
ing n local connexion at the jisychological inoinent. There would 
seem t<i be no reason for concerning ourselves further with thiw 
portion of Grosurt's story, Notwitlisbindiiig the fact that Gordian 
was not one of the successors of Fldli])' but was juiirdei-ial to make 
way for hiiu, wo may be cerNrin tiiat he, no less than ilonoriiiH, 
owed hiH jiresence at Gamelon to Dr Buchananas " eartbeii vase,” 
The coins fniuul during the excavutioiiB of lSl)y-U0l, and sent to 
the MuHqum, numbered twenty-two in a 11.^ live of them being ilt'imrit. 
As indicated in the Hci>ort (/'rac„ xxxv, pp, t] 4 fir'.), they were for tlie 
imiHt |NLrt in p<ior condition. Repented re-exannnation has, however, 
made it iiossihle to <'ori‘ect and amplify the original deseriptioii in 
some not tirtiinportant respects. In an aniendetl list ^'espasiaii would 
lie represented by 3 -77 (Coh.^^ i, p. -4714, JCo, 74, and p. Xo, lUKi or 
Xo. if71) and *77 (Coh.*» L p*-llJ5, No. IH3: p, Nob* ifid ff. : and a

brass' of unret^ogdisable type), Domitiati by 3 {Goh.\i. p, 4711, No*

p. 2S2, Nos. 117 f.), and Marcus by 1 ^E. The last naine<i has on the 
obverse [AVRELIVSCA] ESARAVGPII FI L w'ith the Imst of the einiK>ror 
as Ca*sar, and on the reverse TRPOTVIlll COSH witli Mars to r., 
holdiiij^ spear and trophy. Altliout^li the tyjK* is common enough, 
it is not recorded for this year (155 a.d.) by Cohen. There remain 
one ‘first brass.* which may |>ossibIy Ix? of Faustina •Junior, and 
two *s€X*ond brass/ one of which may be a Nero, while the other 
is beyond hope of identification. 

In addition. Dr -Vnderson mentions in a footnote (Proc. , xxxv. 
p. 415) that he had seen exists of six coins pickeil up at the sjime time 
but retaine<i in private hands. “ Of these,” he wiys, “ one is unrecognis- 
iible, tw’o are second brass of Antoninus Pius w'ith Britannia on 
reverse,* the fourth is a first brass of Vespasian wnth an eagle dis¬ 
played on reverse,® the fifth is a second bniss of Domitian. and the 
sixth is a denarius t>f Trajan.” Nor does this by any means complete 
the register. In my liomau Wall (p. :i86) 1 gave a list of potters’ 
st4imps which I had seen on fragments of Samian w are that had been 
accumulated by a w’orkman in the foundry wdiich now* stands on the 
site of the fort. His collection also contained a number of coins, of 
w’hich I was allow’ed to make a oursorj’' examination tw'elve or fifteen 
years ago. In my notebook they are chissified as follows :—f/caarii 
of M. Antony (1), Vespiisian (4), and Hadrian (1); and ‘brass’ of 
Vespjisian (4). Trajan (2), Hadrian (1), and Pius (4). There were 
liesides three much corriMlcHl ‘brass* coins wdiich it w’as not possible 
to identify in the circumstances. Alxiut the same time Mr R. Beatson 
show’ed me a denariim of Ves(>asian which he had acquired fram the 
neighlH)urhoo<l of the foundry. 

If we now pr<K*eed to combine the various lists, including Gordon’s 
hut sotting Grosart’s aside,* we get a very rcs{>ei;tablo total. Hero 
is a summary:—M. Antony (I ,/f). Nero (1 Vespasian (8 At. and 
7 ^E), Titus (1 vK), Domitian (2 At and 5 ^.F), Trajan (2 At and 3 AS)^ 
Hadrian (1 At and 4 ^E), Pius (1 At and 7 Marcus (1 .E), and 
possibly Faustina .Junior (1 A^). It will be seen that this entirely 
confirms what has l>oen gathered from other sources as to the

AiiOOOH. —Considerations of distance suggest that there lauat liavo heeii 
two stations Iwtween Canielon and Ardoch tai the line of the great 
north road. If so* iiO' trace of them has survived. Ardoeh* on tlic 
other hand, remains in its decay xnore impressive than any other 
lloiuaii fort in Scotland. Originally* tjf course, it cj^tiiiot have vital in 
iniportimcc with Xowstead or Cranioiid or Camelon* but the hmid iff 
time has dealt very gently with its formldahle defences. Tiie excavn- 
tions of 18j)C-7 were extraordinarily interesting* anil can not help 

regi-otling that the explorers should have felt compelled to stop short 
udien they wci-e only* ns it were, on the tUreshfild. Here* as at 
t’ttppiu'k, Newstend* and Caine Ion* the ja^ttory fraginentji in dim ted 
lioth an early and a late fa^cqpation* I'lie coins siK>ke with an 
uni'crUdn Vfju^c; they wore clear as to the sec^ond century* an:il>iguous 
as to Agricola. The value of their testimony has been le^cncd hy 
the fact that it lias imfortnnatelj' heeii itupossihle to subject them to 
cross-examination. Their present wherealK>uts is unkiiowii. It 
sereins doubtful vvhethor they' ever reached the Natioual Museum,^ 
and at the moment a tlmnxqgU seui'ch for theTii tlun-c is iiiipmctic’ 
aide. We must content ourselves with the brief reference in the 
Report f/*j'oc., xxxii* jc IbT); — 

"The coins fonial were few and in veiy had comhiEoii. All thu^c 
that couM Ixi ideiiiilicd wlm-c iIcnaHi of Xeno, VTsjvisiiuj, iXitriithiii, imd 
J-Indruin* A few thinl xvere also fouinl, but ho decayed! as to !»■

Sibbald alone aiiKing the older writers gives us any specilic informa¬ 
tion as to coins found at Ardoch. And what be has to say upon the 
jioint has been so generally' rnistinderatotHl that an effort to clear

It 
calls fur no further remark. 
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Stk.Cgktii.—X othinj^ need lic added to what Siblmld has said regardiiij? 
I he position of Strageth. It was obviously the next station to Ardo<*h. 
The site is well known, but has never l>een opeiieil up, although one 
or twt> stray objects have been found (/Voe., v, p. 211). It would 1 h» 
rash to add to thes<‘ the deuurii of Doinitian. Trajan, and Man'us 
which Sibbalil tells us he had seen. It is true that Gough’s Cavulen 
( Ist ed.. iii. p. .‘1S2; 2tl ed., iv. p. 122) asserts that “plenty of Roman coins” 
have lx»en discoveretl both at Strageth and at Aitloeh. Hut Gough 
is only echoing 8ibl>ald, and in doing so ho takes it for granted tluit 
“near the water of Earn” must indicate Strageth. The assumption 
is unwarranted and almost certainly mistaken. The words “grt‘at 
quantity of silver ones” plainly suggest a hoard, and the probability 
is that what Sibbald saw was that portion of the great seventeenth- 
century hoard from the Drumnnmd country,* wliich was preservtnl, 
like the Ardotrh stone, at Drummond Castle. He was the family 
physician of the owner, the Earl of Perth.* 

Cahpow. — The existence of a Roman fort at Carp<iw, near the confluence 
of the Earn and the Tay, is sufficiently well atteste<I,* although no 
systematic attempt has ever l>een made to o|>en up the site. Its 
position seems to mark it as one of a series designed to guard a road 
which ran up Strathenrn, joining the main north road at Strageth 
and proliiibly passing beyond it to Dealginross. We hear of two 
Roman c‘oins being found on the s|>ot by a man when s<-ouring a 
ditch, “one of them a beautiful coin of the Empress Faustina,”* This 
is slender evidence; but, such as it is, it points to the set*ond century. 
Gb.\ssy Wai.us.—B eyond the Eiirn the line of the Roman road. protecUnl 
at short int4*rvals by watch-towers, can still l>e traced* advancing 
north-eiist wards towards the Tay. The I'emains of a fort, now Iwrely 
visible, |>oint to its having reiiched the river just when* the latter is 
joine<l by the Almond.'* On the farther side of the stream, a mile or 
two away, is the site of Grassy Walls, the fii*st of the “gn»ut suite" 
of tem|>orary <*amps which extends la*yond the Tay along Strathmore, 
through Perth, F'orfar, and Kincanline into .Vl)erdeen. No dat/ible 
obje<*ts from any of these camps have hitherto lx?cn rwordtHl, and the 
(piestion as to their |H*rio4l has accordingly Iweii argued on purelv a 
priori grounds. Last year, however, I had submitte<l to me for 
examination a Roman ‘first brass,* which was fouml in May 1907 in

special study of the |H)ttery, sul>sequently made by Mr James Curie, 
brought out the im|K>rtant fact that the whole of the fragments 
found wei*e ‘early.* This observation {idds materially to the interest 
attaching to Inchtuthil. If, as now seems prolwible, the i)osition was 
o<*cupied by the Homans during the Agricolan |R»ricKl only, it follows 
that a complete unveiling of its seci*ets would throw much light on 
the cpiestion as to how long that i>eri(Ml really lasted. Dr Anderst>n 
was dispostnl to think (/.c., p. that the **com|mrative paucity of 
casual remains of fx'cuimncy suggests that the presence of the Homans 
upon the site of this camp was of limited duration.” Against that 
inference it may fairly Ik? ui’ged that the exploration of the site was 
a partial one and was, indeed, mainly confinetl to the area of the 
large enclosure, whi<'h hail obviously l)een the winter quartei-s of a 
flying column and ci>uld theivfore harilly Ik* otherwise than l>arri*n 
of casual remains. The lesson taught by the baths, and particularly 
by the carefully re|>aired sul>sidonce in the wall, was of a very 
ililfereiit character. This is not the place to pursue the subjeit. 
Hnough has l>een said to emphasise the necessity for a careful ex¬ 
amination of the solitary coin that was discoverisl. 

In the report (/.c., p. 212) it is “presunieil to Ik* an early issue of 
Doniitian (after A.l». 7J), having on the reverst* a standing figui*e and 

the inscription. avg. .\ ch>ser scrutiny, frequently re- 

peatetl, has enabled the |M>ssibilities tt» Ik* very much narroweil. The 
|H)rtrait of Doniitian on the obverse is plain enough, and one can 
even dett*ct some remnants of the legend. Nor is there any manner 
of doubt as to the reverse; it reads [MONETA] AVGVSTI, and liears a 
drapetl figure of Monebi standing I., holding a jaiir of scales and a 
cornucopia*. This type apiiears on the ‘se<*ond brass* of Doniitian

— Mr .I/inu*s Curie and Mr* .Alexander 
M/iekie inform me that some years ajfo a denarius of Hadrian was 
found within the /irea enclostMl by the earthworks tliat crown the 
most easterly of the three |>eaks of the Eildons. 

North Hkrwick (IladdingtonshiiTO. — Mr J. E. Crt‘e has shown me a well- 
preserv«*d denarius of ('anicalln found about nine years ago in a 
hunker on the links at North lierwick. It is Coh.-, iv. p. I8(J, No. 
113. .Mr Ci*ee had the s/ind in the* bunker to a depth of 3” or 4’ put 
through a half-incdi riddle, with the result that a few ancient bones 
/iiul /I <*ertain numl>er of whelk shells weiv recovennl, apparently 
indicating /i dwelling-site. No pottery or met/il of any description 
was observwl. 

llrMHiK (Had/lingtonshire). — A fiK/tnote to p. 1152 of (J.S.A., vi. (171K4), 
gives a des<‘ription of ‘“the vi*stiges of a Homan Castellum Statirum" 
in the S.W. |Mirt of the p/iHsh. ** It was of a circul/ir form, /ind con- 
sistetl of 3 walls, at the distance of 15 feet from e/ich other, built 
with very large stones, /ind with cement only at the bott/)ni ”— 
details which make it practic/illy certain that it was of native 
/•onstruction. Within it were found “a me<lnl of Trajan, a fibula, 
a patera, and a horn of n m<K>s<* deer." 

K.vims (Midlothian). — To judge by outw/ird ap)>e/iranees, this was /i hill- 
settlement of the same nature us Tr/ipniin.* In 1881 a denarius of 
S<?verus, some fragments of re<i /iml grey pottery, /ind a portion of 
a bronze ring were picked up among the sand at the mouth of /i 
rabbit-hole. Tlioy are now in the National Museum.* Sir John

t^I’KKN.sKKKKY (Linlithgowshire). — According to i. (1791) p. 2:^8, 

alMHit a mile to the west of Queensferry, “ujmn a high sea liaiik. 
where a farm house now stands, there were, ul>out 40 or 50 ywirs 
since, considerahle ruins of prolwihly an old Roman Hjjeculatonuin." 
The tlewription of the ruins — which include<l “a large carved window" 
—is reminiscent rather of the Mid<ile Ages. But the site would certainly 
seem t<» have Iwen occupied in Roman times, for “ there were found 
several silver medals of Marcus Antoninus, with a Victory on the 
reverse; also, the carve<i handle of a copper vessel, and the l>ottom 
of an earthen iim. with the wonl adjecti ; the rest obliterated." 
The type of Victoiy is not uncommon on the reverses* of denarii 
of Marcus. 

Bi(ai.vR (Lanarkshire). — The writer of the account of the parish of Biggar 
(18^t5) in .V. 4 S..I., vi., stat<»s on p. that “when Biggar CroHH-kno\c, 
a small eminence in the middle of the to\vn, w’as removed a few 
years ago, a gold coin of the Emperor Vespasuin was found in 
excellent preservation," It is just possible that this may be the 
discovery that Chalmers had in mind twenty-eight years earlier 
when he wn>te(p. 125): “At Biggar there is a strong redoubt, which 
is calleil the nuHit^ where Roman coins have l)een found." In any 
event, whether the “eminence" and the “re<loubt" are identical or 
not, it seems fairly certain that the former wiis artificial. 

LaXARK. — Roy in his Afilitary Antiyaifie» (p. 122). speaking of Lanark, 
asserts that “the Castle-hill, situated near the bank of the Clyde, is 
indisputably a Roman fort; for here, as well as in the adjacent fields, 
many of their coins have lieen found, and, among the rest, a fine 
silver Faustina." The General had intimate personal associations 
with I^Jinark.’ and his statement as to the Faustina may be at once 
accepted as awiinite. On the other hand, we may ix»rhaps detect in 
many of their coins " a spice of exaggenition, for which his informants 
are rt*sponsil>le; and this without in any way questioning the sound- 
iM*ss of the broad inference as to inhabitation of some sort. But, in 
the light of what we have learned from Tniprain and the Broch of 
Lingrow, we cannot reganl the fact that the j*oins were Roinun as a 
pHKif of the nationality of the inhabitants. 

Yorkiiiix (I^anarkshire). In Pntc,, xii. (p. 257), there is an interesting 
account of a discovery made in 18<17 on the estate of Yorkhill. Faint 
tnicesof earthworks had previously Imm visible on the summit of a 
lofty rising-ground that dominates the confluence of the Kelvin and

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the Clyde. In the course of improveiiieiits the earthworks were diij' 
into and the area trenched. 

**The.‘ic o|M‘nitions rcvealtMl a variety of Homan n*iiiaiiis. etiihmcin}' — 
1st, Fni^ineiils of sevenil jai-s of the ware calletl Samian, in clifFerent 
colours ; 2nd, Portions of an onmmcnttHi vase of white f^lass ; Unl. Two 
bnmzc finKcr-riiiKs; 1th, A small i|uatittty i>f wheat, hir hmid to tin* 
sold id’s: 5th, Sevcml Homan <s>in.s, much comMle<l, hut one of larjce 
brass, which was t»f Tnijan, in tolemblc prest*rvation.” 

On this statement of the case there is much to l>e said f*)r the 
conclusion “that tismall Homan fort existed on the Yorkhill eminence, 
probably to guard the ford from incursions by the natives." Hut an 
examination of so much of the evidence as still survives leaves the 
matter more doubtful. The remains are now in the (ilasgow Ct)r|>ora* 
tion Museum at Kelvingrove, to which they have lK*en lent by the 
trustees of the late Mrs Crerar-Gill>ert. Besides a bronze ring and 
a phial of blackened grains tjf wheat, they include a number of 
pottery fragments, representing at least four different vessels. This 
{K>ttery, however, is not Samian, altliough certainly of Homan date and 
prolmbly of Homan manufacture; it is a light grey ware, ornamented 
with reticuhite<l lines. There are four coins. One of these is a ‘first 
bniss’ of Trajan, apparently Coh.^ ii. p. <17, No. -ISo. The t>thers. 
which are worn almost al)solutely smooth, seem to Ih» of the st^venteent h 
or early eighteenth century, one Ix'ing of silver and two of copjH»r. 
While, therefore, a Homan origin is possible for the Yorkhill fort, 
it is far from lieing certain. 

(tai>ton (Ayrshire).—In O.N..-I., ii. (17111) p. 74, the writer of the account 
of the luirish of Cmlston speaks of “a place called Heij, above .Vllinton, 
where the brave Wallace lay, in a species of rude fortification." In 
18^17 the fortification was descril>ed more fully in A'.N..|., v. (“Ayr¬ 
shire") p. IHl, and the informtition added that “u]Min one of these 
slojKys thert* was found in the year IfCll a silver coin in g«M>d preserva¬ 
tion, having this inscription, .wovstv.h divi k. patei* pathia:." 

This legend is, of course, one of those that accompiiny the head c>f 
.VugustUK on his coins. 

Stkvknston (Ayrshire). — Sibbiild, in his MittceUanea Quo'fiatn KrudUtv 
Autiquitatin (1710), p. 110, mentions the finding of a Jenanua of 
Faustina, along with other remains, near Siiltcoats, and sees in the 
discovery **argumentum ibi fuisso oliin stationem Htnnanamr The 
source of his infornuitiou was Hubert Wodrow. the well-known 
ecclesiastical historian, in wliose Cot'retrjtotulenn^ as e<lite<l by M‘Crie, 
there is printed (i. p. 172) a letter which contains the following 
passjige:—

Lar(iO (I'^feshiiM*). — There is now in the Xntional Museum (FC 39) *'a 
second brass of Auti>iiia Augusta struck by tim Eiui«?ror Claudius,"* 
said to have been found with a Hyzuiitine eoin in a sand-pit at Norrie’s 
Ijiw, where a remurknlde hoard of silver oriiunients wag discoverotl 
ill 1819. Twfi Jf coins of late date, a \^ideug, and a Constantins Ih 
are reported to have lieen fouiul on the siime spot. The eireuni- 
Htances of the dJscovary are discussed fri/ru, p. mi, whertt references 
are given. It [s dtmbtful whether the coins can have had any coio 
uexion with the main deposit, 

AcrrHTBHDEliIiAN (FifeshirG).-Thb liiuh which is iioa piiblLshcd for the 
first time, is of rather special Interest, iiumuitieb ns thero is no other 
recoixl of the omuirrence of a coin of Pertiiiax in Siotland, The 
precise loeulity is unknown, bat must idmost coi'tainly have Iwen 
within the parish of Auchterderraii. Our information regarding the 
discovery conies from a M.S, account of General Meh illes smreh 
for Homan eaniiHf in «cotlaiid,“ compiled alxmt 1H13 by his secretai v, 
dolin Dougall, and now in tlie possession of Mr E, \\\ M. BalftjuV- 
Melville. After ftiieakliig of Loeh Ore, in the neighliourhomi of which 
Gordon (p. :id) hud placifd a Homan fort. DongaH proceeds :—

FoBDOiry (Kinraiulinesliire).—In ^Irr/i. SvoL, v.. App„ p. l-I, tliero is a 
record of the i>i'iesenhitii>n to the Edinburgh Mintentii on February 13, 
18^12, of ‘‘a Coin, large brass, of Hadrian, fomnl in 1827, on the estate 
of Phesdo. in the xMearns, in the vieinity of a Homan fort, callefl the 
Green Castle.^ Nothing is known as to the real nature of tlie Green 
Castle, hut the chanrej^ are «H in favtair of its Iwiog of native 
eonstmetioii,

Ciiapei.-on-L?:ai>kr (Hoxhurghshire).—Mr flames Curie has seen a photo¬ 
graph of a ^tli-st brass' of Trajan found here. 

Eokpobo (Itoxbnrghshirp),—The writer of the account of this piirish

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ill 0»iS'..l., viii. (I71W), t«?lls (p. that ho “has swn a ineilal of the 
Kiiipres!* FauMtina, that was taken from the heart of a peat founil 
at iMoss Tower. It was about the size of a half-<‘rowii; the letters 
aiul ins<*ription were very tlifliciilt." The indiention of size j^iveii 
shows that the pitve was a ‘tirst hriiss.’ Aoeordinjj to the later 
version (I.STKl) of the story which appears in A’..S..I., iii. (** Hoxburj'h- 
shire”) p. 227, the ins4’riptioii was “quite distinct.*’ 

JsKi.KiKK. There is now in the (ilasj^ow Cor|M>ration Mnseiiiii at Kelvin- 
j?rov<? a ‘Hrst brass* of Hadrian (Cob.*, ii. p. 122. No 222), which is 
cataIogue<l as having Ikhmi found at Selkirk. 

Dinhak (Haddinj^tonshire ).—a jjold coin of Nero was picktsl up “in 
a Held near Duiilmr" in May 185:1, and is now in the National 
Museum (/Voc*., i. p. 218). It is a somewhat worn s{HM‘imen of Coh * 
i. p. 281, No. 12. 

DlHI.trroN (IladdiiiKtonshirt*).—There was recently shown me a ‘secom! 
hrass* of Augustus (Coh.*, i. p. i:i9. No. 515), got in 1898, a foot under¬ 
ground, in laying a water-pipe near Dirletoii. It is in the possession 
of .Mr H. N. Collidge, Edinburgh. 

pKNirriK (Midlothian).—On August «, 1782, Sir James Clerk of Penicuik 
—the eldest son of “fkiron” Clerk—presenUnl to the K«linburgli 
.Museum a gold coin of Vitelliiis “in g«>od preservation.” Sniellie 
adds (ii. p, H2): “This ))eautiful coin was found, some yeai-s ago, in 
ploughing a Hehl in the neighbourhood of Pennycuick House." 
Pnfortunately I have lK*eii unable to identify it, us I can liml no 
trace of it in the trays *>f the Musiniin. 

IkiNSYRimj (.Midlothian).—In the spring of 1918, in trenching a pie<*e of 
old iwisture, which was lieing broken up for 'allotments, on the 
farm <if East Polton near Btmnyrigg, Mr Joseph Heazer fouml a 
•Hrst brass* of Hadrian (Coh.», ii, p. 2(M*». No. 1192), and prescmtetl 
it to the National .Museum. It is in fairly good condition. 

EniNiirRCiii.— Apart from a hoanl. which will be dealt with infra, 
p. 258, there are four wcll-authentimteil cases of the finding <if 
Homan cHiiiis in hMinburgh. “A copier coin of the Roman Emiieror 
Vesimsian, found in a garden in the Pleasiince" was presented to 
the Edinburgh MuHeum in Novemlier 1782 (Smellie, ii. p. 72), and a 
<lrnariu» of .Marcus from the Abbey-yard at Holyrood was dejMisited 
lieside it in 18.59 (/'m*., iii. p. 247). Again, Sir Daniel Wilson records 
(PrrhiHtonc A nualn nf Scotianfi, p. :I8« and p. .*188) that in 1850 there 
were discovered tw<» denarii of Severus in the High Street, in laying 
new water-pipes to HoljTood Palace, and a bronze coin of C<in- 
stautine the Great “in excellent preservation’* on the Castle Hill, in 
tligging the foundation of a large reservoir. On the other hand, the 
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V^'nlentinian which Sir John Clerk mentions in a letter to Roger Gale 
must he excluded from our list. A reference to tlie correspondence * 
will show that it was found in the company of a ‘brass’ of Otho, 
which must obviously have been a ‘ Paduan.' ns Gale suspected. 

C.VNONBiE (Dumfriesshire).—In the account of this parish (ISJb) in A’..S..L, 
iv.(“Dumfriesshire”), we are told (p. 41K)) that “the late clergyman,* 
the Rev. John Russell, found an aureus denarius of the Kinperor 
Nero, on a held in the glelje to the east of the church.” This in¬ 
teresting discovery brings us into a new district. Cnnonbie lies 
on the bank of the Esk, aI>out a mile above the influx of the Liddel. 
It is not irrelevant to note that at some time—there is no evidence 
as to the period—the Romans seem to have penetrated into Eskdale, 
and made some attem|)t to hold it. At Gihiockie, a mile or so Iiigher 
up the stream, there are still visible the remains of earthworks, 
enclosing an area of nearly ilO acres and presenting characteristics 
that are indubitably Roman, while right at the head of the long 
narrow v’alley, among the wilds of Eskdaleinuir, are the much 
smaller “camp” and “fort” of Ihieburnfoot, partially explores! more 
than twenty years ago, when reasonable evidence of a Roman origin 
was forthcoming.* Whether the Canonbie coin, or the other g<.ld 
pie<es t<i be mentione<l presently, had any direct connexion with 
the incursion of the Romans into the region, it is, of course, iiuito 
impossible to say. 

Hrcx^hoi.m (Dumfriesshire). — Two or three miles further up the Esk 
than Gilnockie lies the farm of Broomholm, on which no fewer than 
•SIX Roman coins of gohl were discovered aliout 1782 by .Mr John 
Maxwell, the tenant. The oldest published account of this remark¬ 
able And is that given in O..S..1., xiii. (17iM) p. .W; “About 10 vears 
ago. some of Mr .Maxwell’s workjieople found some denarii aurn\ 
viz. * Noros. 2 Vespasians. and 1 Domitian, all in excellent pi-e- 
^rvation.” This statement is repeat<Ml almost rerlMtim in Chalmers 
(p. I.IO), where, however, 1782 is mentioned as the exact date. It 
rea^wars in the description of the parish of Langholm (IKio) on 
of A..S. J., IV. (“ Dumfriesshire ”), the only difference of sul>staiM-e 
being that the number of coins is reduced from seven to six. The 
corm tion may have been due to the vigilance of an editor, for on 
p. 4 I of the same volume wo get Mr Maxwell’s own version of the

In the letter ali-einly quoted he refei-^s (/.c*) to *' a 
gold coin which E have seen in the [jossessioTi of the deceased Matthew' 
Little, merxdiant in L:uigholm. whicJi was found in the amaU holm, 
on the southeast of Wanchope bridge, through W'htch the rojid 
passed. It w'ns a denarius anrius and an Otho. a. ver 3 ' scui't-e 
coin.*’ The Otho, then, is certain: its tw'o companions doubtful. 

Dl'.wfrtes. — In V. (ITUS) [i. 112. w's read of nmiill gold coin, 

scarcely so broad as a six{>eiK-e. but nearly as thick aa a hnlf-erovvii. 
and bearing tlie inscription *\ur;i'.STUS round the iiiipressioii of 
a Homan head. It was found. 3 or 4 years ago In the Nith, 
iienrlj'^ opposite to the town mills/' The desc‘ription of a Htminn 
riiij'raM is not to Im nustakeri. If the legend Iw really cuntplete as it 
stands, the coin was prnliRixly one of the Issues of Augustus hiinwlf. 
The account of Iho parish of Dumfries (IKW) in A\S^i,, iv. (“ Diimfrie.s 
Shire"), retells the story (p. 12). hut nddw no detail of any interest. 

Ai't-k Svitt., V,. App.. p, :ki, l ecortD ihnt on .JannoT^' 22, ltCi8. the 
Quwifa Remenibrancer presented to the Edinburgh .Museum “a Gold 
Romnu Coin nf the Emjjeror Trajan, found in a moss near DumfrieH.” 
An examination of the trays shows it to liave l>een Coh.% ii. p. 

No. -ttl* it is in very good eoiiditioii. 
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Crh (Kirknulbn^rUtshire).—xi. (17JM> p. 70, notices a liiul which, 
if not made on what had once been an inhabited site, must consist of 
stragjflers from an unilis<‘overed hoard, huried after 180 a.I). ‘‘At 
Mill of Huittle, it says, “about half a mile west from the moat 
alrwidy mentioned,' there were found, several years aj^o, thrtMj small 
silver coins (netiteiTes) one of TiiJKitirs, one of Hadrian, and one of 
Co.MMODU.s. riio so-<'alled were, of course, tienarii. 

Twyniioi.m (Kirkcudbrightshire).—/W., vi. p.i38, mentions the presenta¬ 
tion to the .Society on dune 12, 1805. of a “Third Brass Coin of the 
Homan Emperor Crispus, struck at I^iudon; it was found in the 
[>arish of Twj'nholm, Kirkcudbrightshire." 

Crawfordjoiin (I.auarkshire).—Writing in 18:16, the author of the 
description of this parish in A'..S'..L, vi., says (p. oO:!): “ Litely, a silver 
piece, almost the si/e of a 8i.\|)enec, w'as found, having on it Marcus 
.\urelius Antoninus .Vugustus." 

Carllkr (Lanarkshire). Linds/iy, who mentions a manuscript *‘by the 
late Dr Wright of Glasgow" as having Ixjen of much service to him in 
the compilation of his own list, has the following note (p. 262) under 
the djite duly “At Carluke near Luiark, a gtdd coin of Otho 

was found weighing 4 dwts. l.'l grains, and having on the reverse the 
legend NVx-ariVos PJi," The coin was. therefore, Coh.*, i. p. No. 14. 
No. 16, or No. 22, Its discovery had l)een announ<>ed almost immedi¬ 
ately in the (ienilemauM Mtufuzine (1781, ii. p. 7i:i): “In a ploughetl 
Held in the neighbourhood of Glasgow has been foun<l tlie aurrun or 
<fi(irachml [s/c] of tlio Eini>eror Otho. This coin is in the highest 
esteem among antiquaries; but its having l>een fouml in a Hehl 
near Glasgow wants conlirmation.” The scepticism of Sylvaniis 
Crimn drew a reply from Dr Wright, into whose possession the 
com had passeil: “ I can assure you it was found in the parish of 
Carluh>, in a ploughed field, within two miles »>f Lanark. It is 
now’ in my custody. It is a fresh and iM^aiitiful coin, and there is 
no reason to suppo.se it an imi>osition " ideni. Mat/., 1786, i. p. .fi). 

But this is not all. Lindsay adds (/.c.): “One of Nero was also 
found." It is reasonable to supiK>se that this information, like that 
as to the Otho, was dorive<l from Wriglit s manuscript. And from the 
way in w hich Lindsay puts it. one might infer that the two had been 
di.s<-overed together. Had this been so. however. Wright would have 
l>een <ertain to inention the Nero in his letter to the drnttetnans 
Matjazinr. Btsiides, there is otlier evidence that the finds were 
distinct. I^n O.N.J., viii. .171«)p. i:i7, the parish minister of Carluke 
writes: “Roman coins at Burnhouseand Ca.stlehill were found in the 

* The well-known Mont of Urr. 
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direftioii of this rwidt^ and a description of tbem waa latel}" given 
in the Scots MagaKiziOh" Frnitloae KcaiMsb in the files of the t^cots 
Maijitshte makes it c ertain tiiat the reference to tlmt jjeriodieal is the 
result of an error: what waji in the v,-riter's mind is the notice in the 

Buriiiiouset^ too, ia apparently n mistake 
for ■* Bnmhead " At all events, in the author of the description 
of Carluke- in aV.*S^*l.. vi., says (p. oHl): '^Gold coins of the Roman 
[yoriod iiiive aUo been found at Hurnhead and Ca^tlebiU.’* These two 
localities lie i'ea[>ectiv'ely sonth^enst and north-west of the town of 
Carluke, and are separated by a cKstance of alanit two miles. Burn- 
head irt the iieai-er to l 4 mark, being about three niilos away. If, 
therefore. Wrigbt^s sbitemont is ut nil accurate, we must nsaigii the 
Otho to Bumhead (or HiirnhousoJ, and leave tho ?iei'o for CastleliilL 
Glasoow (and neighbourhood^.—Gordon (p. IIH) is the first to record the 
fiuding of ft Roinao coin in or about Glasgow: In the City of (jtasfjoip 
I met with a very curious Gi>Id MchIuI of AY^iio. . . . This is exceed¬ 
ingly well preserved, and was found near His description 

and the illustration he gives in his "Plate of Medals" (No. S) prove 
that the piet-e was Coh.“, i. p. 2KT, No. 11-1. More tbiin u hundred and 
twenty years later Dr John Buchanan notes In Stuart (p. Z59) the dis¬ 
covery of some * second brass' of Crispina “at Petorsb ill, within the 
Ho 3 *alty of Glasgow, a nhorl distance beyond the Cathedral," and adds 
that they ivere “ in fair r>resorvntion.'' The statement reappears in his 
ctaitribution to Ohafjoip Pant tiutt PreMut (ii. p, 4.^), where it is supple¬ 
mented by ihe luformation that coins of Hadrian hud also l>een “ found 
in the vicinity of the Cathedral,^ no nietal l^eing spec-ifled. Lastly, 
from Proc., h. p. IftX), wc Iciim that in IWiM) there was presented to the 
I'^linburgh Museum a “ Denarius of the Einp4»i“or Constantius 11., dug 
from the channel of the Clyde. " It was Coh.“, vii. p. Bi2, No. ;H2 or 1143. 
!\\rtick. —A gt(od many yeai's ago a lad showed me a "lirst brass' of 
'fitus, which (he said) had lieen dug up in Partick. 
liuNFiiEW,—It is with licnfrew that wo cun niost eonvonieutly associate 
the "Roman t'oin. Copper, supposed to be Tiberius, found on the 
Ix-mks of the Clyde, near the mouth of the Cart," whicli was depuHitcd 
in tlic Edinburgh Museum by tho Queen's Iteniembraiicer lu 1H41 
{Arch* ,'fco^., v., AppH. p. la), 

Dumbartox, — Tlie Ghitgtiw Cottrif^r of May 15, reports the dis¬ 

covery at Dumbarton of a * brass' c-oin of Vesjuisian, bearing the 
familiar tyiw of IVDAEA CAPTA. It seems likely that this piece 
found its way Into the coUection of Dr John Buehauan, at that 
time an indefatigable buyer of all such relics.®

Tliereiifter the incident seems to have been forgotten. It was 
apparently unknown to the parish minister in lltKi* when O.S.A,, viii,, 
was puldished, and huth Chalmers and Stuart leave it niiiifiticed.- 
St Ninians (Stirlingshire). — About twenty years I wiis shown a coin 
of Trajan, which had been fonml at St Niiiiaii s. Unfortunately I 
kept no note of anything save the bare fact* 

HiTRNTrsLANU (Fiftwhire),—According to SmeUie, ii. p* 70, “ a silver Bomaii 
coin, of tbe Emperor Antoninas Pius, found near Briintisland” was 
deposited in the Ediiihiirgb MiLsenm in 17S2*

p. IIH; “Quf of the remaiiiiiig parts of the north wall of the town, 
I Hiving lieeii iivkeu down a few yeurs ago, a ] ire tty large brass coin, 
of “Ciesar Augustus Pontifex Maxiimis* was found in it,” And from 
X, p. 721, we learn that the exact 3 '^ejvr wa.s tTlNJ. Tiie second 
i-oin is a thmirinn i>f TiWrius, which is included among the contents 
of tlie Pertli Museum as catalogued in the 'rinumtctionfi nf th^ Pertli 
fiufJ Anfifjintnifn Sfxhtif, yoI. i, (1827) p. 17 (of Catalogue). 
It is sjud to have heen found "on the site of the Parliament House 
at Perth,* 

Lcxjies.vJT (PertbshiroK—“ a modal {of Trnjau it la believed) was found in 
this iwirish* v. (ITflCl) ji, 8n), 

KitWKLi. (Foi-farsliirp),—Oil February IKll, there was exliihited to tlie 
SiKueCv, US liuving been presented to their ^fuscum by the Kiug^s 
ReTnemhraucer, "a Gold Coin, in very tine presurvatiem, of the 
Emperor Autr>nhm!!4 Pius, found in 111251 tm the farm of llattoumill, 
near Arbroath, Forfarshire" (Ajc/j, Sru/,, v,, App., p. (t), Lindsay 
(p. 2f)T> reports the discovery under date May 4, 1830. and gives the 
name of the fann as "Hutton mill.” In 1812 the writer of the 
descriptkm of the parish of Kinuell in ,V>'..4., xi, ("Forfarshire*), 
mentions (p, :K.l8) a e<dn u inch wa^ picked ii]i " iu 182D, on the farm 
of Mainslwuik. h,y the side tif a ditch, out of which it hud protaihly 
l*een cast. It was an aureui^. a gold eiiin of the Roman Emperor 
Auloiiinus PiuB.” Then follou's a description of Coin-, li, p, Nos. 
5MlCl f* rhe SiMuetys small c:ollection of Roimm gold contains an 
cxtrcTiiif'^ly well-preserved specimen xjf this [jurticular piece, a circum¬ 
stance whifh, taken in conjunction with the [iroximity of Kiunel:l 
to Arhroath, justifies us in registering the two liuds us identical 
Hitherto they have been regarded as distinct.^

p. KII, “a j'ocmI many years ago, there was found in a Held, near 
Johnston Loilge, a small Homan eoin, with a difF(*rent head and 
inscription on either side, hut the only woixls legible are Aurelius on 
the one si<le, and Antoninus on the either,” This was doubtless one 
of the fieuarii struck in the joint names of Pius and of Aurelius as 
Ca>sar, which are descriljed in CohJ, ii. pp. lOH ff. 

Ahekdkkn.—“A coin, middle brass, of Domitian. found in the vicinity of 
Aliordeen 1S2S" was exhihitcal to the Society on February IJ, ISfcJ, on 
the <K*<*iision of its pix*s(*ntation to their Museum (-Iit/i. Scot., v., 
App.. p. I I). 

LKO(HKl.-CrsnNiK(Alx*rdeenshire).—In the description of this parish (184^1) 
in A'.S..l., xii.. it is statetl (pp. 1121 f.) that **about sixteen years ago 
[/.c. alxiut 1827], a gold coin, of the Roman Emperor Constantins, was 
ploughed up in a hitherto uncultivated piece of ground on Mains of 
Cushnie, which was sold in Al>crthH)n.” 

Cl.-\TT (Al)er«leenshire).—In May 18(H, there was laid l)efort» the Society, 
on presentation to their Museum, a “small Silver Homan Coin, vs-ith 
legend much worn, apparently of Vnlentinian I., or nlxiut that period; 
it was found in the parish of Clatt, Abenleenshire" {Prot\, v. p. ItJO). 
Lesi.ie (Aberdeonshiro).—In I8i)H Mr H. W. Y’oiing exhibited to the Society 
of Antiquaries of Newcastle two Homan coins found in the parish of 
Ix?slie, “at the Unck o’ lk*nn/ichie” (Proc. Soc. A ntiff. Xcirv., vii. j>. 2)11)). 
They were a ‘se<*ond brass’ of Trajan (Coh.% ii. p. («, No. 470 or No. 
472) in very gtsHl condition, ami a flvuonus of Pius (Coh.% ii. p. 2SJ, 
No. 12:1 or No. 124). 

Invkrukik (AlK'rdeenshire). — There is now in the |>ossesjjion of the 
Univei-sity of .\l>erdeen a gold coin of Vesimsian, found twenty or 
thirty yeai*s ago at Inverurie (Prttc., xxix. p. 00).^ The variety repres 
sented has l>een inadvertently omitted from Coh.* In the Hrst edition 
of that work it is i. p. 274, No. .*#). 

SI 4 .V.INS (Alx*rdeenshire).~ I'roc., xi. p. 510. mentions a gold coin of Honorius, 
“ found near the Meikle L<M'h, Slains," which was presented to the 
FMinhurgh Museum in 1870. It is in mint condition, and is Coh.% viii. 
p. 185. No. 44. 

MoRTi..\rii (Banffshire).—In 185)4 the late Dr (Vainond of Cullen pn^ 
sented to the Museum a Homan * Hrst brass,’ which had l>een 
found a year or two l>efore at Dufftown. He thus descril>es it 
(/Vx*., xxix. p. 00):—“It is a coin of Antoninus Pius, .\.d. IJS. ami 
weighs 210 grains. On the obverse is the head of the Em|H»ror, with 
• I Atn inilchtcKi to IVofesMjr Gilroy, throutih MrG. M. Fraser, fora ilescHtAion. 
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the legend “ Armenia." On the i*everse is a Roman soldier, with the 
letters S.C., the rest being illegible." But “ Armenia " is clearly a part 
of the ini|>erial title ARMENIACVS. The coin, therefore, cannot have 
lieen of Pius. It was either of Marcus, struck in IfM or later,’ or 
(less proljiibly) of Verus. At the same time there was exhibited a 
‘first brass’ of .Maximinus, iikewi.se found in the district 
.Mention was also made of a *se<’ond brass’ of Marcus which ha<l 
lH_*en dug up at Pittyvaich House, along with a third-century <*oin of 
Alexandria, in duly IKIM. Dr Cramond was inclined (j). 02) to doubt 
whether the last two hatl rt*ally been an ancient depo.sit. His rt'iisons 
for scepticism are not, however, by any means convincing. 

Forkhs (Momyshire).—Stuart, p. 218. footnote, .states that “in IHI.’l, a 
copper coin of the Emperor Titus was found ne^ir Suem>’s pillar, in 
the vicinity of Forres." It was of the IVDAEA CAPTA type. 

Fortkosk (Ro.s.s-shire). — In 18r>,’l the (Queen’s Remembrancer presented to 
the Rilinhurgh Mu-seum (Prrs*., i. p. 225) “two Roman ('opj>er (’oins, 
dug up in the garden of Lieutcnant-(..'olonel Maclean, at the site of 
the Bishop’s Palace, in Fortrose.” FVom the descriptions on p. 22f> it 
appears that they were a ‘second hniss’ of Augustus, struck by 
Til)erius (Coh.*, i. p. 91. No. 22S), and a ‘second bra.ss‘ of Nero (Coh.-, 
i. p. 290, Nt>s, 1«8 IT.). 

SnETi.ANn ISI.E.S.— In Gough’s Camden (2ih1 etl., iv. p. 5^19), “Mr Lowe’s .MS. 
des<*ription of these islands" is cited as authority for the statement 
that “in this parish of Dunrossne.ss was found in turning up a lee 
Held a copper coin of Vespasian; Rev. Judea deacta; now in the 
posse.s8ion of the earl of Morton." Tlie fact had previously l»een 
noted, also on Low’s authority, by Pennant in his Aecttc Zotdoiju. 
On p. 101 of his J^Hirijdion of Shetland (1822), Ilibbert says that tlie 
discovery took place “al>out forty years ago"—that is, alwut 1782. 
In a note (p. 127) he quotes the i/wnWwo verlm of “the late Reverend 
GfcORGfc Lo^\ as follows! “In Dunrossnes-s |>nrish was some time 
ago found a copper medal of Vuspasia.n, the reverse Juihea Victa. 
It was turne<l up in plowing the ground." Tin's quotation is not 
unimportant. It makes it clear that, in speaking of “Jinhea Victa." 
I^w was referring to the type of a IVDAEA CAPTA coin, whereas 
Pennant and Gough have created an atmosphere of needh^ss suspicion 
by assuming that he referred to the legend. The form IVDAEA 
DEVICTA seems to occur oidy on A’ and of Vespasian. 

And this is not the only help we get from Ilibbert. On the wime 
page (127) of the Dest^ription we read: “Mr Ross, (late of Lerwick,) 
was at considerable pains to collect all the remains of antiquity which 
* It luiifht, for inhtAiicr, hare Isrcn Coh.*, ill. pp. »<> X©. SM. 
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fell in his way, that were found in Shetland. In his possession 1 have 
ncn?n, among other coins, a copper medal, bearing the inscription of 
Ser. Galba Imp, C'aes, Aug,; nuotlier of and a silver coin 

of Trajan." Possibly the Vesi>asian was identical with that recorded 
by L(jw, althiTugh Ililihcrt himself dewn not Huggest tills. A further 
contrihutiou which he makes to the subject is less friiitfuL The 
paragrnjih ininiciliately succeeding the one whic-h him just iK^eii 
4[Uoted. begins thus:^—In the I'lnte of Antiquities given in the 
Appendix, marked Fig. * 1 , a copper medal found in Shetland, l>ears 
on one side the name of I- AiLlus. and on the reverse 

■^Paiinooim Curia a kL; in which .tLlPs is tlgured its receiving from 
a native of Paiinouia a eoniucopiie and a household-god, |k*low are 
the letters S.C," Tlie miticqmtioiis whicli this description excites are 
doomed to disappointment. The illustration reveals in the ^‘copper 
medaU an induhitiihle * Paduan*' 

OrTKK IlKmtinns-—In the Glasgow Corporntiou Mnaeiim at Kelvingrovc 
arc three coins of the late empire, %vhich are stated to have been 
found near LtK-hmaddy (North Cist)* Tliey are soinewhnt worn* but 
apt>eur to ije—(U a 'siiinll brass ^ of VietoriiiuH witis SPES PVBLICA 
on the reverse (Cob.-, id. p. 82, No. 129), (2) a * small brass* of 
Constantins IL with GLORIA EXERCITVS (Coh.L vii, pp*45h L, No. IU1)» 
and (it) a ’ large imiss' of Orntian with REPARATIO REIPVBL (Coli.% 
viii. p. bit). Nos, :lll f*), 

Cnckrtain LocAtJTiES,—/Vet*., X. p.-Id 1, states that on ,hine 2-1, I87d, there 
ivas exhibited to the Woriety a gold coin of Nero, %vhirb Imd iieeti sent 
to the Museum as trensui*e troi'o l>y the Queen's UcmenibnLiirer, nnd 
w hich must thcrefoire have heen found in Siro'tlauil, No iletails tia^ e. 
how'over, been preserved either at the KxLdiequer or in the ii^ociety's 
archives. The coin itself is probably the somewhat rubbed speeiineji 
of Coh.L i. p. *^IX), No* ufiw in the Society's collecth>n* An ttureu^ 
of Trajuu (Coh.L ii. ji. 3^8, No, IHTl, seen hy Gonlon (p* 118) in the collec¬ 
tion of the Rev. Robert ^Viidrovv at Eastwood, iiVoiihl also .seem to have 
bc^^n of Scottish /iroecironcr. 

SiJ fa I* as isohiteil fijuls are I'oueerned, ibis I'omplctes the list of 
“Koiiuiu’' coins in the strict sense of the,term. Tliere ie* how ever, 
reason to lielieve that, in Homan times, stray *eoloiiiar and * Greek 
ini]ierifil' pieces (K*ca-sionaUy wandered as far as Hritain in the ordinary 
course of trade.^ The follow'ing fucLs are, therefore, worth putting on

A eoiispefdijs of some of the I'esiilfs so far obtained aviH put us in a 
lietter position to np]im-iate tlieir sigjiifiennee.

It will he observed that in 
the 'I'ahie the various plnsses of coins have been divided into three well- 
iiiarked ehronolngiea] groups. Ah the earlie^^t of these is at once the 
most important and the most iliflicult to deal with, it ma}' simplify our 
task if we l>egiii nith the latent and work our way backwards. One 
t'lmmeteriHtie of what may he ralkal the fourth-century' gi'tmp will strike 
the at once. While coins Iielongmg to it <k:cui’ fairly fr(H[Uently in 
Si otiainl, there is not a single well autlientiiated iiistain'o of their having 
iK-eu fonml on the site of a lloinaii fort.= That is. during the i>eiii*d 
wiiuii it covers, Hiere was no military m^'vipatiun of the country by 
the lloimms.

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It limy be coiifiJently uHsumeil that by far the Iai*ger proportion of the 
finds* indicated in the three last cohinitiH of the Table reprt»sent, in the 
••itse of each of our ^froujis, coins* that had fallen from native rather than 
from Koman hands. In other u'ords, from the secoml centiirj' onwards, 
if not indecHl from the first, there must have lieen a considerable amount 
of intenHiiirsiC. which it would perhaps be too muidi tt) call friendly, but 
which was, at all events nei^hliourly enough to |>ermit of the infiltration 
of p>cmLs anil of money. This conclusion is in entirt* harmony with other 
obs«»rve*l andiieological facts. It affords the only satisfactory’’ explanation 
of the presieiice of Homan pottery on native sites si-attereil, almost literally, 
“from .Maiilenkirk to .John o’ Groats.” Amphora-haiitlles and fmj^ments 
of Samian ware, including some of fii’st or early second century date, 
occur in the sim-caves of Wij^ton, Iladdington and Fife, in the .Vyi’sbire 
and Lanarkshire crannoj^s, in the hill-forts of F^ast Isithiaii and Argyll, 
in the eartb-houses of the north-east, on a kiti'hen-middeii in Is^wns, and 
in the briK’lis, not merely of Selkirk and Midlothian, but even t»f Caithness 
and the Orkneys. It hardly neeils to Im {Miinted out that the ivlations to 
which tliesi* discoveries bear witiii’ss cannot have Ikhui continuous. They 
would lie rudely iiiterriiptiHl whenever the firi‘s of war, always smoulder¬ 
ing, broke out into a flame. It is temptiiijif to interpret the interval 
that separates the third j,^roup in our Table from the stM-ond—fifty 
yeai*s, if we leave Maximinus out of the rt»ckoniiij^—as sij^nificaiit of a 
|H*rio<l of firoloiiKod unrest. Possibly it may 1 r» so. But it would b<* 
rash to iloj^iatise. Coins Ixdonjfinjj' to this particular half-i*entury' are 
relatively si-arce on Iladrian's Wall and in other |>arts of Southern 
Britain. Their al>st‘nc€? from our Table may, therefore, 1 h* ilue to a 
{general rather than to a local cause. 

•Vfter what has l>een said in the precedinjf |>aru^rapb, we are free to 
concentrate on the fii-st column of the Table in dealinj' with the two 
^rou|H that remain. The Ic^sson of the second of these is very easily read, 
•f " e rciuemlier that no Homan fort save Cramond has yieldiHl coins of 
Se\erus anti his family, and that the specimens disciivercMl there wi‘rt* 
numerous. Twenty years aj,^o, when Mrs Callander’s collection was still 
unknown, llaverfield siiKKested (p. l.'>9) that tlie ‘‘two or three denarii” 
of .S.verus from Cramond were‘*i»erhaps due to accidental intercourse," 
althouKh hea^rtHHhp. 131) that it was “quite crc*dible” that they nuKht 
Ik* “in some way connecteil with" the Emperor’s march into Caledonia. 
The.abuudant material now on record makt*s the first hypothesis unten¬ 
able. It swms certain that Cramond playisl an imi»ortant part in the 
Caledonian expcnlition so j'l-andiliHiuently descrilied by Herodian and 
Cassius Dio. And the contnist with Xewstead may justify us in Koinjj 

further. There were two routes, one or other of ^yhich an iiivadiiiK army 
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would imturully employ in advauoing on Ornmond from Ijchind the 
shelter of Hndrinu^s Wall, The more obvioua of these was whut had 
been in tlie Hrisl and fiecoiid ceuturie-s tlie g^roat trunk-road by the 
Cheviots and the Eildous. If that had Ijeen followed^ we Hbould HUpjHjse 
that Trim anti am iiiiiKt have been strongly held as n vital link in the line 
of rotnmuiiieationH of the expeditionary forevn Yet* in spite of tlie most 
diiigent seareli, Mr Curie failc<i to hud the faintest trace of a third-L’entury 
oi‘GU|iation of Newstead^ It mayT therefore, i>e suggested that Severus 
adopt^^d the altoruative phin of transporting Ins troops by sea from tlie 
mouth of the Tyno to the Forth. On the assuniidfon that tiie Caledonians 
dwelt beyond the northern istiiinns and tJie Mieatio l>etweeii the Walls,* 
this suggo-stion would agree admirably ivith Cassius Dio's limitation of 
the originid invasion of Heveriis to Calednnlii.= Ilis trouble with the 
Mijeatie came later, although they would seem to have been embraced in 
his scheme of iMiinpiest from the outset.^ If the Caledonians wore to l>e 
nthieked Ilrst, the choice of a sca-roiito at once becomes inteUigibie. 

Unlike tho gn>np we have been discussing, the Hrst of the thi'ee in our 
Tahlc embraces two historical periods* Theroitt lies the dilEcqUy attach¬ 
ing to its right interpretation, Tiie consular denarii it contains were in 
all probability lost during the Fln\daii era. At the other end of the scale 
is a long series of emperors and oinpresses wIio.hc money cannot have 
nppea.re(i in Scotland until after the building of the Forth and Clyde Wall, 
Between these two eTs.tremes lies a doubtful region. Some of the coins 
of tho Best-ire utury emporoi’s must have hoen dropjwd during the 
Agricolan occupation* It is no less certain that otliei'S shoulil Ihi ussoei-^ 
nted with tho occupation that began nndor Pius* Discrimination is, 
however, impossible, siave in those very rare cases where the fine pre¬ 
servation nf ji. ‘brass* coin proves tbmt it cannot have been in c^irenJatinn 
for more than a year or two at the outside, Coiiseqnontly it was only 
here and there that the numismatic evidence* biken by Itself, enabletl us 
to detect the footsteps of Agricola. Rcpnbiicmi dcaarii were uoti^l at 
Cramond and at Newstcad* while tlie latter fort also produced one or o 
‘eeconil brass' nf Domitiau almost in mint condition* .-Vgain, Imth at 
Xewsteftd and at Camelon the rolattvoly high proportion of Flavian 
‘brnsB* was seen to bo significant, lieyond these there were no definite 
indications* On the other hand, the signs of sectmd-centnry CKHmjnmiy 
could lie recognised almost everywhere. A summary of the finds frejm 
the 'stations’ on the Wall will serve as an illustration:—

Note, for inntaiire, that the yE* of Wn|Miniau in artually not reprenentwl at 
all. anti that Titus in ronnpiciioun hy his ahsenre. Anti the doniinauce of 
the Antonine periotl would Im> even moi^e nti*ongly marked, if the ntate- 
iiieiitn in the older authoritien were sufticiently precise to admit of complete 
ti^ures for each of the varieties l>ein^ jriven. So far an the tentiniony of 
the coins goes. Agricoin neetl liever have occupie<l the Forth and Clytle 
isthmus at anj' period of his career. Yet we know fnmi Tacitus that ho 
built a chain of forts fn)m end to end of it in a.d. 81. The complete out¬ 
line of one of these forts has, as a matter of fact, lanm rt'covered, and 
ti-acixn of two more have Inien detected. There can Im? but one exphina- 
tion of the gi-eat scarcity, or rather the entire hick, of nuniiniiiatic 
evidence for a Hmt-ceiitury tenure of the isthmus: the time during which 
the .\gricolnn forts were garrisoneil must have Ijeen very short. Tliis 
conclusion is amply cori-o^rated hy the witness of the |)Ottery. One or 
two fragments of 'early’ Saniian ware have l>een ol>serve<l at Hough 
Castle anil Castlecary; the rest can In? dated to the second century. It 
looks, then, as if the coins of our lirst group were going to provide us 
with nothing more novel than a seeming conHrmaticm of what Tacitus 
suggests as to the speedy al>nndonnient of .Xgricola s northeni comiuests 
—“pcrdo/aihi Britauuiu statim mittmt." Before acquies<?ing, however, 
we must h>ok into the matter more closely, reiiiembering that what 
apjieared at one time to lie the lesson of the WalP itself, has hud to 
lie unlenrtuHl in face of the eniei'gence of abunihint Agricohin remains 
at Newstead, Camelon, and Inchtuthil.

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Thin is a very reiiiarkiiblc result. Casual finds, if reasonably numerous, 
rolleet in more trustworthy fashion than do hoards the character of the 
money that was in circulation throuf'hout the period durinj? which they 
were lost. Hoards roprt»scnt the accumulated savings of many years, 
and will therefore always contain a proportion of coins that were 
relatively old at the <late of final concealment. The Corbridge hoard 
was hidden away al>out the l>eginning of the rtdgn of Marcus. A<rcor<l- 
ingly, subject to the reservation suggested above, it ought to give us 
a fairly accurate picture of the gold currency of Roman Britain at the 
very time when the frontier of tlie province extended to the Forth and 
Clyde Wall. What, then, is its composition? The expected admixture 
of ohler pie<*es is present in the shai>o of .'iO |>er cent, of Flavian or 
pre-Flavian issues; the reign of Trajan accounts for other *10 per cent.; 
the l>aiance of 40 |)er cent, falls into the reign of Hadrian or later. If 
the Scottish gold-finds represent the casual losses of the thirty or 
forty years that succeeded the building of the Wall, they ought to in¬ 
clude a considerably larger percentage of Hudrianic and subsequent 
issues, and to show a corresponding reduction in the percentage of the 
earlier classes. The actuality is in startling contrast with the antici|m- 
tion. The Flavian or pre-Flavian issues amount to more than 70 jH'r 
cent, of the whole; Trajan aljsorbs rather less than 18 per cent.; a 
lieggarly allowance of barely 12 per cent, is all that is left for Hadrian 
and his successors. Nero, who opens l>oth lists, has twelve specimens to 
his credit north of the Tweed, as against only ten at Corbridge. There 
is but one way of explaining the.se facts. The greater part of the Roman 
gold found in Scotland Wiis lost, not during the Antonine |>oriod, but 
during the period that was inaugurated by .Vgricola s invasion. 

It appears to follow that the ‘.\gricolan’ occuiMition cannot possibly 
have l>een limited to the thret* or four years of active campaigning 
which ended with that general’s recall in .\.D. 84. The numismatic evi¬ 
dence from Inchtiithil and Newstead has already taught us that those 
two forts must have lieen garrisone<l by Roman troops for at least a 
couple of years longer. The vista now opene<l up is far more extensive. 
It suggests that the hold which Agricola had gained over southern 
Scotland was firmly nmintaincHl by the legates who came after'him. 
Such a conclusion would be in complete harmony with the abundance 
of early pottery at Newstead and at Camelon, as well as with the repairs 
to the bath-house at the purely ‘.Vgricolan’ settlement of Inchtuthil. 
In a word, it looks as if the occup^ition which l>egan in the first century 
may have lastcnl until well on in the reign of Trajan, if not till the 
outbreak of the trt^mendous storm whose final subsidence wan marked 
by the building of Hadrian’s Wall. Nor would this necessarily conflict 
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with the KCiircity of firet-eentuiy remains on the Agricolnn sites tliat 
have been discovered alon^ the isthmus of the Forth and Clyde. On 
the contrary, it would clear up the general situation there in a very satis¬ 
factory way. The Iwirrier of a.d. 81 was exactly what Tacitus represents 
it to have been—a temporary expedient dc^figned to secure a bre^ithing- 
space for a further advance. The forts by which the conquered territory 
was ultimately kept in subjection were not arranged transversely in 
the form of a limett imperii, but longitudinally along the nmin line or 
lines of penetration. In this connexion it is worth recalling that the 
idcii of artiHcial iimitee is not older than the reign of Hadrian.‘ 

Piissing from isolateil Hnds, we have next to consider hoards. Here 
the obvious principle of division is by metals. It was pointed out above 
tluit the Hnds of gold at Broomholm and at Drymen might fairly enough 
have been re<*koned as tiny hoards. Hut it seemed better to reserve the 
term for such substantial accumulations of silver and ‘ brass’as we shall 
have to deal with now. In the case of each of th<*se metals we can tlis- 
tinguish two classics, an earlier and a later. The earlier class of .7^ and 
the earlier chiss of yE seem both alike to have l>een buritnl towards the 
close of the .Viitonine |>eriod. The later* class of ^77 includes coins of 
Soverus and his family, while the later chiss of ^E belongs to the fourth 
century. In some cases the information that has come down to us is 
too scanty to admit of perfect confidence in <lniwing the line between 
earlier and later hoards of The distinction, therefore, does not 
afford a very satisfactory Iwisis for arranging our list. It will Im? easier 
adopt, as ^fore, a geographical framework, and to make chronohjgy 
in the meantime a sec-ondary issue. 


(A) lIOAIthS OF SiLVEU, 


(a) Soufh-Eusteru Scotland. 


Laitukk (Berwickshire). The l>elief that a hoard of Homan coins was 
found at Ltiuder rests on a misunderst-iiiiding. Haverfield (p. 164) 
des<ril)es the story as “plainly erroneous." and the error can be 
tracked to its source. The writer of the description of the tmrish in 
O.S.A., i. (1791), stiys (p, 77): — 


A coasidcmble iiimntity of Spjuiish, Scot<-h. and KiiRlish coins, 
have been duK up. The antiquity of the first exteiuls no further than 
the uKc of hli7jil>t*th. The Sctttch and English belong to the age of 
Edwjml longshanks, atui Alexander I. of Scotland ; and some of them 
are of later date. The minisU^r of Iou<ler is in ixjssession of some of 

uiese c-oii^, and also of several Roman coins, whose inscriptions are 
Luc,lie naminiue. JuHuh Crrsar, A:c." ^sripnons are.

Rend ennefully, the first of these passages is itmocent enough* The 
minister, aa in duty bound, records the discovery at Lauder of 
eertniu Bpanisb, Scottish, and English coins, some of which have 
puHsed into his own possession;* But he cannot resist the tempta¬ 
tion of going a atop fartber* Ho was a bit of a collector, nnd bad 
evidently a eoLleetor^s pride in tbe contents of liis modest cabinet. 
MHjy sUouhl the world not know tFiat he owned some Itomno coins? 
Dr Ford's successor of 18HJ1 seems to have misunderstood him. Or, 
if be did not misunderatJLnd him, he at all eventa oxpresaed him¬ 
self in a very misleading way* Tlie second passage, if it had st<x)d 
alone, might very well have been taken as implying that the Homan 
coins were nctLuiIly dug up at Lauder. In point of fact, it has 
been so t^iken. Hence the myth, which is now, it may be hoped, 
dispelled. 

EniSBUiiGH*—In a letter to Roger Gale of date March 5, 1711-2;. Sir ■lolm 
Clerk states that, in pulling down an old arch in Edinburgh, there 
was found “an urn . . * with a good many silver coius, all of them 
common except one of Faustina Minor,” His description sho'WS that 
the exception was Coh.^ iii. p* i*i2, Wo. liJO, ItJI, or Itfi. Coins e^f 
Fail atiua occur both in * early’ and in 'lute' hoards of so that it 
IS impossible to say to which of our two classes the Edinburgh find 
belonged. Clerk's letter wus printed in lielupiia' (jaleante (Gough’s 
BibL Tapoffr. Hnt., iii, p. 348), and it appears again in 
Letters (Surtees Soc*, ill. p, 430). The relevant extract is quoted In 
full by Wilson lu his Prehistoric (p. 387), whence tbe refer¬ 

ence in Stnart* p. 165. 

Lixutkoow (near).—From Smellie, i., we learn (p. 58) that on July 31,1781, 
the Town Clerk i>f Linlithgow presented to the Society's 51useum four 
Roman tlentxrli f\ espusian. Hadrian, Piiia, and Alarcus). and also (p. <i0) 
tlmt, exactly a fortnight later, the Frovryst of the Burgh followed tliis 
up with a further donation of nine, l>eing one each of Yespasian, 
Domitiaii, Trajan, Pius, Marcus, and two each of Hadrian and 
Faustina, These entries are iUnmiiiated by the writer of the descrip¬ 
tion of Linlithgow in a*S'..l., xiv* (ITIS), who says (p, 570); “Some 
years ago* several Eiomnii coins were found in the Burrowmuir, 
amounting to alMmt IIOO." A footnote adds details 
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“They hiitl been deposittid iti an earthen uj-u, ivhieh the plough 
bi-oke* and were pieked up ju hiiups. by ^me i^rsons who follows it to 
gather stones. The towin asaujicrior, elaimea the treasure. The pieces 
were not abos'e the siJ«! of a sixiteacOi ull silver, and having different 
I hi tea and irupif^ions. They wore prolwibly the collection of some 
virtuoso, and being involved in rust, would form a sweet morsel to 
iLntiqiinriei!.^^ 

The notices in Smellie justify us in giving July 1781 as the date 
of the find. Lindsay (p. 301) puts it in August, doubtless becuuse he 
conueetod it only with the Pro vastus donation, not with the Town 
Clerk's. The corresponding passage in N,S,A., ii. Linlilhgowahire'*) 
p. 175, wdiirh was written in lS-t8, tells us nothing new, while 
Clmlmers {p. 100). with characteristic inacourucy, declares that 
three humired of these coins wore presented to the Antic]uurian 
»8oeiety of Edinburgh by Robert Clerk, the respectable provost of 
Linlithgow." Tins aasertion is fortified by a reference to p. (K) 
of Smellie. where tho nine c/enarn that constituted the Provost^s 
gift are enumerated I What came to the Museum was. of course, 
a selection, but it was (we may l>e sure) a representative selection; 
it would include exnmpla^ of each Leading variety. This is Important* 
jiartly la^rause it enables us to say that this particular hoard belonged 
to tlie * early ^ chisi^ and partly because it shows us the spirit in 
which intelligent donors who had the command of a hoard were 
w'out to interpret their duty towards the Museum. This is not the 
only occasion on which we shfill find a repiiisentative selection 
handed over, and here and there we may have to argue back from 
a ropresentutive selection to a hoard. 

[b) South- IPesfcrn Scotland. 

GKiiATLAW's (Peeblesshire),—The parish of i^kirling. in which Great taws 
lies, may fairly bo reckoned as being in tionth-Western Scotland* 
y.S.A^, iii. (*^Peohlesrthire p. 101. mentions the finding of “vnrioua 
ancient coins of the reigns of Adrian and Antoninus , * . about 
twenty years ago [i.e, about 1814] near a place called Greatlaws in 
the lioitU-oast quarter of the parish.*' Though the language b 
vague, it seems certain that this was a small hoard, belonging 
perhaps to the "early* class. The writer adds that the coins are 
""now tl8:M] in the possession of Laurence Brown, Esq. of Edmom 
stone. Ltiuarkshire,” Ediuoiistone, it should Ix! explained, is in 
Riggar parish, just over the border from Skirling. 

LA>AitK (neau.-l^tuurt (p. 140) informs us. on the autliorlty of Dr John 
Biiciianai]:. timt *'in 1847. a hmird of Romaa silver coins wiia dis¬ 
covered about one and a half miles east from Lanark, during the 
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farmation of the Cnle^Dnian Hallway, in the lower part of ii caim 
of atone^i. They were lyiofj uboat a foot under the surface, and 
included coma of Nerk-Ji, Trajan, Hadrian, and Antoninus Pioa, in 
excellent preservation.'’ Ttiis would appear to have been an early' 
lauird. 

SruATflAVEN (Lanarkshire),—Chalmers has the follomug^ footnote on 
p. 138:— 

’* Ou tlie etjj of Jlarcli, 180&, hoiho labriurers who were employed hi 
making a drain at Torfoot, some miles south-west of the village of 
Struthaveiu discovercd a glaas bottle of an oblong square funn, which 
%vas surrounded bj^sevenit st^ines artificially pliioed for its prei?ervation. 
Tlie bottle i^^as earefiilly soaleil up with a greeuiah pigiuent, and upon 
being o[ienf>d, Wfli fuiiiid to contain about Ruman silver coins of 

Tnijiui, Aiitonhiiis Pius. Faustina, Grispina, aiul of various otlier 
ejiijierjjrs j3.iiii 1 empresses/' 


A very similar story is told by Lindsay (p. ^io), who, however, 
gives the year as 1803 :~ 

At Torfoot seveu miles ivest of Strathaven in Lanarkaliire, a boy 
in clearing out a drain at the foot of a rising ground struck upou a 
glass vessel ooutaiaing lOO Ronmn silver coins of varitiuB Etni>erors and 
Einpresst'ts yi«- Trajan, Hadrian, Aiit^iiiiuus Pins, hSiiietiria, llarcns 
AimeliuB. Crispimi, Grt'!i=iar, Poiuiwy, Cramus, Ac/' 


There can lie no doubt uh to these two extracts referring tt> 
one and the luime fiiid, the difTerence of date Tiotw'ith stand lug, 
Lindsays mention of **Cajiiar, Pompoy, Cnisfluie” is clearly o mistake, 
doe in all probability, as Haverfield (p, . 163 ) suggests, to a mii^iiiuler- 
standiiig of the title HIVIRRPC on legionary ittytuirii of Mark Antony, 
some of which \iould naturally l>e present. It is obvious tbat tbe 
board was of tbe early elas?. Its discovery is rceordcKl without 
any details in the desoriptitni of the rmrisb of Avomlale ( 18 a 5 ) in 
vi. p ms. nnd again in the dewription of the parish of Gabton 
(JS^) in A']*S., 4 „ V. Ayrshire") p, 181 , where it is said to have been 
made **0 little to the eastward” of Loudon Hill, and wbero the 
contents are reported to have included a coin ‘‘ioseribed l>T%-vs 
ANTONIN vs” and “many more.” 

Stuart (p, 201) speaks of tim finds in this neighbourhood: “In 
[800 a consideraldo number of denam of Veaptxsian, Hadrian, and 

up , _ at Torfoot in Strathaven parish. In 
1803 some ^ or tOO more were discovered in the same part of the 
roiintry. Many of them w-e have seen," The latter of these notices 
ob^qoualy lifers to the find described by Chalmers and Lindsay, which 
It helps to fix to mi rather than to 1805, The former is almost 
certainly a mere duplication. If the coins were distributed among 
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vanouK persotis, confusion in regard to dat^j) need cause no surprise. 
Apparently it had begun as early ns the time of Chalmers, and thirty 
or forty years later the risk would be much more pronounced. 

AlRDltlK (Ijuiarkshire)* — Tiio only account of this find hitherto published 
IS that given by Haver lie Id fp. i(ja). His statenieDt was baaed on 
information suppiie<1 by iriy late father, among w liose MS. notes of 
cfrrn 1898 there occurs the following passage under Airdrie"; _ 

” A large hoard of lioiuuu wan discovered here about sixty 

years Hgo. w-hich seems to be imrccordeiL A number of them \rer0 
seen shortly rtfterwanls by ^|p R. Carfme. and all ivere of the early 
emiierons.” 

Those who had the privilege of Mr Carfrae*a personal acquaint- 
imce will agree tliat there could not have Iwen a more trustw'orthy 
w'itness. Nevertheless the 'Airdrie hoard^ must be expunged frtim 
the list. It is writ bout doubt identical with that which has uowr to 
bo described. 

Braco (Lanarkshire).—The name of Binco in Lanarkshire is not to be 
found in the Orf?iifliHcc Gcut’Uecr 0 / Scofinnd, n circumstance which 
doubtless explains how* im ‘ .:\irdrte boiird' originally came to figure in 
the catalogue. It would never have seimrcd a place there at alk had 
it been realised that the sjiot w here the ‘ Brac^o hoard' W'as unearthed 
was only al>out three miles east of Aii'drie and a mile to the south 
or south-west of Caldercruix Railway Station.*^ Three years after 
it came to light* it w as noticed by Stuart in the first edition of 
Ills C7u/cffonia R^mancu The notice is repeated w ithout alteration lu 
his second edition (p. iSfiO) — 

‘♦The coins here mentioned were iliscovei-etl in 18-12. in rcinoving 
some soda from the surface of a i>iece of moss land. They amounted 
to several hundreds* principally of Nerva, Trajan^ Hudrian. Antoninus 
Pius, iviiH Fiuislina, iLnrl niosb of w&ire in j^ood prese^rirfitioji Somo 

of them were ptxwiircd by Dr Clark nf Wester >Ioffat, and by John 
Biichunan, Esq., Glasgow* in whose t>osscsslou they now are." ' 

Subsequently the Crown authorities appear to have got wind of 
the fiudi uud to have taken steps to make good their claim, /Voc., i. 
p. 72. records the presentation to the Society of Antiquaries by the 
Queens Rememhnmcer of 14 denarii '♦found on the line of the 
Roman Road near Bnico." Though they were not laid on the Table 
till May 10* 1852, they must plainly have belonged to the hoard of 
ten years earlier. They are interesting as giving its limits* for we 
are justified in assuming that* as was the case with the hoard from 

or Oiduance Survey Teconda* aa I hev^ Mcerteined tbxnusU Uje kindness 
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Linlithfcow, typical examples of all the main varieties would be in¬ 
cluded. The list is as follows: — Getut Ptmtumia (1), Galba (1), Domitian 
0)t Trajan (li), Hadrian (3), Sabina (1), Pius (1), Marcus (1), Lucilla (1), 
Coroniodus (1), Crispins (1). The hoard was, therefore, of the ‘early’ 
class, while the presence of consular denarii shows that its accumula¬ 
tion had begun in Flavian times. It is worth noting that Lindsay 
(8uppl., i. pp. 53 f.) assumes that the fourteen coins prescnte<l to 
the Society included the whole find, for ho adds: “The great number 
of reigns exhibited in so small a hoard would lead us to sup|>ose 
that it was the property of a coin collector.” That is, he failed to 
appreciate the working of the principle of representative selection. 

W&T Caldkh (Midlothian). — A small hoard, belonging apparently to 
the ‘early’ class, was found hero in 1810. It is noticed in the 
Scots Maf/azine for that year (pp. 32^1 f.), where four of the obverses 
are engraved, and also by Lindsay (p. 2(56). A rather fuller account 
of the incident was, however, published in Andrew Steele’s History 
of Peat-Moss or Turf-Boy (Edinburgh, 1826, pp. 370 f.). Steele was 
the owner of the estate of Crosswoodhill, and he tells how his 
servants, in digging a drain through the moss (part of ‘Cobbin- 
shnw Bog), 

“found, at the depth of about four feel from the surface, a ntuiiber 
of ancient Ibtiuau sU^'er nunlals in great presem'ntion. . . . FVoni the 
circiinisUinces in which these coins were found, it is prol^able they 
were tlropiHsl on the surfaw of the ground upwards of years ago, 
and tluit the ground was then covertnl with a growing w<kx1. as appears 
from the bmnches of birch trees (that have still their form anu Ixirk 
entire) in which the coins were euvelo|XHl." 

There is no complete inventory, but we are told that the coins 
were of Domitian, Trajan, Hadrian, Pius, Faustina (at least tw'o), 
and Marcus (several). Steele and others have shown a disposition 
to connect this discover>’ with the proximity of Castle Greg, regarding 
which see supra^ p. 221. \Ve have already swn (/.c.) that it was 
responsible for some of the myths that have grown up round 
that fort. 

Kirkintilum'II (Dumbartonshire ).—a small hoard of the ‘early’ class 
was discovered at Kirkintilloch in 181K1, along Avith an iron spearhead 
and a large nail The exact 8|K)t was on the low ground «m the 
south side of the Wall, about half a mile east of the Peel. From 
Proc., xxviii. p. 276, it would appear that only 24 denarii w’cre sur¬ 
rendered to the Crow’n. Tlie full number in the hoard was, however, 
42,‘ which were distributed thus:—Vesiwisian (2), Titus (1), Domitian

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(4), Nerva (1), Trajau (15), Hadrian (18), Faustina Junior (1). Accord¬ 
ing to the Paj)er8 of the Regality Ctul) (iii. p. 38), 10 of thorn were 
presented to the Hunterian Museum. 


(c) Scotland North of the Antonine Wall, 

Drummoni> Castlk (Perthshire).—In the Tenth Report of the Historical 
.MSS. Commission (App., i. p. 130) there is printed a letter addressed 
hy James, Lord Drummond, afterwards fourth Earl of Perth, to 
.Mr Patrick Drummond, and l>earing date 15th January’, 1072. It 
gives a very interesting account of what seems to have been a large 
hoard of the ‘ early ’ class, found a few miles to the north of the 
Castle, not far from the river Flarn. As mentioned supra, p. 212, 
some of the coins were seen hy Sibbald. 

** Lntly near Drummond (that’s to say within 5 mylos) amongst the 
hills which lye at its liaek, touarfls the Forrt»st which Ijelongs Ui n»y 
Father, two countrey men intending to build a new kiln for corn in the 
seat of an old ort^gnmn one. and searohing deep to lay its foundation 
founcl a great ring of gt»ld and a eonsidderable <leal of iiionye which they 
disposed of to isyilers, for its weight in the common eoyne of this 
eouiitric: thev carrie<l it to goldsmithes in Perthe; and for a very 
inconsiddenibfe gain sold them. Only one accidentally came to Di-um- 
mon<l. where niy father was abt>ut his affairs in tlmt nlace, who bought 
about 24 of the pie<?es. They aii* about the bredlh of a very large 
3 |)ence and thryce ns thick or more. I have not yet taken pertictiler 
notice to them, bot lhes«‘ I saw had insin them IJKjinitian. Comnuxlus, 
Antoninus Fins. Tnijan ami Diva Faustina. Their reuerse were different 
as uel as their obuerse. I Ixdive there lx* molt* heads amongst them. 
The tigurt*s are excellently uel stampt and by their ilresse apixjar to 
haue bein as ohl as those they represent. If you intend to siieak of 
them to any, send me luml and 1 nil aske some of them from my 
father; for most of them he has tuice or thrice. The thing 1 am most 
concerned at is the goldsmiths put them in work (lyke fools) for they 
might haue had much gain by them, lx)t the silver was so good it would 
not mixe with thers until a thirrl ixirt of niloye was joyned to them. 
They say, ther was more than a bushel of them: bot all the inquiry I 
could make, could not get me any of them.” 

Taymouth (Perthshire). — Pennant (iii. p. 25) speaks of fourteen Roman 
coins of silver, “none of a later date than Marcus Aurelius," as having 
been discovered “in digging the foundation of a tower near Tay- 
viouth." .\gain, in the description of the parish of Keninorc (1834) in 
A^.N..4., X. (p. 4(18), there cx^curs the following quotation from a manu¬ 
script at Taymouth Castle: — 

“ In the year 1755, in making a roml across the hill from Taymouth 
to Glenquiach, there were found, near the crest of the hill, twelve 
Roman coins, about three inches under the surface of the ground, in 
what seeiueii like a beil of charcoal. They apix*ar to be of silver, of the 
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cii^nmfiMt>riw of n sixponiry pUnw, but- rhueli thiek«i% Tli« dies and 
iii»(.Ti|)tioi]L<4 nfi moHt i>f «re ilistmct nod le^iblo^ Thfly art* of tlie 
Aiitouhios and ihvlr TJitfj* jiiio at Taj-maiitlj.'' 

Thiii little liourd wiis^ therefore, of tlie 'early' chiaii. The '^t>ed of 
clmrcortl" would iiuiloubt be the remains of a wooden boi in wbieb 
the trojisure bad been eonnoaled^ In iipite of thodifirorenoBS in c ire urn- 
Htantial detail, it is more than likely that Pennant's find and that 
recorded in tbe Ta)''moutb manusi'npt are one and the !^me. The 
reference in Gou^h s Cftfiuitfi l2nd ed., iv^ p. 1+^7) is obviously borrowed 
from Pennant nnd so too ia dial mo I'd, pp, 171 and ISJ. 

PoBTiiOAK (KinroHs),— Lindsay <SuppU i, p* 51) sayst ;— 

■“ 1851.—In !i tuoss ijcar Kinross vvas found a lifumi of from 700 to 8iKl 
Romnn UcuHrii; tliey were of Galba. (one) (Jtbo, (two) Titus, Toijan, 
Hadrinxi, Aiitoiiiuna Pius, Fau.‘^tina, Senr,, Mai'Cim Aurelius, Fausttiiii. 
.runr,, Cotnniodus and Mevenis, and mostly jKHir, the GulbiL Rev. no^i.v 
nEL\AS(’.

The forephig extract, shows that Lindsay Iwlieved in the existanee 
of two distinct hoards, one from Kinross and tho other from Fife, A 
reference to P/’oe., i. p. fiO, which lie rites os his authority for the 
second, enables uh to see that the two hozirde were realLj*'one, white 
at the :^ute time it supplies na with a clue to the origin of the mistake. 
In stating that the find was made "in tiia parish of Portmoak, Fife 
shire." LindjMiy is repr<L>ducing Ptoc. verbally. Had he realised that 
Portmoak is not in Fife at all, but in Kinross, he w'ouhl have fmen 
that the first story, vvhicli must have reached him through anotlier 
channel, was merely a variant of the aecoud ft is true that in one 
account the coins are said to have been discovered *‘in a moss,** and in 
the other to liave been discovertul on urable land. Proc. fum'isiies an 
explanation of the apparentcontradiction: The field whore they were 
found was formerly a deep bog, which, by draining and burning, has 
bt‘en brought into cultivation, and is now good corn-laud," A large 
flection of pieces from this interesting hoard, to be precise, found 
their way into the Museum, and are still kept apart in the trays 
They are described in /*roc.. i. pp, 60 ff„ and may be summarised as 
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followsNero (1), Galba U), Otbo (1), Vitellms {2)> Vesptisirtn (O)* 
Titufi (2), DomitiHn (3), Nerva {!)» Trajan (10), Hadrinn (17), Sjibma {!)*

The confusion which inis been cleared up in the preceding tjara- 
graph is not the only one of \vhicli this find htia been the victim. In 
the second edition of Wilson’s Preht»tOf'ti.‘ Anttitia ^ii. p. 271 ""c read : 

A valuable hoard, amount lug to about 700 Roman silver toina, dug 
up in the vicinity of Kinross, towai^ the close of 18o7t belongs 
apparGntly to the latter expedition,^ as it included the entire series 
from Nero to Severus” The date, of e(*ni-se, should be *^1851,'’ not 
ISTj?.'^ Siir Daniel Wilson had moved to Toronto before the second 
edition of his biiok ap|>eared, and the slip is doubtless to be explained 
by the fact tliat he was separated from bis material by the ^vidth of 
the Atlantic. In the circumstances it is w'orth ituotiug an extract 
frt>m a letter which be wrote to Mr Roach Smith in January [8o2, 
and ^vhich the latter reprinted in hLs /fcfroH'/>cctin7is {ii. p* 180):— 

■"A hoard of Qnc Koinaii silver, upwards of *300 In uiunber, was diiK^ 
up last month at Kinross, including a complete series, with many 
varieties, from Noro to Sevenis. I have seirurrd a portion for the 
.Museum ; hut thank a to onr wise Treasure Trove laws, we dan? not 
nmke so interesting a fnet public," 

Lkven (Fifeshire),—One of the oldest hnds, though not quite the oldest, 
of which we have any record is that i-eportad from Fife by Hector 
Boece in his Scoforttm rfintonfuK The passage (ed. 1575, fo. SW, verso, 
near end of liber v,) runs thus:—

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Tbe In nDt ns necufiite as it might he* Tn pnrticular, 

tli 0 concluding words are so mangled ns to obscurij Boece^s remark- 
able sluteiiiBiit that nil of the coins had on one side either tho head 
of nil emporor or the lettei's SPQR, If piet-^ on which SPQR took 
the place of the imperial head wore retilly present* they can only 
have been so>cnLled ^antonomous* detiarti of 68 and 60 a.d.,^ and their 
appearance would suggest that the hoard should be associated with 
the Agricolan pieriod rather than with the Antonino period or with 
the e.v}iedltio]i of Governs. To lay too much stress upon tbe point 
would, however* be unwise, oven although Boece is hnrdiy likely to 
have invented this detail* despite his proliGc iniaginntiou. Tiie 
description of the types sounds fanciful, and a mixed hoard of gold 
and silver would be very iinustial, though not iniixidsible* All that 
wc can suffliy sjly is that a deposit of Homaii troins was discovered 
near Leven in 15lil 

L.vuuo (Fifesbirc)* — In the description of the parish of Ijargo (1837) in 
is* C Fifeshiro'’) p. I'iSf, we are told that— 

On u rJflin^gmiiiMl to the north* calle<l Noriie’s Liiw* several 
autiEiidtiL'i; in trilver were discovered* together with a nundwr of small 
Roiiiiin coma* Ijcaring the jf^tanip of the earlier emperanH. They are now 
in tlie (jcfe^^isi'Un of Geiieml Durham." 

it i-s virtually certain that we have here a distortetl account of the 
great liO!i.rd of silver ornamenta found at Xorrio's Law ulmut 1810. 
Tlmy were unfortunately melted dov^l almoi^t at uiice* Subsequent 
search on the same spot brought to light a few reiiiuante that hail 
been unDotired at llrst* and nlso two or three coin??. These are 
referred to aapm* p. 2SS* TJie whole matter is discussed at length by 
Dr Joseph Anderson in bis Svotktnd in Earhj Chrintian Timen (Second 
Series, pp* :I4 If.), whore the deposit is tentatively attributed to tbe 
seventh centuiy at tbe earliest. Despite the jKjsitIve assertion of 
there is no evidence for the discovery of any coins save 
those already mentioned. 

PjTCUl.lx* {Fifeshire). — Smellie records (i^ p. 11) the presentation to the 
Six^ioty in February 1781* by Mrs Trent of Pitcullo, of nineteen 
Roman silv'er coins of the Emperors Ner^j, Domitiau* Trajan. Hadrian* 
Antoninus Pins, Marcus *\urelius* and the Empress Fanstinn* which 
were turned up by the plougli at PitruUo in Fife." This is repented 
by Lindsay (p, 261)* with the obinous misprint of “Patullo^ for 
1 itcuHo* riie v'ariety of imperial heads included suggests that 
this was a representative selection from a hoard of tbe * early * eluas*

LEUcaAits (Fifeahire)-—la the descriptioa of the pariah of Leachara (1B3G) 
in N,S.A.^ ix* (“Fifeshire") p. 223, wo read :— 

“Tlie most interest i&(^ reUe of antiiiuity tliat baa been 
parish is nn ejirtheu jar, which was discovorcd ou Cmigiehillt m the 
year 1808. This jar was found to contnhi nearly it hundml sdyer colas 
In perfect preservation. Unfortunately the jar itself was sldveretl to 
pieces by the pluiiKh, by which it was thrown up. But most of the 
coins were aeciire<i hy tin* jauprletor, the late iloti* RotM'rt Limisay of 
Bulcaimes. where they reutaia. Tlio coins aix' stamped with the heads 
of Roman emiieroi-s, sauh as Severug, Antoninus, Faustina, Ac/' 

Pitcullo is also in the parish of Leuchars, but there seems to Ikj no 
doubt about the find there being a distinct one. The two places 
indicated are some five miles nparh and the dates are se|Hirated by 
nearly thirty years. The tw^o proprietors mentioned art? also differenL 
Finally* the Craigiehill find was u Mate' one* whereafi that from 
Pitcullo wan Varly.^ 

Glamis (Forfarshire).- Sihhald (p. Ifi) soys that “there wore lately /?oia07i 
raed als fotin d at anV,'* Th i s was ri tt eu i ii 1707* but the d iscovery 

must be the same as that described fully twenty years afterwards by 
Gordon (p. 186) 

“On cii^jfring up a small Tawnifiijf, called the Carr?!* near the 

Castle of OffUiica, m an Urn was lately diiM^ovcretl* with 

great Qaaatiliea of liomun Medals of Silver, many of which are stiJl in 
the iToaaesaiou of the Eai‘l of Sfi-affimotv, T procuretl one of them 
myself from a CoaatrjTimn; it was a sliver tH>Lii of GuliHt, and is now 
in Baron Cfni'A-'s CoUectioji." 

This was clearly a hoard of imperial dennrii* Unfortunat'Cly there 
is nothing to indicate whether it was ' early ’ or ' late/ 

Faw'svde (Kincardineshire).“The late Mr Crabb Watt* who had been 
brought up in the district* w^rites in his Mea rnis of Old (lUU), p, m ^ 

“ Coins of the rciKn of Antoninas wem last centurj" fatuifl at Faw syde, 
Ixjtw'tfcn Bi^rvic and Stonclmveii, not far from the main road. Two 
broanc Imra anti a piece of bTOnze like the clump of a strong box were 
found at the same time," 

Here again we seem to be face to face with a hoard of deiuirt f w'hose 
exact class we are an able to determine. 

CowriE Moss (Kincardineshire).—^The earliest notice of ibis important 
hoard w’hich I Imve met wdth is that contained in the Genthmaun 
Magazine for 1814 (pp* o25 f*):— 

About the beginning of the present year tlie sou of n pemr lauu, 
who holds a enmlL jnssessiun on what is cullcil the forest nr common of 
CoiriV* about three Holes north from Stonehaven, in digging for the 

{ >urjK>se of blastuig* came ui>ou some ancient coins bnrieij abmt three

tainofl in some earthen vessel* no remains of w'hich* however* were

in bottt-r iiPvsKir\’iittan ; but aU Tven»^ coverwl %v'itb a hanii eont of 
mst. They proved to be Komiin flmiarii (wilver), coutaiulJiif u fine 
vjifipty of tlitise of the Eni[ieror Vpsijftsiniii, Ills two sons Titus and 
[>>mitiiiii. Npi'Vii, TmjaiJ, lltidrian, Antoniimti Piua. Antonuuis Philo* 
Hophn^i* Liieiiu Verus, eo]lea:^ue of tlie hitter; (Jomiiiodiis sou of 
Autouiuuij Piiiiof^oplins and ^eptimina Soverus. who died at York ; with 
flffveml of Hoiuun ladies, in i>artieuhir Fauntina, daughter of AutonJnos 
i'ius and wife of Antoninus Phih»sophn!j* The greatest nomber were of 
Antouiiii, no two of thorn hnviug the eame revorst^ At the time they 
had Imm doj>i>s1te<l the groundt aiChongli now entirely denuded, most 
have been eoven^l with wo^. as the many rouLs and Fallen trunks of 
t>ak trees iihonilaatly testify, » « , The place whore the coins weiv 
found is about a mile and a half from the ancient oncamument of 
Ro or High Dykes."* 

Lindsriy (p, 270) bases his account of tbis board ontirol 3 ^ on tlie 
eictrnct that has just been quote<l. Bo too do Stuart and bis editor 
(pi 348), althouiib they allow one or two trifling imii!cnracies to creep 
in, such as that the date was 1848 and that the coins were actually 
‘*in on urn” when found, Tliey add that several of the coins “are 
now ill the possession of Mr John Buchanan, Glasgow.** Others had 
made their way to the E:schequer as treanure trove, A 7 -cAi Scot., v„ 
App,* p. 54, notes tljat three of them^a Marcus, a Coiumodus, and a 
Crispina—were presented to the Edinburgh Museum in 181G by the 
Queen s PeTncmbrancer, Arcit, AeL {0,B,. iv. p. 7) records a similar 
donation to the Society of Antiquaries of Ncwcastle-uimn-Tyne. The 
hoard, of course, belonged to the * late* class. 

Hill of Meg hay (Kincardineshire), ^ — The next hoard was discoveretl 
aijout eight jeans later in the same district. It was Hrat described 
ia the rihen/cfrii Joitmal of Slarch ID, 1853: —* 


Oa Friday week, whilst some labourers were engaged in trenching

JmjKiiKuiHmmu . , . Adrian " ; on the i-cverse a group of flgurea arc 
ropn^seiitcd. below which are tJie letters » Libt^ralius,*- "

* I ain EndabM ^ Fraser, the Public Uhmiy, Alierdeca. fur kindly extT^tliiv tbih 

pa aw jpc Jflf uiB fro-m tbt IUi£g of the Joiinmi, 
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Thin iH the »uurce whence Stuart (p. 250) and Lindsay (SuppL, i. 
p. 51) have drawn their information. The latter adds: “The coins 
were from Vespasian to Hadrian, both inclusive, and were sent to 
the Exchequer.” On this statement we should have Ijcon lK>und to 
assi^ the hoard to our ‘early* * chiss. That, however, would have 
been wrong. We learn from Proc.y i. p. 220, that the Queen’s Re¬ 
membrancer sent 141 denarii from Megray to the Museum this 
being probiibly all that had reachetl him—and that out of these a 
representative selection of 20 was made for the c^ibinct, where 
they are now kept as a group apart. The descriptions in Pr<M\ (i. 
pp. 227 f.) show that the selei^tion was inado up as follows ;—Gallwi (1), 
Ves{>asian (1), Titus (1), Trajan (2), Hadrian (3), Pius (3), Faustina, 
Senior (2), Marcus (3), Commo<lus (1), Crispina (1), .\lhinus (I), an<l 
Severus (1). The hoard wtis, therefore, of the ‘late’ chiss.* 

.\s an instructive illustration of the growth of legend, the follow¬ 
ing extract may bo quoted from a |>aj>er on “The Knights Templars 
in and around Aberdeen” by Dr Alexander Walker {Tran». of 
Aberdeen Philosophical Societyy 1892, ii. p. 100).* As the Xetherley 
turnpike road passes over the Hill of Megray, there can hardly In* 
a doubt that it is the Megray fiml that is responsible for the stoiy 
told to Dr Walker. Observe that the hoard now contains ciuns of 
all three metals. 

“ III mukiiig the Netherloy turnpike road, some years age. which is 
constnieted jiartly on AgritHda’s Her or road by which the Romans 
marclnxl. behind a large boulder, which stood up some three fwt almve 
the ground, there was found a large bronze vt»ssel full of gohl. silver, 
and eop|)or coins, belonging, no doubt, to some of the h?gions of 
Agricola’s army, concealed doubtless there in their disastrous retrt*at 
from Caledonia. This ex{)edition to the northern n^gion of the lanri 
of the Piets c?ost the arms of ImtM'rial Rome 30.d<K) men.” 

Red Moss ok Cr-\thks (Kincartlineshirc). — The immediate sequel to the 
passage just quoted runs:— 

“In their retreat the legionaries must have been in a very ilis- 
organised state, as, in the Red Moss of Cmthes. on the estate of 8ir 
Robert Burnett, are found scattered about silver coins of the einpin*, 
which, no doubt, were in possession of those Roman soldiers who had 
fallen clown and died either from sheer fatigue or by the s]H‘ars of the 
Piets. Some of these coins were presented to Blairs College by the 
late Sir James Burnett, the father of the prestml baronet, and are 
preserved at Blairs.” 


‘ Crabb Watt {Meama of Oid, p. 74), while omitting fM>m« of the eiupemm iiirntiunr4l above, 
on well 08 both of the empresses, adds “Ccesor, Claudios, Xero.** But his list Is of very doubtful 
value. 

• I am further indebted to Mr G. M. Eraser for bringing this and the two following extracts 

to my notice. 
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On the Htrcnjjth of this, Mr John A. Henderson wrote in his Anrials 
of hotter Detside (1892, pp. .’W f.): — 

“III the Rod Moss of (’ratlies also silver coins of the Ronmn Empire 
have been found, which strenKthens the theory that the Romans, under 
Affricoln, were in the district. Some of these coins were presented 
to Blairs College by Sir James H. Burnett, and are still preserved 
there.” 

These statements attractetl the attention of Mr G. M. Fraser of 
Aberdeen, a keen student of Roman Scotland, who decided to probe 
the matter further. A visit to Blairs resulted in the discovery in 
a drawer of about a hundred ancient coins, chiefly ‘brass.* * Twelve 
of the best preserved were picked out and sent to the British Museum 
for identification, with the following resultClaudius (2), Xero (1), 
Marcus (1), Geta (1), Severus Alexander (1), Maximinus (1), Aurelian 
(1), Maximinian (1), and Constantino the Great (3).* So far as the 
names are a guide, there is no reason why most of those pieces 
should not have lieen found in Scotland, But they could not possibly 
have cxjme from a single hoard: the period they cover is far too 
long.’* And the great majority of them were of ‘brass.* The facts 
are thus completely at variance with the story told by Dr Walker 
and Mr Henderson. In the hope of obtaining further light, 
Mr Fniser con.sulted both the present Rector of Blairs and his 
predecessor, os well as Sir Thomas Burnett of Crathes, none of whom 
had ever heard of the donation. Accordingly, all that can safely 
bo said is that the coins now at Blairs College are a miscellaneous 
collei'tion, not a hoard; that some of them may have l)een found 
in Scotland, or oven in the Red Moss; but that in the meantime 
there is no evidence authentic enough to warrant any conclusion. 
So far as can be judged at present, the hoard of At from the Red 
Moss of Crathes is a myth. 

Aberdke.n (near).—Gordon (p. 180) says:—“At a Place called the Silver 
Bunt^ near AbenUetv, a great quantity of Roman Menials was also 
found, many of which I saw in the Hands of some curious Gentlemen 
there." Although no indication of the metal is given, the context 
seems to justify us in placing this among the hoards, it may 
even be that the place took its name from the discovery: well- 
vouche<l-for analogies could l>e cited. 

DB'KFORD (Banffshire). — Gordon (/.c.) continues: — 

“ Besidi^s, a great way further North, in the country of the Boyne, 
several Roman coins were <lug up, about 27 of which are still preserv ed

This description dourly yjoiuta to ii hoard of either of the 
* early' or of the 'late' The find may well be that alluded to 

vaguely in OS.A.^ iv^ (1792) p, JiaS* and spoken of more explicitly l>y 
Stuart, who, referring to Detskford* says (p, 218) that '* some Roman 
ooinn, of the Einpreiis Fimatina and of Antoninus Pius, have also 
been found in its vicinity/' Kirktown of Deskford is only about 
2i miles distant from the source of the Burn of Boyne. 

Naius* (near).—Gougli in his livittith Tojjogmphy (1780), ii. p. 7tKi, informs 
us that some years ago was dug up in a common near Naim an 
urn containing a eeries of Roman silver coins of different emperors* 
a variety of duplicates* sets of which ivere presented to the faculty 
of advocates, and several other cabinets.*' This was clearly a hoard* 
doubtless belonging to one of oiir tw'o classes. The ILnd does not 
seem to be referred to by any other writer, although Gough himself 
mentioned it again in liis edition of Camden* iii. j>. 4JW) (ed. 1806* iv. 
p. 177), 

Bean Casti.e (XainiHliire),—*fo Gough's Camdffit, iii. p. 427 (ed. 1806, iv. 
p, 171)* we are also indebted for the identification of the "find-spot* 
of a hoard discovered as early ns tlGOJ The little that wo know of 
it conies once more from Boece*8 Scoinrum j?7iafor/<c^* where, Immedi¬ 
ately following upon the ymssage quoted supra^ p. 26.7, we have the 
following:—

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(B) Hoards of * Brass' 

(a) South-Eastern Scotland. 

\KWSTE.\n. —Reasons iiave already {supra, p. 211) been given for )>eHeving 
that a hoard of late ‘brass' came to light in the neighbourhood of 
Xewstead about 1850. The coins described in Proc., i. pp. .‘17 f.— 
which were only those “in best preservation"—were Victorinus (1), 
Diocletian (1), Carausius (1), Galerius Maximianus (1), and Constantine 
the Groat (4). If we add the Tetricus Senior from Proc., v. p. 107, 
we get precisely such a series of names as one might expcMit a small 
hoard of the Constantinian periml to include. 

Crk'HTON. —A list of JE pieces found at or near Crichton, and presented 
to the Society in 178.5, is printe<l supra, p, 212. It is there pointed 
out that the coins of Domitian and Pius should prob«ibly be associated 
with the Roman st/ition that once stoo<l somewhere in the neigh- 
Imurhood. The oth€»r names all belong to the * low’ empire,' for the 
position w’hich he occupies in the enumeration makes it clear that 
by “Claudius" is meant Chtudius Gothicus. Arranging them in 
chronological onler, w’e get—Gallienus, Postumiis, Victorinus, Tetricus, 
ClaudiiLs Gothicus, Licinitis, Constantine, Magnentius, and Gratian. 
.\s there are at the most ten coins to be distributed over these nine 
emperors, it seems obvious that we are once again face to face with 
a represenUitive sele<*tion. The names would l>e quite normal for a 
lumrd of the Constantinian period, a s4^>lution long ago suggested by 
Haverfleld (p. KM). 

(h) South-Western Scotland. 

H.vuiRECi<».\N (Wigtownshire).—Tlie only find of late Roman yE in Scotland 
which has been at all fully recorded is that made in October 1918, 
at Balgreggan Qmirry, in the parish of Stoneykirk. It is described 
in Proc., xlviii. pp. .’H>5 ff. The hoard, w’hich had been buried in an 
earthenware jar, comprise<l 125 coins, distributed as follow’s:—Helena 
(1), Constantine the Great (2), Constantins (31), Constans (24). Mag¬ 
nentius (61), Deceiitius (2), ami indecipherable (4) The proluible date 
of burial w-as circa ;i54 A.D. 

Ca.stlkdykes (near).—After rt»forring to the finding at Castledykes of 
the yJl coins of Nero, Trajan, Faustina, and Germanicus, which have 
been spoken of supra, pp. 219 f., Gough’s Camden proceeds (Ist ed., iii. 
p. 343; 2iid ed^ iv. pp. f.):—“Tlie present proprietor of Carstairs, 

William Fullerton, esq., in repairing a walk-mill and rivulet for it, 
got a quantity of Roman medals of brass of the sfime emperors, 
&c, .Again, ().S.A., xviii. (1796) p. 180, says, also w’ith reference to 
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Castledykes:—“Coins of various kinds and of different value have 
been digged up, bearing the inscription of M. Aurelius, M. Antoninus* 
&c. Some of these coins have l>een sent by Mr Fullerton, to the 
Antiquarian Society, and to the University of Glasgow." The 
description of the parish of Carstairs (18^11)) in vi„ repeats 

(p. 554) the statement of O.S..*!., but atlds “Trajanus Imperator" 
to the names of rulers. Further, it connects the find with the bath, 
siiid to have been di.s<‘overed “ near Carstairs church," rather than 
with Castledykes itself, a variant for which there is no support in 
the earlier authorities.' 

\\ e are now in a position to correct what Smellie reports (i. p. 42) 
regarding the presentation to the Society on February' 2fi, 1781, by Mr 
Fullerton of CarsUiirs, of “Thirteen Homan coins in Bronze, of the 
Em|M*rors Trajan, Hadrian, the Empress Faustina, and Gormanicus, 
<lug up in Fife." It is plain from the prece<Iing quotations that 
“in Fife" is a misprint for “at Carstairs," and the mistake is readily 
explained by the circumstance that the immediately pr€»ce<ling dona* 
tion was a 8€dectif>n from the Pitcullo find {supra^ p. 20fi). The details 
supplied by Gough leave little or no doubt as to Mr Fullerton’s 
having Ijeen a hoard. If the thirteen coins were only (say) a half 
of the total numlx'r prcjsented, the other half going to Glasgow, and 
if (as O..S’..I. appears to imply) it w/is only- a selection that wj»s 
gifted, then the whole hoard may have }>een fairly large. The 
presence in it of a coin of Germanicus is noteworthy, but not im¬ 
possible; the Croydon hoard, which consisted of 281 pieces, and 
which was concealed about 100 .\.d., containeil a coin of Claudius 
(Xum. Chron.^ 1907. pp. 253 ff.). It should be added that this is the 
only Scottish hoard of Homan ^'E which can l>e definitely assignisl 
to the ‘early* class — that is, the class burie<l about the end of the 
Antonine pericMl. 

I DDINO.STON (Lanarkshire). — In an editorial footnote to Stuart (p. 240) we 
are informed that close to Uddingston “a large quantity of Homan 
copper coins was discovered in 1848 during the formation of the 
Clydesdale Junction Railway. These l)elong to a later period of the 
Empire, j-hiefly Tetricus (3rd century) and were poorly executed. 
They have been much in use and are worn at the etlges. Some of 
them are in the collection of Mr John Buchanan, Glasgow." 

‘ A comparison of the two pa»«mtfs suiarpatw, however, that N,S.A, in Its turn liecanie the 
authority on which Stuart fonndtsi in the paasa^ quoted aupm, p. 230. It is true that N.S^. 
and the first eilition of CnUitonin Homantt were published in the saute year But Uie 

* account* of Caratairs waa written in IKW, and Stuart may have had access to it.

(c) Scotland Xorth of the Antonine Wall. 

Camelon. — The hoard of reported in Stuart (p. 267) as having been 
found at Camelon is fully dealt with Hupra^ pp. 227 f., and need not be 
further diBeussed. 

Sauchik (Stirlingshire).—.4rcA. .Scot., v. (App., p. 54), records the presenta¬ 
tion by the Exchequer to the Society’s Museum, on June 1, 1846, of 
“twelve Homan coins, found at Sauchie, in the county of Stirling, 
brass." Judging by analogy, we may conclude that these were a 
representative selection from a much larger hoard, and the chances 
are in favour of their having been coins of the late empire. 

Foirr Augustus (Inverness-shire). — Tlie following is from the Scots 
Mayazine of 1767 (p. 226): — 

•*A letter from an officer at Perth, tlaUsl May 2, says, ‘I^ast week 
I was out with a eommnud to Fort Augustus, where some i»nrt of the 
fortiheations are n^tiairing, MHiilst there, stmie lalmurers, in digging 
a trench, found an earthen urn, of a blue colour, with about 3U() pieces 
of coin, of mixed metal, some a little larger tlian oxir halfi)once, and the 
others the size of farthings. Tlioy apis'ar to me to be all of the 
Empt*ror Dioclesian.’” 

It seems very unlikely that all three hundred coins can have 
belonged to one emperor, and the account of the sizes is not very 
satisfactory. Still, there seems to be no sufficient reason for declining 
to accept the substantial accuracy of the story. 

Glancing back over the now trompleted list of hoards, one can see that 
its nmin result is to confirm some of the broad conclusions that were 
drawn from the isolated finds. The discovery of hidden stores of Roman 
money in parts of Scotland lying far beyond the frontier is a further 
proof that these pieces were current among the natives. It is a warning 
against too ha.stily assuming that every hoard of Roman coins must 
originally have belonged to a Roman owner. So far as Scotland was 
concerned, this was almost certainly the exception rather than the rule; 
only a few' have been concealed in the immediate neighbourhood of the 
military centres, round which Roman traders would naturally wngregate. 
Again, the time-limits indicated by the hoards are in close agreement with 
those that were suggested by the isolated finds. Both alike b«ir out what 
we learn from history as to the date when the Roman penetration of the 
country first began. There is the same evidence of a sudden interruption 
of cfimmunications in the early days of Commodus, of a temporary 
renewal in certain districts during the reign of Septimius Severus, and 
then of a fresh gap which, whatever be its explanation, would appear to 
have lasted for not less than half a centurj'. And there is the same sug¬ 
gestion of at least occasional friendly intercourse during the hundred

years that followed. But the hoards and their distribution teach us some¬ 
thing which we could not have learned from the isolated finds. It will 
be remembered that the ‘early’ class of and the solitary example of 
the ‘early’ class of must have been buried towards the end of the 
Antonine period. That is, they are memorials of the upheaval that 
ultimately rendered necessiiry the final withdrawal to the isthmus of 
the Tyne and Solway. A scrutiny of the * find-spots ’ indicates that, while 
there may have been a certain amount of fighting in Perthshire and in 
Fife, it was in southern Scotland, and more especially in the south-west, 
that the struggle was fiercest or most prolonginl. On the other hand, as 
was long ago observed by Havertield (p. 161), the recorded hoards of the 
‘ late ’ class of ..iB—that is, those buried about the beginning of the third 
century—come without exception from Fife and the north-eastern counties. 
They thus corrobonite the view that these districts were the main theatre 
of the operations of Severiis. The particulars available tis to the com¬ 
position of the fourth-<!entury hoards of ‘brass’ are far too meagre to 
permit of any deductions. 

It must, of course, always be borne in mind that the coins represent 
but a single threiid in the strand of archiBological testimony, and that 
the proper interpretation of their significance is beset by many pitfalls. 
The conclusions to which they seem to point must, therefore, bo regarded 
as tentative only, until it is seen that they are otherwise sup|>orted. 
With that warning before us, w’e may gather up in a brief summary what 
w'ould appear to l>e the main results of our survey for each of the three 
periods of the Roman occupation. 

(1) The first of these, which opened in 80 A.D., did not come to an end 

w’ith Agricola’s own re<^all in 84. It lasted up to and beyond 
the accession of Trajan in 98 .\.d., possibly even until after that 
emperor’s death in 117. During this jieriod, however, the Forth 
and Clyde isthmus w'as garrisoned only for a short time, the 
Roman hold over the country being maintained by a longitudinal 
line or lines of forts stretching north to Inchtuthil. 

(2) Everything that has come to light since 1899 has gone to confirm the 

soundness of the inference then draw'ii by Professor Haverfield 
as to the duration of the |>eriod w’hose beginning is associated 
wMth the erection of the Forth and Clyde Wall about 142 a.d. 
It is clear that southern Scotland was abandoncMl by the Romans 
early in the reign of Commodus—that is, soon after 180. 

(3) When Severus invaded the country in 207 A.D., he transported his 

troops by sea, making his headquarters at Cramond. His ex¬ 
pedition W’as mainly directed against the tribes that occupied 
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what are now the countien of Fife, Forfar, Kincardine, and 
Aberdeen. Its influence wtis transitory, and can hardly have 
lasted much beyond 211, when the emperor died on the eve of 
a 8«MHmd campaign.
